A mr ora in boxing anae abont tho period of Spring*! aaiwaTance and 
Tom Cribb*a later battloa, of which Thomaa Winter (Spring) waa the expo* 
nentt and of which achool Jem Ward (in the next Deried), Peter Orawl^, 
Ked Eeale, Jem Dnm, Baldwin, Tonng Dnteh Sam, and etlia% with nnmeroaa 
light weighta, oanied ent the exemplifloation and praotioe. This we ahall 
hare am]^ eoaarion to notioe in the ooming ohaptera; fbr the pie a ent we 
win addtem oonolTeB to the milling eaieer of Thomaa Spring. 

Thomaa Winter, who adopted the name of Spring <m Ua ^ppaaraaee in tlw 
ring aa a p i e fe aaor, waa bom at Pownhope, Sbrefordaldre, Fehmaiy 83ad, 
1788. ffia fighting weight thirteen atone two ponnda; later, thirteen ahmo 
flwrpoanda; hei|ht» five {bet deren and nhalfinohea.

TLIa oibo come off at Mordefoitl, when in 
dev(‘U routi(l» Henley won Batisfunl that be bad found his uiuator in the 
youth whom he had challengt*d to the fray. 

Bpring two yoara aftorwurds made his a'ay to tho metropolis. Here he 
met one Stringer, a Yorkshiroman, from ItawclLffO) renowned for its “pad- 
do(iks.” Stringer was under the wing of Kichmond, and was proposed as a 
“ trial home*’ for tho young aspirant Spring. The battle took place at MonU 
soy, SeptcymlxT, 9, 1817. Wo take tho contempoiury report as giving the 
hmt iiiipressions produood on those who did not foresoo the brilliant eaiecr of 
tho youthful ih'hutant. 

Tho app(*ttninco of Stringer was athletic and big, but by no means fresh, 
and his eiit of eouiitenniu'e was rough and wcutherheuton. He was an ugly 
looking ouHjbomer in men* than one souse. Spring looked boyish, not more 
than *21 years of ug(‘, and in somt^ points he was thought to rcsi^rable the late 
Ji'ni Ikdeher, but on a larger sealt' Tlio men, it appears, wei-e about eq^iial 
in weight— Sliinger thirteen stone boien pounds, Spring tliirtcou stone two 
pounds. Both men wito about six foot in height, and formidable fellows. 
1‘he stake s were forty guiiictia and a purse given by the P. C. (Pugilistic 
(Uub) Strmg(‘r was waited upon by HLehraond and Shelton; Spring was 
seconded by Tom Owen and Parish, the Waterman. Twh) to one was asked 
upon Spring; but seven to lour was the current betting against Stringer.

Slid, at this mly sto^ of the fight, it was 
almost certain now it must end. Spring 
kept hiUmg his opponent oompletely away, 
but still bo rotuniod dosperatoJy, till he was 
at len^i hit down. 

O.-^rbis was also a desperate round. The 
men stood up to each oUior, and hammered 
away like a oounle of blacksmiths, bat Spring 
had tho best of it. The latter nobly ^^ained 
taking an advantage nrhen Stringer was on 
tlko ropes, and let him go down without 
extra punishment. Great applause from all 
parts ul tho rmg. 

7. — The determination of Stringer was 
truly astonishing; he bored in regairaless of 
the eonseouenoes. In passing Spnng he got 
a tremendous nobber, and wae ultimately 
sent down. 

8. — Nothing but milling, till they elesed. 
and both down, 

9. — On seiting-to Yorky received a facer* 
which nearly turned him round, but he re- 
eovered himself, and planted a good haL In

One minutH passt*d iu hiiiu 
inllling, without inh'rnnhSKin, till Spring got 
tho best of itt when Stringer wont aouxi and 
foD npon his hands. 

17. — 1^0 conduct of Spring was again 
truly timve. ]Je hod Htringor in a situation 
that ho might have punisbcd him till lie was 
tired, liul he let him dnu'n Hinidst the loudest 
sliwuts of approbation. Bravo, Spring !

19. — Tlie gaino displayed by tho Yorlshiro- 
nian was ^ual to aii 3 *tuing over soon } not* 
witliHtaiiding the severe nulling ho rocoived, 
ho came laugliuig up to the scratch.

28.— The oouraro of the Yorkahireman was 
truly fine, and had he possessed science equal 
to Ins opponent the termination of the battle 
would have been doubtful, llie men fijught 
like lions, till both fell out of tho ropes.

2A.— Spring again behaved handsomely to 
Stringer. Ifany of the spectators calle<l out 
to ** take the Yorkshireman away." (llixee 
to one cm Spring.) 

25.— A more dotorminod round was never 
fought In a rally, biith men were hit to 
a stqud ittU; they at length got away Aom 
eoeih other, when Stringer rushed in and got 


his arme round his opponent's body, butt 
nhiuiattfly, he was so soicrely fibbed Uift he 
went down uikausted.

27. — Stringer in cndi*avi>uring to bore in 
upon lus adversary ran himself down.

29th and last.— Tliis round wae, in point 
of execution, the so verest over seen . Strmm^r 
reocived so tremendous a bit in his body, 
from ih«^ right hand of his op^^nt^it. that he 
wits only prevented in th<» am (f falling on 
his iai I by n qoiok repotiUou ih which 
cauirlii Yorky's nob, and instnnOy lloon^d 
him oTi biR liaok ! He was oaiTiei out of tlie 
ring b> liiH si‘condB ill a state of stupor, llie 
baitlo borU'd thirty -nine minutes. 

Uf M\uKs.— A more determined man was 
never wituessod than Btriugor proved him- 
self. Ho put in some do^'rato blows, 
and his confidence never forsook him ; indeed 
ho laughed several times. On being adted 
how he felt himself within the last two 
rounds, ho observed, ho was as hearty as a 
buck * " Asa ** Receiver General " ho stands 
almost without an equal. It wit a truly 
dt^Kporaic fight, and might stand comnarison 
w It 11 tho battle botweou Bynionds and ileorge 
Maddox. Stringer was most ably seconded 
by Richmond and Shelton. His non was 
ooiiipleiely metamorphosed. Stringer looks 
liko a man of forty, and, it would seem, ho 
has commenced pugilist too late in the day 
to attain any oeieonty. Il4i is able to boat 
any rough commoner. From tho exhibition 
of Spring in this liattle, he bids fhir to put all 
the ** big ones " upon tlio alert. It is true, 
he wants improvement in his mode of fight- 
ing; nf'iertheloAS, he displayed those sound 
r^uisitea, which, when nmtf»d with expe- 
rience, most ultimately constitute him a first- 
rate boxer. His strength is unquestionable ; 
bis game by no means doubtful ; and be pos- 
sesses a tolerably good knowledge of tJie 
Boi«uioe. S[iring was not once dishressed 
throughout Uie above battle. He never 
bobbt^ his head atido to avoid the oomiiig 
blow, bat stood firm as a rock, and etopped 
or parried. His generous behaviour also to 
Stringer, in foui or five instances, when he 
might have luJ ministered additional panish • 
mont, was so manly and homane that it 
cannot be passed over, nor ought it to be 
forgotten. Spring has a pcapoiscssing ap- 
pearaoms is well made, and weighs more 
than fourteen stone.* Both of the above 
boxers have stood at the Royal Academy, as 
‘‘studies" for the artists. The finaiiie of

^ * This is in error of the reporter's. Spring has (old us he was thirteen stone* nattk whnr 
he met Stringer. 
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Springr anxious to obtain a high situation on the milling list| and to lose 
hiH time no longer with rough commoners, without hesitation challenged 
NihI Painter for 100 guineas a side, whieh was as unhesitatingly accepted. 
It was thought a bold attempt on the part of Spring, and to show more 
of ambition than sound judgment. This match occasioned much conversa- 
tion in the milling eirdoa; but Painter was decidedly the favourite. Sonic 
diiHculty ociiurn*<l in making the stake.s good on tlio part of Spring, many of 
bis promised bookers being found absent at the appointed timo. A gentle- 
man, howc\(»r, Rt<‘ppccl forward and mode up the deficiency, to prevent dis- 
appointment. 

The sun h««l scareely shod bis beams over the metropolis, on Wednesday 
morning, the 1st of April, 1818, when the roads loading to Micklcbam 
Downs, near L(*atln‘rbead, in Suirey, were thronged with Tchiolcs of every 
description, full of amateurs hnsU^ning to the ap])oinU‘d spot to enjoy scientific 
pugilism, it being the first big tight’* in the season. The Donifacos along 
the road were rather taken by surprise, it being April Fool-day, but os soon as 
they got bold of ih(' right scc'iit, the “ dashing system** was put into requisi- 
tion, and the *'oooling article** was most liberally added, in order to prevent 
the amateurs from gt‘tting the fever, or o\ er-heatiiig their frames from too 
copious draughts of unleul spirits. Tlu* “ knowing ones** were perfectly 
Mitisfied that PuiutiT mint win, and seven to four were the odds spoiled; 
but tbi‘ adiniixTs of youth, supported by science, strength, and jduck, added 
to the cban(*e of long odds, proved eaget takers. 

The situation of tlie ring was truly picturesque and dclightfal, 
<‘onjmanding an uninterrupted view of diversified scenery for sixty miles. 
Some fir trei^s contiguous to it hud an animated appearance from the nume- 
rous spectators mounted upon their boughs. At a little after one, Painter 
and Spring appeared in the out(T ring, and, upon meeting, shook hands in a 
cordial and true Knglishiuau-Liko mauncr. Spring threw his hat first in 
the ring; Painter immediately ft>ll<»wed the same lino of conduct. A 
half-past 01 X 0 the iiu*n set-to ; PuiutiT wa.s seconded by Tom llelcher and 
Hurry llarmcr; Spring by Cribb and Byrne. Seven to four current, and 
two to one against Spring. Qully kept the time.

WAS rather markod; his peofcrs sonicwbat 
damaged, bo was ali^o dnslrcssod a hlUe 
at ono period of Hio hplit, but eoon recorored, 
and kept tljo lead. ( In being di'clarod the 
victor, Cribb took him up in bis arms and 
camiHl him round tlio ring, amidst loud 
husxas. 


So anxious wore tbo friends of Painter for a second trial of skill Tpith 
Spring, that put down a doposit t)io same week, and on the 14th of 
April inf*H‘aHod it to £ 10, to fight on August 7th, 1818, for 100 guineas 
tt*side, it being sjiccially named in tlie uiticlcs tliut tho ring should have 
nly tight slukcH. 

Spiiiig WQS now doomed to re(uvc a slight cheek to his ambition in his 
second conU'st with ] Vinter, on the 7th of August, 1818, at liURsia Farm, 
when our hero lost the battle. This unexiieetcd di u at weighed severely on 
SpringV mind. (See the life of Ni d pAiNinu, 

In consetiuenee of llu' friends of Shelton forfeiting to Spring, a match was 
pnifioncil between Oliver and Spring; but tho bad state of Oliver’s hand 
prev<mte<l it. Tbo hackeis ol Spring, it ap])ears, were de termined to give 
him an opportunity of reinstatiug himself, and ho was mate hod against 
(Viler, who hud, for two years, ehidlengi*d all Kngland as champion. 
The stakes were £50 a-.side, and a £50 purse to bo given by tho Pugilistic 
Club. The odds weie high in favour of Carter, and the hackers of Spring 
asked two to one. The above buttle was decid(*d on the 4th of May, 1819, 
vt Crawley Down, innnediatdy after Randall and Martin bud left tho ring, 
Tarter was M'condeil by <lliver ami Donnelly; and Spring "was attended by 
Tribb and Sholtun. (iiuerully speaking, it was thought a hollow thing; and 
Cart«*r was (estimated so extravagantly that Ihieo to one was hotted upon tho 
combatants setting to.

Bkhauks. — I f Spring had boon apvnis^f 
ing hitter, he must have won it in half the 
time, lie, however, displayed not oiJy 
conaummato tactica in tiiu ofTenaive, hut 
hia defensive movements elicited general 
applause. AiUiough never mail, he never 
shrunk from hia work, and thia trinmpliant 
defeat of the braggadocio north-countryman 
placed him on a pinnacle of fame. 


Spring, in company with Cribb, now act out on a sparring tour in tho 
west, in which n friendship was cementod which lasted for life, to the credit 
of both inirtics. Bill Neat (who had beaten the game Tom Oliver in tho 
previous year, July 10, 1816) was picked out by the Bristolians for a match 
with Young Spring" for 100 guineas a-side, and half-way between Bristol 
oad London was named as tho ground, articles signed, and £50 made good 
on September 6th, for a fight on the 6th of October following. But a cciit- 
ficato from Bristol, dated September 19th, 1819, states that "Neat, from a 
foil, having broken his right arm, twelve months must elapse bofore ho will 
bo well." Spring complained, and justly, of not receiving forfeit in this 
case, as he had bi'cn put to i^ensidt'iuhlo expenses, and Neat’s accident 
(generally supposed not to be a fracture at all) was occasioned by his 
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impradentlj mniiiog^ for t wogor^ doim a AU*op hill, known as King’s 
Weston. 

The friends of Oliver now made a deposit of flvo sorereignB, but in the 
ihamc month of October Spring received that as a forfeit. 

On the 20th December, 1810, Spring being at Belcher’s, and Ben Bum 
in a dcprociutury humour, ** my uncle*' offered to post £20 and meet Spring 
(it Wimbledon Common next morning at one o'clock. Both men were ihorc 
to time. Bales and an amateur seconded Spring ; Bichmond and Scroggins 
Uiulo Ben. The affair was a burlesque, though Ben fought in a most manly 
style. Spring was certainly out of condition, and remarkably cautious. Ho 
hit heavily, but seldom, and never gave away a chance. Poor Bon, with the 
escoption of one slight success in a scramble, when ho caught Spring over 
the right oyo (the same optic that suffered in his fight with Painter), never 
got on to his man. On Uic contrary, Spring hit him when and whore he 
pleased for eightoon minutes, wlion, at the end of the eleventh round, the 
second big YorkshircToan whom Tom hod manipulated, was thoroughly 
finished off, Not more than 200 persons wore present; but iho Com- 
missary and the stakes, with many of the P. C., wero there, and formed 
tlie ring, 

A third match with Painter ended in a forfeit on the port of Painter’s 
friends, who preferred a match with Oliver for the same amount as a safer 
investment. 

In consequence of this forfeit Uncle Ben,’* who di<la't at all stomach his 
Uirushiug by a man who, according to some of the connoisseurs of the old 
ding-dong school, “ couldn't hit a dent in a pound oi butter,” now dotor- 
niined, for the greater glory of the house of Bum, to match Bob Bum against 
his conqueror for £100 a-side. This ended for a time curiously. Spring 
was out of health, and, not to give a chance away, his backers fbrfeitcd iho 
£ 100 rather than risk a contebt. A second match was soon mode, and on 
the IGth of May, 1820, the men met on Epsom Downs. 

The morning was stormy, yet the string of veliiclos emulated a Derby 
Doy. Tho ring was delightfully situated, having the hill on the northern 
side of it, from which hundreds viewed the battle without the inconvenience 
of a crowd. 

Bum hod risen in tho esteem of the amateurs from a slashing set-to with 
Larkin, and somo Fives Court displays. Spring also was notoriously unwell, 
and a strong prejudice cxisti^l against his finishing” or punishing** 
abilities. Those circumstances induciri most of the sporting men to hodgo 
their beta^ and take the odds u^nm Bum. Indeed, in a few instances, the 
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otldii were now laid upon tho latter ; live to four on the ground was thinlj 
si)orii«<l on Spring, llu* liilitTH snapping at it instantlv. 

Bum appeared first, and tliirw his hat into the ring, attended by his 
fH^eonds, Larkin and Bandull, and kept walking up and down for some 
minutes iKjforvi his ailversary entcnnl the ropes. Spring at length show'cd. 
followed !iy (Jrihb and Shidton ; when tho latter observed to Spring, ** Mind, 
Tom, that you throw your hat into the ring so that it «loes not blow out,*’ 
the inei<lent having an evil augury, as several pugilists had been defeotod 
uhen their bats had taken flight. Spring took tho hint, and his castor 
lemiimed Him in the ring. B indull (for Bum) then tied his colours (green) to 
the stakes, and tho blue kerchief of Spring was immediately added to them. 
Upon the (’oinmnn<ler-in-Chief onlering tho sports to commence, tho two 
umpiuH and the n^ferer (un lionoiirable hafonct) wished to impress upon tho 
minds of tlM» seconds and hottle-holdeis, ** That tho watch would bo held by 
them only on the following consideration : —That upon tho men setting-to, 
the seconds w<‘?c to rctiiv to tho cornei'H of th(‘ ring, and if any ono of them 
spoke to the combatants, that moment the watch would bo thrown down. 
Mmh irritation liad been occasioned by such conduct on both sides at pre- 
viou«i fights It was highly improper, unfair and unmanly; and also in 
direct oppovition to the rules of Broughton, who was looked up to as the 
faflu'i of the I’lire Uing ” These remaiks were emphatically repeated, and 
throughout the fight were strictly attended to.

— Although tins was prononnoed 
a bad light, Spring is lasUy eiititU*d to much 
praise, from his good style of (igliting, and 
the skill he displayed in not going ** to work” 
too rashly, from his bad condition. Had 
Spring bwn as well as ho ought, tho bottle 
must havo boon over in half (ho time. It* 
h .wever, was tho general opinion of the 
fancy, tliat Bum, previona to the conte^ 
could not bo disposed of in half an hour, ana 
numerous bets were made to that effect 
Tho judgt's too insisted that Spring was not 
a banl hittor, and they did so at the conclu- 
sion of this battle ; Init ho repcatcNl hia hlowa 
eo often on Uie nob of his opponent that 
they ultimately proved effectual. Bnm, 
after tiie firat round, appeared to have lost 
oonfidonce. Qamenesa alone will not reach 
tlio iop of the iron. Spring behaved bravely 
to his opponent, and was much aimlaudod. 
Ho had Bum at the ropes in a detciicoleas 
state, but he saw the Iwttlo was bis own, 
and ho lifled up his hands and walked away. 
If it be admitted that Spring waa not a ha^ 
hitter, It cannot bo denied tiiat be possessed

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In connequonco of some dinputc about impropriety of conduct, between 
Spring and loftli, llndfion, after the battle of Cooper and Shelton, at Moulsey 
ilurst, on Tuesday, June 27, 1820, a purse of £20 was immediately sub- 
scribed by the amutcMirs for Spring and Hudson to fight. Both men 
accepted the offer without the least hesitation ; more especially as an amatein 
ofibn^ £r> to Hudson, if he would only fight one round with Spring.

The inRcription is surrounded by a hamlsome dt vice of apples, ole., at tho 
hutlom of which is tlu‘ n*pre*Hmtation of two guine-coi^ks at Uio close of a 
battle, one standing ovi^t tho other. On the other side of the cup is a vn^w 
id the F. K., with two pugilists in attitudes. U]>on the top or lid of the cup 
is a cider-boirol placed on a stand. The iobide is gilt; and it is large enough 
to hold a gallon of “ nectar divine.** It luis two elegantly cliased handles, 
and a fluUsl pedestal. 

About this iM^riod a new milling star arose iu the we&t, in tho person oi 
Jack Langan ; aud during a tour in the north of England somo correspond- 
ence : 00 k plaeo between tlu*iii, which is not worth ix*printiug. On Thurs- 
day, October 23, 1823, ot tlie Castle Tavern, Jiolborn, lielclier, on tho part 
et Langan, deposited £50 towards making a match for £300 a-side with 
Spiing. On the artioles being completed, Spring offered £ 100 to £80, p. p., 
tluit he won the battle. Monday, lh*eembur 1, 1823, the backers of the 
“Big Ones** dined together at the Castle Tarem, Uolbom, but neither 
Spring nor Langan ahowed upon the occasion. However, when time was 
called by the president of the D. 0., the blunt was ready.

\s)a n the sprightly, stylish, well-eondiiet('d Tom Jii leh<*r, in tin* HUinmer ot 
IHll (under the ausidces of his sincere lji<*nd, and almost fat tier, Mr. John 
Mielton), ap[K‘ared in the < h.uactc r td‘ landlonl. The house had undu'goiie 
Hp.iisj the rooms were reUnn died by the jiuintcr; eleguuco and cleanHucHM. 
I'licked by eivility, became the order of llie day, and a prime stuck ol 
lojUuiH and wines was laid in, Tom’s opening dinner was completely 
successful, and the Fancy imnieiliattdy lallicd round a hero who had 
nohl) contcudt'd for victory in thiit<*en prize hutlhs.

During tlie priru ipal lime of Tom’s residence at the Castle, the memlK*rs 
ot the sfiortiiig world were in “ high feather.” Putrans “ came out” to give 
it support. No man knew ladtcr how to get up a purst*, make a imiit4 h, or 
hack a man, than Tom liclchcr. Ho vas always smurt, and exemplarily 
Hell dresiK*d, whenever he made his ap|>earanee in the ring, up^m a rw*e- 
rtmrse, or indwd in eny situation Iwfore the public. Bf‘lcher w'os a keim 
o}i«iner of society: he measured his way through life, and eveiy stop be 
took turnip to good account. He had lots of sjiorting dinnera, numerous gay 
little supiHsrs, and jdenty of matches on the lioard to 4aeite the attention of 
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thi' “ Th#* TJafTy Club’' l»rc*ame very popular in the eporting woiM^

In the following year (IS24>, after his first battle with Laggan, some

nor seconds on cither side, wen' engaged. In the short s(»ace of four rounds, 
it was all over. Norman najit it in sut h lii 4 lute style, that he laid on the 
ground like a calf, so completel)’ satisfiul, that he never nujuestid a third 
battle. Laiigm at that period did not weigh more than Imi slune llirc*e 
p lunds,’*^ W'hile Norman w-eighed thirtcaui stone sevi n pounds. 

It was impossible for Langan to remain idle w ilh f*u( li a n judation, as sirme 
one or other was continually offering liiuistdf to his notice. Slanth‘a, a hanly 
fellow, oflered hi** services to Jack, which W'crc accepted without a single 
murrain. But to en.sure success, the iu:hi b( t<»ru the battle, Lingan was 
introduced by a friend to the late Sir Daniel lloniully. Th<* advice of the 
lri.sh (wLLskey-punch) Champion was a.4.cd as the best ucHle of training. 
“Is it training you mane?” replied Sir Dan, W'ith a ‘'iiiile upon his ('oinical 
mug; “by the oke)", 1 never troubled raywdf miudi about that training, d'y« 
see, w'hieh the fellows in the Long-town make «o much bother about. But, 
nevertlieleivs, 1 w’ill give rny opiutun as to wh.it 1 think mceH**ary to Ik dorm 
upon such occasions. F’ir^ of all, you must take off your shirt. Jack Langan, 
then walk up and down the room liriskly, and hit w< 11 out with both bands, 
ns if you intcndefl giving your op|>oneut a fiuo**/ing without asking for his 
night-cup. Jump buckwanls and lorw’ards one hundred times at least; and 
then to find out if the wind is goo^l, for being out of breath in fighting, iny

The backers of Langan insisted upon the mom \ being git« n 
up; but Donnelly, whose word was law at that lime, as«uted that hi- hoy 
had not lost the battle, and no individual Ixdng found on the giouml to 
(oritradiot or dispute the assertion of that mighty thief, the parliis sepiii.it« 1 
very much dissatisiied at Die non-decision of the contest ! 

A short time afterw'ards, J^ngun met with Donm IJy at the CVk]»it, and

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remon^itratod wiUi him on the impropriety of his oonducti in being the cause 
of withholding the stakes from our hero. Some high words passed between 
them, when Langan, with more courage than prudenotv thus addressed the 
chief of Trolond— ** I know, Dan no, 1 do not know, Dun, neither— bnt 1 
tliink, you could bate A ; yet I will hold you a wager, that you do not lick 
mo in half an hour, and 1 will hare a tum-up with you directly in the Cock- 
pit Donnelly did not appear inclined for a mill; and, after considerable 
chaffing al>out the merits of the battle, Langan received the money. 

Our hero was now an object of envy in Dublin. Camey, a boat-builder, a 
dne strapping fellow, and a milling cove into the bargain, challenged Jack 
langan for £50 a-sido. It was accepted without delay, and at a place 
railed Baggrrt, in the county of Wicklow, they met to decide which was the 
licst man. Donnelly was pr(‘S( nt. Langan had for his seconds Flunket and 
Mulono. While they were b(‘uting out the ring, Langan employed himself 
by using a pirkiixe, digging out the scratch. Carney asked Malone, “ What 
Jack was doing?*' ‘‘Doing, man,” replied Mulone; “don’t you know? 
Why Langan is one of the most industrious fellows alive ; he not only manes 
to buU' yon, but afterwards to bury you : he digs graves for nil the men that 
he fights with!” Carney turned pale at the recital; his knees trembled, 
and ho seemed frightened almost out of his wits. His second, however, 
cheerud him up a little, by telling Camey not to mind such trash.* Camey 
mustered up courage, and commenced the battle well, and with a terrifying 
blow made Lnngau kiss his mother earth. A louder fil-la-loo from Carney's 
party was never hiuird at any fight, and he tried to repeat the dose in the 
sc'uond round, but Langtiu was too clever— ho made a tie of it with his oppo- 
nent, and Carney found himsedf nt full length upon the turf. In thoUiird 
round Langan put in such a teazer, in the middle of his adversary’s nob, that 
his eyes rolled about witli ostoniriimcnt, and he put up his hand to feci if 
his head had not taken fiight from his shoulders, as he lay prostrate ea the 
ground. This blow put an end to the fight ; and Cummins, a potato fiaitor, 
and second to Camey, fell fuol of Plunket, os a signal for a riot. The ring 
was broken, and Langa^ cruelly treated. Twenty thousand persons were 
piesont. By this stratagem Langan did not get a farthing for the batUe, 
which ended in a most terrible uproar. 

I«aogan challenged Gummuis for his foul conduct, although the potato 
merchant weighed fifteen stone. The latter, in answer, said he would pai 
disgrace himself by fighting in a pnblic ring. In the course of a month

at Falmozston Fair. We now come to the first authenticated oomhat ot 
Jack Langan. 

Owen M*Gowran, a native of the fighting locality of Donnybrook, and a 
boxer of considerable note, was matched against Langan, for 100 guineas 
o-sidc. The contest camo off on Wednesday, May 29, 1819, on the Curmgb 
of Kildare. 

The crowd assembled was immense : vchieh^a of every kind were put in 
rei^uisition, and by twelve o’clock the Curragh exhibited as motley a con- 
course as co^ld be imagined. The country boys from the adjacent counties, 
Wicklow and Kildare, who love a bit of sport of tliis kind os well as tho 
best of the fancy, assembled in great numbers, and all repaired to take their 
places at that natural end beautiful amphitheatre, known by tho name of 
“ Belcher^s Valley.”* In the centre flat, surrounded entirely by rising bills, 
a twenty-four feet ring was erected, well corded in — the amateurs paying 6s. 
for front seate— -while the uplands were covered with sjioctators. About 
twenty-five minutes before one o’clock Langan entered tho ring, attended by 
his second, Halton, with Norman as his bottle-holder; immediately after, 
Owen lE*Gowraiif attended by Keamey as his second, with his bottle-holder, 
advanced to the scene of action. The combatants stripped, both apparently 
in good oemdition; they shook hands with tho greatest cordiality, and at 
eighteen muiates before one o’clock tho fight commenoed, at minnte time. 
Betting five to four on Langan, the favourite.

Aitore intAtimia. Dariiig the voyage, the privations which the crow endured 
urcre extinm^y severe; but by the really patrioticaUy inclined advonttirer 
they were borne without a murmur, while those individuals who embarked to 
obtain wealth by their Bpoculation-«-ih6 thoughts of the gold and silver 
mines, those precious metals, which their minds had flattered them might bo 
had for carrying away— pursued their voyage without grumbling, in hopes 
that they wogld bo paid for their troubles at lost. Indeed, ao strongly did 
the accumulation of riches operate upon some of their feelings, that several 
of the crew employed themselves in making canvass bags, out of old aaiU 
chdh, to hold the dollars and doubloons. 

The first place this expedition touohe<l at was St Michael's. Colonel 
Mead, in a conversation with the British Consul, mentioned Langan os 
a pugilist; when the latter gentleman expressed a wiali to witness an 
exhibition of sparring. Langnn immediately complied with tho reqneKt of 
the British Consul, and on boanl of tho Charlotte Gambier soma iK'ts«to 
oocurrod. The superiority of Langan was so gn^at, in point of scientific 
movements, over the hardy and bravo sailors, that he dispostxl of five or six 
in the style of an auctioneer knocking down a lot of suntlnes. From the 
Azores thoy sailed to Tobago. In this island Lungan’s brother died, who 
once belonged to Admiral Kelson’s ship, tho Victory. Tho brother of Tiunguii 
uos on board when tho gallant Admiral died at Alioukir Bay.* 

The expedition then made for the island of St. Marguerite, which was 
mode the depot, but more correctly speaking, the grave of tho Ennfcan 
tiYKiiw. Landed at St. Marguerite, the anticipation of wealth and gloty 
vanished, and the truth presented itself. Owing to tho state of starvation, 
tho badness of tho food, and the uowholcsomcness of the climate, the men, 
one after tho other, sunk into the grave. Langan, with a constitution 
unbroken, defied all tho horrors by which ho was surroundod, and never 
enjoyed a better state of health. He was always foremost in giving assist- 
aueo to his sick oomrades, and never complutned of being unwell for a single 
day. To describe tho suflerings of this wretched, ill-fated band, is impoa* 
sible; the ofloers did not experience any kinder treatment than the men. 
U was nothing uncommon to meet with superior oifleers, with scarcely any 
covering upon their backs, ragged as boggan, an old blanket thrown across 
their emaciated frames, with holes made to admit their head and aims*

ing a glimpso of tho farmers, who were approaching in battle array, and 
being unarmedt made their escape. Running away ftom tho sceno of aotum 
was so fontrary to tho foelings of our hero, that ho hesitated fora moment 
whether ho should show fight or bolt ; but ten to ono being rather too much 
odds for Jwkt hv plunged into tbo nearest thicket and laid himself down.^ 
In diis situation ho waited their approach, and heard his pursuers thrust 
their rifies, with a sword affixed to tho end, into every bush and thicket 
which they eiipposc<l able to conceal a man. When Langan’s pursncri 
approathcil tho place where ho had hid himself, they thrust the rifle, with 
the sword, into tho thicket several times witliout doing him the slightest 
iiyory ; but tho hist push wounded Lanf^an in tho log. His gams was put 
to tho test To cry out would have cost him his lifi; silenoe, thcowfore, was 
his only security. Tho armed band now retired, ooncluding the borrowers of 
the pigs bad mode good their retreat Whon the coast was dear, Langan 
hbbbM from ]|is place of concealment, and joined his eompanions in safety. 

U onglit to have been mentioned, that soon after Langan'e arrival at 
St. Marguerite, Colonel Mead montionad his prowess in tbo milling line to 
Admiral Bryan, who had a ptnekmi for flstie exorcises. Tho admiral's boat- 
swain, Jack Power, bore a high character for his thumping qaalitisa, and was 
anaiotts to have a trial of skill with onr hero. The boalsmiii waited upon 
Xjuhgaa with proposals fer a match ; he was rooeivod by the latter with 
a hsaity wdeome, and the match made without drfay. Thrle days enty 
ware allowed fer training; it the expiration of whidi a prqier pliioi waa 
adeefed br the mill, and a tdiniUy good ring made, altbon|^ not ao tight 
and osmpaot as the (kmimissoiy-gen^of SogMd; BiU QilMm, might have 
prednoed. At tbo eodest period of the day, the o rnnb daa t a, MMsd by 
their mpaotive friends, appwred; the 'Megioa'' ef eonme stteaMl to have 
a peep at the tiian^ of their eo unti ymsm for the fkil ftee riipida (fee 
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botlmiti iht loiul : lib conditiutkm was eaei^at, awl hb shipmates 
tweked hiift t6 win. JFack iru floored amral timesi and napt lots of punish- 
menty hut hb plnek neror deserted him ; hb superior scienee enabled him to 
get out of trooble, and hb goodness upon hb legs ottbsaiely decided the 
tjattle in hb farour. The nativeo appeared highly pbased with the numly 
eanibition ; and it b to be sinomly wished that they had also proBtod by 
such a dbplay of true courage over the stiletto and knifey those tmaeheroua 
weapons bein^ generally used among the natives^ the legitimate use of the 
bunch of fives being unknown to them. Tliis conquest tended to iaenease 
Tangan’s popularity, and also to establish hb character as an ont-and-ooter 
.iinong the blandm. 

At this period Langan’s rank was Quarter-master Sergeant; promotisn 
had been promised to him on the first opportunity, but in. conseqaenoe of the 
'gross mismanagement of the fhnds, and the neglect which hod occurred in 
the hospital department, Jack resolved to quit the service. Langan, thero- 
fitre, left St. Marguerite, and worked his passage to Triniilad, in company 
with several officers and men, whose military ardour was damped by the 
want of funds and clothing, and the dreary prospects of the expedition. 

At Trinidad Jack found employment in a coaster, the property of a Mr. 
Jewel, a merchant in the island. Some months were passed by I<angan in 
thb now mode of life, when he came alongside of a Bristol man of the name 
of Newton, who had milled several of Jack’s shipmates. Meantime another 
lioxer arrived at Trinidall^ with whom Jack was compelled to enter the lisb 
without delay; but Jack polished off **Mr. Newcome” in sneb quick and 
deciaive style that the backers of Newton became alarmed ; they posssssedi 
inflnence enough, however, to induce the governor to draw hb bets upon the 
intended match, and in all probability, by so doing, not only saved the honofir 
of Newton, bnt also their pockets. Soon after the above ciromnstanee Jack 
sailed for Cork, on board of the Gnadaloupe, of Greenock : after a most 
favounbb voyage he arrived at Cork in safety. It is impossible to depict 
hb feelings on hit onoe more beholding hb beloved country; the Ubis 
and anticipated delight of ** sweet home !” formed altogether a most agree- 
able oontrast with the difllcalties and privatiems he had expcrieaeeA in leas 
hoqdtaUe diniea. ^ 

Linganb stay in Ooiic waa very riiort, and Dublin soon became the djeet 
of bb attention; at the latter fluiiod be began the world again in the 
cbanmlmefapttblieaii; an cm|d<yibent for which it slumld ae^ 
iMriiMMudbriy adapted him. He waa a lively fellow over hb iJass, p ots m ffag

The attentions of our hero had hitherto been paid to Mars and Bacehos ; 
in footg so cxclttsivelj, that Venus and Cupid wore determined to resdnt the 
insult and eontempt offered to their powor, through the person of Miss Katty 
Flynna Miss Katty was of true Ilibomian genealogy; her fhther was a 
dairyman, and the fair daddies of Katty, it is said, were often employed in 
ohoming of butter.

and so it appeared with poor Katty. Amongst her numerons elegant 
ottstomers Was the ihnny, joking, gay Jack Langan. Katty endeatoured to 
smotlior the unruly flame, but uU-powerful love preTailod, and npon every 
saeoeeding visit at Jack's crib it increased like an oil-ffMl blase. The cream 
of her dairy was continually offered aa a preaent to our hero to embellish 
hia tea tackle; in addition to which, lots of new-laid oggs, lumps of 
butter, and ooeans of milk ; a dietary, according to Lord Byron, of the most 
diiigerotti ezoitement to amatory ideas. Jack's counsel nrgod in his defence, 
that instead of being the seducer, he was the seduced: and it would be 
a pervernen of justice if he was not placed as the payees intteadof the payer, 
for andeatouring to impart comfort and consolation to the kve^sitiekim 
damsel But despite the sophistry of his learnod eounssl, tho jury were 
uikgaBant enough to award damages againat him of One Hundred Pounds. 
This eironmstanoe, combined with the troaohery ftiend, Compelled Jack 
once mora to quit Irelaad, and tiy hia luck in Eo^land. A few ffeetiaEig 
horn enaldlsd onr hero to lose sight of the Pigeon*hoiise, and the duurms of 
Mbs Ibtty Flynn, and he landed in a whob skjn at livmpoelp whone he 
was not long before he found himsetf seated migly in^ Boh Qxtgmm 
hoitilria. 

Under Ihb fkiendl j roof he rooted himaslf for a fow dsya Ihck thtti 
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ntftrted ftr ia vliich p]«6e PttI Cnwkj had the honour of enter- 

Utning Urn fiifiiittg Iriih liorti, at the Three Turn Tavern. At Oldham 
JaA followed the ooenpatioii of e aawyeri and Tom Beynoldii, like the 
c«4ebraled Peter Pindar^ who diaeoverrd Opie in a itw<»pit, found Langan in 
A runilar Atthation. **Come upi Jaeh»*’ aaya Tom, "and 111 aoea make a to|i- 
mwyer of yon.” Langaa obeyed iho aummona ; and after oomporhi^ noh^ 
together, and having a email wet, Reynolds and Ltingan became ioeeporable 
friends, setUng-to together, both in private and public, for their mutual 
advantage. Things went on in tiiis way for a few months, when HatthMr 
Vipond, alios Weeping, a Maaehester man, well known as a good bit of atiift^ 
i ntered the lists with the Irish Champion, on Wednesday, April 50, 1825. 
The celebrity of the pugilists drew together fire thousond persons* The 
ItatUe was fought between Buxton and Bakeuell, in a field oallod Lydia's 
* island, and certainly a better place could not be wished for— it waa a pertbet 
funphttheatre, and every person was near enough to the ring to have a 
distinct view of the men, when seated on the ndges of the surrounding 
eminences* The ring, which was a rop<*d one of twenty-four ft^^t Mpmre, 
t)eing formed, Vipond first entered it, and threw up his golgotha, n few 
minutes after Langan made his eufr/e, and hoisted his also m the air. The 
Manchester man was seconded by two amateurs, the Irishnuin by Ri^ynolds 
and Haltott. Ned Turner and Bob Purcell also attended. About two oVloek 
the men peeled, shook each other by the fives, and the mill commenced.

tangnii, ftfter hii oonquest oTor Tipoiid, left LaDcoahixe for tbe Emerald 
Idot to exo&enite hit bail ; honesty being at all times his polar star. He had 
•earosly landed in DubliHi when be was compelled to spend his time in the 
Xarshalsea, in oonseqnenoe of not being able to raise the sum of money 
Moeseary to repair Miss Katty's damages. Langan nltimatdy got out of 
bis lovo adventure by the adverse party not opposing his discharge at tbe 
Insolvent Court; nevertheless, this bit of a love afiar made great havoo in 
his eeidi aoeount. Shortly after our hero’s liberation from dmaoe vfle^ he 
reocivod a letter from Tom Beynoldsi infonaing Jack that Beni^ Bobin 
ooidd be backed against him in Mancheiter, He kat no time in obeying the 
sQnunons; but to bis great regret, be fimiid out it was *’bo go’’«*tiie l^gh 
One did not appear at the eeratek Langan issued a challenge to all the 
Lanoashixe boyi» but without tho dodred eiMi and the Mdi, 
could not pick up a customer.

to viiit Fiifitory at Konridi, and under his auapioee to rntcr the P* ft. 
Jack wonld readily have araQed himself of his adTiee, but Tom Ueynoldii 
under whose gaidanoe be was at that time, wished lisiigatt to have a 
shy with Josh HndsoUi at Bonoaster IUoes» for a anbseiiptian puise^the 
John Ball Fighter having annonnoed himself ready to meet any boxer at that 
sporting town. Many dips, however, happen botwoen the onp and the Up; 
the manager of the Hancheator Theatre had engaged Spring and Ciibb for a 
Hporring exhibition; the placards announced Spring as the <*humpion of 
Kngland, and stated, at the same time, that tho latter eolobratod (rngilist was 
ready to fight any man in the world. Langan coneeivod that tho validity of 
Spring’s title to the championship at least demriTided a trial, and therelbret 
without hesitation, challenged Tom Spring for £100. This, in the first 
instanee, was refused by Spring, but after several negotiations upon the 
subject, a match was made for six hundrc<l sovereigns, and tho battle took 
])luec^ at Worcester, on Wednesday, January 7 , 1824 , as niuy be seen 
detailed in tlie preceding chapter. 

Langun, accompanied by Beynolda, appeared in liondon a few days aftetr 
hia defeat at Worcester, and exhibited tl e art of self-defenoe at the Surrey 
Theatre. He was warmly received by tho S|M)rting World. 

Thinking he was not fairly treated in his fight at Worcester, Langun 
entered into a second match for 1,000 sovereigns. 

For the details of this gallant oontest we must also n)fer to the memoir ot 
the victor. To the minutim there given wo must here add a few proofs 
fr«iro contemporary publications of the deservcilly high position in which 
I^ngan’s gallant conduct placed him with tho public at large and sportiiig 
men gimcrally. 

Spring, it cannot be denied, received considerably more puniahmast in this 
battle than in any of his previous contests. This speaks for itself, and 
refutes the imputation of Langan being a bod fighter. Tbe hero of the bla<*k 
fogle hit hard at a greater distanoe than most boxers. Mr. Jackson went 
round the ring and collected several pounds for licngan ; and in tho conrfe of 
a few minutes, as a proof of how high tho Iriidi Champion stood in tho 
opinion nf the amaiensu, Fierce Egan coUcctod on the stage, from a few 
gentlemen, £ IS Ifis., of which sum Mr. OuUy suhscribed five sovamgas. 
The followittg letter from John Badeoek (the Jon Bee of Spotting Uteratare} 
forms a fitting acoompiaimant to the appendisl veraes in praise of Langan

Ily pretonsioas are to show os a man among pngilists, and to eontead (hr the 
Championship of EnglanA I will contend with honoor, and that ahall bo 
my pride, or I should be nndcserring of that patronage which yon ou Uborally 
bestowed npon me. When I met the Champion of England at Manchester, 
my fHends becked me for the sum which was asked, £300. I would be 
proud to have my name enrolled in history amongst those brave champions, 
Jem Belcher, Pearce (the Game Chicken), John Gully, Cribb, and Tom 
Spring. 1 am now willing to accept n challenge to fight any man la 
England — ^to fight for that proud and enviable title, ftnr the sum isked of me 
by Spring — £300.” 

Jem Ward then mounted the stage, and said ho was willing to fight Lan* 
gan for 200 sovereigns. 

Lsagan-— m acoept your challenge if you’ll make it 300, but I’ll not 
fight for lesa— *it would be beneath the dignity of the distinetion at which 1 
uim, to fight for a smaller sum. 

Ward—I am wOlmg to fight for £300 if my friends will make up the sitm. 

Here the matter ended, and nothing deoisivo was done. 

The Irish hero arrived in Bristol, on his way to Dublin, on the 11th of 
July, 1824, bnt the packet not being ready to sail, he im me diately sot off by 
the steam-boat fcr Tenby, in Woles, in order to meet with the steam-paeksit 
for Waterford. In his journey through Pembroke and Milford ha amt with 
a very kind reception from the Welsh people. Langaa put up at the Velson’s 
Hotel, in Milfbid. Crowds of people suntntnded the bouse doring his stsy ; 
and the aai]ei% who were wind-bound, came on ahore, along witii the erewo 
uf two rovenoe oatler% jnst to get a pe^ at the Irish milling eofu. The 
inhalntiitts of Tsnby wished him to opar Ibr a benefit, and some geneffemen 
amaleura eSeied him their nasMenee, but liiiiHi reftiaed to ■oospt thalr 
kind otfor, onnechBiit of hia &lher*e fHwemi Be amled in the Ivanhoe Mmui* 
pmskei for Watmdbsd, on the 14tb. 

In the iseend fight with Spring, our haiu, during one of hb mtm IhBi on 
tlwalaie, i^jmed hia aheuldor aeasriouriy, that open Langan’a application 
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to IKr* OUao^ tho eilllvmted •oiteoii, tlio lotter gonflemaii ktemoi him bo 
miiok sot fight ilM^ 0 twdvcmosth. b comognosoo of ihif odfioe^ LaagMi 
kopt doof ftoui tho prioo^fbg, and west os a iqianiBg tour, b Toiioiio paiti 
of Koibidi with Spring; paid a Tint to I>nblfai> Cknb, and Tariona other 
porta of Iraland, with great tnooeaa, and likewiae went on a aindlar expodi* 
tion with Peter Crawley to Lirerpool, Manoheiteri etc. Jade iuprorod oon- 
iiderably daring hit practioo with tho late ponderona boat of the French 
Hern, 

Loti of letter writing paaaed between Langan and Shelton on the antject 
of a fighl^ hut it all ended in amoke. Ward and our hero had alao a ftw 
worda on the aubjeet of a mill, bat no battle was the reault For aereral 
montha after Langan’a fight with Spring, the pain in hia ahonlder operated 
aa a great drawback to his oxoiiiona in aotting-to. Jack oonld not hit out 
with effoot. 

We copy the following letter from a Dublin journal, to ahow the feelinga 
of our hero upon the aubjeet of a challenge :

For aomo montha Langan was oomplotely loat sight of by the London 
Foney ; at length ho was heard of aa the proprietor of a aaug publio-houaa in 
liTerpobl. Hera hia lively disposition, oirility of demeanour, industiy, and 
attention gained him hosts of inends, Langan aang a toleraUy good aong, 
and told a story well. He was the first to prevent a brawl, the last to 
provoke any one, or to suffer any one to be insulted in his house, end ever 
ready to lend a hand to any one in di8trea8--oolottr, oountry, or profeaaion 
diar^Borded. Ho gained the esteem of all who knew him; he aooumnhted 
monay, and took on hotel, which he termed St. Fatriok’a, at Olateneo Dook, 
Ihun wheneo he after some years retiied with an ample fbitnne. At hia 
houaa ho had a large room ; in this place he nightly plaOed bads of dean 
Btraw, mga, ete. ; it was a nightly rdhgo for every Irishman that dioae to 
apply. Lot the tongue bo but tipped with a bit of the bmgue, **Coinp in and 
v^eome,*’ said Langan, ‘^only, lads, let mo take away your foapiog hooks 
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aad d ii ll o l» h »-mwTe b ■ deui bod, a vann rug, and laaihiaga of |wlat««a, fbr 
tha hoiMmr of tlw bmd va •& eono fimau** Tib lAagaa did, uuaidai bjr aaj 
anbaoription, for foan. Suoh a fbot needa ao oonmeirii. Wo could anuaaorata 
a huadnd acta of hia oharity— ba did not vait to be aaked. 

Hare, for many ynata, he lived honoured, ivapeotod, nod proaiwTona; but 
latterly hia health liuled, and he retired lW>m tho bnatle of buaineae to a 
houae at 7!iw lamea End, Oheehire, where, on the 17th of Uarch (IH> 
Patrick’s Day), in tho year 1846, he dejiarted tliis life, aged forty-iNiToii. 

It was with deep regret that wo heard of tho dembe of the hni%M , tho good 
Jack IfODgan. Brave he was, as hie oondoct in conflict ahowed; g«>od lie we«, 
as iiorpetual acta of bonevolcnco proved. He was a l»oxer, a priav flghter-— 
no matter, a profession never yet disgraced a man, ii ho took cure not to 
disgraoe the profession. Langan, though jKiorly educated was a man of 
superior mind; ho was, to speak of them generally, bi^ttor oducat4d than 
the class with whom his name was associated ; and in power of ol>scrvation, 
acuteness of reasoning, was, in fact, far above many who walk in higher 
plaees. 

The sun never rose on a braver or a betU*r man ; and hundrids of poor 
Irishmen have cause to blest his memory. One of those doniostio afiietions 
that are utterly beyond remedy increased tho maladies to which he had been 
long subject, and we fear we may, to use a common but eapiossiio xihnti^ 
say that he died of a broken heart

NED rAINTEIl-1818-.1820. 

KnWAiiD Patntfb wus known to fhi* past and to not a few of the present 
gett(*nitton, as u worthy 8(>etimeu of the English boxor — a race of meOt we 
fear, well nigh cxtiu< t. To the first, as one of the garacst of pugilists that 
ever pnlUsl off a shirt; tr> tlu* second, os a rosiK^ctiible and worthy tradesman 
resident in Norwich, hut ever and anon visiting his old friends and patrons in 
the great metropolis, when somo ** event*' occurretl, in which those he knew 
in former days roquiitHl a hand; or when some public or.diaritable object 
could be ttssisted by ^*01d NimI's" showing with Tom Spring, Peter Crawley, 
Jem Ward, one or other of tho distinguished *^big ’uns,” who were 
(^oiitetnporary with his ring career. 

Ned Painter was Ih>iii ut Stratford, T<imca8hire, within four miles of 
Manchester, in Matih, 1797, and, os a }oung man, followed the calling of a 
biewet. His eonnexious were ies|)ectable, and young NchI bore the eharaoter 
of a well«behuved, civil fellow. A difference with a big fellow in the 
brewery, om* Wilkins, knl to a blow from that personage, and ita return by 
the youthful Nisi. A cartel from Wilkins was boldly^ answered by Painter, 
and they met in due form in tho yard of the Swan Inn, Hanchoater, when 
Nml so quickly polishcnl f»ff the ** bin one" that he gave in after a very few 
minutes. Ned'a master, who was a spectator ot the affair, eompliinotttod him 
for his conrego and skill, and, as Nod himself said, gave him tho idea of his 
own boxing qualitit^s. Acooidingly, when Jook, Carter, *^The Laneaahire 
Champion," as he vauntingjly grilled himself, was exhibiting in M anc h est er t 
in 1811, Painter, at tho aolieitatinn of hit friends, was indnoed to offer him* 
self for a iet*io. The specimen gave with the glovaa conffnned their good 
epinien that ho was the right a|Hif," but required a little more polidi to 
•)Nir with a fiilkbiown ** profeasienaL" Painter, at thia time, waa in hla 
twenty-fourth year, bis weight thirteen stone, hia height free feet nin# 
inebea and three quarters, and his bust, when itrippedi an Msatanioal eiu4y 
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for symmotry tad stroagth. Few men, at tUis time, or in after year*, eouW 
throw half a htuiidjed*weigh*t near to the dietanoe to which Fainter ooitld iling 
it with oomparatiTe ease. Our hero, thus qualified, presented himself to his 
fellow oountrymaa. Bob Oregaoa, at the Castle, as an aspirant for fistic fame. 
Bob, at this time, was a sort of Mssocnas of mQlers, us honerB were iU n 
termed, and his house the mart for match-making, lie welcomed the arriral 
of this promising young Lancastrian, and soon found him an opponent in one 
Coyne,* an Irish boxer from Kilkenny, six fret in height, and fourteen stone 
in weight, who also ambitioned a name. The articles fixed 40 ginneas a-sido 
as the stake, and the men met at St Nicholas, near Margate (in the some 
ring as Harmer and Ford), August 23, 1813 Fainter was utteinhd by liii 
friend Bob Qregson, nnd Joe Clark ; Coyne was cM|uired by Joe Ward and 
Hall. The men lost little time in pndiminary spuiring, and, considering the 
si/e of the Uibemion, Fainter’s confidence was more conspicuous than his 
science He went up to the head of Fudd}', and put in onc-two, but got it 
heavily in return, and as the rally went on the weight and h ngth of Coyne 
bortnl him gradually back on to Uic ropes, where ho eHcujK;d clevcily, and 
upper-cut” bis opponent amidst some applause. Another rally and both 
nupfiCNl it heavily; the round ending in Fainter down, but the larger share oi 
punishment oortainly to Coyne, whose appearance excited much ainuHoment. 
His arms were unusually long and lathy, and his face long also, with sharp- 
rut features and a prominent cut- water;” indeed, after a little of Fninteris 
painting, it is compared by the reporter to that of the Knight of La Mancha — 
he of *Hhe woeful oonDtenance ; ” the swinging of bis aims, b>o, resembled 
that of the windmill sails so unsuccessfully attacked by Cervautes’ hero. The 
mill, however, went on merrily, Painter receiving fur more than ho Dec<l 
have received, but for his eagerness to “iKilish of!'” his man triumphantly. 
Faddy was game as a pebble ; but FainUT, by his skill, gnulually obtainod a 
decided load, and ended each round by milling poor Coyne to grass. After 
forty minutes, during the latter pert of which time Coyne acted as ** receiver 
general,” Fainter was hailed tno conqueroi. 

Alexander, known os ** The Oamekeepir,'* who }m<l, a iJhort time before, 
defeated the game Jack Ford, at Hayea Commen, now challenged Fainter, 
end the match was made for 60 gnineae a-sida. The Fancy betted two to ono 
on Alexander! The battle came offeit itoulsey Hurst, on Satnrday, the 20th 
of Novenher, 1818* Gsegson and Tom Owen were tho knowing aooonds 
to Fsinter; Old Joe Ward and the veteran Faddington Jones attended to the

Alexander was best in umd and strength, 
and was lionked as the winning man. (Three 
to one a as boldly offered in bis favour). 

SI and last —Such is tbe nneertainty of 
war. Umt althoogh victory seemed within 
the gia^p of Alexander, yet fnm a straight 
well-directed hit at the **mark,'* Painter 
was annonneed the conqueror in a iwinkiing. 
It p*)«tively electrified (ho “ knoatim onee^' 
(who had just before sported the 
against Painter), to si'o Alexander stagger 
away firom his opponent. The Gamekeeper 
fell heavily and oould not ba brongbt to 
time. Tho battle oontinond finr near forty 
mlnntes. 

Rkmarks —This was a proud day fiir tho 
IiaiioashiTe fancy, and Bob GregsonMieon- 
siderable exaltation in having prodnoad a 
hero who bid fiur to obtain a liiiA pbrne on 
the roll of Home. Paintor was bronght home 
to the Castle Tavern with the honoora of a 
kinmpbal entiy. 


I’ntntori fW>m thin conqtient, Tras docmed a match for Tom Oliver; hat here 
the imtloi of conqafiat deserted our hero, who experiinoed a most galbwt 
defeat For att account of this memorable batUe,* m life ef Outsii* 
Chapter IV* 
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For a purso of 50 guineas, without training, Painter cutennl the Usta with 
Shaw, the life^^guardsman/at Hounslow Heath, on A.pril 18, 1815. Kothing 
but true oounige could haro induced Pamter to contend with on opponent ho 
much his superior in every point Shaw was upwards of six fiwt in height, 
and above fifteen stone in weight Having the advantages, also, of military 
exercise every day, a good knowledge of pugilistic science, fVequent practice' 
with the gloves, and so confident of iuecess, that ho had challenged all 
England. Paintor, on the contrary, was a debtor in the Fleet, and hod only 
obtained a day-rule. The odds, in couscMpience, were two to oiu on the lifb- 
guordsnian. Cribb and Oliver seconded Pointer. The latter Md-to with 
great gaiety, and the soldier did not appear to have much the U'st of him, hut 
the length and weight of Shaw ultimately prevailed, and numerous terrible 
hits were exchanged. It was piteous to view the punishment Painter 
received, and the game he exhibited astoninlied every one pn^setkt. The long 
arms of Shaw were truly formidable, and ho stood over N(m 1, planting 
his blows with confidence. Painter n*ccivod ten knock-down bloats in 
succession; and, although requested to resign the battle, not the slighU'St 
< banco appt^aring in his favour, he refused to quit the ring till nature wim 
( xlmiisted. Tho battle lasted twenty-eight minutes. 

At Carter’s benefit, at the Fives Court, on Tuesday, March II, 1818, 
Oliver and Paintor set-to ; the latter boxer was oonsidcKHl to have rather the 
Itest of it, and, in one instance, Pointer hit Oliver away from him with such 
\ iulencc against the rail of the stage, that it was broken. This circumstance 
(Kcasioned considerable conversation among the amateurs; and, at a sporting 
dinner which occurred soon after at Belcher’s, the friends of Painter, in order 
that ho might have a chance to recover his lost laurels, subscribed £100 
towards a second combat. It was gcnenilly thought that Painter was much 
improved from firequent practice with Carter, in their sparring tour in various 
parts of England and Ireland, and it was argued that it was during his 
noviciate” he was defeated by Oliver. The following challenge was, in 
^nseqncnco, sent by Painter

Thii HtakfR wore mad(» good iw Hiipulato<l, and the otlds were aix to four on 
Oliver. Tlio sfiorting world, liowover, oxpenenoed great, disappointment 
fW>n» tho unoxiMH*t4Hl niterraption of the fight. Oliver, from an information 
laid against him nt Wurship Stieet, Motirliclds, was brought from Riddles- 
down, when* ho was in training, to the abo\e poliro-ofiice, and bound over to 
kn»p the peace for a twilwmonth, himself in £200, and two suretieB in 
£100 eaeh. Hoth eumhataots f<dt equally mortihiHl iu being thus defeated 
without a blow. A trip to Calais was talked of among the swidls, os the 
only Bofo mode of evaiUng this untoward circumstance. Oliver and l^ainter 
were both eagiT for the fray, and “ Mosaoo” might bo treated to on 
opportunity of wdinessing U boxe AngUti$e. 

To keep the game alive, a match was propoeud between Fainter and 
Sutton, a strong, bony, long-arm(*d, man of colour, aged twenty-aeven yeora, 
who mado a d£but in the ring, on the rasual offer of a purse, at Coombe 
Warren, on May 2A, 1816, with an old black man. From his aeta-to, soon 
aiterwardf, with Cooper and Oliver, at thr Fives Court, it was thought he 
displayed capabDities; and his fight with Robinson, at Doncaster, not only 
confirmed this opinion, but produetd him nnmerous patrons. He also fought 
a man of the name of Dunn, foi an hour and seven minutes, at Deptford, 
with luceesa. Sutton was well known to he a desperate punisher, without 
fear, possessing great strength, a penetrating eye to direct his efforts, and 
tolerably well thought of by the milling fkatemity. He and Puilrter met 
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on Wcdncadayi the 23rd of Julyi 1817| at Uoulitey ITur^t, and fHi'scing 
nijnalfl do not record a greater exhibition of puplbtic hiM-oituu. PainU^r 
fiiully defeated, aftcT a battle of forty-eight minuteis which was ** auybod}'** 
up to the last round. Painter strainid every nor^e to turn the cltance 
m hia favour, but in vain He fought till uatiire rtfimnl to Rccond hia wiU ; 
und more sincere regrets were never expres'^d at the defeat of any pugilist, 
for Ned had earned hosts of friends by his inofiensire disiK>8itton and 
lespcctful demeanour in society. 

It was not to be expected that so courugt^ous a boxer as Ned Painter had 
piovcd himself to bo should ^'rost and be thiinkfur’ under the datk shade of 
tins black defeat. Accordingly bo at once demanded of his victor 
another trial, which Harry Sutton most cheerfully granted, nothing doubting 
to score anoUier win. Bungay, in Suffolk, was the spot jiifchid upon, and 
the stake 100 guineas. On the moniing of the 7th of August, 181K, the 
rendezvous being the ancient city of Norwich, whence Painti^r was Imikid, 
nmatqurs were in motion, and not a coach, eliaiso, cart, or uny sort of 
vehicle whatever, could be had, all having lM‘en pieviously engnged for the 
mill. Notwithstanding the rainy stale of the we;ith(*r, myriads of [kmIimp- 
triuns were pouring in fium all parts of the county, and by twelve oVIock 
not less than 15,000 persons hod assembled upon Bungay Common. The 
ling was formed in a superior style to those made at Honlsiy or Sheppi*rton. 
Ik'fcides the enclosed quadrangle of twenty-four fid for the combatants to 
ingage in, an outer ropc>d ring was placeih leaving a cl(*ar spai^i of twenty 
yanls for those persons connected with the fighting men to walk round 
without confusion. Outside this stood the jR’de.striuns several rows deep; 
and throe circles of wagons surroundinl the whole, giving the ring the 
appeoranoe of an amphitheatre. Every person could sihi with the ntmost 
ease, and all was conducted with gooil order. Tlie spectators wcic unusually 
silent for such an occasion, though the combatants were much applaiulrsl 
upon entering the ring. Painter was aecondtHl by Tom Ik^lcher and Unrry 
Harmer; Button attended by Tom Owen and Kiihuiond. About ten minutes 
utter one the men shook hands and si't-to. Five and six to four upon 
Sutton.

Planter tailed, the moraing ultf r the battle, upon Sutton and left hiv a 
douceur The sporting people of Norfolk, it appears, wero highly grfitifM at 
the manner in which the battle botw^H n Paint^^r and Sutton was condnoted. 
Bclchcr, Hannef, llichmond, Owen, Oliver, etc , exhibited at the Xonrich 
Theatre in the eToning, after the battle, and their efforts to amuse wm 
respectably attended. 

We have notiioed Paintei^s athletie eapabilittes ; he, about this Ume, ptorod 
winner in seveni] foot races. In a trial of strength in a field belougiag to 
the White Hart, Commeroial fioad, Stepney, Maroh 21, 1S17, Painter 
undertodt, for a wager of 10 guineas, a dosen of wine, and a good dniner te 
twelve, to throw half a hundred^weight ogaaiifit a genilmiuui of the nam of 
^hmofaa, of immense Hereulaan propoiticna, and renowned f«r hia prudigieni 
strength, Mr, Douotw called on Fainter to <<iot” a throw, which ho di4 
(with hia coat on). The diatoaoe, ihongh nnfbrtuaatdf not rocoidad, waa so 
gwat that Hr. Donotm, after every prepazetton, could not touch ft kjr 
Hghtfifniiudieamdaliitf^ ««nuntfir,’’addathafepoc^ 
oveiy oompetitor in this findy firom Englandi Bootlai^ and Xrdnd.^ A fine 
athletifi yonng many called **ft|iring^’* waa m at c h ed hy Scroggiiia to nm 
the dblaaea of ftiw milci agaiaat Paiiitery for Id guineea. It Iras a haMy hat 
on tha part of ftm Irttsry and without tcasning .

food. Pftiator morely jogged on before Spring at storting, wben the laMer 
took the lead, and kq»t it for nearly two miles and a balf, the distance of 
running out, Painter keeping dose at his dbow, compelling Spring, as it 
ware, to use his best speed. Painter now shot by him like an arrow, toadied 
the handkerchief first, and rotomed to ran the two miles and a half in. 
Spring was so dead beat, and out of wind, at the comer of White Post Lane, 
three miles and a hslf, that ho conld proceed no farther. Painter continued 
to run iu gallant style, at the rote of ten miles an hour, and arrived at the 
place of starting at the expiration of thirty-five minutes and a half. This 
great feat for ** a big one” like Painter, was loudly cheered on his touching 
the winning post. 

At this period a young ^*big one*’ from Herefordsbirt. whose career 
was destined to be of the brightest, had just arrived in the metropolis, 
determined, as he himself declared, to go in for tho Championship. The 
friends of Painter thought that Ked was tho very man to chock his aspiring 
flight, and a match was made for 100 guinoas, when Painter was defeated by 
tho future champion, on Miokleham Downs, in thirty-one rounds, occupying 
eighty-nine minutes, giving reason to many of the ^.knowing ones” to 
remember their lack of wisdom on tho Ist of April, 1818, as will be found in 
fall under the memoir of Tom Spring, in tho first Chapter of this Period. 

Tho friends of Fainter were not satisfied that their man was defeated upon 
his merits, and made another match for 100 guineas a-side so early as April 10, 
at the Castle Tavern, Holbom, each party depositing 10 guineas. The 
oontcit to take place on Friday, tho 7th of August, 1818. Tom Belcher took 
an active part in making this match, feeling oonfidenoe in Painter. Nearly 
four months was allowed him to recover from his accident, and it was also 
inserted in the articles, that the ring should be made with eight instead 
of twelve stakes. The betting immediately commenced at six and seven to 
four on Bpring. It also oontinuod in favour of the latter during the time of 
training. The former backers of Spring betted upon him freely ; even many 
of Peintar’s friends changed aidoa. 

The fight took place on a piece of ground called Busaia Farm, four or five 
miles from Kingston, and was well attended. Painter had for his seconds 
Belcher and Haimer; Spring was waited on by Cribb and Clark.

Here Painter enjoyod a quiet lifib till Uio 
ftUewing tdieonedii^ in Horenibar, 1619, put him on tho ftet.” 
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81MA6 MpBntois liatittg iMft tnade upon the idiarioter tt hii fbeA batihl 
with tSfutag* et Uieklr ham Oowne-^indeod, aa influeatial amateur hating 
declaied it to hate been a eras— Painter indignaafly lepolledi the aecmatiop. 
He immediatdiy eet off for London, determined to undergo the most rigid 
eaamination by the sapportors of the P. R. In the fight in question, in the 
second round, Puintor reooitcd a knock-down blow, and, in falling, his head 
not only came in contact with one of the stakes of the ring, but his shoulder 
also rocenred a violent contusion, lie, however, oontinuod the battle for one 
hour and twenty-five minutes ; but, retiring from the oonteat without much 
ptmishinimt, gave rise to the report in question. Painter, at the time, procured 
the assist^co of one of tlic mobt eminent surgeon in the kingdom, Mr. Cline, 
(a gentleman totally uacounochHl with the 8|K>rtiiig world) to reduce the 
fnutupo. On Thursday, No\’embcr 5, 1819, an application was made to Mn 
Cline aa to the fact, whru ho immediate*!}' wrote a ccrtificatt*, which stated 
the injury Painter hud n*eeived on the curve of the shoulder bone had 
rendered him incapable of using his arm at the time specified. This document 
was put into Uio hands of the members of the P. C., and the result was satis- 
fnetoiy. Ned’s integrity was declared to he w'ilhout a stain. 

The following paragraph appeared on November 21, *^<Tho amateurs of 
Norwich will laick Painter for 100 guineas, or more, and also give a purse of 
£50, if Spring will contend with Ned at Norwich. The patr ns of the 
weiemCf also, will give Spring £20 towoui** las expenses.” 

* In oonsoqncnt'C of this challenge, a match was mndo botwvon Spring and 
Painter, on the Tuefshiy following, at Cribh’s, the Union Arms, Oxendon 
Btrc'ct, ** to fight on the .second Tuesday in February, in a twenty-fonr ibet 
ring, thii iy miles from London. An umpire to bo choseu by oaoh party, and 
Mr. Jackson as the roforec ; fitly guineas a-sido to be oompletod in the eonrso 
of throe wooks at Crihb’s, uiid the remaining fifty at Harmer^a the last 
Tuesday in January, or the deposit money to be forfeited.” 

The friends of Painter, howowr, forfeitod to Spring, or rather, the gentle- 
man who somewhat hastily put down the £5* In oouseqneaoe, however, of 
a challeago that Tom Beloher would haok Oliver against Psinter fbr £ 100 
a-side, within thirty miles of London, and deposit £20, pp«, the gage was 
taken up with great spirit by the spoitmg men of Nonrieh, whkh led to the

Hio fcmivit was 
the iiiterest that, for a week before the Bghf, numerous parlies lullk I^ondon 
daily to bo sure of witni^^dng tbe Inttlc. The stage couihes^ besidea a variety 
of vehieles from London, woie fllhd inside tiud out for some days previous to 
tlie appointed time ; and siufili gioiips ot persons musti^nid of an evening in 
the streets of Norwich to hail the am\als. In short, tbe ancient city 
appealed as mnt h alive upon the snbjei t ih on the t^ve of an election* This 
Mmsation was also felt for mlh^s around Noinich. The spot sidectcd for the 
eomlMit was North Walsham, sizUMm and a huh miles from the above fdty ; 
find so little apprehension was entertained of the flglit being intorfenHl with, 
that a stage was bnilt upon the ground for the a<H>ommodstioa of the* 
spectators. In diort, this ilstic toumay engrossed tlm Cfinversation in 
Norwich. 

On Honday, July 17, 1820, every vehicle in Norwieh was engaged to go 
to the scene of action. People were in motion by four o’clock in the 
morning; and in the streets which tended towards the pUuo of oOttlMe 
the doors and windows of the houses displayed groups, eager to witnem 
the depertote. The road to North Walsham, which is delightfril nd 
pietnmque, was thronged with carriages, equestrians, and pedostnans. To 
give some idea of the appeamnee the route p«*scntocL it may be mentiooed 
that at least twelve hnndrud vidiiclcs, of varions d«ncri|>tions, are ascertained 
to have paased ovit CMtishall Bridge. By ten o’ldork, North Walsham was 
literally emnuned with stnaigofs ; and the arrival of persons, cemUnned np to 
two o’dock, fknm all the roads leading to the 6ght, bafled descriptioa. 

In the freU, a stage of a hundred yards in teogth was emted fer 
•peetators; and a eisde of about aisty wagons was formed round the enlir 
taped ling, at shoat tan yaida diatance from it, which were alao filled wWi 
^mtntea. In the 4 »ade betareen the emter and inner 
wm Isiwwiaa ndnA^ Theiing waasimaerto thatef thePii^ 
end the atdhoa ware alaa of the aama colour. Upon the wbeK It waa hAUn 
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iiuid»y «im1 the ifcommodatiofi it effortIcMl to the epeetotorti m irell as to the 
oottbatiiitiii wee fuperior to the I«oiidon ring. £60 irere collected et the 
gate (the pedontriani bviog made to tip), and the stage produced £80. 
The greoteat order prerailid; the decorum of the thing waa kept up hy 
Bheltou, lUmdall, Turner, Scroggins, Bales, Jodi. Hudson, Hanner, PureoU, 
Teasdale, etc. And the immense concourse of assembled fiicea above fhees^ 
ffahig la amphitheatric tiers, formed an extraordinary and an interesting 
siglht. 

About a quarter before one oVlock, Oliver, dressed in white trowsers^ a 
black waistcoat, and a green great coat, made his appearance, and threw up 
hii hat, ibllowed by the Champion of England (Cribb) and Bolrher. A dapping 
of hands took place. Some little time elapsed, and Painter not making his 
appearance, Cribb asked one of the Norwich Committee where Painter was? 
The question had scarcx^ly escaped the lips of Cribb when enthusiastic diouts 
annoanced the approach of Painter. Upon throwing up his hat the shouting 
was universal ; the clapping of hands, and the noiso of upwards of thirty 
thousand persons, was like a roar ol artillery. Painter was without his coat, 
and on his entering the ring he iniihcdiately and cordially shook hands with 
Oliver. Spring and Paul attended upon Painter. 

Some demur took place respecting the division of what is termed the gate-* 
money, ^ Oliver claiming half the cubh taken for admissions upon the stage, 
and also the money collected in the sixty wagons upon the ground. This 
claim was resisted by the Norwich Committee, who insisted that the stage 
and wagons were on entire gift to Painter. Here Cribb offered to bet 
a guinea that no fight would toko place. The articlea were now resorted to, 
and a gentleman from London, one of the umpires, decided that, according to 
the articles, Oliver was not entitled to the stage or the wagons, although 
the latter did offer to pay half of the expenses. This knotty point being 
settled, the scratch was mode, a toss-up took place between Cribb and 
Spring for the duidy side of the ring, which was won by the latter. The 
comhatuits then stripped. The colours, yellow for Painter, and Uua finr 
Oliver, were tied to the stakes; the cenmony of all the parties shaking 
bands was not forgotten. The moment so long wished-ibr had now arrived, 
and the boxers prepared to set-to. Fivo-and-a-half to four ware the real 
odds upon the ground.

Button, and Spring, but that in each caae on demanding another trial, he 
meraed the verdict, and proved the conqueror in all three instances. 

Ai a pnblio dinner at North yTalaham, alter the battle, Painter, on his 
health beiiig drunk, repeated tho dedaiation he had made, previous to his 
snoounter with Oliver, that he would never fight again; and this resolution 
he adhered to. 

Painter now lived retired from the ring, but was a publican for many 
years at tho Anchor, in Lobster Lano, Norwich ; he afterwards removed to 
the Ifarket Place, and died in that city on tho 19th of September, 1853. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

TOM OLIVER (COMMISSABY-OENERAL OF THE 
P. K.)~1811-18ai. 

Tom OUTKi^ oriKinally a munbcr of tht* rnont ancient of caUinga-^a 
fi{anlefier*~liTef in the memoiy of himdrc^di of moilcrn nng^goen aa tlio 
eivil, Activet diligent^ and n^npectabk of tlie P It. rope* and atakea; 
enjoying in a green old age, de«i>iUt ooc^OMonAl twinges of the gout, the poet 
of **Oommiiaaiy/’ aanatud latteily in hia dntie» by hia mn Kit'd, alao known 
aa a podoatrian. Tom, who wa« u dm* Npecimen of iiianbuod, eiiimd t)ie ring 
aomowhat late in life. An aiii*edMe it preamiHi that hit di<vt appoamneo tn 
the ring woa owing to hia aecidenUlly witnessing the Imttio between Htlver* 
thorne and Bogfaerty, at CocimW Warren, in January, 1811, where Tom waa 
engaged in digging and planting He ia said to have n^marked on their 
diaplay — *'WeU, if you call this priao-figliting, 1*11 l>e hanged if I dos*t 
think 1 could a little,’* and ho dc*termin<id to put hia abditica to the teat 
of experiment. At hia ddbut Tom recctrod the apiadlatum of ^'Thc Battenea 
(lardencr/* ftum hia goncrol plaoe of i mployment ; he was, however, bora at 
Bmdlow, in Buckinghamahire, in Jnne, He left his native place a 

mere boy, and lived in the sevviro of Mr. Bukci, a gardener at Millbaak. 
Hevo ho made hia Amt attempt at mUliiig, with one KimbcY, a 
from Walham Green. The battle took plaec'’ in Uie domtniona of old CWMi 
Baldwin, Tothill Fielda, Weatminater, for a coujdc of guineaa a*ftide. OUvrr 
waa aoeomled by j^ilTerthornc and Byrno. It wea a heavy Aght for aa hour 
and Ibrty adautea, whoa Olinw’a atrtmgth and game prevailed, aad ho wao 
hailed the ooaquerar. 

(Biver’a loooad engagement alao took place in Tothill FiiaU% with a 
Ai^lbg man deaommated Hopping Kod.*’ The aum fought for waa ftur 
gttfaMui anMe. Olimi rather diAklent of hia own afaUitiaa^ when pitted 
agaiaa t a aeientiAo pretender, propoeed that the looer ohevU leeeive tww 
f oineea Iqf way «f eoaaolatjnii fof di-feat j but Jfod, eonddeat ia bia own 
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profrm^ scoutM t)io itloA, and declared the eutire emn should go to 
the conqueror, which was ultimately agreed to. But such is the uncertain 
fate of war, that ** Hopping Ned,” who had congratulated himself with what 
ease and dext<*nty he would serre out the Oanlrner, was, in the diort space 
of u ([uarter of an hour, so completely milled out of all conceit of his fighting, 
that ho was reluctantly comiiellod to cry, enough ! He was oontinced of his 
error by retiring severely punished, without the benefit of the two quid,’* 
Oliver was so much in obscurity at this period that the fighting men present 
scorned rather shy in seconding him, and a novice must have performed that 
office, if Silverthomo and old Dick Hall had not appeared, and stepped 
forward to bring their frieud through the piece. 

On th<^ 2 nd of June, Oliver fought with Harry Lancaster, at Newman’s 
Meadow, near the turnpike, at Hayes, Middlesex, for a subscription-puTse of 
twenty guineas. Caleb Baldwin seconded Oliver, and Paddington Jones 
uttc‘nded upon Lancaster. Harry, who had a sparring reputation, cut a sorry 
figure Ix'foro Oliver. In fa(d, on the pait of Lancaster, it was a most 
contemptible fight. Oliver was everything, and in the short space of 
eighteen minutes was proclaimed the conqueror. So easy a thing did it 
appear to the s|k (‘tutors, that it was the general opinion Oliver oonld have 
won without taking off his clothes. 

Oliver, 80in(«what more exiieiienci'd, next entered the prize-ring with 
Ford, for a subscription-purse of twenty guineas to the winner, and five 
guinons to the lostu-, on the Cth of OetobiT, 1812 , at Oreenford Common, 
Middlesex. Caleb Baldwin and Silveriliornn were his seconds; and Tom 
Jones and Jo(^ Norton (»fficiuted for Fonl. The latter was deficient in weight, 
but considered the most eflective boxer. Little more was known of *‘The 
Uardener” than that he was a gooil man; but an opinion was entertained 
that his milling abilities wore rather moderate. He was slow in hitting, and 
not looked n|»on us anything of a punisher. Trovious to the battle it was 
even bt'tting. During a contest of two hours and ten minutes, his patience, 
courages science, and fortitude, were completely put to the test. It was net 
only a battle of experience, but a proper day of trial to him ; and it will 
hereafter he seen that he completely profited by it. To detail the numerous 
rounds would bi« superfluous, but Uic odds changed several times during the 
fight Ford, in the fifth round, ]mt in a tremendous blow on Oliver's eye, 
which neatly closed it up ; this raised the betting six to fbur on Ford. From 
the tenth to the fifteenth round Oliver took the lead, when Ford, recoTuring 
firom bis weakne^, again kept the advantage for tome time. It might bo 
said to l>e n^nproral fighting for about an hour and a quarter, when Ford ftdt 
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thttt evory trt tad itraUKtin mni^ bo adopts. OUror fo^iMvod 
hoafjr puaUhamt in the tm n^peoledly, nod hod ft^w op|Mntoiii|faio of 
nduming, o« Font pit^umlly fell on nioking o hit Every mtneoum woo 
prortioed to tire out **The Oardener;” but he at length innmphiMl ooor all 
the ohiitiiig, notwithotanding he woo nearly Uiml tlx* loot half hour of Uie 
battle. The ganw of Oliver cloinud ufiiveioal ptatae; for few menpoaoeai 
fortitude enough to have ondnml luch an irritating opimoeiit* They were 
both t<''rribl7 pwniahod.

capabilities rated, that before Carter offered himself as a customer, Oliver had 
displayed great anxiety to enter tho lists with Tom Cribb ; and it appears 
that some conversation hod passed between those mighty heroes of tho fist 
as to the propriety of a meeting to decide tho subject. 

Tom had at ttiis juncture touched the culminating point of his pugilistic 
(‘minenco. lie was now a public^un, and his house, tho Duke’s Head, 
in Peter Street, Westminster, was looked upon as heud-quurters of the 
Fancy of that special district. Tom had inherited tho title and dominion 
of the renowned Caleb Baldwin, and was regarded as tho hero and 
champion of Westminster. It is but justice to obsorvo, that contem- 
porary prints iM'ar testimony to tho personal civility and general g'*'M:l 
behaviour of Oliver as a ])iib]ie man, and of his disposition as truly 
inoffensive;*’ a general churacleiiHfie of steady and unflinching courage. 
After a couple of 3 ears of ** minding the bar/* 'J’om accepted the chal- 
lenge.* of Jat‘k Carter, **the Lancashire hero,” who, at this period, boldly 
cluimcMl the Championship. The game battle near Carlisle, OctolMir 4 , 
181 ft, in which 01 i\er till gloriously, although at ono period thrt*c to 
one was hud in his ia\our, will lie fouud in the Life of Cauii:r, Chapter 
Vlll. of this Period. (Page 170.) 

Tom now returned to soiving his customcTs, and again nearly two years* 
IK^aecful interval was spent by Tom in ** minding his own business,” when 
some of the friends of Bill Neat, of Bristol, of whom hereafter, offered 
to make a matc^h with Oliver, tor 100 guineas a-sidt*, to tight on tho 10th of 
July, 1818, within thirty miles of London. The invitation was accepted, 
and the articles signed, Indting licing, at tirst, in favour of Oliver. The 
tremendous hitting of Neat knocked tho game Tom off his legs, and into 
a state of obliviousness, after an hour’s hard up-hill fighting. See Neat, 
Chapter V. of this Period, 

On tho 28th May, 1819, Oliver was at Epsom, enjoying the racing, when 
a puno of £50 being to ho fought for, and Kendrick, the Black, expressing 
a desire to ” try for it,” Tom agreed to be his opponent, os he oxpreeaod 
it, keep his hand in.” About six o’clock, accordingly, when the last 
raee wss over, a ring was formed near the starting post, and snitounded 
qnickly by several thousands of spoetators. Oliver showed first, attended 
by Tom Cribb and Kaodall, while Ciutcr and Bichmond waited on tho 
Black*

Tom seems, like many other high-couragod meot not to hare been at all 
eon.<t(‘iou8 of the important axiom that ** youth will bo served/' and onoe 
again, for his lest appearance but one, made a match with a powerfhl young 
boxer, Bill Abimtt, for the trifling sum of ten guineas. The aflUr was oon* 
si«k*rod a ** bubble,” and that a forfeit must follow. AblH>tt, however, meant 
it, and so did Oliver, and they met November G, 1B21, on Moulsoy Hurst, 
when Oliver was beaten by a heavy hit under the ear in the thirtieth round, 
the odds immediately before the blow Udiii; four to ono on him. How this 
flght was lost and won will bo st'on under Abbott in the Appendix to Pcrioit 
VI., Abbott's last fight being in 1832. 

Yt^ors now' rolled by, and Tom was generally known and resptvtcd. Seing 
appointed to the charge of the ro|M\<i and stakes of iho P. R., ho was a con- 
stant attendant at the ring-side os commissary, and at spnn'ing bonofits. 
At lengtli, in 1834, tho ”old war-horse” was mdghed to by another old 
charger, no other than ” Uncle Ben” (Bum). ”My Nevvy” (Jem Bum) 
hod removed from the R4‘d Horse, Bond Strw't, to the Uuc*i*n'B Head, Wind- 
mill Street, Ilaymarkct, and there tho commissary, ”Miuo Uncle,” and 
many of tho old school, as well as tho aspirants of the new school, nightly 
held their merry meetings, and talked over deiHls tlmt were done and the 
mt'o who did thorn,” with an occaMtonal interlude of a now match between 
tho active pugilistic practitioners of the day. Fur a long time ”Unclo Bon” 
had amused himself and tho listeners by fic»mearhot disparaging opinions, not 
of Tom's game, bat of what ho colled his ” wtsalen fighting,” and at length, 
half in jest, half in earnest, Tom, In his mattor-of-fact style, informed ** Mina 
Uncle,” that his opinion of the family was thot they had produced only ono 
” fighting man among the lot,” and he was his very gisHi friend Jem Bum. 
This was ^*mo«t tolerablo, and not to be endnrwl and my Nervy,” who 
lovi-d a hit of Bin, ” as an olderman loros marrow,” tarred on tho old uns by 
siding with the Commiasoiy. Bon. hereupon pruducsid his pouch, and offered 
to post a depoMt to meet the veteran in battle army. The joke w«mt on, but 
the old hemes wm in earnest, and meant the thing they said. Artidea 
were drawn, and Hub day fixed Ibr Tueaday, the 28th of January, 1884* 
Olivet having won the teas, he named Coombe Wamm as the place of rendea# 
vena, and mi Monday eremag Unde Ben took his departure firom his training 
quarters at Ftnehlsy to the Kobin Hood, at Kingston Bottom, where ho 
safe and sound, in the fhU anticipotioa of oovcfnng hunsdf with 
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glory on emmlng day. Olifcr, who won not ao foitnnate in patrons, liad 
not tiio sdrantage of training boyond what ha could obtain by his daily 
walks from his own domicile in Westminster, and on Thursday morning took 
the rood towards Uio appointed place in a cab, accompanied by the Deputy 
Cimiiutssary, Jack Clarke, who had the care of the ropes and stakes. He 
made a halt at the same house as ** my Uncle,’* only occupying a separate 
apartment. 

The crowd asscmbl(*<l in front of the liobiii Hood at twclre o'clock would 
haTc U^n chamctcriHed by Dominie Sampson as prodigious and it was 
not till *^thc wtis giren that the ring had boon formed by Deputy 

Commissary Clarke in a iicM at the ba'*k of Coombe Wood, that a move took 
place and the blrnktulo of the Kobin Horxl was raised. The mommt the 
whore was known, a simultum'ous toddle took place up the hill, and the ring 
was shortly surround<Ml by an exteusire circle of panting prods and loaded 
Tchieles; but soaroely had the anxious coves time to congratulate themselves 
on having obtained n gwwl bi'rlh, when u “ ron*.oiTativo** beak, one of the 
enemies of tlic siK)rta of the pio]ile, who had stolen from his counter in 
the town of Kingston, attonded by a noted distributor of religious tracts, 
poked his ill-omened visage intii the ring, and addressing Jack Clarke, who 
was viewing bi«i hundiwotk with the e}e of an aecompliKhc'd artist, said, 
♦’Hy giKxl man, y«iU have your duty to perform and I have mine; lama 
msgi'itratc, and will not |>cniut any tight to take ])laoe in this ooimty, and I 
trust I shall not he molested.'* Jark looke<l ns civil as a gipsy at the tusks 
of a fortn-y.irrl dog ; but ho wuh t^»o g<MHl a judge to ** kirk against the 
pricks." Ho saw it was no g«s ami fi*)«unng his worship he was as safe 
ns if ho were wmpixxl up in a ball of his own flannel, ho saw him safely 
through the sunoiinding multitude. An immediate retreat was beaten up 
the main roml, and Jack lost nn time in undoing what he had done, and 
peeking his tn^>^ as l>ef"n», under the wings of a cab, with which he 
foUowfd his friends. 

A fomeuttation now tmik pbu e us to what was to be done. Rome wm Ibr 
a flight to Hnyt^s, in Kent, while otheis looked towards Hiddlescx, and at 
lest the latter course was taken, and "to Hampton** was the word of coin* 
mand. Tbo cavaliade set off helter-skelter, taking the oourse over Kingston 
Hridge, to the unea|M>rioil but great mtisflictiou of the toU-keepei% who were 
thus put into a good thing, not improbably for good reasoiis, by the pkmi 
XinipMon bosk. But hero a new difltoulty and some jarring ateee, l^r the 
eabo in thoee early daya not being entitled to go more eight mflea from 
London without paying an additional duty of Is. Jd. to tbo oxciso, the 
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inpoit ww dencuuidcd^ end tlio gate dint till it vaa eacurted. The itoppaga 
prodnoad not oiily great miita]ioe« but mneh ill-blood« and at one time ^re 
was a itring of not leaa than throe hundred earriagea on the atand-etiU* all 
impationt^ and each freah cabman producing fresh aigiiments in fatour of a 
right of paaaage. At last foul means took the place of fhir : the gate vaa 
opened hy the friends of liberty^** and away wont the whole line pell-mcdl, 
many of them not even condescending to ptiy the ordinary toll* Thus the 
Vnprudont rcsiatanee (when the number of the cab might have boon anfll" 
cient) led to the loss of much which would otherwise have been bi^iged to 
tho positive advantage of the Trust. The way was now clear to Hampton» 
with tlte exception of a few arcidenta by for tho waters boing oat 

jon the rood between Hampton Court and the Bell, many immersions took 
place; and, in not a few instances, *‘old Father Thames,” with tho pciU- 
nacity of an exciseman, walked through tho bottoms of those drags which 
happened not to be at least two feet from the surface of bis watc^rs. These 
wore, however, ” trifles light as air,” and in due course tho motley assem- 
blage were collected round tho roped arena once more, a conveniont jBeld 
having been found, of which possession was taken without the ceremony of 
saying to the proprietor, ” by your leave.” All now went smootlily ; the 
men arrived on tho field ” ripo for action and by a quarter to throe o^cloek 
tho dense maae was all alive for tbo commencement of business, a straw rick 
in ibo vicinity affording ample material for forming a <lry resting-place for the 
” Corinthians” close to the ftakes. Such was tlio crowd, however, that 
great diflicalty was experienced in proserving orde r, and hundnds were 
altogether shot out from a view of the sport which tliey hofl encountered so 
many difficulties to witness. At ten minutes to thn'u tho men entered the 
ring; Oliver attended by Frank Redmond and Owen Swift, and Burn by 
Young Dutch Sam and Anthony Noon. Oliver sported a bird's eye bine, and 
Burn a yellow man, which were tied to the stakes in duo form. Burn, on 
entering the ring, seemed to ho a good deal excited, and tome thoni^t be 
had been sitting too near the brandy bottle ; but his subsequent conduct 
sliowed that he had lost nothing by the aid of aitificial spirit. Oliver was 
quiet and easy in his manner ; and although he was aware of the importanoe 
of the contest upon which he was shoot to enter, exhibited as much oooloeaa 
u if he were engaged in bis ordinary occupation of Commissary. He wore a 
^(^n^aolin hat* which gave him much the appearance of a veteran tar, instead 
of % vetean of tho boxing school. On stripping, it was clear that Bnm had 
tho advantage of hei^t and wei|^ty as weU at in freshueni, olthoiigh bis 
sliook within hia skill, aa if the kUcr had been made too large, m the 
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foniicr hud tbrunk from it« nuiural rr>iumlity, Uic iticvitaUo effect of tmniBg 
npon an old fromo. Oliver looked eleok, and in good caae. He waa, how« 
<«ver, Miff in Uio pina, n hiob, althotfgh not ** gummy/’ aa might have been 
oxpiHtcd ftom hie firquent Bttack<i of the gout^ wanted that eluatieity of 
muitli) rer|tiMitv to the dinpluy of activity, an important ossential in getting 
awuy from thv luMi of a and dctc^rminid antagonist, as be discovered 
in tb<^ ootir*4c of Uiu mill.

He was emphatically ** the right matt 
in the right place;” ev©n-tempen»d, firm, obliging, }et undismayed the 
most diwonatrative of ** roughs,” Tom pieservod his dignity, and eommanded 
order by his quiet, iooBunsive, yet determined mode of doing what ho con- 
iuhted to bo his ••duty.” Daring hia latter yean, •• Old Tom” vogetatod 
os a fniiiorer and greengrocer in Pimlieo and Chelsea, whore he brought up 
s isnnljr, ns g fins fpocimoa of lusty old age, and of the days whan wo awy 
kay of ills ring. »tboiw wero giants in Iho land.” Tom finallj ** throw up the 
JTuiio, at the ripe age of 7J.

BILL NEAT, OF BEI8TOL-181g-1825* 

At erne period this wt*ighty and hard*hitting epeeimen of tlie Bristol school 
bid fair to attain Uic topmost round of the ladder to pugilistic fame. Kent 
was bom on tlio llth of March, 1791, in Castle Street, of respectable bard* 
working paicuts, and was known to bis townsmen for many years of bis 
youth and manhood os a man of ]»rod[giou8 strength of arm, temperate habits, 
and extreme personal civility. A finer young fellow, *'take him for all in 
all,*’ could not l>o met with in a day's walk in a populous city. His height 
was five feet eleven inches and a half ; his weight, in training,* thirteen stone 
seven pounds. He had arrivi^d at the ago of twenty-seven before London 
heard of his provincial reputation, a fight with one Churchill, a maltster, 
weighing fourteen stone, biding liis only recorded battle. This was a some- 
what euiious ttfTuir. It was adiirittcHl that Churchill could not heat Neat, 
but the latt(.*r, for a trilling wager, oifeu'd to thrush Churchill **in ten 
minut<^tt’* The rash was postal, and the combat came off, Churchill fight- 
ing with ** yokel dosjKTatiou.*’ Novorthcless, Neat lost his money by not 
hitting his opiHincnt out of time in the ridiculously short space stipulated by 
tim agreement, llowevor, the powers ili/^iplaycd by Neat led to some oonrer- 
sniioti, in wbu b a Ihii^tol amateur olTcml to find 100 guineas fbr Neat, If he 
chose to nuM t Tom DliMr, Uu^n in the uty on a sparring tour. Neat, who 
was as brave as hr was powerful, closed with the offer. 

Bristol, since tlio apjwMinuu^ of the renowned Jem and Tom Belcher in the 
metropolitan prise-ring, followtd in rapid succession by the never-deleaied 
Uame Chicken, tho truly biu\Q Gully, ami the staunch and often-tried Cham- 
pion of England, Tom Crtbb, not only attainid a high character for pngUiatio 
exceUence, hot was denominuteil the ** nursery of British bosera.** Neat 
was brought forward under those mUantages; and although be eouM not 
bcMUd of the experience of

anxiously anticipating, through the exertions of this now eandidato for mill* 
ing fame, to realise tho days of another Jem Belcher. 

Olirer, nothing loth, accepted the cartel, and tho subjoiaod articles were

. TTimn the deposit being made, the odds were decidcMily in farour of Oliver; 
tmt previous to the day of baitio, they changed to five to four on Neat; tho 
good judges observing that if freshness, length, btrrngth, and height were 
])oint0 towards victory, Neat, who possessed them all, ought to win the fight. 
The latter, however, sustained aomo drawback from being an entire stranger 
to tho London fancy. 

In opposition to those pretensions, Oliver, tho darling of Wentminster, who 
had bravely conquered, in sucoession, Kimber, Hopping Nod^ Hurry Lan- 
caster, Ford, Cooper, and tho determined Painter— but who was rather cost 
in the shade from his defeat at Carllslo by CartiT, if not considered to have 
remvod o check to tho championship of England — again presented himself 
to tho attention of the amateurs. Many of tho old funoiers were partial to 
Oliver; and if some of them thought him slow, others viewed him as sure, 
and the odds against him were taken with much confidence. Previous to 
the fight tho betting varied re|H.ate<lly, and on ThunKbiy evening both 
Oliver and Neat were favourites in tuin; it might almost be tcrmml even 
betting. 

Nut a bed could be hod at any of the villages at an inirly Lour on the pre- 
ceding evening ; and Uxbridge was crowdnl lieyond ull precedent. AX four 
o'clock in tho morning vehicles of every description were in motion ; and the 
rood from Hyde Park Comer to Qerrard's Cross was one cloud of dust. The 
ring was formed upon one of tho most delightful epots the eye of a landscape 
painter eoold imagine. The eoencry was truly picturesque. Bulatrode 
House, the seat of tho late Dnko of Poilland, was on the left ef it; the 
foliage ef the trees, tho verdure ef the ground, the swelling eminenoes, and 
the grandeur of the proeped, rendend the Uui en^mhle capUvaiuig, end the 
nompany eengratukted each ether on the exoeUeot chokw which had been 
notede for the display ef gyauiaotie qKuts. Tet befom an entrance oould be 
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gained to ibb olysium of tho funry a hancUomo tip woa dcopuindod ottho gitOi 
guordfHl by more hoadi than wero in the poMoaaion of Cerberos of bid. But 
eueh i« tho ucicerUinty of humoa aCTalre, in an inatuiit this enchanting eocno 
woi fliangtN] ; all was anxiety and snspenso— tho aiakes were palled up, ilie 
cnrriiigf*a ruUc<l oil* with the utmoftt celerity* and tho bufltling econo become 
OH it wt re a diwrt. A magistrate hud fixed hie paw upon Koati and no 
milhug loulil bo |Hnmtt<d m lluckinglmmHhiie on that day. Gerborue hud 
nnw tuk< n flight iroin the and iote of Johnny Hawb etood laughing at 
the fiiiU who hud Unn dtinvu of their tin. lliekinaneworth* nine miles oflT* 
uoA the leent, und tin etnng oi euriiugf s on tho niad exceeded all calcula- 
tion. In a fifld, within a mile of the uIkjvc place, tho ring was again 
formed ; and u few minutes l>« fote three Niut appealed and thn*w up his hat. 
Oliver inimcdmtely fidlow'ul, liowiug to the spei tutors, and was receised with 
great lippliiiiai*. The liithu, on stripping, showed good condition, and was 
iH.MM)iid<sl hy Toiiv Jones and Cl.uW ; (*riht> and Tom Belcher pet forming that 
oflli'e for Nnt Cnhh tnd the sdlms (olouis of his man to the stakes, and 
Jotuvs pltutd the blue hindlvinUnt of Uh\ei utKiu them.

<Hiver» although dofonU^^ waa not disgraced; on the oontraryi it was 
aanerted that ho hail fixed his claims more strongly npon the amatenrs in 
general by his brave oondud. In eight battles ho ha<l proved himself a good 
man-— six of them ho won. It wos upon tho whole a good fight ; bnt Oliver 
was too alow for an ui^ti\c man like Neat. Several minutes elapsed before 
OUtit nrovcit'd seimibilily, and his hituution for a short period was thought 
to iMi eritiiiil. He was bl<d in the iing, and shook hands with him. 
He was taken from the mtiic of aetion in a Inuduu, mid every attention paid 
to him that huinunity could siiggoHt. Nout was also ansistod to his vehicle 
ill a \iiy diMn^smHl stato, his luce coniplitidy altered from tho severity of 
puiushnu lit it hiul umlcrgono. 

Neat did not nmmiu long in the moti'opolis ; and, in his way home, he 
calkMl at Sam I'orcirs booth, ut l^aiisdown Fair, where the latter, in honour 
of the victory ol his count lyniao, hail for his hign portraits of Kcat and 
Oliver in huttI«^ Tlic aiimteum who niatle the match for Neat now suggested 
to him the propncly ol taking a benefit in Ijondon, which the latter rather 
ulnrtantly oomplud with lfi)Wt\cr, he again ainvi'il in the metropolis; 
und on Tuesday, tho *i:ird oi Febniury, IhlU, thu Fives Court was respect* 
ably attemlod for his b<*uctlt Neut, lullowod by Shelton, attracted ooo* 
tkUruble atteuthm. It was Neat’s first apin^uiance with the gloves at the 
Fives Court ; his severity of hitting in the ring hud h(*en previously osoer- 
tained, and hts knowltHlgi* of tho science wan now only to be developed. He 
proved quiik in his movenunts, and stop}aHl with skill, and the set4o, upon 
the whole, was imtitled to piAise. It is tiuo that Shelton planted the meet 
nobbing hits, ami one on tho mouth told rather heavily ; but a bedier ftwm 
Neat ettt*valttiHl the whole of them in calculation and eiTeet, and seemed to 
ofieiiite so shar|dy uiion tho frame of his opponent that the interior appeared 
in gnddea motion, Shelton evtneeil improvement, and was prononnecd to 
have rather the best of this bout lUehmond and Harmer showed the 
advantages of science: their play was light aad pleasing to the amateur. 
Neat ami Harmer wound up the sports of tho day in a light rontest^ when the 
foriMur oom|diiined of not being able lo return thanks as he wished* beiag no 
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onit<ir Oribbi Oliver, Banddl^ R( 70 old«« Owen, and Oregaon were preaent« 
lot dia not ezbtmt. Itappetfedthatoneof the email tHMlm of 
arm had been Injured, which pmented him from using it with any strength 
or actif ity, and throe months must elapse, it was said, before a cure eonld be 
pionounoed, or Neat returned fit for servioe. 

In caloulatiiig his loss of time, the neglect his bnsbets snstainod at home, 
sad his expenses in London, it is said Neat scarcely cleared himeelf by this 
appeal to the patronage of the public. 

Cribb and Spring being on a sparring tour, and making Bristol in their 
rriuto, A match for 100 guineas a-side was made between Neat and Spring, 
and £60 a-side put down at the Greyhound Inn, Broadmead, Bristol. The 
Mght to tako place on the 6th of October, 1810, half way between Bristol 
and liondon ; but, in consequence of Neat’s breaking his arm while in train- 
ing, (his match was off, not only to the chagrin of both the combatants, but 
to the great disappointment of the sporting wot Id.

Neat’s next match was with the terrifto **Orui” for 100 guineas a-side, 
and the spot fixed was Newbury, Berks. On Monday, December 11, 1821, 
the day before the fight, as soon as daylight peeped, the bustle on the rosd 
to Maidenhead was tremendous. Nothing particular, howeycr, ooeumd, 
except the staring of the good people of Beading at the fancy aa they psseed 
through that place. At tho entrance of the town of Newbury a strong 
muster of the yokels stationed themstdves throughout the whole of the day 
grinning at the Londoners as they aniTed. Indeed, the road on Monday, 
and ill nighty up to Tneeday morning at twelve o'dock, from the metropolis, 
was thronged with vehicles of every description. The roods leading from 
Oxford, Olouoester, ete., and likewise from Bristol, were in the osme ststc 
with persone enxioos to readi the rallying point, Newbnry. AU the inns 
were filled, and tiia beds sugagedssaae dap previous: itwasaprimeheiieftt 
t® the town.

A. parallel be instituted brtwccxi Hickman and tbo lion-bcarted 
Hooper ; high patronage, without discretion, ruined tho former, and however 
good tkoba for milling boxen may possess, it to too commonly seen they do 
not wear heads to l)f ar sudden elevation. As a friendly hint to all pugilists 
wo trust this lessou will prove to them, and if thoy will endeavour to 
avoid ** putting an nieiiiy into their moutlm to steal away their brains,” all 
will go right The lists of pugilists are only to he exercised in tho prize 
ring; tho tongues of boxers were never intended to oxeito terror in tho 
unoffending vihitor. Hickman, however, wanted discretion and self-control: 
ho had no reason to be ashamed of this defeat, for it was one of the most 
manly fights ever witnessed. No ( losing, no pulling and hauling each other 
at tho ropers, but fair stand-up milling from b(>gtnning to end. No pugi- 
list strulnetl every iioint finlher to win ii ImtUu than the Oas did, and 
although thou^^aiuto of pound.s wvrv lost on him, his backers had no right 
to complain. 

Tbo behaviour of thi* subject of this memoir was the admiration of aU 
present! it wn«< unas'iumini; and manly in the extreme. In a word, Neat 
proved a good tighter, and wus thought, licforo he met with Spring, to be 
aujK'nor to any boxer on the li^t He ntiicd from tho ring without any 
prominent iniuk«<, neveitheb-m, he nToivofl many heavy blows. 

Bristol, in the person of Neat, now (hiimed the championship. Although 
iU hero liore lus blu«<hing liMnonrs with becoming modesty, and publicly 
asserted, at the Castlc' Tavern, llolbom, on the Thursday after tbo fight, that 
he took no men! to himsolf in having cheated Hiekman. ”The Oas-light 
Man,'^ said Niat, “was ^«ver-weightiHl ; but I think he oon beat all the 
twelve stone miu on the h'tt. lie is, I urn convinced, one of the gamest men 
in the kingdom ; and, allium gh I hare Wn a gn^at deal chaffed abont as a 
nobody, I will fight any man in London to-morrow morning few £100 a^sido 
of my own mi»ne}.” 

The result of thi^ mill was u pretty “ cUxining out” of tho LondonoiVi 
who niumcil to toun with “ porki ts to let.” Nevertheless, there was little 
grumbling, all uniting in the opinion that Hickman was entitled to {Hratos^

Hpnng’s weight wiui stat^nl at tliirteen stone 
tuo }ionnds, Neat’s at thirteen stone seven pounds, Spring >>eing about four 
>tani older than his antagonist. Tho length to which the nq>r>rt of the 
battle exti'nds in the pages above referred to, precludes tho necessity of 
tjitbtr dwelling on its features here, than by relating a few anecdotes 
f onnertwl th<wwith. 

Iherc is a class of men who always eoujdo defeat with disgrace, and 
insinuate or aaaert dishonefity whenever i vents do not full in with their bojKw, 
their prophesies, or their wishes. The edit(»r of the B/ Uhl Gnutie made tho 
following remarks on the occasion : — ** Round the 9tb. — Here— jjublish it 
not in (Jath, tell it not among the Philistines— when lime was (ailed, Neat 
walked op and, instc-ad of clenched fist, stnbhed out his hand Hpring; it 
Was all U P. Tho Londoners shouted, the* Bristjlians l(K)ked glum ; not the 
ri collection of former victories by all the Pearre* and Crihbs, and UuDys and 
Ihbhers, could for a moment revive them : c\<ry man storod at his neigh* 
Wt with inquiring eye — ‘What does it all mean?' At last a report ran 
that h(nit had broken hia arm in a fall. ‘ Pshaw ! all my eye!’ Mr. Jackson, 
the ComBiuider-ui*Chief, went round with a bat for a collection for the loser 
^hii conftmed the lepoit of the broken arm. Whether this was a fact or 
not remains to be proved; this, however, was evident, that Neat neither 
taught with hia accustomed courage nor skilL The battle had lasted but 
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minatDfl : neithor nf iho men were othorwiso hurt. Keat Borur 
attempted^oiire to get in to his man; when Spring was at the ropes, he did 
not follow him os he might hare done ; ho was all on the shy, and fell once 
with the shadow of a blow. Spring relied chiefly, there is no doubt, upon 
bis superior wreUling, and was always eager for the hug; but Keat either 
hwl md quickness to keep him oil' or wanted courage to strike. The sporting 
of Spring was much udiniix^d ; but if Neat had bad it^courso to tho smashing 
which he pructisc'd on Hickman, S[)ring*s science might have been puszled. 
It is snppuBi'd that more money was lost by the Bristol boys than at any 
light on reconl. The Londoiii'ni went chuffing home in fine style, whilst the 
n^tiim of tho Bristol ruviiloudo wus like that of a long country funeral.” 

Mr* Juekson eoUeeh'd for tho losing man, on the ground, £47 19#. Tho 
night previous to the batth*, Spring, in company with his backer, walked 
from Andovtr to take u view of the ground on which the battle was to take 
place, w'hen Spring oh^^er^id, ** It was so beautiful a spot that no man could 
grumble U) be will Inked upon it.” 

Tho newspaper ripoit rt>p*etiiig Mr. Sant, tho backer of Spring, having 
\^on £7 OdU on tin* e\ent is erroneous; iiNo that Mr. Gully had realised 
£ 10,<H)0. Mr. G. did not win more than £100. It is true that Mr. James 
Bland puked up u tid) Mtuke ; but it w^us fain* that Belcher lost a large sum 
of money ujkui the b.ittle : Tom was too good a judge to risk too much of 
his blunt. So much for coricct newspaper information.

Tho two daughters 
nniained in the earriagi^ at tie dooi, while the old lady made her way into 
the Angtd. She amended the staii^, and found Belcher in a room, sitting by 
bioi!M.df, Neat having n*tintl to change lii« clothes. Tom thought the lady 
hiift mi'^takcn the apartnu'iit, till sht* addri him. **Thy name is Belcher, 
la It not, friettil ?” '* Yos, madam,” was tho n*ply. Tom was in hopes to 

get rtd of the lady btlon* Ni .d u tuined ; hut she waited till tho Bristol hero 
mode his apptiarancc. ** 1 understand, Briend Neat, thou art about ^ ghSng 
a prise battle. Dost thtui not know it it veiy* sinful? Be advised, flriend, 
ami givn it up.” Neat urged that he was bound in honour, and that if he 
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gftTe it up he should not only bo a hoary loser of money, but stand disjpraoei! 
for Mnymg his friends. ** If it be the lucre of gain, tnmd Neat, 1 wili 
recompense thee/* thereon, the report went on to say, that the lady offcrful 
money to the pugilist. Other journals coupled the name of the worthy and

Notwithstanding this denial, it is certain thu^ a wtdl-inttmiioncd Unaker 
lady did act as above described, for wliidi, viewing tlie peculiar tenets of her 
sif-t, wo must rather ap]i1uud than lidicule her. 

In ahsposition, liill Neat wum not only generous and cheerful, but might be 
b^rintd a ‘Miigh fellow,** and always lotuly to serve a friend. Ho was fond 
of a ‘M)it of life/* thit‘w off a good cli.mnt, ond was the President of the 
lUffy ('lub, held at bam Porch’s, Guildhall Tavern, Hrotid Btrcet, Bristol. 
It was KHid of him that, “ If he in not a good fighter, Neat is a good fellow.” 

Prom this period Neat, the huiall bone of whose arm was really fVactured, 
rctirwl from the fistic arena. He l/ceame bubsequeutly a butchir in Bristol, 
Avhere ho resided until his death, which t^>ok place on the 23rd of March, 
1H68, in the sixty-si^venth year of his age. Neat was nh]M*ctcd for many 
wx'iul qualities, and his ginuine kiud*heaitedncss, under a rough exterior, 
gained the friendship of many, llis prowcbs in levelling the small Welsh 
cuttle by a blow with a gauntlet glove between the eyes has been narrated to 
us by eje«witneB80s of this Ifilonian feat. Bill Neat adds another to the 
many instances, which this history bos presenU*#!, of the and good 

opinion which the best men of the ring have earned from all classes of 
society. 
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CnAPTER VL 

TUOMAR HICKMAN (‘‘THE GAS MAN"). 

A RKcoND iri>t‘*|»ur, liiid tht‘ iiwokI hi» wca|>oii— fiery, hardy, daring, 

imjKduourt, iHiiglaiig lo Morii all tear, and rc'fuMug to calculate 'xlda in 
weight, length, or Htrcngth, ** tin* Has Man/* for a brief perioil, shone lathor 
ns a dti ruling comet than n ii\id star or {danet in tho pugilistic sphere. 
1m{Mdaoufl in the iw^anlt almost to ferocity, though not dcKtituto of skill, 
llukiuan, like irnojH^r in hts eailier day, prided hiins<df that his irresistihlo 
charge must confound, dismay, and paral^i^e the defence of his opponent. 
Thert* was certainly somtdiung ten tilt lu his attack, for in his earlier battles 
his hi ail and bo<ly fM^emed insensitde t«> blows, at least they fiiUod to drive 
him fntm his putpHc or to scusihly atf<‘ct his strength, cbeerTulnesfi, or 
vigour. At one pciuMl it was thought by his oviT-sanguiue admirers that no 
skill could re|>el liis ihicr **draw*’ and his rushing onslaught. Betrcat, 
when once in for a rally, was with him a thing not to be thought of, and he 
carriiMl all bi^ftm* him. Sm cess is the test and only criterion of the many, 
and Hickman, dc^|>ltc ea]UTten*’c, wa« orcr-rutcil. Out of the ring, Hickman 
was fond of fhn, vivacious, warm hearted, and friendly; but, aa may be 
sQppoecHl, headstrong, vUdent, and ie])cntant where wrong, PngibsU, more 
liable to insults than nii>st men, should always control their tempers. It is 
neccasary in the fight, and iniually valuable in private life. Our most 
eminent boam (see lives of Jonsremr, Criur, Sraisro, etc., for oomboration) 
have been kind, forbi^aring, am! of miuable temper. Aa a ninnor, Hicknum 
,wat known bi'foit* his ring and won several prisi^s at this and jumping. 
The early can'^ r of Hickman wo take upon the creiUt of **Boxiana»*' ** the 
bislertaa" being bis contemporary. 

Thomsn Hickman was bora in Ken Lana, Dudiny, ^dreeatenhire, on the 
nntb of January, 1785. His nurse thought that he showed something like 
••fighV* even in hts cnullc ; but whe^n Tommy felt the uae of hie nnd 
cogld toddle out among his play-fellows* he was eonsideied gt the most 
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handy little kid amongtt them. His skinniiliiBs^ when n boy, sie too 
muMfotis for recital; but it will snffioo to state thati in the cirde in which 
he moved, when any of them were in danger pi being beaten, it was a 
common obeorvation amongst them, to intimidate the leftaetoxy, that they 
would fetch **Tom Hickman to lick him !’* 

niokman woe apprenticed to a steam-engine bo0er mxdier. Hie fiist 
regular combat was with one Sedgeley, in a plneo called Wedaesbury FieliL* 
Sedgdey woe disposed of with case and quickness by young Tom. 

John Hiller, a coppersmith, was his next opponent in the same field. 
This match was fbr ono guinea a side; but Miller proved so good a man 
that Hickman was ono hour nod a half beforo he obtoiaed the victory. 
Miller was heavily punished about his ni)b. 

Jack Hollis, a g1.i<«s*blowor, a hero nho had seen some little service in the 
milling way at Dudley, was backed for £5 a-siile against Hickman. This 
turned out a very severo battle. Hollis proved hhuhclf a good man, although 
he was defeated in twenty-five minuter. 

Luke Wolker, a collier, entertained an idea that ho could boat Hickman 
**Uke winking,’* and matched himself against the latter for two guineas; 
but, in tho short space of nineteen minutes, Walker lost bis two ydlow-boys, 
and got well thrashed in the bargain. 

Hickman now left his native place for the metropolis, to follow his buti- 
ncBs, and took up his residence in tho Borough. It was not long before a 
customer of the name of Bill Doughty, a blui'ksmith, oifcit'd himself to the 
notice of our hero, and was finished ofi' cleverly in thirteen minntes, in a fidd 
near Gravel Lane. 

An Irishman of tho name of Hollix, tho champion of *Hho Borough”-— 
then, as in later years, uoIcmI for its fighting lads— ^fancied Hickman, and a 
match was made for six guineas a-sidc. Miller seconded Hickman upon this 
occasion. This was a tremendous fight, in tho some field as tho last battle, 
^^ocupying thirty*two minutes, in tho course of which Hickman was thrown 
heavily in nineteen rounds, owing to tlio superior strength of the Irishman, 
f^xperiencing several severe cross-buttocks. Hickman at length got a tam, 
when he oanght the Irishman’s hand, held him fast» and planted snch a 
stupil^ing blow under his listener, thst poor Faddy was so mnidi hart and so 
much frightened that he requested llie bystanders to toko him to the hoqdtd. 

Jsck Thomnii a thirteen stone man, well known in the Borongh, was 
beaten by Biekmaa SB a short, fierce bottle. Ho also aooommodsted a Mlow 
of the aeme of Jack Andrews, for £ 1 tpside, in the Borough, who talked el

mark upon his fiice in this encounter. 

Beven millwrights belonging to Sir John Bonnie’s faetoryt it is said, 
were ell beaten by Hickman, in a turn^np near the John’s Head, Holland 
Btreet Tho latter; on leaving the abovo bouse, was attacked by this party, 
and compelled to fight in his own defence. Those millwrights afterwards 
sommonod Hickman before tho mogistratos at Horsomonger Lano ; but, on an 
explanation taking place, Hickman hod also tho best of tho round again 
before his worship, tho first assault being proved. 

Hickman was a well made, compact man, by no moans so heavy in appear- 
ance as ho proved to bo on going to scale, namely, eleveu stono eleven pounds. 
His height was five feet nine and a half inches. Hia nob was a fighting one, 
and his eyes small, being protected by prominent orbilul bones. His frame, 
when stripiKMl, was firm and round, displaying great muscular strength. 
Hickman was not a showy, but an cfiectivo, decisive bitter ; perhaps the 
term of a smashiDg boxer would bo more appropriate. Ho was, however, a 
much better fighter than lie appeared from bis peculiar stylo of ottack. 

We bclievo it was owing to Tom Shelton (who first discovered this milling 
diamond in tho rough) that Hickman exhiliiti^ in tho prize ring. Hisont- 
and-out qualities whispered to n few of tho judges on the sly, and a 
patron was at length found for him. It was then determined that bo should 
bo tried with a promising pugilist ; and a match was made between Hickman 
and young Peter Crawley, for £50 a-side. This camo off on Tuesday, Ibrch 
16, 1819. at Moulaoy Hurst 

The morning was threatening, but tho enlivening rays of bright Sol chased 
all gloom, and inftised animation, interest, ond spirits through the mnltitado. 
It might be termed tho first turn-out of tho fiincy for the spring oeoson, and 
the v^cles were gay and elegant Tho presence of a sprinkling of Corin- 
thians gave life to tho sccno. Here interest was excitod upon the fight 
than might have been expected, ns both the boxen on point of trial wen 
viewed aa new ones to the ring. Hickman, althongh a light subject in him- 
self, was, to the amateurs, completely a dark one. What sort of a ehap Is 
ho?” '*What has he done?” ”Has he ever fought anybody?” wen 
repeatedly asked, and at repeatedly answered, “That no one knew anything 
about him.”

The importance of the AZan of Qas** was kept up by his trainer, 
Tom Shelton, who confidently asserted that if Hickman did not win he would 
quit the boning ring, and tako up a quiet abode in the bosom of Fathor 
Thames, Oliver also dooloring that he would follow his namesake's example 
if their <*Tom" did not win in a canter. Such was tho atoto of affairs 
when tho moment arrived for the appearance of tho heroes on the plains 
of Moolsey. Hi(‘kmon showed first in tho ring and threw np his castor, 
attended by his seconcH Oliver and Shelton. CrawJcy soon followed, waited 
upon by Painter and Jones. The colours were tied to the stakes, and at one 
o'clock tho men set-to.

This prcKlnrod tho dosin^d result, and, nvor a sporting dinner, in October, 
1820, atthi* CflHilo Tavoni, llolliorn, a mutch was made between Hickman 
and (\iojier, for £100 a-sMi', to take place on the 20th of December, within 
t wont} -four niilei of Iiondon, Turn Ihhdicr putting a deposit of £5 on the 
part of Coopt'r, the Intti r Ixung at hMinburgh. A further deposit to bo made 
on the 7Ui of iNortinlM'r, of £20 upside. The odds immcHliately were sixty 
to forty in fitvoiir of linkman. Ilut the £f> forleiU'd, and the match 
off, lot the reasons stated in the iininotr of (houoK Coocmc, ntifs, p. 317. 

A mateh was proposed hi twiM n 11 n kniun aud Kembick, the man of colour, 
for 25 guiuen.s a-side. Bui iii a pa^vioua trial Kd-to, at the Fires Court, the 
man of colour was so dead Uat with the gloves that Kendrick’s backers took 
the alarm, nnd were quite witiHiu*d that he had not the shadow of a ehonoo. 
Tho superiority of II n knian was so evident that no person Could be found to 
back poor Ulueki y. Hickman titrated the capabilities of Kemliick with the 
utmost eonUunpt, nulUd liiui all o\er the stagi*, aud begged of him to have 
another round junt by way <tf a dnish. Yet this man of colour proved a 
tireaome customer both to the Muentific (K'orge Coo[ht and the gome Tom 
Oliver. 

The second match 1 h tween linkman and CcM>|ior excited intense interest, 
as this now trial wuh legarvliMl as a question of skill against Hickman’s boU« 
dog rush. The day was fixeil for tho 11th of April, 1821, andl Harpenden 
Cbrnmon, twenty-fivo miles London, and three from Alban’s, was 
the fixture. So soon as the imp ntont secret was known, lots toddled off on 
the Tueeday evening, in order to be comforlaUe, blow a aloud on the toad, 
sod he near the scene of action. The inhabitants of Barast and Bt Alban’s 
wm taksn by surprise, from the great influx of company which soddanly 
fiUed the aiore plares. The vpoiting houses in l^ndon also experieiiced an 
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overflow of the fluioj $ and the merita of the Oas Man and Cooper were the 
inmeral theme of oonTersation* Six to four was the comet betting ; but in 
serenil instances seren to four had been sported. Early on the Wednesday 
morning the Bdgeware and Barnet roads were covered vrith vehides of every 
description, and the bns were completely bi^sicgeil to obtain refredimeiit 
The inhabitants ef St. Alban’s were out of doors, wondering what sort of 
people these Lunnnncrs must be, who s]H‘nt their time and money so gaily. 
The place for fighting had been well chosc^n — the ground was dry, and the 
ring capacious. Pugilists were employed to beat out tbo outer ring, und had 
mw whips presented to them, on which were engraved “ P. C.’* 

At one o’clock the Oas Man api)eared and thnw his hut into the twenty- 
iour feet si^uaro. Ho applied on orangt* to bis hp% and was laughing and 
ncKidiDg to his friends with the utmost ooufidence. He had a blue bird’s 
4 ye about his neck. He was followed by liaudall and Shelton. In a 
itw minuU'S afterwards, Cooper, in a brow'n gre^at rout, with a yellow hand- 
ken hief about his nock, attended by Belcher und linrmer, threw his bat 
intr^ the ring with ch^uu! confidences Ooo|)cr wc^ut up to the Gas Man, shook 
him by the hand, and asked him how he was m his health. Two umpires 
^ere immediately chosen; and, in case of dispute, a refi^reo was namcMl, 
Mr. Jttc'kson informed the Be<'onds and bottle-holders that, upon the men 
■u-tting-to, they were all to retire to the C(»merH of the ring, and that when 
time was called the men were to be immediately brought to iho scratch. 
The greatest anxiety pro\ ailed. A lew persons betted seven to four on 
Uickmau as the men stiKsl up.

On TuwKhiy, Jiim* 12, 1H21, ul tin eaily hfiur, the road waa covered with 
vehich'R of <*\ery dtwdiption, and miinemua hiiroueheR und four were filled 
with swells of the first (junlif) to witne-.n the (ha again exhibit his extrnor- 
diuuiy pugilist ie powirs. The (iieyhound, ut Croydon, was the rullying 
point for the swells. 'J’he fight a gornl turn for the road; the lively 
groupa in rapid nedioii, the Munt dropping like wuatc paper, and no ques- 
tions asked, made all puitie^ ph'iisant und ha])[)y. Tlie fun on the road to 
a mill is one of the dotin things of th»» day* that nro gone; more ebaractor 
wuH to Iw m*vn th<*iv than ever nMM^mhled at a romuiuerade. View the swell 
handUi hi» nhiiiida und push hia tits along with us mueh east* us he would 
trifle with n haly’s neeklnee, the **hit of hhuxl’' thinking it no sin to hurl 
the dirt in people’s eyes; the drugs full of merry eoves; tho puffers and 
blowers; UiedeiinetH; ilu> tuii(hin<^ ; the ouNrigj;;i'ra ; Uio wooden coachmen, 
complete dummies as to ** p ttiug out ot the wuy (he Corinthian fouya; the 
Ikwmondaey tnniblen ; tin' high and hiw life— the goiitecl, middling, respect- 
•Ade, and tidy tort of rluipt, all eager in one pursuit ; with here and there a 
fancy man’s pndty little toy giving the ** go-by*' in rare stylo, form alto- 
gidher a rich — the blues nn« left behind, and laughter is tlic order 
of the day. Such is a print sketch of what going to a mill was in days cf 
yore.

This trio sported vhite bats. The ooloon, yellow for Oliver and Uoo ibr tho 
Ota, were then tied to tho atakes. On Oliver onteriiig the ring he went up 
to the Oa»-l>ght Ifan smiling, shook hands with him, and oakod him how ho 
did, which was ntnmed in a most friendly manner by Eirkmou. On tossing 
up for tho lido to avoid tho rays of the son, Hickman said, It’s a woman ; 
1 told you I dioold win it” Ho appeared in striped silk stockings, and, on 
stripping, patted himself with confidence, os much os to infer, ” Behold my 
good sonditionu” Some littlo difficulty ocenmd in sclocttng umpires.

It ia, however* but aonunon 
justice to aay of the Gat, that hia eonfidenoe 
waa nnexaieplod. Ue went op to the head 
of hia opponent to oomaaenoe the fight with 
furh certainty of auceeii aa almost enforced 
and nascrtiKl victory. He thought himaolf 
involncrablo before* hat thia cononeat con* 
winced him he waa invincible, and ae imme« 
diately offered ta a chaUengo to all England, 
once within four or aix montha, to fight ar^ 
man, and give a atone. It ia naeleaa to talk 
against atale men : Oliver fought like a hero, 
and it waa gonorally said **that a man moat 
be mado on purpose to boat the Gaa." The 
latter waa to little hurt that he walked 
ebmit the ring, and played two or thifv, 

f nmea at billianls at Croydon, on hia way to 
iondon. Fdrty-livo rounda were collected 
for tho brai^ rmt nnrirtnnate Oltrer. The 
backiT of tho Oaa was ao mnob pleasod with 
hiB conduct that he onloriHl Uie President of 
tho Dathoa,* who held the etoket of £2^* 
to give Hickmnu tho whole of them* 


Olivrr, on his return to London tlio wirao OToiiin|:i;, after ho had lecovcrcd 
ft little from the effoote of this battle, called in at the drey hound, at Croydon, 
when Iliekmtin iircM^nttnl him with a couplo of guineas. Tho hooker of 
Hieknian also gave Oliver five guineas; and scvcitil other gentlemen who 
wert' pn^sent wi re not unmiudful of tho courogo ho had displayed. 

The diTtsivo conqneHts of Hickman had placed him ao high in tho estima- 
tion of tlu' fancy, and he was upon such excidlent terms with himself, that he 
would not hettr uf a question ns to lus ability to conquer any pugilist on the 
list. In converaatiou on tho ho ollon insUted that ho was certain 

ho could lick Cribb; and also frequently wished **that Jem Belcher was 
alive, that he might have had an opportunity of showing tho sporting world 
with what ease he would have conquered that renowned boxer." Hickman 
asm.«rt4?d ho did not \ uliio sire or strength ; and tho bigger hia opponents woro 
the better ho liked them. In ronsuqueaco of this sort of boasting at miona 
times, and also upon tho completion of tho stokes between Bandall and 
Hartin, in August, 1821, at tho Holo-in*thi^Wall, Chancery Lane, a trifling 
bet was ofleitHl that no person present would make a match between Hick- 
man and Kent. A gentleman immediately stopped forward and said Neat 
should Hickman eitlicr for £100 or £200 a-side, and he would 
iasUntly put down the money. This circumsUnoe operated ae a fiiopper, 

a Mr. JIamc* B<arcft. 
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and tho matek went oft In naoUkor iiittaace» tko Uckors of tho lUistol 
hi*n> sported £100 at Tattenairfl» on Thursday, ScptemUv 18, 1821, to put 
down to make a match ; but the frienda of Uaa would not oorer. It certainly 
was no match as to aiae ; but, as the friends of Kent observed, ** Nc^t has no 
to be chaffed about it^ as his £200 is ready at a moment's notice.” 

The match at length was knocked up in a hurry over a glass of wine, a 
dc|Hi$it mode, and the following articles of agreement ontend into :•«»

Immediately on tho above articles being ^.igned 8vc to four wus bolted on 
Hickman. Koat, it was said, would be nearly two stone heavier thau the 
^ias-light bfan. It will bo recollected that boUi Neat and llickroan defeattMl 
f diver, but with this vast difference— Neat won it after a long figlit of oiici 
boui and tliirty-ono minutes, and during the battle it uns once so much in 
tawmr of Oliver that £ 100 to £8 was offert^], end no takers; while, on tlie 
contrary, the Qos defeated Olive r in twelve minutes, without giving the latter 
laixer a shadow of chance* Neat bod ap|K*nred only oneo in the prise ring ; 
be was a great favourite at Bristol, and one of tlu^ finest made men in the 
kingdom. He was also said to be much iroproveil in piigilihtic science. 

The name of the Gas, on Thursday, D(*eembor 5, 1821, provo<l attractive 
to the fancy at the Tennis Court in the Ilaj market, Tlie “ Gas” was loudly 
tailed for, when the Hasten of the Ceremonii^, with a grin on his mug, said, 
” It shall be turned on imgu diatt ly." llit^kniaii, laughing, ascended the sU»ps, 
inaile bis bow, and put on the gloves, but did not take off his flannel jacket. 
Slit hen followed close at his heels, when the combat commenced. The spirit 
and activity displayed by the Gas elaimf d univenud attemtion : he was as 
lively 08 an eel, skipped about with tho agility of a danciog master, and 
his ducided mode of dealing with his opponent was so oonspieuoni that it 
Mtemod to say to the amatenrs, Look at me ; yon see I am os oonftdcnt as 
if it was over,” Tho hitting was not desiicnite on either side, except fat one 
iustaaoe, when the Qaa let fly oa if he ho^l forgotten himself. Both Bbeltoa 
and Hickman wm loudly applauded. 

The dataili of the exciting contGat between onr hero and Neat, an 'faesaiy, 
Iktaembae II, 1821, will be found in the memoir of Nsjt. It eamo off 
•ixtyHwrfwi milee from Londoo, on Hungerford Downa, and produced peifa^ 
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in ito prograM and nwulti u great an escitement ai any contest on record* 
Neat and the Oaa^light Mon net at Hr. Jackaon'e rooms on Friday, Decern* 
W 16, when they shook hands without animosity. Neat generously pre- 
sented Hickman with £6. The latter afterwards acknowledged that Neat 
was too long for him, and that, in endeavouring to make hia hits tell he 
over-roaohed himself, and was nearly fulling on his face. Hickman also 
compared the severe hit ho roceivud on his right eye to a large stone thrown 
at his bead, which stunned him. Neat was afraid to make use of his right 
band often, in conscquoncc of having broken his thumb about ten weeks 
before, ond it was very painful and deficient in strength during the buttle.

In Hureh, 1822, lliekiiiin, m company with Cy. Davis, set out on a 
sparring ea|)edition to HriMtol, when* hi* wus flatteringly received. A Bristol 
papt*r obfiervi*tl On Thursday moiiang Uie spoit at Tailors’ Hall waa 
]iaiticularly gm^d. In the evening upvuitds of four hundred persons met at 
the Aaticmhl} -loom to witness the ik*t-to b# tween Hii'kinon and the Champion 
(rather premature this), wdinh tnahlrd the umuteun to fonn a pretty conect 
notion of the manner in whnh the gteui butllu was lost and won. The stylo 
of Neat exhihita the tion ol this miMo scienct* — it is the cautious, the 
■kilAil, the eubhino. That tif tho Gas is the shifting, the showy, and the 
fiowery stylo of boxing. Tiio audience were highly gratified, and tho sum 
n*ccived at tho divora exceeded £ 12 

A iioth<*r journal of tho same city rt marked that— -*< Tho puissant Neat and 
the lion-hearted Hick man, attemUsl by that able ioctioian, Cy. Davis, with 
Hunty Parsons and otliers of minor note, have, within these few days, been 
•howling off in this city in gtxKl 8 t 3 le. The benefits have been well attended, 
nrinctpally by Corinthians, for the tip was too high for other than well- 
blunted eovei. The auras mtdved at the doors are aaid to eaeeod £120. 
This is really good iotert*si for their notes ofbanA” 

Hiikman had a htjnper benefit at the Fiuw Court on Wednesday, Hay 3^ 


o lasiruiBSatt used ia gas-voKka 
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1H22, and altogether the amnaemeiit was excellent The principal attraction 
yf the daj was the set-to botwoeu the Qas and Heat. The former was dc< 
tennined to have ** the best of it” and he most certainly had the of it/’ 
It is, howereTi equally true that Neat has no taste for spurring, and is not 
scon to advantage with the gjloTcs on. The Oas was still a terrific opponent, 
and it was evident ** the fight” had not boon taken out of him* ** Let those 
pugilists who meddle with him,” said an cx|MTieneed amateur, ” anything 
near his weight, beware of the consequences.” W’hut sporting man eon- 
nr r^t<d with the ring, on viewing the Gas and Neat opposed to each other, 
Cl Mild, in point of calculation, assert it was anything like a match between 
them ; and Neat, with the most honourable and manly feeling on the subject, 
never did exult on the conquest he obtained over os bravo u man as over 
stripprd to fight a prize battle. 

Hhkman appeared rather nnsettlcil in his mind afUT his defeat by Neat; 
and, ifthen irritated by liqnor, si*v(*ral times boasU‘d that lie was able to 
i onquer the Bristol hero. But, us time gets the iKitter of most tilings, Hick- 
man Viecamo more reconciled to his fate, and asserted, in tlie pn^stmee of 
numerous amateurs at the Castle Tuvini, wlien Josh. Hudson challenged 
bun for £100 a-side, that ho had given up prize-fighting altogether. In 
< onsequence of this declaration he commenced publicun at the Adam and Eve, 
in Jewin Street, Aldersgate »Stn«et, which Iioum* ho purcboMtl of Hhelton. 
Huring the short time he was in business he was civil and obliging to his 
( UHtomers, and a great altc*ration for the bidtiT, it was tlioiight, iiad taken 
place in bis behaviour ; but, before any just decision could be pronounced on 
his meriU as the landlord of a spurting housi*, the sudden ami awful U*rtuina- 
turn of his career banished every other consideration. 

A tradeeman of the name of llawlinson, a strong made man, a native of 
Lancashire, but wall known in the 8{M>rting circles in the metro|K>lui for his 
iMnichant for pugilism and wnmtling, being rather inebriated one evening at 
Bandairs, would have a turn-up with Hickman Tho Gas-Uglit man was 
I^erfcN'tly sober, and extremely averse to anything of the kind ; but the set-to 
was forced upon him by Rawlinson eliafiing, ''That Tom was nobody*— 
he bad been OTerrated, and he was certain that Hickman could not fieat 
him in half an hour; nay more, he did not think the Gas could lick him 
ut aU.” 

Four rounds ooeurred, in a very confined sttualion ; in the first and seooud 
little, if any, mischief was done between them ; but in the third snd foorth 
*'<H»ids Hickman lei fly without reserve, when it was dt^^med prudent by 
the IKendi of Rawlinson to take h^m away to prevent worse conseqiienoei^ 
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tlio latter haring rerfived a nevere hit on the left eye* In a abort time 
aAerwarda a haaty inatf'h whh iiittile, over a glaas of liquor, between on 
amatimr, on the part of Hicknian, and liawlinaon (but completely niiknown 
to the Qoa-Ught Uan), for £ 10 a*aidc, to be decided in Copenhagen Fields. 
The backer of Hickman had to forfeit for his temerity in making a match 
without connultiug him. Hickman was ten miles from London on the day 
intenrled for him to have mvi llairlinson, who showed at tho scratch at the 
place appoiutcHl. 

On the priMliietion of Tom and Jerry at the Boyalty Tlicatrc, Mr, Davidge, 
tlic ueting manager, went down t<» Hristol to engage Neat, at £30 per week, 
and a benefit, in otd<*r in induce him to come to London for a month. Hick- 
man was also eiigog(^l ; hut not upon such high terms, in consequence of his 
it»siding near the tluMitre. The exhibition of the Art of Self-defence answered 
tho nuinager*s puipose, and good housi^s wero the result of this speculation; 
hut it W'as mun^ like* fighting than sc»tting-to. Tho Oas-light Man could not, 
or a'ould not, play light; yet he ftvqiumtly eomjdained of tho bruised state 
of his arms in stopping the ht^avy hits of his opponent. As a proof of his 
irritable state of mind, lllckinan holtc'd on tho nigld of his bem^t, not 
thinking th(» house so gooii at an < arly part of the evening as it ought to l)e, 
and su|qH)')iiig that he should 1 k‘ money out of p(»cket. Mr. Culluhon, in the 
ab*a‘nce of the (ias-light Man, M»t-to vrith Neat. It, however, ap|)carcd 
that the house im])H»ved attenvunls, mid that Hickman’s share would have 
Urn nearl) £20. 

When pi*rfectly sober, Hi< knum was a quiet, well-behaved, and really a 
g^xxl-natured iidlow ; hut ut tinien, when ovenome with liquor, he was posi- 
tively frightful, nay. mad. It w*as in one of those momtmts of tnmxy that 
he struck old Joe Norton, in lieh her's colfeo-room, merely for differing with 
him in itpinion. Like Hoop^T, the tinman, Hickman bad been spoiled by 
his patron, who made him his companion. That Hickman was angry about 
losing his fume there U not the h*ast doubt ; and he must have felt it sevensly 
after Umting at the Fives Court that **tho Oas should never go out!” 
In his fits of intenipt^nince and irritation, ho often asftcried that he had 
ret'eivnl morct money for losing than Neat did by winning the batUe. 

We now come to his mehuicholy death. Hickman, accompanied by a 
friend, lift his houM* early on Tnesduy morning, the 10th of ]>eeeflsber» 
1822, to wiinm the fight between Hudson and 8heltoii» at Harpniden 
Comment ntMir St. AUtan’s. He waa in exeellent health and cpirlfca dticing 
Uie Imttle, walking about the ground with a whip in hit handli in osn- 
versation with Mr Ihiwe. At the conclusion of the batOo ho lutumsd 
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to 8t. Alban'i, where he made but a short stay, and thou proceeded on 
' his journey to London. 

On retoming homo in the evening Hickman drove, and endeuvouriHl to 
](fim a road wagon on the near side of the rond insWad of the off aide. 
'Whether from unskilfnl driving, the darkness of the night, or some oUt«*r 
rntiM’, in clearing tiie wagon the chaise was overturned, and, dreadful to 
nlato, both were precipitated under the whends, which wont over thnr 
hcivls. Hickman was killed instantaneously: his brains were matteiod on 
thi road, and his head nearly crushed to atoms. Mr Itowo seemtd to have 
some animation, bnt was soon dead. Itiindull hud juirti'd uith them at SotiUi 
Minims shortly licfore, and stated that they weic lioth sober. 

• It was in the hollow, half u mile north of the Cireen Man, Finchley 
Common, when* Jliokman and Mr. Itowo wire killed. 

It upYK^irs that the last ]dnocwlicre the two unlortunnte men, lllokmim 
iind Kowe, (li«ink, was at thr* Swan, b<tw(H*ii \>'hetsti>ne Turnpike and the 
Shuu M*ith Two Xooks, and w'ithiti hall a mile o( tht* spot of the cntustmplio. 
HiiKiimn observed upon the darkness of the night, and sjuike of the fog 
lomiug oil when he got into the chaise. His friend iintit iputid some dangler, 
and refund to accompany him m the gig unless he drove. Hitkman pimi- 
tiKly ri flirted, and, an fortunately lor Mr. Jtone, the latter f»ceii]»ied the 
pl.un* of Hickman’s friend. The horsi' iscajm! unhurt, and the chaise was 
]M'rfcct, and in it the 8uffen*rB weie emniud, inon' than u quarter of a 
intic, to the Bwun with Two Necks. This shocking accident liud such an 
ilTic't on the nerves of the* laiidloid oi the Swan that he wus also a coqisc* in 
less than a wi.*ek aAerwanls, 

Mr. Itoue left au uroiahle wile oiid thru hmall childicn to lonieiit 
hlH loM. 

Immediately after the hght hctwcui lludcsm unci Hie hen, Ho kman said 
that, on his own account, he was soiry Hudsejo hud lost the buttle*, it lK*ifig 
the intention of the friends of Jodi., in the e^eut of his having proved the 
conqueror, to have backed him against Ilickin.in lor £100 a^sidc*; and be 
1 mghingly observed, “ Blow my Dickey, if I diouldn't liki* it vastly/' It 
IS nithcr a curious ooincidcmcc* that, on the same day a twcdvcmonlh previous, 
a n*poit reached London that Hickman was dvod, in oonMrt|ucnoo of tlio 
blows he meived in his battle with X»*al. 

On Wednesday, December 11, 1822, an inquest was held at the sign of Uio 
Bwan with Two Necks, Finelilcy Common, la*fore T. Ntiiling, Rsq., conmeo*, 

the bodies of Thomas Hickman and of Mr. Thomas Itowe, silversmith, of 
^UiWrsgate Stmii, St Luke's. 
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The ftccicli*nt rxcitcd iho greatest antcreet in tbo sporting world; and 
althongh the inquest was hold at an earlior period than was expeotedy the 
jury room was crowdinl to excess to hear tho oridcncc. 

The jury pra(‘e<Kled to view ii&e bodies of the deceased persons, which laid 
adjacent to tlie lioaiso in wliich the inciuest was hold. (>n their arriyal an 
appalling s{K;etu<*lo pieis^nUd ittkdf: the Gas-light Mon laid on his bm-k, and 
had it not been known that it u’as to that individual the accident hod hap* 
lH*ncd, it would have Ix^en inipoHMihle, from tho mutilated state of tho head, 
to have n*(ognimMl him. Ills head was literally cninhed to atoms. 

Mr. llowe was ultxt dreadfully orudied about the head, but not so sudly os 
Hickman. 

On n'turning to the jury-ifaiin the fullouing is itneK^cb wore called 
('httiicy lluiUr, of ruidiley, hrickLiyer, Hiiid, Jletbre eleven o’clock lost 
night I was in bed at home, when the alarm cnnio for a light ; it was then 
starlight. I got u|i and went along the road to when* the d4*cefwed iM*rsons 
vreio ; they w< le jmt into tlieir oun cliaiw*-r art, and were* lH»th dead. They 
were hi ought to this house. A nieduul gentleman, assistant to Mr. Ilum- 
nioud, was nt the <toor neatly as MH>n as the b(»dies Qrriv(*d, and exaniioed 
tlieni. Hiey exlnhittsl no sMiiptoms of hie ufler 1 saw them. There was a 
wiipin stntehng by tin diaise, and a ejit behind the W'ugon, when 1 got 
up. I examiiKsl the spot where tlu ateident took place this morning. The 
wheels of the < liaise* h.id buii on the haitpath; the dinise hud nearly gone 
the whoh width on the tootpdh wluie it was u\ei turned. The wagon was 
g«ung towaids town. The chaise was going the Mtine way; tho chaise was 
on the near side , the wagon was neatest to the near side of the road. The 
triiik of the wagon ap|><*arisl to lune ]uocii*iUsl in u din*ct line, and them 
was no room lor a (hui^o to ha\e pashtd on the near sidu without going on 
the f<K>tputh. Thi n* was mon^ than pU nty of room for ono or two carriages 
to nave pas«>l on the oil side without injury. 1 think the wagoner could 
nt r bo in any manner to blame, as be u|>|>eart*d to me to havo been unoon* 
scious of the chaise btung there. 

James Halt, of ^Vhetfftone, sen ant to Mr. tSutton, said, 1 was coming 
towanls Whetstone, und met the wagon and chaise. I saw tho wheel of 
tho ehaiM^ on the footjuith, iminediatt*ly lK^fo^e it oveitumed towards the 
wagon. 1 saw the men full out. I think the wagon wheel did not go 
over tbi*ni, hut that the dnig-eart did : the drog-rart was loaded. Hickman 
was run over h^ tho wlitn l of the dnig-cort ; Howe’s h4*od was struek against 
tlia cart w1hh* 1 The wagoner was not Ui blame: ho waa driving in a 
ngular and steady manner. Verdict-* AtcidvnUl Death. 
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Between the hours of eleven and twolve on Thuiwlaj, Becemhor 19, 1822, 
• vast ooncouree of people assembled in Aldersgate Street and Jewin Htmd 
to witness the funeral of Hickman. At twelve oVlock the funeral proceseinn 
remmenced from the Adam and Eve, in Jewin Strec^t, the house of Kiekman, 
previous to which the interior exhibited a most molantholy scene. The poll 
was supported by Josh. Hudson and Shelton, Tom Bolrbcr and Hormcr, and 
KandnlL and Turner. The father of ilto Gas, his brother, and some other 
nd.it ives were the principal mourners. The procession was filled up by Mr. 
Wai Iters, Tom Owen, Scroggins, Parish, Oliver, Jem Burn, Purcell, PowoUi 
Bill Davies, Baxter, and Pierce Kgun. The on the eofllii stated Hick* 
man to bo in his twenty-seventh year. He uus )mrie<l in the ehuzvhrard in 
I little Biitain. On the ground were Biltoou, Bill Eule**, Jack (‘artor, George 
etc., who were not in tiino to join the proci^ssiou. The crowd in the 
streets was iinnienBC. 

The prixi* ring expressed its high ri‘S|H'et to one of its l>ra\est nxMiiluTs; 
nnd, us Btindall said over his giuve, **lt would he a long time befuro wo 
•‘hould w‘e his fellow I’* The whole of the boxers (the inouinors), on taking 
leave of the widow, pioroised her their sup|)Oit at her house, and that they 
would exert themselves to procure a good btmefit for lumdf and two father* 
h ss children. 

The rham])ion of England was preventixl ficun attending as one of tbo 
palMKareiw in eonstxiueiice of a watiui hora-, ou the preceding evening, 
ntur Storkwell, having throwm him off and fulleii u]K>n him. 

Mr. Howe, the unfortunate roiupanion of Hit k man, W'us interred in the 
sumo burying- ground on the preceding Sunday moniing-

On 
the door being opi^ncHl the money-taker was almoHt carried away from his 
poet by tho pn^muro of Uio crowd. The attraction won great, indopoodent of 
tho cause ; and, on the whole, it was ono of the best displays of tho soicnco 
over witnessed at the Fiu'S (*ourt. Mr. Jackson supcrintond(>d tho pairing 
of the men, and tho result was talent opposed to talent. Oliver and Acton 
first made their bows to the npeelators; A by Beluseo and Qybleto, Gipaoy 
Cooper and IVter Warren, Curtii and II unis, Ward and Holt, Ilarmcrund 
Shelton, Josh. Hudson nnd Uiehinond, Carter and Sam[)5ion, Spring and 
Eales, Helcher and Neat, and llnndall and Scroggins, cxerto<l ihemselvos to 
amuse and inh^n^st tho audiiiiee, and their efforts were prowned with tho 
most loud and lively plaudits. 'J'he si^t-to Ix^tweeii Spring and Bales was 
much admired, from the skill disphi 3 ed on both sides; and Belcher, in his 
combat with Neat, n-eeiveil a w‘\eio hit on the nose, which produced the 
clan*t, when Tom, with tho utmost good humour, ohsiTvinl, ** That friendly 
t)uoh pivvenbHl tho oxpenHo of cupping, as it was ubsoluUdy necessary ho 
should bo biod, and was iiundy a baulk to tho doctor.’’ Tliunks wero 
retunif'd by Pierce Kgun. 

Neat, unsolicited, left Biistol at his own expeiihe to exlubil at tho benefit 
Kales also came (weiih-tive miles on the same inorniiig; and tbo veteran 
Tom Cribb hurried from the country to asHisit at the door, to make ** all right 
ami pleasant;” the os^istanro of his ** strong arm’* proved valuable in tbo 
exlnmie to all parties. Hr. Juekson ((to well known ujMin all occasions 
to render his iH'Tsonul iotert'st to the unfortunate) never exerted himself with 
more suceessful sitil than iu tho cause of the w'idow of Hickman. Tho 
receipts were X I I i\d 

So anxious were the pugilists to exirt themsidvos in the cause of tbo 
widow and childnm of Iliekunin that, as soon os decency permitted them, 
lUndall, Shelton, Spring, Jo«h. lIudsipD, Curtis, etc., took tho chair for 
screral weeks in sucer*sion at tho Adam and Eve, and their offorts wore 
crownid with 

A benefit was al»o got up for the widow and children of Ifr. Bowe, which 
was liberally su]>|H>rted. The comimny was most respccUHc, inclndtng four* 
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teen 11.P.V nod other penonf of *'the upper ten thousand/* Groat credit is 
doe to Hr. Bdoher for hie exertions and the attention he gare in getting up 
this brneftti which realised nearly £100. 

Wo have recorded these mtnuiias to show the eomporatife wont of self-

DAN DONNELLY, CIDVMPION OF IRELAND. 


Oiip worthy wiw no 1 

With tho (frotit ttiloiii ho ilnl evinco,

Turn rmown<‘d of the kiiurkli*,” wlioso fihtic exploits atnl capa* 

lihiicn, though imUnputtililo, nro nitlu'r muttiT of oral inulition than of 
written nv<*rd (like tlio f’loiious dttfln of Churloxnagncs Roland, tbo British 
Arthur, or his own eountr 3 mafi, Brian Boroilinic), firaf saw the light in 
Townahend Street, Dublin, in ^lareh, 1788 lie waa a carpenter by trade, 
and, although undoubtedlv of milling requinitt^B of tho first order, 

by no moans tlyrstcHi for fame in tno nng, until circumAUnees dn^w foith his 
tahmts and tnailo lain, for a biiif iNuiiKl, ** tho obstTvod of all obsoirera*’ in 
tbo boxing World. Uih tlrat repordi^l appearance in the roped arena was 
with Tom Hull (Known as l^lo of Wi^bt llnlD, who was then on a sparring 
tour in Ireland. The buttle wus for u huI Heription purso of 100 guineas, and 
took place on tbo (hirrtigh of Kildare, on tbo Htli of September, 1614. 
Hall, who bad iH^atcn ('itbb, and other men, htood high in tho estima- 

tion of his fiteinD, seeing that Ibin won brnked upon as o mere norice, or 
rtutgb, by tbo knowing ones 

Tbo eoncourso of penor^ that Ouckcxl to witness this combat was greater 
than was rememlwied upon any similar occasion. It seemed as if Dublin had 
emptied tiiudf, not le^rs than 20,000 s|icetators are stated to have been prosont. 
The tehiclea on the mail were Isyond cahuilotion, frtrm tho boroueho, 
jaunting oars, and jingles, down to the most humble description, and the 
lfKit]iaths were coveri'd with pedestrians, Donnelly first entered the ring, 
and was greeted with thnndcrs of applause. Hall was also well received. 
The iNktUe did not answer the expectations previously formed; in fiict Hall 
was overomatched considerably in lengUi, ami therefore oompdled to act on 
the defcAcivo. It was lar frum a eUnd-up fight DonnoUy received no 
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injury, except one trifling out on hU lip, wliirh diow flr4 Uood, and ho 
•lipped down once. Bis superiority of strength wss evident, and ho was 
througdiout the first in leading off. Hall did not acknowledge defeat, and 
retired from tho ring by order of the umpires after the fifU^enth i<»ttud, 
exclaiming ** Foul,” deoJaring he was hit thnn^ times when down, Ijiitio 
beetling occulted during tho flglit, but previously it wus sixty to forty u|x»ii 
llall, and on the ground twonty-fivo to twenty. Ibmflres were made in 
fM'veral of the streets of Dublin by tho jubilant counliymen (*t Donnelly, 
uho was under the training of Ca]>tain Kelly. Tie was also fn^comb^i by that 
gentleman and Captain Barclay, brother to th<> celebrated podUstrian. Hull 
was utlondcd by Painter and Carter. During tho fight Donmdly kept his 
temper, closed every round, and put in some heavy blows. Hull was well 
known as a game mnu ; but it was urgiMl by Die ]>arlit>ans of tho Irii»h c*ham* 
pum that Hall fidl throe times without n blow', and Donnelly, in his cagi^niess 
to catch him, before ho could execute this manaMivns hit Hall dcgperahdy on 
his car while sitting on the ground. T)u‘ most indcpeiideut and candid 
opinion ui>on the subject, from the In^t judges of luigllism who witnessed 
the battle, appears to lu* that br»th comhatunts lost it.^ 

George Cooper, who was tt^aehing the art of M*lf-dcfenec in Ireland with 
much approbation, and wdiosc fmiio us a Ixixit in Knglund wus well known to 
tho Irish amateurs, was selected us a competitor for Donnelly. They fought 
for a purse of £60. 

On Monday, tho 13lb of DeeenilMT, 1815, tiny met on the runugh <d 
Kildare, at a few minutes after Urn oNdoek in th(» morning. At an early 
hour thousands of persons left Dublin to w'itfu ss the fight, and the road to 
tho scene of action was crowded w'ith vehic les of e\« ry description. Donnelly, 
followed by Coady, received loud gn^etiiigs u|k>ii inaking his appoaranoii; 
(*oopcr also, on entering the ring, was loudly ehr^cred by the s|>ectateri. 
The combatants shook hands, and immediately lx*gun to prepani for action, 
Goody seconded Donnelly ; Ked rainier attendid ujxm Cooimt.

It was for aoinv tiaio u gooerully expressed opinion that ilte moogBifod 
Irish champion wottUl not cross the channel and show himself in this oonntiy. 
Ifownror^ in February, 1819» it was whisiit rcd that **Tlio *big* henb Uio 
pride of Hibernia, known os the Irish Champion, had slipped across thn 
water, and shown himself in EnglantL** 
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Dan loft fiiU of Bpirits^the Tigoon Houae soon lost MRlit of^-DuMin Bay 
and iU surrounding beauties no longer visible^-tbo IliH o* Uouth (l’ttd(l)*s 
laudiuark) nearly extinot— and behold our hero ** halt fi^m over** Utw. 4 iiK 
Liverpool, before be had time to reflect ii|K>n tlio hasty ftti?p he had taken 
However, there was now no rotreating : a few ** more glasses** made evet \ •> 
thing pleasant, reflection no longer intrudcMl, and, aftcT some forty winks, the 
Itght-house of the Mersey broke upon Dun’s ogles, and the tpiay <^f Liveipool 
gave him a safe deliverance feom the briny deep. It was at tids sea-port 
that Carter crossed his picked him up as a brother p<Tfunu*^r, which 
gave birth to his adventures in Kitgland ; for it mh him Dun's original intention 
was not to visit the metropolis, but, os soon as his }H*euniary afloirs were 
s(*ttled, to return to Dublin. 

Dan’s fame had gone before him : there was not an out-and-outer upon the 
Coal Quay in Dublin (and the mere apiw anmcc of lonu* of thew* remgh heroes 
is enough to appal Old Nick), wlio hud not rej)tntiMl of hin temerity in attaek- 
ing Donielly. It was also assist ti‘d that he hud floored with ease every 
opponent ia Ireland. 

Carter, who was suflieiontly well ac tpiaiiited with the stage to know tho 
advantages of a good bill, issued the following pluf^ard, on the 19th of 
Fehruar}*, 1819, at MonduHtiT: — ** Donnelly, tho Champion of Ireland, ana 
('aiU>r, the Champion of England (?), will exliihii tog< ther in various combats 
the Art of Self-defence, at the KinjHirium Jtoouis." This had tho desiitMl 
I'fliMt : nn overflowing andi<*nee was the result; and ut Li\erpool they fW't 
with great encouragement. iSo<m afterwards the “ brother champions” took 
the naid to tho metropolis, and l>Gis wen* oflired that Cutter fought twicf* 
during tho summer and won both the events. Several wagers were also 
made in London respecting the identity of Donnelly ; some tho best judges 
asserting that the new-come personagf* was not that Donnelly who fought 
with George Cooper. Donnelly, on his arrival in London, sIiowcmI himself 
at the Castlo Tavern. 

On Eriday, March 18, 1819, about a hundrcMl of the most n*speetaWf* of 
the amateurs assembled at the I’i'aiwk, (Iruy’s Inn lione, in a large room 
wdecjcd for the pur|M»e. The following description of Donnelly appeaitMl 
in a paper of the day Donnelly at length stripjad, amidst thunders of 
applaiuo. The Venus de Mediris never underwent a more minute scrutiny 
hy the eritioal tjt of the coiuioissi*ur than did the Chamjiion of Irclond. In 
point of frame, he is fer from that sort of ‘ big one’ which had been pwrfc 
nesly natbipated ; these is nothing loose or puffy about him ; he is stieng 
nnd bony to all intents and purposni. It may be said of Dcmnelly that he is 
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an masolo* His arms are long avA ilingy ; his dioulders nnoommonly fine^ 
{Mfftieularly when in action, and prominently indicative of their punishing 
<|uality ; his nob is also a fighting one ; his neck athletic and bold ; in heic^t 
nearly sin feet ; in weight about thirteen stone ; and his tout mumbl$ that 
of a boxer with first rate qualifications. Thus much for his person. Now 
a word or two for his quidity. liis wind appears to be undebauched; his 
style is resolute, firm, and not to be denied ; and he maintains his ground 
upon the system that Mendoza pruetised with so much success. (Getting 
away ho cither disdains, or does not acknowledge, in his system of tactics. 
His attitude was n<it admired, and it was thought that he leant too far back- 
ward, inclining to his right shoulder. Ho makes tremendous use of his 
right hand. Eight rounds were finely and skilfully contested ; and Carter, 
equal to anything on the list for Sidontiiic efi'orts, must bo viewed as a 
fomiuluble opponent for any man. The difference of style between tlio two 
jierformers attracted (‘ofiHidt nihle att4‘iition, produced a great variety of 
re-marks, and dn*w ih^wu \h uIh of applause. Carier possesses the agility and 
f'oufldcnee of an cxiu rit noi^d dun< ing mustf^r, getting away with the utmost 
coolness, walking round and nmnd hm opponent to plant a blow, with the 
perfection of u professor. Donm Ily is nut so showy, but dangerous : he is 
no tap|K«r, nor dot^ ho throw blow s away ; neither is he to be got at without 
enoounti^ing mimhief. is, howc\cr, awkward; but final judgment can- 
not lie pronounciHl from his sjiumng, more especially as he does not profess 
the use of the gloves. It was au excclli^nt trial of skill. Carter made some 
gucMl hits, and l)unnclly some strong points ; and tho end of one round in 
]»urticulttr, ha<l it been m the ling, must have lKH!n pronuuuccd pepper. Tho 
goisl temixT of Donnelly was much notietd ; and, impartially spooking, it 
was a nice jjoiiit to decuie who had the best of it, even in effect. Carter, 
wiUiout doubt, hud tho show of the thing.'* 

In tHinaetjucnce of but few persons having had ou opportunity of witness* 
ing Donnelly's talents, tlie Minor Thcutit*, in Catherine Street, Strand, was 
on the Thursday following, Ben Bum nppcan*d in opposition to the 
Irish champion. It was a set to of eonsidcruble merit, and the science of 
Burn was much applauded. Donnelly soon convinced tho spectators of hia 
peculiar forte. He showiEMl off in good style, and finished one round in a 
way that must have Iteen tn^mendous in the ring. It was sUU thought he 
stood ratiier too backwanl, leaning fiom his oppouent ; but that could only 
be di>eidtffl from a practical result At all events, Donnelly wsa a great 
attmetian. Carter and Donnelly finished tho performances : it was a sharp 
and 1 mg set-to upon the whole, and loudly applauded. But a wish was 
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etfrmedi that Gribb and Donnell j should have been opposed to each othcf. 
in order to give the public an opportunity of deciding upon the diffeiunt sort 
ot tootice pursued by those rival champions. 

At (hogson’s benefit at the same thi-atro, on April 1, 1819, tho piinmpol 
uttmetion was the announced combat between tho two rival champions, 
Cribb for England and Donnelly for Old lit^lond. This proved on April 
hoax ; Cribb, of course, did not idiow, and Donnelly set-to with Csrto onrid 
the hisses of a crowd of disappointed dupes. Sutton, tho man of colour, 
came forward and ohallcnged Donnelly to fight for £60 a-side. (Great 
fii»plausc.) ICichmond presented hiniKlf to the audience on tlie port of 
Donnelly, stating, ** That tlie Irish champion did nut come over to England 
with the intention of entering tho prize ring/’ (Disapproliutioa.) Cartier 
soon followed, and observed that, As Mr. liiehmond had only mmle half a 
H{M^ech, ho would finish it. Mr. Donut lly meant to consult his friends 
al^mt fighting Sutton.** Sutton again came ioiwuttl, and said that he would 
fight Donnelly at five miuutes’ uotit^e for £60, or from £100 to £200, at 
uiiy giten time, in a ring. 

ill eonsc^uenco of some ospemons having Wu thrown upon tho courage 
of Donnelly, he publibhed the following document, which was pompously 
designated—

Ob the 6th of April, 1819, at Kandoll’s ben<‘fit at tlie Fives Court, 
Donnelly had scarcely mounted tho stage, tvhen “Cribb! Cribb! Cribb!** 
was vociferated from all parts of tho Court, till CartiT made his appear* 
ance cn the platform ready to commence the combat The erica of “ Cribb !'* 
were sow louder, added to hisses, etc., when Uie Lancashire liers bowed 
ond retired. The Champion of England, however, did not appear; then 
t Slier was called, but he had also left the Court In the midst of this 
®®»\ftnion Hanner offered htinaelf amidst thunders of applause, and appealed 
^ nave the beat of it; but the set-to was by no means first rsiet and 
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Donnelly loft off nndor marks of ^in it ought to Iioto boon anaonnood 
that Donnelly hod a large tumour ui»ou his right am near bia dhow* The 
usage to Donnelly might be temed ungenaroua ; indeed, it was very unlike 
the usual generosity of John Bnll towards a stranger, and savoured of prejn* 
dice, says his countryman, Pierce Kgan. 

As all this savours of benefit ** gag/’ wo are glad to record that at kTartia’a 
benefit, on Tuesday, April 20, 1819, Oliver chollongod Donnelly for 100 
gnineas anudo, when Itandjll (Donmdly not being present) mounted the 
stage, and said ho was authorizid to accept it on tlio |mrt of the Irish ohom* 
plon, who would ont<»r the lists with Oliver on tliiit day sU weeks for any 
sum that might bo postiri. 

On May 25, 1810, Donnelly, CoopiT, and Caiter op4ncd the Minor 
Theatre, (*ntli<*riDo Btrec^t, to exhibit the capabilities of tho Irish champion 
previous to his going int<i tniitiing. 

Bpring and Donnelly weic len ived with great applause. Donnelly stopped 
seveiul of Tom’s liits with skill; in fac^t, from his quick mode of getting 
away, and the sharpness with whidi lie relumed upon his opponent, it was 
pronounccnl that he hwl cith<*r uequiied eonsidenible science sinoe his arrival 
in England, or that he now let ** piep” some of his fighting requisites. The 
ItttU^r M'ems to be bis rhaiaiter; as a spairer ho does not show off to 
advantage. It was a manly bout; some smart faeers were given and 
retununl ; no nieeties were ubservc^l, and it affordetl general aotisfaction. 

Articles wen* signed foi Dun's nmteh with Oliver at Dignam’s, Bed Lion, 
Houghton Street, (Hare Market. Fifty guineas Ivvel was offered that Oliver 
provcxl the favourite dining the fight or won tho buttle. Five hundred 
guineas wen> also oiFtn'd to four hundml that Oliver did not beat Donnelly 
in the hour, and some largt> sums wen^ laid at odds that Donnelly did not 
prove the comineror in half an hour. Oliver was generally declared ’'alow,** 
but a gamer man was not in e.\ist4*nce. Upwards of £ 100,000 were aaid to 
Iw pimding in the two countries on the issue of this national pngilistio eon* 
test, which came off, for 100 guineas a>side, on Wednesday, July 21, 1810, 
on Crawley Hurst, thirty miles from London. 

Tlie sporting world in In^land were so warmly intereeted in ihia event 
that numerous paities arrived in England to witness the efforts of thrir 
avowed ehampion. The English boners viewed him as a powerftil opponent^ 
and, jealous for the reputation of their prise ring,” eleoehed their fiela in 
oppoeitton whenever his growing fame was chanted^ In Ireland, at might

RKMASKa.— Dommlly hail new ahown hia 
capabilities io the admiraro of aoientifio 
pugilism in England, and the judgment 
prononnoed upon liis merits waa hnefly this 2 
—The Inch champion has not turned out 
so good a fighter as was anticipated. To be 
more precise, he is not that decisive, tre- 
mendous hitter with his right which was 
calculated ui^in. In ihot, he did not oie his 
right hand at all ; if he hsd, he might in all 
probahiUly have decided the battle full half 
an hour s(X>nor than it terminated. In game 
and coolness ho is not wanting, and finr 
obtaining “ a throw or a faU,” he will prove a 
dangerous ctutonier for any man on the list. 
Donnelly might have foU tliat sort of em- 
barrassment which hangs about a provinoial 
actor who first treads the I^don boards; 
anti to use his own wnnls upon the merits of 
the Imtile, he said it was a bad fight, that 
ho had acted like “a wooden man," and 
couhl not aiTount for it. His neat essay, 
lie thought, might prove albwother differont 
Iroin hiB dntoat of Oliver. Dounelly's right 
blind was frttnuonllv open when he hit. Bis 
buMi ap|>cared, on leaving tlie ring, exempt 
from punishment, except some soraichea 
upon Ills lips. Hjs right ear, hosrever, was 
stiongly marked ; but the pnncipal puniali** 
men! he sattaioiH) was upon Uie body. Oliver 
was hcaiily hit about the tliroat and ears, 
and alsti on the liody. The latti'r hy no 
nicann punislied Donnelly as he did l4cat; 
bnt the licavy falls that Oliver received 
proicd him thoroughly good in nature, a 
gnnio man, and one tkiat would contend for 
lO’it'ry while a spark of animation vras left. 
Ill) iic\cr did, nor never will, say “No!" 
It would be a violation of trnth, if the above 
liattle, under all tlie oircnmstanoea, sras not 
prououDced a bad fight, aa regarded aoien- 
tilic movements on both sides. The seoonds 
on both sides were on the alert to bring 
thmr men through the piece; and every 
]s*rsnn was astonished to see the aotivitjr 
displayed by Tom Belcher in picking up so 
heavy a man as Donnelly, and the mdvibj 
nsi'd by Randall. Hie conduct of the Cham- 
pion of England waa cool and manly in the 
extreme ; and Bbeltcn never lost eight of a 
point that ooold asrist Oliver. 


Ihm was, like moat of his cotuiirTmen, a hit of a httmoiirist. On the day 
jpreriouB to the mill a noble lord c*allcd upon Bonnolly, at Biddlcadowiii 
about one oVloi^k, and rather slightingly obsenred, *' Thai about that tune 
to-morrow he might cx|>eot a pretty head from the fist of Don- 

nelly (at all timei facet ioua)» looking tho lordling Ml in the face^ replied, 
with an inmicai oxpD'ssion, That ho was not bom in a wood, to be Beared 
hf on owll^* Tho laugh weat round against the noble amatenri and by wiy 
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of floftezting tike tLing, ho Mie^l Donuolly £15 to £10 upou Olifttr, whirh 
the friab champioii immediately accepted. 

Ooo trait of Donnelly is worthy of notice : on quitting his rwim to <^ter 
the apartment of OliTer, he would not publicly wear the <M)hmrc<1 haiidker- 
chi(*f of his fidlen opponent, but concealed it by way of pad, in the gn>pn 
Itandkcrohiof which he wore round his neck. 

Soon alter Donnelly arrived at Riddlcsdckwn, Shelton, by desire of an 
amateur, who offered to back him for £200, chnllengfMl the Irish champion, 

fight at his own time. 

The sporting houses wore crowded at an early hour in the evening hy 
pc'rsij^ns anxious to know the rt*sult, and the Co^^tlo Tavern, KandallV, 
AVf‘lch*s, and Dignam’s, overflowed with Ihc wtdl-pleascd countrymen of 
Donnelly. The “ Irish division’* non hirge sums h}' this virtoiy. 

Notwithstanding Donnelly’s victory over Oliver, it appcMirrd to lie the 
general opinion that his talents os a pugilist had been much ovcT^raUd. 
Challenges, in consequence, flowed in fast, and a nobleman offend Dunned!)* 
his ehoico out of Cooper, Fihelton, Gicgson, Siittou, Spring, Carter, N«‘at, 
Hnhmond, ond Fainter, for £100 a*side. The following doeumeiit also 
aj>fH‘aped in the W^kly Diftpaich^ August 15, 1819.

Donnelly was now caressed in the most flattering manner by all ranks of 
the fancy, but more particularly by his own oountiyroen; indeed, it might 
lie Raid that his days, if not a great part of his nights, wen* completely oecii- 
pied in taking his drops fVom one end of the Long Town to the other with his 
numerous acquaintances. Time rolled on very pleawintly, and it appears, by 
the way of seeing a bit of life,” that Dan was taken by some of his fnemls 
to view the sports of the West, not forgetting those of some of the ** helU” of 
St. James's. Here Dan was pIrkod*up one night, and eased of £80 out of 
the £100 he won by defeating Oliver. It was a ” secret” at the time, and 
only ** whispered” all over London. Dan*s blunt was fast decreasing, and 
i^uced to so low an ebb os to remind him that a supply was neoessory, 
®Rd something most be done ; therefore, after Mr. Donnelly hod shown his 
"hotter half** all the flae places in and about I/md^m, be natundly felt 
aaxioiis to relitm once more to dear Dublin, where his preeenee might be 
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turnip to A good account. It van accordingly agreed that hia friemla Qeorge 
(kioper and Uregaon aliould occompany him on a apairlng tour to Donnybrook 
Fair, lint many thiuga happem betwenm the cup and the lip» and just as 
Donnelly had taken hia si^ut upon the stage coach, and was in the act of 
bidding 

“ Faw Ihoo well ; anU if for em, 

Sun f(or ♦‘vor faTi> wf*!!,” 

to his numerous friends, an arquaintanee of Dan's (a swell bum-bailiff) 
nppe^ared close to the vehi('l<s and, in the mtmt gentlemanly manner, told 
Donnelly he wiilud to «<peak to him. “ And is it me you mane, Jemmy?” 
replunl Dan; “don't he utter joking with im^ now!” “Indeed I*m 
not ; here’s the writ f<»r iI18,” unnweted the otllcer. “And is it possible 
that you want me at tlu* suit of Carter ? 1 di>n't owe the blockguanl one 
single farthing. Ity d4‘ powers, it w the other way ; Jack's indehted to me.” 
KxpoBtidution, howev<T, was uMdi'ss. Th(^ Ci>.udimun had his whip in his 
hand, and the two o\ils hetnre* Dan only ull«»\\ed him to make a momentary 
decision. The choice* h tt to him was, either to lose his fare to Liverpool, 
wliich hud been pie^iously paid, and tlu^ ud vantages to result from on exhi- 
bition of his tah nt4 at Donnybrook Fair (whieh admitted of no delay), or to 
letiuiin ill hoiuhai and b<* scitnvid up in a sponging house. Donnelly, in a 
gn^ttt rage, as the pn'i'endde nltcntaUve, instantly disi^horged the writ and 
galloped off from the nietro|KiliH. It is tnie Dan went off loaded with fame, 
but it is an cipuilly undi iiiuble fact that he had only a £2 note left in his 
pockit-hiHik, after all his grout success in I^ndon, to provide for him and 
Mrs. l>onneUy on their route* to tlie land of Erin. 

Thousands of |KTbons assembled on the licueh to bail the arrival of the 
Irish champion on his nutire sliort*. Dan hiul scarcely shown his meny mug, 
when his warm-heartiHl countn'men gave him one of the primeat ffl-le-lus 
ever hivird, and “ Donnelly for ever!” i\*soundiHl from one extremity of the 
lieach to Uio oDier. A horse was in n^adiness to carry him, aa ao great a 
poraoiiAge as “ Sir Dan Donnelly” (who, it was oummtly reported, had boon 
knighteil by tho IViiico Uegent for his bravery) eould not be anffeied to 
walk. The knight of the tivea was atUiuhd by the popolaoe through all the 
principal districts of Dublin, till he arrived at hU house in Townahend 
Htreet Dan took his leave gratefully of the multitude, and after fiouriiihing 
the symbol of Uio above Older, for the Imnour of Ireland, and drinldiig thdor 
healthi in a “ n<»ggin of wbbkcj,” the crowd retixed, highly gmtiffed at tho 
dtgn>A<8l leceptiou which the Irish milling chief hid exporieaoed on setting 
bis toot onoo mom} on the turf of Ould InlawL 
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The Hporta of BonDybntok Pair, on August 27* 1819, wore oonsitbiuhly 
liiightoiiod by tbe prosenco of Donnolly* Cooper, and (iitgaon. Tb* y wi 
thus described in a contonipomry DaUin newspaper, Evening ; 

-«<( Upon no fonniT occasion have we witnessed more euticeniMit to ey< ur 
palate; booths of a superior and extensive nature were enK*t4d, in wbieh 
rM[iu‘strian voltigcur tumbling, sleight of hand, serious and comic Kiogniig, 
and otlier pcrfurmances were i*xhibitcd. Donnelly, for some n ason we cuuiioi 
account for, bos no tent; but he bus a booth, wherein (Viikt, and 

the Irish champion exhibitc<l sparring, to tln^ grt^nt amuM inent of an admir- 
ii)g audience. This booth was but hastily ]ir(^i>arud, but the )H.TMms who 
obtained admittance appeared much pleasc^d with the scientific display of 
these celebrated pugilists. An amateur of great eminence from Liveqiool, at 
a lute hour in the evening, as(‘ende4l tlu* ])lutforni (a bm fett encloscMl ring), 
uii*l encountered Gregson with the gloves. He was evidently no novice in 
the milling school, and was much uppluudal. Cuopir exhibittnl sti|Mri(>r 
w'ienco, and (Jrcgwm dis[)laycd the n^mnant fKiwers of a onc4j iirbt-mtu 
Hii{>erior man. Dun was thought by the amateurs present to be much 
improved, but gave himsc^lf little imuMo (>lsi‘ than to sitv»w how Uiiugs 
* might be done:’ be wa.s cheerful and laughing during each 'Ibe 

whole passed oft" in the most regular and ipiii t iiiuuner. The persons present 
M‘emcd anxious to accord with the expiti-w'd W'ish of tiie pugilists, that the 
imblic peace should bo rigidly pn served.” On Tiuwhi.> the crowds w'cro 
greater tliun upon any previons mrasioii. The ilincnuit ulists were not 
wonting to contiibutc their iKution of hainion}. A vanity of songs wero 
circulated, from wi.ich wc sideet the following crambonnm l)rie;—

Tho dispute between Carter and Donnelly, respecting the arrest of the 
latter (whether right or wrong), was not calculated to do Carter good, even 
in the eyes of the sporting world in Englond ; bnt in Ireland, it was eertain 
to prejudice tho elmnicter of tho Lancashirt^ hero in tho opinion of tho fancy, 
Donnelly being their avowed hero, and so great a favourite. However, with 
more courage tlian pruclcnf^e, or const ious that he had done nothing wrong, 
Carter* almost imintuliutely followed Donntdly to Dublin, and lost no time 
in parading Doniijhiook Fail, going imm booth to booth. 

In consequence of this, the liish amateurs ui«>hing not only to witness 
their champion again exhil»it bin iinishing tnkiith on the Curnigh, hut also 
to show they would not sutler hitu to Ik* brow-b(‘aten upon bis own soil, a 
meeting took plaee bituttn the tiunds of lioth parties. Owing, however, 
to some trifling tb hiy in making the mutdi, the following challenge, answer, 
and articles of ugreenn nt ajqH'uiul in the Dublin Journal:^

To tho mortification of the fancy, this match wt*nt off upon a fHvoloiis 
di<iputo as to the appointment of a htakclioldor. Donmdly, in a discussion 
with Cooper’s backers, said fairly, addressing himself to Coopt r, ** When I 
defeated you, Qcorgo, upon tho Curragh, you got more money than 1 did ; 
but when I fought Oliver in England, upon proving tho conqueror, tho 
whole of the money, 100 guineas, was pnsc*nfod to me. If this plan is 
miopted in Ireland I have no objection to fight Carter.” This ppop^isitioii, 
however, fh>m motives it is now impossible to discover, was refuMMl by 
Carter’s friends. 

Donnelly’s public-hoosi'i in Pill Lane was gimi^rally crow did. Carter also 
took a house in Barrack Street, in opposition to the Irish rhampion; and 
Bob Gregison opened a punch-house in Moor Rtreot, Dublin. Milling topica 
were, therefore, the order of the day in the ** sweet city.” 

Dan seemed now at the ajicx of popularity, with a prospect, hacked hf 
common prudence, of attaining permanent prosperity, llis houw was orer- 
fiowing al^tly with company, tho blunt pouring rapidly into his treasury, 
end hts miiliiig lame on the highest eminence ; but, in the midst of thia 
laughing acenci the ogUcst customer Don bad ever mK with taUoduced him* 
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mtJt Without any pn^liminarj articles, or agreeing as to time ; nay, with* 
out oven taking ftsts, tiio Universal Leveller gave the stout Sir Daniel such 
a body blow that all the wind was knoekod out of him in a twinkling; tlio 
** scmtch’* diMtiipeannl from his darkened optics, and he went to sleep” to 
wake only to tho last call of ” iim<* I” In plain prose, this renowned knight 
of fistic frays took sudden leave of his friends, family, and tho P. It., on tho 
IHth of February, 18'J0, in oonM^rpiciice of taking a copious draught of cold 
water, while in a state of piTspiration after an active game at ” fives.” 
He was in the thirty-!ie<‘ond year of his agi*, aii<l not a few of his best 
fnends dt^clare that whiskcy-punch, by ovcr-lieating his blood, hostencHl 
tho catastrophe. We shall lierc intruduoo a fe w random anecdotes from 
“ Jloxiana.” 

StHm after DanV arrival in Ijondun, he met Cooper mid Hall one evening 
ut tlie ('astlo Ta\(Tn, when, after ini|uiting after their health, ho facetiously 
asked them if they hhould like a little of Mr. Donntdly in England, as they 
hud stated fair phiy wuh not allowed to them in Ireland. Sileuce got nd of 
the inquiry. 

A Uonerul, well knonu in the spoiling einles, in order to try the milling 
eupubilities of Donnell) (liis countryman;, stvoii alter his arrival in England, 
tn^ibnl the Irish (huiupioii to his hoitne, when« he set-to nith a gentleman 
amateur, distiiu;uisIuHl lor his supetioi knonhdge of the art of self-defence. 
After some arti\o inuiionivriiig, Dtmiielly put in sucli o tremendous facer, 
that for M'veial iiiinuti's tho gentleman was in a state of stupor, whereon 
(ieneml It—— Ihhmiuo u firm hiu‘ker of Kir Dan, 

Pierce Egan finds lun in his hi-io*s worst lading. He tells us gle4*fulty 
that the si^verity of truining did nut meuid witli Duimelly*s disposition. It 
WHS insufTernhlu restraint to him In fact, he did nut like going into training 
at oil, and some difiicnlty ooeuind, iriy, he was almost coaxed to leave Uie 
inetro|M>Uft. During his btuy at Uiddlemlown, while truining to fight Oliver, 
he was ttt table with sume gi nlieimti, whea given peas wore among the 
vegettthlea at diniuT. One of the 4'oiupuiiy, disiiiiguisht^ fur his knowledge 
of truiuing^ ohsen'c*d Doiiuclly lulpiug hiiumdf to the peofs and immediately 
stati'd to him that peas weio impro|H*r for n pt^rson training. Donnelly 
ImigluHl heortil), exchunung, ** Ami siirt^ is it a pao that will hurt me? no, 
nor a drop of the emtur neither,” tossiug uif a glass of brandy. He also 
enjoyed himself during the afternoon in the same manner at tlie reni at tho 
company, till tho time arrivtd for his going to work, t.s., waUdag the dis- 
tance of six miles. Dunuelly on stuiting, said, **Kow you shall soon see 
how rU take the p»es and liqiior out of mel” aiul ascended with great 
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raividitj tho high» steep bill in front of Wheeler’s door without spiwnnt 
fatigue. Ho returned to the oompanj in a sliort time in a violent Ktste of 
jK^rapiration, having performed the distance. ISoLUudi, hoaever^ wua lur 
from Dan*s delight : company was his pamioB. While his fH< nds itmsiutd 
with him at Riddlesdown it was all right ; hut when tlu^ departed, it is 
siiid, he took a small drop of ** stuff’ with him to bid, to pn vent his lying 
awake. At other times he stole out in the duik to poutdi for pettieouts, ami 
tlie pn^rves of Croydon, It seems, supplied even luoie than Ills wtitiU. This 
r ircumstanco will, in a great degree, aeeount for his dist tossed mrl blown 
^tate during the buttle with Oliver. 

It is a well-known fact that, immwliutely after bis battle wiUi Oliver, it 
was not only discovered, hut be ai^knowtiilgid, tliat lie h:«<l uiifuituiiately 
eimtruetcil a disenso in t1u‘ proitiiR<‘Uou‘>ii('HS of his unieurH. It is usual for 
jMigilists during their training to have u coinpuiiion to l<«*k alh*r them. 
It was not so with Donnelly; hut if he hud had Midi u it would 

liave been of little, if any, use, as Dan won beyond lontrol. It was, how’’- 
ever, truly ustonihhing to view Doniieny’s lim* up|M‘aram*<» ou eiiteiiiig 
the ring to mw*t Cooper. When the Iridi ('huinpion longht (U^opiT on 
tlH‘ Curragh of Kilduix*, it fipfK^ars ho hml Iruinid up to the higliM 
pitch of excollonce by Cuptain K<*lly, oml wtw strong us a giuiit and luiive 
as a rope dancer. To tlie Captain, Doiiudly yielded iropln it ubfHiienre ; but 
ho would not bo dictated to by his equals — iruheil, ho was totally un- 
nuinageablc. 

Donnelly was cxtremidy fond of a joke ; and upon a jiorter (coming to him, 
soon after his arrival in England, late one evening, at the r.tstle Tiivcm, 
lloHioni, informing Dan that his wife would be glial to wm^ him ut tlie While 
Horse in Fetter Lane, as soon as ifossibh', Doiiiudly ask^ul, with gn^ut eager- 
ness, *• What sort of a woman shi* w as?” The |K)rt4T, surprised at the singu* 
lurityof such a question, enquired, ‘‘What, sir, d<m’t you know your oun 
wifo?'^ The champion, smiling, n'plud, '‘Is she a big woman? Well, 
never mind; tcU her I’ll come and look, just to se<- if 1 know her.”^ 

It should seem that Donnelly had a gn-at aversion to U' looked opoo as 
a piiao-fighter. In the course of two or three evenings after his Isittle with 
f Oliver, Dignam’s long room was crowded a*ith his counttynicn, aniious to 
<'ongnitw1gte him an his recent victory. Donnelly, who was dining with 
aama Hrells abovu stairs, was informed of ll r eircumstanee, and solicited to

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go down and to walk ilirough tUo rucm. To which Donnelly raplird, Sure, 
now, do they take me for a baato, to bo made a riiow of? I’m no fighting 
man, and I won’t make a ataring atoi^k of myself to plase anybody.” This 
was spoken angrily, and it requircfl the utmost persuasions of his friend 
Dignam to induce him to comply with so reasonable a request. Dan at 
length eonooded, and upon entering the room he was received with the 
loudest cheers. 

In tdiori, poor Dan was a creature of llie moment. Ho was meet excellent 
company, creating mirth and laughter all around him. His sayings were 
droll in the extreme, and his kditiviour was always decorous. Forethought 
was no ingrcHlicnt in his composition; ” to-morrow,” with him, might or 
might not l>o providiMl for : that never created any uneasiness in his mind, 
and wjis h‘fl f^ntindy to chance, or, as Dan would express it, “Divil may 
rare!” Kuch was the eharut'ter of Donnt^ll}. He was on Irishman every 
inch of him— g»‘neroiis, good-nafunMl, and highly grateful. As a pugilist, it 
is true, he did nut himself in the estimatiou of the English amateurs 
by his buttle with (Ui\er; nor did the Itish fancy in London think so 
much of his capabilities os they Imd anticipated ; indeed, th<me gentlemen 
who camt} from Iivland to witness the b:ittle I'xpressod themselves surpriseil 
at the deficiency of boxing talent displayed by tlioir favourite. This, 
howtwer, will astonish no one i^bo bus perused the few preceding para- 
graphs of his heinlless eondm^t and m^glect of training. Ho was declared 
to h} unliko the same man who d(*foatod Cooper. Tho fact is, that our 
Hibernian frit*nd« either undervalue or thoughtlessly neglect those precau* 
tions, without whieli stiingth, pluck, and skill must succumb to more 
ordinary physical qualiti<utions, if bucked by tempt*rance. In fact, tho 
fight was won by Donnelly by his wrestling BU{H'riority, rather than his 
hitting. 

We now quit tho living Sir Dan to note the public and literary honours 
tiestoweil upon his decease. Foremost amongst these cornea JSIaalwaod’a 
AfisgisiiM, for Miiy, 1820 , wherein twenty closely printed pages are devoted 
to a moat amusing collection of ” solemn dirgt^” lotlm of condolence, 
lamontationa, plaintive ballads, odes and songs on eloquent funeral oration, 
otr., and scraps of Hebrew, Urct^k, and Latin pftems in honour of the heroic 
doeeaatMl. Tho sc*bo)ar will Im^ delighted, and the general render amuaed, by 
the genuine humour ami erudite pleasantry therein displayed. Our qiaee 
forbids us more than a se-Unlion of a f«'W of these aaifiMmiBie n|Rsaioiia of 
Christopher North and his coadjutors.

^ Mmbai% ii it |i«aacd» uicnsaed until the body of the champion wai 
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lodged in its loti mtiiig*phco. It io for posterity to do Jostioe to tlio 
proweoi of Sir Paiiidi Donnelly. Kot the remarkable Heature in bin 
OTcntfiil history that ho was the person who received the honour 
of knightliood during the regency : there might have been, and probably 
wcroi worse men among those who rooeired that honour before him. 
Although last, he did not deserve to be held as least, among the knights 
of our day.

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CHAPTER VUI. 

JACK CARTER, ‘*TIIE LANCASHIRE HERO.’' 
1812-1 S32.* 


Tub x«putation of Jack Carter as a pugiliHt suffered unduly from two 
rauMcg, Pint, from ridiculously oxup:g<Tutc(l pions flourishes about his 
prowess, skill, md formidable qualities by piirtissau scrilw^s; and, secondly, 
by a factious band of provincial supporters and adheroiits, w'ho spoilt their 
luan by their indiscrimiiiato support and attempts, by clamour and intiuiido- 
tion, to carry their to the topmost position, in despite of the intc*r|M)si- 

tum of liettor men. Poor Carter, too, an unstable, self-coiic<*ite<l, and, when 
i x( itod, an oflensivo and bullying rough, was spoilt for bis onlling os well n* 
for decent society, by his injudicious “following.” Pierce Kgaii, who pro- 
mat urely dubs him in his first volume ** the Lancashire hero (?) furnishes 
us with the only account of the early life of Bob Gregwm^s protfg^, which, 
lU lu'igiiiloquenco notwithstanding, reveals the secret that Jatk Carter was a 
m<‘re '* Lancashire rough,” and not a whit tiio courageous ; nor, for that 
mAittcT, commonly honest; though Shakespere says, “to lie honest, as this 
world goes, is to be one man picked out of ten thousand.” In his second 
and third volumes (for Carter figures in each) stubborn facts reduce Carter s 
dimensions and character as “ a champion (?);’* and in the last I^crco prf*fsiC4*s 
his jeremiad over this pervortod “navvy” by misusing the Matonic mott4^ 
“How are the mighty fidlcnl” though when or how Carter was “ mighty” 
w a puBElcr. This he follows with an array of gavonadmg advertiawnenta, 
cbullenges, thraaonicol handbills. Hero, with some pruning of rwlun 
d**nices, is tha story of Jaek^s early days os detailed in “ Boxiana 

“Carter was hom at llandiester, Beptember 13, 178D, of reapectable 
parents, who apprenticed him to a shoemaker, but being a strong, f 
lad, and not liking the oonfinemenl; of the trade, left it to give a lending

dtiroMS of b^aSticiMws of Tom tfpnag. So# L>»fv of bi-aiso* Vol. U.* laapmr a. 
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band towards tba improToment of bit country, by commencing naTigator, 
and working upon the eanale in that neighbourhood. It was among thoie 
roagh-hewn, hardy eons of the creation, that Carter began to exhibit his 
feats of strength by milling several of the best considered men in their whole 
phalanx. Jack was in height about five feet ten inches and a half, and 
weighed about thirteen stone : ami it waa the following droll and singular 
oiroumstanco that brought liim into notice, both os a pedestrian and a pugi- 
list. The navigators, in ono of their moments of hilarity, proposed a jackass 
race, and entered into subscriptions for that purpose; the stakes were 
held by a hir. Moriyman, belonging to a mountebank, who was then gam- 
moning ilie dais in Uiat part of the country. Mr. Morryman was a good 
tumbler, full of fun, and could dght a bit, and hod rendered himself an 
attractive personage to the numerous Johnny Haws by whom he waa sur- 
rounded. Upon Uie day arriving for the race to take place, no noddy was 
eutensl to run for the stakes, except ono Wlonging to Mr. Mcrryman. This 
circumstanre created sur]tri8e; in fact, much diBuppointment. Jack Garter 
instantly enUTed himstdf as a jackass. At drat, soqie little argument took 
place as to the oddiicns of tlu^ attempt, but at length it wtis logically deter- 
mined that Carter wuh a jack.iHS, and that he should bo entti iHl as such, upon 
which they starUnl. Away went noddy with all the flwtncss of a prime 
donkey, kicking and suoitiug over the ground; and the jackass set out in 
tine style, umidst Uie shouts and laughs of tlie multitude, who now began to 
bet in all manner of shapi's — Christian against donkey, and neddy against 
jackass. Tint distance was dmr miles, producing considerable wagers and 
much diversion among the spectators. The jackass possessing rather more 
knowledge than the niHldy, miuic the best of his way, leaving the donkey 
behind him, came in drat and claiin«'d the stakes. No jackass was ever so 
much careaiied before for winning a race. But Mr. Menyman now treated 
it as only a joke, ohsorving that he only let Garter run to increase the sport, 
and disputed his claim as a jackass. It was certain that all the worda in 
Johnson’s Dictionoiy a^ould not have satisfactorily explained this knotty 
point ; and there not being logicians enough present to place the question in 
a proper point of view, a nearer road was taken to seUlo the matter. Carter 
gave Mr. Menyman to understand that, if he did not instantly hand over the 
•takes, that it ahould be milled out of his carcase. Henymaa received this 
threat with a smile of contempt, entertaining an idea that as thia jackass 
bad been running four miles, his wind could not be good for much, and 
agreed that the fist should decide it A ring being formed, Menyman was 
•con made to laugh on the wrong ride of hie mouth | sad be who Lad 
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hifhfito tumbled Ibr the plewire of the evowd^ wao now, in spite of Ms 
snties, knocked down often, end punished so soTerelj thet ho wis compellsd, 
not only to give in, bat to give up the money/’ 

Carter’s fSame os e boxer and racer was soon spread abroad, and he enteiec) 
the lists in a diort time afterwards with a heavy strong man, a navigator, at 
Froston, who had gained some good battles in his time. It was a truly 
Sf'verc conflict, and occasioned considerable conversation in Lancashire. He 
was matched in several races, in one of which he beat the celrtrated Abra* 
ham Wood, though, from Fierce Egan’s own showing, in another page, tiiis 
iK^eras to have been not only alter his coming to Ix^ndos, but subfaMiutmtly to 
his first fight with Boone, the soldier. 

It was while working at the Highgato Tunnel that Bob Gregson first m(*t 
(’artcr. Ho was a Lancashire man, and that was enough to recommend him 
to Bob, who we have proof sufficient was neither a good fighter himself nor 
much of a judge of what constitutes one, like his modem double, Ben 
Caunt. Upon inquiry,” odds ** Boxiana,” ” it was found that Carter hatl 
proved himself a trump!” and says, *‘all that ho wanU^l was 
tci/ftrs (!), and introduction.” ” He shall have that,” cried Bob, and instantly, 
at hia own expense, took care of Carter, and pla(*ed him under the ” Itolands” 
^whose distinguished skill in fencing and as pugilistic teochers was then in 
its zenith). Pierce continues, ” It is but justice to CarU*r to ol^WTve that, 
under such tuition, he soon made considerable piogn^ss in the art, and when 
it was judged a proper time to give publicity to his attempt, Bob introduc<*d 
him at the Fives Court.” Carter’s appearance is thus fistteriTigly described 
m tJio Morning Adtoriitor of Wednewlay, July 29, lbJ2; — 

” Spabecnq.—* Tho last sparring exhibition took place yesb*rday at tlu» 
Fives Court, for the benefit of Power, a pugilist, who, as a professor of the 
s<*icnec, is inferior to none on the boxing list, but his exhibitions have been 
^re. The greatest novelty on this occasion wos an exhibition bcdaeeii a 
trial-man of Gregimn’s, named Carter, from I.a;acaAhire, a candidate of fint- 
rate weight for fighting fame, and Fuller, a mdentific pupil of Richmond’s. 
A rufflaning tn ^t e h took place, and, not to give superiority to either, it was 
a match which aflbfdod much diversion, and it will cause a considiTable 
sensation in thei sporting world. Qregson’s man, who is undiv the U<st 
tuition, will prove a tremendous teaser, if be be giTlod with the best of 
pugilistie favoora— 'game— which remains to be tried. He is a fine weighty 
lelUiaiided hitter, and, ^ game be in him, he can beat anything now oo 
the list’* 

With sueh a AAraeter, though the ” if” in reqiect to bis ” game” looks 
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Tory like e mingiTing, Carter wqa matched agoinst Boone, the ooldicri far on 
unknown itake. Boont^ (mode Bone in fioxiana*') has not a single fight to 
his credit in ** Fistiana,'* czeopt that with Oro<‘key, a wretched affair, four 
years after this exhibition. The battle camo off on Friday, September 18, 
1612, near Ealing, Middlesex, when, after twelvo roonds, in seventeen 
minutOH, Boone gave in. Egnn Aoys it was a severe contest,” and addii, 
**ln this battle Caiter’s patrons thought ho had made good his preten- 
sions to milling, and looked forward anxiously to place him nearly, if not 
quites nt the top of the lK)xing list.” They acoonlingly matobctl him against 
Jack Power. (Site Powku, in Appendix.) The stake was the handsome 
sum of 200 guineas, subseribtMl by Gre^gson's friends, ond on the ICth of 
November, 1812, the fight eume off at itiiknians worth, Herts. The battle 
will be found in the Life of Power, who, despite the recent rupture of a 
blood V( vhk; 1| and incapuidty for severe training, thrashed Carter in thirty-nine 
rounds, occupying onc^ hour and five minutes. Boxiana” says, with edify- 
ing naiPfi^, ** Carter attrihutiHl the loss of this battle to his second (Isaac 
Bittoon) placing a Belcher handkerchief over his mouth, which tended rather 
to deprive him of his w ind (queiy', courage) than to do auytliing to inen^ase 
that neoessary quality in a hoxi^r.” He odds, ** If Carter in his battle with 
Power did not exhiliit those traits of finished elegance which characterise 
the skilful pugilist, he nevertlicless pourtrayed Uiat ho was not ignorant of 
Uic principles of boxing, and his patrons were perfectly satisfied with the 
bottom which ho uuinifestisl upon the occasion,” which shows they wore 
thankful for Ti*ry small nv<’r< it '*, os Carter brought youth, weight, length, 
and strvngih to the lo.sing side. 

After much cavilling a match was made between Carter and Molineaux. 
Poor llolinoaux, having Iwcn twice beaten by Crihh, was now on his downward 
course (see vol. i., pp. 262-285, anU\ yet, in this contest, which took place at 
Remington, Qloucest<*r»hiro, on Friday, the 2nd of April, 1813, Carter was 
disgracefully beaUm by the onec) fonnblahle nigger. Of this affair, on which 
w*e have oommentod in the life of Molineaux, a contemporary Writes: — 
was tlio opinion of the most ex]N*rieneed pugilists that such a set-to was 
never before witnwsi'd ; one * was afraid, and the other dared not’ Carter 
was the heat man after the battle licgan, and continued so throughout the 
fight Molineaux was wretched in the extreme^ and at one timo positively 
hotted from his second. But to the grsat astonishmait of all tho i^ioctatonp 
whm Molineaux was dead beat Carter fiunted and dropped his head as ho 
•at on tho knee of his second. AU the exertions of Richmond ooiild not 
arouse Carter from liis lethargic state, and he thus lost the bahdo.*’ 
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In the next pengraph ve find '* Boxiana^’ stating, ** as a ttoxcr, and oton 
as a aaientifio pugitunti Carter was entitled to considanble promineney (what- 
ever that may mean) ; and, if viewed as a fibber (was the historian uncon- 
sciously writing antobiography?), it would be difficult to find a betUu* one. 
In point of hitting and getting away, ho is little inferior, if not equal, 
HifJiinond, end very good and active upon his logs. \Vith his loft band he 
iUnlt out severe punishment; and although in his femior contests his right 
hand appeared but of little servioc to him, yet lie soemod to hnvo ni(1i(*i 
unproved in tlio use of it. Ono o>»jectiou which had Wn wrirntly arpuv tl 
atoiinst Garter by many of the fancy wuk, tliat he wa^ soft about the hta^l, 
all aid of the coming blow, and shrunk from piivishniont , while, on the con- 
trary, it was roundly asserted by the other part that, if he behaved correctly, 
In^ gnmc was unimpeachable.'’ 

After his defeat by Molim^aux, r.irtor exhihiUd tin* art of w*]f-dcfcn<'e 
in Inland, St^oiland, and most of the pm\incial towns in Kngland, with 
Chat Huoccfts ; and from his continual practice in Ihom* trials of skill, aidid 
by considcrablo intuitive knowledge upon the subject of boxing, ho ndurtH-d 
to Die metropolis on active and improved figliter. Upon liis arrival in 
I "tnVn, Carter, without hesitation, iletdarcd hiniw lf ready to enter the lists 
"ith luiy man in the kingdom; and this public cbalhnge, ns might be sup- 
powd, w'os not suffered to remain long uiiunswertd, aial Ili< bmond, in con- 
t«'|ucnce, catered a fine, strong, healthy blaik, of the name of Josi^ph 
''Npbenson, weighing upwanls of fourteen Btune, fi*om Havre do Uracc, 
'1 jn-Jand, iii America, us a likely opiKuient. 

'Ihe Pugilistic Club gave a purse of twenty-five guuuas, and Uie rombu- 
t irifjs put down twenty-five also a-side. On Tiicsiluy, February C, 1810, the 
iilrt)V(* heroes (!) met at Coombe Wamm. This battle cx<iUd considemhle 
lutercst throughout the pugilistic circles; und, notwilbshiiiding the h»r»mU 

rain tliat deluged the roails, from wvtn in the rooruing till seven at night 
without iutermission, thousands of spci tators braved the 'denienls with ths 
utmost iioRfAo^iJirs. The men enhied the ring about one o’docfk ; Cnbb sad 
t^hcltoB acting as seconds to Garter, and Ilicbmond and Oliver for Stephen* 
Two to ono in many instanvx^s upon (vurfer.

M the expiration of forty-tour mmutos, vic-

exfiecti»d that Jio would have lieon able to 
dis|)i»se of Stopheuson in mii»’h less time} 
but Carter, it stHmiiMl, hKtked upon the event 
so certain as to lie iiiditTereiit r<^s|)ecting his 
ApfM'anin^e in the ring in gooil condiuon. 
Ktoplicn ioii had nu'rely to lic^ of strength ; 
in other resiiccts he was little hotter than a 
novice. 


Thm' months had idupsid, wlu*n ii formiduhlo man of colour, of 

tho namo of Kohiuson, who liiul arquiiul some (olehrity from tlio execution 
he had performod among mn^ond-rutc lioxcrs, and nmbitiouhly eager to achiore 
conquesU of greatiT importance, agreiHl to cntt*r the lists with Cartor, at 
Moulficy Hurst, on Wednesday, April 21, 1816, for a stake of fifty guineas, 
and also a purse of tsrenty-fiTo, given by tho P. C., in a twenty-feet ropod 
ring. Vehicles of all descriptions wore in requisition at on early hour to 
roach tlio destined spot; and tho curiosity of Uio fancy was so strongly 
excLU'd to witness Uiis mill that, by twelve o’clock, ii might be fairly stated 
the Hurst contained little short of 20,0()(> people. Kobinsi^n waa a fanoied 
article, declared capable of pt'rfoiming pugiliaiio wonders. He had beaten 
Orookey in prime twig,* and Butcher he had also ranquished in decent

stylo ; and when the match was tot made between Bobinm and Carter^ the 
Black was rather the ikvoarite with those oharacters who are always eager 
for novelty, and eonsidenible bets wore laid in his favour ; and even some of 
tlio knowing ones were donbtfhl on the subjeot. It cannot be doniiH! that 
('after never stood A1 in the esteem of the fancy. They knew he did not 
want for science; they <kncw ho did not wont for stti^nglh and activity; 
and they also were acquainted that he could run and jump well, and that 
he wiis a boscr above mediocrity. Still there was an uicxprcasille 
» mothing that scemod to pervade their opinions, which kept many fh>m 
paug that length upon Carter they might otherwise have done ; odded to 
which, Xlobinaon talked confidently of his (utpahilitit^s of sarving-out, which 
hlinded tho too credulous as to the ri^al state of things. But tlie flash 
side, upon lof>king into the chances and comparing notos upon tho subject, 
s^rt'Ti hiramo awako as to tho issue likely to ensue, and prt‘viouHly to the 
light, Six to four first came forwnnl, five to three, ami lastly siwon to foul 
upon (’artor. A few minutes before one the Bhn‘k hhuwed in the ring, and 
up his hat. Carter soon followed and did tho same, and imiiiodi* 
ably enmo up tr Itobinson and shook hands with him. Soon after thcii 
Hionds appeared — Paddington Jones end J)iek Whalo for Kohinsun, and 
PainU‘r and Harry Harmcr for Carter — wlun they strip^K^d and commenced

He appeared 
not the loaet hurt from the ocmfliot in which

indifferenoe of a mere spectator. 


Tho Lancftfiliiro and Carlialo friends of Garter now mllied round hiin» and 
he was at lengUi matehcHl with Oliver. In the metropolis Oliver was every- 
thing ; and Carter, in oxiposition to himi only namcnl with derision and con- 
tempt. Hut time, which [iroveth till things, thus namites this milling 
event: — 

This contest was derided on the estate of Sir James Maxwell, in an 
enclosc'd field of Mr. Johnson, inn-keeper (and within 150 yards of tho hlaok- 
smith’s shop, so ri lebrat(*d in tho Jjovers* Cabinet for tho dispatch of busi- 
ness), at Gretna Grr^i'n, four miles from Longtowii, and fourUnm from Carlisle, 
on Friday, the 1th of October, IRIG, for 100 guineas a-sido, in a twenty- 
four feet ropiMl ring, in the pn'Htmce of 00,000 ajMTtators. Tlic sporting 
world was much int(*rt'stcd, yet so confident as to the termination of the 
event, that three to one uns lonsirltwl as corivit betting. Oliver had risen 
jirogressivoly into fame. Not so w'ith his opponent: ho was “ anything but 
a good one.’* During the day on which the light took place the streets and 
houses of ('arli^Io and its \icinity were drained of the malo population, and a 
liorso, ehai(H% enrt, or any sort of vehicle whatever, W'os not to be procured at 
any price. The fanciers of the metnipolis, it seems, were not so numerous 
as usual upon gieut inilliiig (hmihiouh, and a f(*w of tho ** highest flight*’ only 
wem rocogniscil upon the ground. Mr. Jucksou was not at Carlisle, and it 
was obw^sTtHl that tlie losing man was net the better for his absence. The 
oouoourso of people was so great that it was doomed necessary to form on 
outer rope ring, in onler to prevent unpleasant oonst^qucnces from the pres- 
sure of so vast a multitude. The fight had nearly boon prevented, as offioera, 
sent by OiKirgo Blemiro, Esq., tho Mayor of Carlisle, and tho Bev. Dr. Xiowry 
and Dr. Hoyshom, two other magistrates, were on tho look out to hind the 
IMurtios over to keep tho peace. 

Oliver arrived at the Bush Tavern, Carlisle, accompanied by Captain 
Banday, on Wedncsilny morning, at eleven o’clock, and he had scarcely 
entsrod tho room when tho offloors inquired for him. Some penoo, iiupech- 
ing their errand, introdneed them to tho brother of Olivcii^ wheH Tom took 
tho hint and quudly withdrew, not being known to them. At nineteen 
minutes befors one the battle commenced. The nmpiroa wen the Marquis 
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of Quoensbeiry oad Captain Barclay. Goxtor ftrat rnlcred the rin^ with hii 
aeoottda^ Painter and Earner* and the uaoal defiance of the eaator waa 
exhibited by him* Oliver inatantly followed with his aaaiBianta, Cribb and 
Cooper. On atripping* tho condition of Oliver appeared equal to any one 
that ever entered the ring; bat Carter* it waa ilionght* might have been 
better. The ceremony of fnondahip waa then performed* and ten to four waa 
loudly vociferated npon Oliver.

UiciiAltKfi.^llivor felt ooniident that he 
should prove the ounquoror, and exerted 
every means in his power to insure victory.

In 
short, there was no comparison between ilio 
combstento ros)H»cting ecinnUfio fighting;

was more vahieti than his cat*abiiities as a 
boxer eoiisideriKl. The high patronage, Usi, 
ot (uptAin Parclay hud daisliwl the minds el 
(he fuuev — individiiHl or cool judgment was 
out of the question, and Uiroo to one was 
betliHl without why or when*fore. Gklcula- 
iioii WAS i‘<uiipletely against such betting, 
and It was a sort of ovecwholining prefer- 
cnee. Too much pn*judioe bad existoil 
ngnuist Cm ter; and it was sneeritigly ob- 
siuveil that he was withont game, at Seel a 
nii*n^ flipper with hu led haad, and when- 
ever ho was placed against a good one he 
wonltl axm be (bund out CQinment upon 
that head is now rendered nnueressaty, as 
laets arc stubbofm things.

The hackers of Carter prcsonti'd Itim with fifty gaiocoa in nddlticni to the 
battle money. Olim and Carter^ a few days after the iiglit, met at liairirk» 
and n^ceired each othior in the stylo of true courage. 

Carter’s pedestrian feats may here find a place. Piert^e Egan aaya^ Aa a 
luiiner^ the qualifications of Carter were far al)Ove nuKlioority lie could 
run a mile in little more than fire minutes ; and out of fourii vn nn^es amd 
walking matches, ho won them all excepting two. 

'‘In the spring of 1812 Carter ran a match agtunst time, on Sunlmry 
f'Miumon, when, to the aatonihhmcnt of everj* one preM*nt, he purfonucH] two 
iiules in a few seconds ovor eleven minutes without any training. 

“ Carter, fi*om the cobhrity ho had gaincHi through the performance of the 
above match, was backed for a considfrablc sum against Abraham of 

I.incasbire, for two miles. The latter was to give Cart(‘r 100 yards; but 
friends deemed it prudent to pay forfeit. However, a new match was 
niud(» ofr-hand, condition not bedng eonsidennl. Wo<m 1 was now to give 150 
.^ards out of two miles. This mco wti» decided on Hatunhiy, tluj 2Glli ol 
mbcT, 1812, on the Lea Bridge lioiirl, near London, Oregson acting as 
umpire for Garter, and Captain Hinton for Wowl. They stuiied at two 
o’<‘lo<'k, Carter having taken 150 yanls in tulvanco. Both of the racers 
w*<‘mcd to fly, they got over the ground v^ilh su<h speed. When at the end 
<*l the first mile, Wood had gained! upon Cuitor sixty yards, ami in the next 
half mile Wood had made greatcT ]»r<»grc»s ; but when within a qiiart<*r of a 
**dle of the wianing*post, he was within twenty yanls of Carh^r. The Utter 
had now leoovcmd second wind, and ran the last quaitcr of a mih» wWi 
H>eod at the rote of a mile in five minutes, and won by aU^ut six yards. It 
was even betting at starting, but Carter for <boice. 

Garter had* some other pn^tensions to public noUoe| incUpendimt of prise- 
fighting. He was a good dancer, and could jicrform the clog-hompifM^ with 
^^^wderable talent, a n d , after the moniuw of an expest clown, stand uiHm 
his head and drink off several ghuisea of ale in that position.’* 

^Rke friends of the Ijancashiro hero, from the improved oapabilittes be had 
•0 leesnily diqihyied» were now duxionsto prodaoo a meeting between him 
and the ehanq^, Kuch conversation in eonse({oence took plaoe, and ewi 
pGnwnal dudlengae pasead betoroan the above pngtlirii^ hut no dqpoait arae 
pttt down to make * matelb^ Cril*b offered to fight any man in the k ingdam 
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for £l|000t and not Iom tban £d00 ; tmt Carteri it aaemai oonld not bo 
badcod for cither of thoae 6umf| therefore iho matcb was off altofatiber. It 
ou|d^t» however* to bo mentionod that the latter was ready to aooommodate 
any man for £60; and* although no decision ever ooeamd leapeoting hii 
daim to that enviable titlOi yet Carter aseumed the appdlation of ohampion 
Ibom the (allowing circumstanoe : — A hot of £200 a-aide* £60 forfeit* was 
made between Sir William Maxwell and the Mai*quia Of Queenaberryi imme* 
diately after the defeat of Olivor by Carter* at Carlisle ttaoes* October* 1816, 
ehalienging all England* the Marquis to produce a man to enter the lists 
against the latter at the above races in 1817. Twelve months having 
elapsed and no competitor making his appoorance at the appointed 
place* the £60 was forfeited* and Carter received the same (it is said) 
at Dumfries. 

In the newspapers our hero again publicly challenged anything alive in 
the shape of a man* adding tlmt his iViends wens ready to back him* regard-^ 
less of colour* observing blue* blm^k* white* or yellow, would be 

equally occeptuble to him.** In his ]irinted liutubbillH* at tho Bhrewdmry 
1UiH% 1817* ho thus vain gluriouMly dcscribod himself *

H o^a Qrogson, who is Carter’s trainer* is taking him down into the north 
of England to cout4*od with Donnelly* tho Irishman, at the ensuing Carlisle 
lUees. Private lessons given.** 

Tor thr(«e years Carter lived upon the famo of his viotory over Oliver* 
tmtelling through tlie provinces* after the manner of more modern quack 
champions* exhibiting **the ait**' and never ceasing to assert the fUaehood 
that Cribb had refhsed to fight him* whereas Coiter always limited h» 
proposal* when pressed* to the stake of £60* a mere absurd subterftige* 

At length his career of boasting received an unexpected dheck. Cribb 
argued that his ** boy," Tom Spring (although beaten by Med Painter in 
August* 1818}* was goqd enough to lower the pretensioos of the lanca- 
Mre hero.” Colter's firiends made the match for £50 a^o* and a pane of 
£60 Ibr the winner was ailded by the FUgiHiliB Onb. Two to one waa 
aimed by the noiih countrymen. The battle waa foui^t on Oriwley Downs* 
May 4* 1819. The temlt will be found in the Xilb of SmniQ, whm the 
report does tsiuii justioe to the letter.

Carter beat Oliver— drgjilto the 
lowing aooount in Boxiana,*’ written up by a peraon no/ praeiU at Uie 
battle— by hugging and squeezing his man, who was lose in weight and 
•tutnre than bimaelf, upon the ropes, after the foshioa of a leceitt Ameiihun 
f'hiinpion. Foiled in this by Spring’s length, stoaiHneas, and left^handiKl 
•lull, he was abroad. That he waa beaten against his will, no impgrtisl 
•pe((-tator could doubt 

Carter made his appooranoe, on the Friday after bis battle with Spring, aft 
Mr, Jaokaon’i rooms in Bond Street. His crest was loweied, his former high 
ftonc qnite aolidiiedi and he acknowledged, with some touches of grief, that 
iMt could not tell how he lost the battle. Thirty poimds went ceUectedoii 
the gmnnd ftp biM, indoding the donatioB of ten from his backer. 

On lodng Mapopnlariiy, be left London for Ireland, in which his stay wss 
*»ther shorty when he returned ft Eoi^dao^ by the Irish cheai- 
A qnenel, howerer, took place between Carter and Aonaellyi when 
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tho tamn ftitlowM (lie Tri<th clinniptoii to Dublb, opened a paUlio>1ioiiMV 
and uhoUengid Dun. H«<o the memoir of Donnelly in Chaptw VI 1. 

Carter, who urrired (Wnu Ireland on TuuMlay, February 1, 1820, being 
anxione to mako a match with Sutton, for 100 gniaeae a>tide, previous to 
his again rotuming lliither, calltd in nt a sporting bouse in Oxonden Street^ 
for the pnr|Ki«o of nmUiig his intention known, and on being admitted into a 
r<»m where a prirnto pnity were assembled, insulted several, and ultimately 
throw a glass of nine in tho face of ono of those presonti port of which 
alightwl on Toni Ciibh. This insult was not to be borne by the ohaOipion, 
who, olthougli rutluT the woise for the juici* of the grape at the time, immo> 
ditttely gmp]ili<d with Carter. It was un up and down conteet, but tho 
ohampion madu such good usu of his time that his opponent received a severe 
tiireshiag in the sjiace of ono minute, und lioggod in a piteous numnor that 
Crilb might ho taken away fiom him, or ho ehould be killed. 

Cortnr once more left I,ondim, spurring his way to Dublin, in which ho 
was assist*''! by Ib'jnobN and Mutton. 

On bis return n t« w montlis afterwards, being in company with ffludton at 
a aporting dinner at the Brown Bear, Bow Stn>ot, July 10, 1821, boapoke 
diapamcingly of Khilton’s capabilities, when, niter some diseusaion, £20 
wore posUd fur u tight iustanler, and the result was that Shelton boat Un 
to a lUuid'Still in tluco rounds only.

This ms 
rsfiiseil by Wanl ; but, Is ing hntd priiwd I7 Carter, who entieatcd him as a 
favour to oldige Itim, at liugtb conn'tiltd, and it was agioad they Aoidd 
fight for £60 a<sidc, on May 17, I82H, within ono hundied mika of Lundoa, 
whieh came off at Mhepiicitou Uange, when Carter was defeat^ in ifartoen 
nnmls, oeeapying thirty-two mmutos.

Caiiter was next matched with Deaf Burko for £100 O-aldik by whom 
he was di'fMted, at the Barg*' Ilouw, tVoolwicb, on the Ofh of Uqr, 1882, 
in olevea rounds, oeeiipy mg twenty-five minutos.

On June 4, 1B16, at a bonoBt for Ealee and Jobnaon at the Fives CSonrti 
Button mounted the stage to contend vritb the powerful Tom Oliver. Button 
appeared rather diffident. Ilia sparring, however, was for from contemptible, 
and, as a nonce, ho achieved more than could have been expected. Oliver 
had verj little the liost of him, nnd it was observed that Tom took the 
off first Qeorgo Cooper (the lute competitor of Donnelly in Ireland, and 
who was reported to be di^ad) made his appearance and also had a set-to 
with Button. Cooper put in several heavy facers, and showed considerablo 
soionoe ; but Button, no way dismayed, stood well up to him, and, in a sharp 
lally, n4umod some heavy hits and exchanged blows advantageously. Upon 
the whole, the new man of colour received much ap]»luu8e. Cooper, like 
Oliver, it was aNo remarkixl, took off the gloves first 
The milling qualities of Button Uung now bettor understood, he was 
matched with llobinson ; and these men of colour met at Doncaster Haces, 
Beptembor S5, 1810. The fight took place in a paddock (whore each apee* 
tator was ehargiKl throe shillings ns the price of admission), in a twenty feet 
ropod ring, for a subscription purse, llobinson, who had twice fought with 
Cdirier, sod defeatinl Btephenson, Butcher, etc., was seconded by Crouch and 
Baunders, and, in couscqucnco of his boxing notoriety, five to four was betted 
u]>on him in the metroiHdis, and six to four upon his setting-to in the ring. 
Button was attended by llichmond and llurmcr. At half past twelve the 
signal was given, and offousivo operations commenced without farther oere* 
mony. It appears in the first round that Kohinson sustained so severe a hit 
fVem bis opponent that it quite spoiled him as to any vigorous exertion after- 
wards. An ap|>eal was msilo to the umpires upon this momenteus pmut, on 
which the fate of the battle hung ; but these rustio arbitevs of milling, not 
ignotaat of tlio prem^ents of Moulsey, or the practice at Coombe Wama, 
and not wishing to make a ehnneery suit of it, instantly ordered the fight to 
pmee d . The long arms of Button not only took great Ubtetiea with the 
Upper works of lUdiinson, but soon put the wind of the loiter out of order, 
and ultimately mado him mcosure hia length upon the ground. Hie betting 
now rapidly ebanged, and Button bi^me the furonrite, with odda upon bhn. 
U wai< all up with RahmsoD, and during tweaty-fiva reunda ho had no 
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q»]N»toa{t]r tomiog iha in Ut brnri (ma In tUrtijHax ttiauton, 
after reeeiriiig a ■erare taOUng, ha waa oompeUad to adkaawMge that ha 
had had ^^enoagb!** It ia bat Hur to aUta that he waa out of eoaditioii, 
uvtct hod any trakdiig^ Woe oTertomed in the ooadi» and entaiod the riag 
trithin a rosy few hoars after his journey from London* But the knowing 
ones asserted Button oould boat him at any timoi and that ho would toon 
look out for a ocsiomer much higher on the boxing list ihatl eirer BoUaaon 
stood. Button was aearedy hurt| and gave visible proof of tho greet im* 
provement he had made. Button by tho above batUe gained iiUle more than 
the honour of proving a conqueror. 

From tho capabilities displayed by Button in this fight he roso in tho esii* 
mation of the patrons of scieniifio boxing, aud was judged an able competitor 
for the game Kod Painter. A match was accordingly made botweeu them^ 
for 25 guineas a-side and a P. G. purse, and they onierod tho lists at Moulsoy 
Hurst on July 23, 1817. 

Painter at this time hud been tho victor in two batUes, ovor CoynCi the 
Irishman, and Alexander, the gamokeeper ; but he had two defeats, per retUtMt 
with Tom Oliver (then in his beat day), and with tho gigantic Bhaw, the 
Idfo^guardsman, a defeat without disgrace. The betting on the day was six 
to four on Painter. 

Painter showed himself near the ring silting on a basket a considonible 
time before the Black appeare<l in sight In fact, ho was sent for by the 
Commander-in-ebief.* Button at length eumo forward with his second and 
threw his hat in tho ring, which was soon followed by his opponent perform- 
ing the same aet of defiance. During tho time Pointer was taking off his 
clothes Button never took his eyes off his person. Cribb and Harmer 
seconded Painter; Tom Oliver and Paddington Jones waited npon Button. 
The anxious moment had now arrived (ten minutes after one); the com- 
batants snd seconds shook hands, and tho battle commenced. Both meu 
appeared in good ooudition, but Painter looked somewhat tlun. Five to flmr 
upon ButUm.

The aportbig amatears of Norwich dmring a fight in their Ticlaity^ had, 
it BoemA, gabBcrilied tho niim of £100, £60 to tho winner ond £20 to tho 
loAing man, and Painter having ehallcngc^d ftutUm to a scrond trial, thpy 
wero offorod a premium to bring off tho affair at Hungay Common^ Safidk, 
the day appoint«*d being tho ICth of Dceombrr, 1617. Tho battle was truly 
tiemottdotti, and alter fifteen rounds, alt fighting, in one lioar and 
minnlts, Sutton waa earned fjro4U the nng. (dbe I’aigTSB, aafe p. 79.) 

The no-fight bettreon Hhelton and Ohxcr which took the fiuey on a wild 
goose dwie to BUndlow Heath and Copthome, on tho tempestaoas 23fd of 
Doeember, 1819, led to another block job for Haasa Sutton. Xendriek, the 
black, had come down that day, determined, he said, to fi|^t anybody^ 
abould there be a purse, after the '^big affair/’ and reaolTed, mormer, to 
have bit of beef for bia C3i{^tataia|B dinotT.”

Button^ although ho utt<*uilod tho Fivea Court and every benefit and apar* 
ring mnteh and piiau fight, could not find a customer, Hia thirteen atone 
nine pounda, and aix and half an inch in height, were too great odda fbr 
middle we ightt^ and the big once wanU^d larger figun^t than Harry could get 
hocked for. Ho was, honever, mutchcil with Larkin^ the guardsman, to 
fight on the 4th of NovciuIh r, 1819, and 20 guineas posted ; hut in this he 
waa diaappointed, for l*urkin was ordered off hy his colonel, and Button*! 
only opnaolation waa tlic twenty yellow boya, Sutton now went on a qwr- 
ring tour with Jack Cartel thi\>ugb Igincoshiro and to Ireland, aa may he 
aeeii in Gartor*i life. Aa from thia period Sutton merely appears aa a 
sparring exhibitor, we hero close hia pugili^tic career* 


BILL ABBOT~1818-1882, 

Bnuh Ainor, whose victories over Hares, Holly Smith, the tenownod Tom 
Oliver, aa) Phil* Sampaon, give him a daim to a niehe in the WalhhUn of 
pugiliun, was a Westminater M and a disciple of Caleb Baldwin. Bo «tood 
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feet eight indKeSy and weighed eleven atone seven ponnda. Die Bret 
battle of any note was with a nan of the name of Jlonea^ at Wimbledon 
Cominony whom he defeated in good style. 

Abbot next fbnght Dick llarGB on Wimbledon Common^ on June 16, 161 6« 
alter Bandall and Burke hod left the ring, naros displayed bis usual good 
BgliUng and game qualities; but he was compeUed to somnder to Abbot . 
Hares was over^weighted. 

Abbot was matched against Dolly Smith for twenty guineas a^sklOy and 
this battle took place near the Barge House, in Essex, on Tuesday, February 
2, 1619, on which day the amateurs, hec^dlcss of rain, left the metropolis 
and mustered numerously ou the ground. Mr. Soares was chosen umpire. 
Dolly was well known to the ring, from his oombats with Hares, Seroggias, 
and Cannon, though thoso wore all defeats. Abbot, from defeating Hares 
and Jones, was considered a rising boxer. At half past one Smith threw 
up his hat in the ring, accompanied by his seconds, Riuidall and Owen; 
and Abbot followed by Oliver and Sbelton. There was also an outer ring 
The ceremony of shaking hands took place, when the men set to. Fire to 
four on Abbot.

Abbot ODteresi the lists with a sturdy navigator, at tho close of HMnptoQ 
Kaees, 1620, for a small subscription purso. Abbot was seconded by PupocU 
and Brotigi, and the navigator by Shelton and West Cottntry>]>kk* It was 
fl good battle, and tixe navigator proved himself a very troublesomei dangKtnma 
customer. He stood over Abbot, and was |lso very strong, game, and wotild 
not bo denied ; but tho superior science of our Jbiffo enabled bin to win it 
ia forfy-fivo tainutes. 

Abbot, ip p tMfH op in |lflrp«r'a Fields, kiarjiebune, on Monday, 
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1820, def<Mite<1 a Birmingham nuin of tho name of Bennyflood, for a 011011 
purse, in the course of a few minutes, without a scratch upon his face. 

Abbot fought Pitman for £5 a-sido and a small parse, on Wimbledon 
Common, immediately after Brown and Curtis had left the ring, on Ifonday, 
August 28, 1620. Tho former was seconded by Kandall and Callus, and the 
latter by Bill Cropley and Joo Norton. This was a hammering fight for 
thirty minutes, occupying twcnty*soTcn rounds. Pitman was a game man, 
and reminded the spectators of Pearce, denominated the Game Chicken, but 
it was only in ap|H«aninco. Pitman was beat to a stand-still. Abbot retired 
from the contest with a slight scratch under his left eye, but received some 
ugly thumps ujioa his head. 

Wo now come to \bbot's most n^markable ring exploit. A dispute with 
Tom Oliver hnl to a hasty match, in which ten guineas a side were posted ; 
but it wus thought almunl, and a forfeit on tho part of Abbot folly expected. 
But time rullcHl on and tho day fixed, Tuesday, Novemlicr 6, 1821, came, 
with Ixitli men in tlio sumo mind ; ami tho famy ruceivod the intimation that 
Uoulaoy was tho chosen champ chi. At ono o^clook, Oliver, attended by 
Ben Bum and Bill (iibbons, thtow in his hut; and shortly afterwords, Abbot, 
attendeil by Scroggins and Tom Jones, answered the signal of defiance. 
Se^en to four, two to one, and in some instances three to one on Oliver were 
calliHl out, without taki rs. Tho colours — dark blue for Oliver, light blue 
fur Abbot — were tied to the st.ake, and tho men stood up.

Tho largo flat-bottomed fony'-boat, Which convoys 
the horses and carriagiw across, capable of holding between four and flvo 
bundled personB, was so overladen with passengers that it was ton to one 
this motley group did not bathe in Old Father Thumes ; indeed, it was only 
prerenUd by the great exertions and skill of tho waterman. Tho wind was 
so high as to drive this prime cargo of tho fancy a considcrablo way down 
the river before they had any chance of landing, and then it was only accom- 
plished by tho principal part of tho pubsengers wuding up to their knees in 
water before they could sport a toe on tho Uurst. On tho return of this boat 
to tho shore at Hampton, the rush of persons to obtain a placo in it was 
iqually violent, although the danger and fully of such conduct had been 
so recently witnessed. A Ant-rate swell, who was extremely eager to got 
on board, lost his foot, and went hood over tip into tho water, to tlio no small 
amusement of the crowd. 

The Birmingham Youth was the favourite, six and seven to four, on idea 
being entertained that his good fighting would bring him through tho piece, 
more especially os a report hail gone forth that Abbot had trained under the 
auspices of ** Hr. Lushington.’* At a quarter post one Abbot appealed on 
the ground, with a blue bird’s eye round his neck, and tlirow his hat into 
the ring. His countenance iodicotud perfect confidence. Ho was attended 
by Spring and Shelton. The Birmingham Youth, followed by Kondall and 
Tom Jono^ also shied his “castor” with a confident air, with lUndali's 
ooloun, green, round his neck.

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The hatUo had ecaroely boon otov a minutci when flie flinejr were beef to 
a atand-still, except a few who ondcavottrod to bolti but oonld not get away, 
from the efft'rcta of the pitilesa pelting atom/' Hundreda wero aoen acam^ 
poring to get' under the wagona to avoid the hail-atonoei and flooring each 
other to obtain an inch of ahclter. Lots looked like drowning rata, their 
clothes sticking to thoir bodies as if they had been pasted on ; while a few of 
the ** Corinthians” in post-chaises wero laughing at the ludicrous aocnc, and 
blessing their happy stars for the oomfoti and advantages doiiviHl from tho 
]»os8csaion of ” blunt.’* At length the fancy rallied, showed game, and took 
their places to witness another battle. 

Abbot did not refhso to meet tho ” John Bull fighter” when called upon, 
as appears by the following letter, aildresaod to the editor of the WeM^ 
Jhrpoick,

These challenges, however, ended in amokc. At length Abbot was 
matched with Jem Ward, for £50 a-side, and they roet, October 22, 1B22. 
Jem had beaten Acton, and was fast rising into fame. Tho particulars of 
this cross will bo found in the Memoir of Wasd, opening tho next Period. 

Larkins, tho Cambridge champion, was matched with Abbot for £35. 
The fight took place at Pidgett Hall, near Newmarket, on Monday, Novem- 
ber 28, 1826. Abbot was here beaten in fourteen rounds, thiity-three 
mtnutos, srith flvo to four betted upon bim. From tliis Umo Abbot figures 
sa a socond and boitle holder, until 1832, when, a purse having been col* 
lected, he entorod the ring with one Search, whom he disposed of in «*von 
rounds, at Old Oak Common, on the 28th of June in that year. The eairer 
of Abbot has no further ring interost.

l^aintnr and Hall for Hudson. Dick was tho favourite, seven to four and 
two to one.

The scienro and game he displayed on this occasion gavo him m lift among 
the amateun. 

After the battle Wtwivn Tumor and Cy. Davis at Waliingham CommeOt 
on Friday, June 18, 1819, there wns an interval of npwarda of nn hour, 
during which time the ring was filli*d with nmateurs, endeavonring to got tip 
another contest lietwein some of tlie good ones.”

Hudson and Beroggina meotiiig at Gbolmaford Kaoot, on Thnradaj, Jaljr 
27 » 1820 , the amateura made a subscription purse of £20. It was suggested 
by the seconds that Hudson and Scroggins should diride the purse ; but the 
latter boxer reAmedi saying, be would win if he could. It wfis a sharp, good 
fight ; but Scroggins, being T017 much out of condition, was again defeated 
in twentj*flre minutes. 

Hudson had risen so high in the estimation of the amateurs, that he was 
backed against Jack Martin ; nay, more, his friends said that he must win, 
and nothing else. This battle came off at Moulsey Hurst, October 24 , 1820 . 
Martin had beaten Datid's brother Josh, the year provious. The event 
]noved that Davy’s backers were too confident ; it was soon sc^n he was over* 
matched, and he was signally defeated. (See vol. i., p. 406 .) 

On Thursday, January 11, 1821 , David Hudson and Green fought in a 
bam at Chelmsford, at eleven o’clock at night, for £10 a-side. This fight 
had been a long time ** hatching up,” particularly on the {uirt of Green’s* 
friends, and, from every appearance, ho hod lieeu in training on the sly; 
while Hudson was never in such bad condition before.

David now became a publican at Chelmsford, where his house was well 
frequented by spoiling men. In February, 1820 , we find him exhibiting 
sparring, having taken the Cholmsford Tlieatre for the purpose. 

Hudson’s old antagonist, GnHju, seems to have by no means been oonvinoed 
by his first defeat, and, uiliT much cavilling, a second* match was mode for 
60 guineas, which came off, by di^re of the Ixindon patrons of Davy, at Old 
Marsh Gate, Essex, about eleven miles of turnpike from town, on Tuesday, 
the 27 th of February, 1821 . Hudson having made Chelmsford his place of 
residtmoe, and a bit of a favourite in that part of the world among the sport- 
ing men, they were anxious that ho should ogain exhibit. He was backed 
by Mr. Thomas lUdeher, of the Castle Tavern. It was roportod Hudson was 
upwards of tvrelve stone, having increased so much during his training. 
This operated against him in the opinion of the amateurs. At one o’clock 
Hudson, dressed iu a whito great coat, appeared, and throw his hat into the 
ring, attended by Oliver and his biuUier Josh. Green shortly afterwards 
enterod the lopes, with lUindall and Martin.

JEM WARD (CHAMPION).— 1822^18SU 


AtflKiT this period do(^ not mark any ch&oge in tho “ school/^ or ityle, nor 
in the mloi which govern the practice of public boxing, there are reasons to 
be found for a diTirion, in the more copious, accurate, and systematic reports 
of the prue-fights of this and the following periods, doe greatly to the exer- 
tions and ability of tho late Vincent George Dowling, Esq., of the Uomitif 
Chronid^^ the editor, founder, and establisher of BeW$ Lift in Lo$id 0 $f for 
msny years afterwards “ the Oracle of the Ring/’ a title and function now 
well.nigb abdicated. About this time, too, other able pens lent their aid. 
George Danids, Esq. (the D — 0 — , whose criticisms on the drama lent large 
value to the series known as Cumberland’s Plays,” and who was for a time 
editor of the WtMy T>i9paUk\ was among the number.

On the retirement of Spring, which that boner announced diortly after his 
second battle with Langan, the puUie attcntioii waa occupied with disouasing 
the worthiest candidate for the Tacated belt In the first instance Langan 
waa spoken of as the ** coming man but though there was some oorrespon* 
dence, as already noticed, with Tom Shelton and Ward, tho Irish cham* 
pion suddenly retired without miiking a match, and went into boeiness at 
LirorpooL The eham]iion was now to bo looked for elsewhere. Three 
men had at this time their respeotivo admirers and partisans— Tom Cannon 
(the greet gun of Windsor), Josh. Hudson (the John Bull fighter), end 
Jem Ward (the Black Biamcnd). The friends of Josh, urged his claim, 
on the ground that he had defeated Ward on the 11th of Becember, 1823; 
but then a fortnight after the second fight of Spring and Langan (on June 
28rd, 1824), Tom Cannon had beaten Hudson in twenty minutes end eeren* 
teen rounds, end again (see Memoir of Cavkov) in the Korember following^ 
in sinteen rounds, twenty minutes. This led to Cannon’s ehallwiging Word 
fbr the championship, tho details and results of which we didl aotioe in due 
eouno. We now return to tho biography of Word. 

Jem Ward, tho eldest of seren children of Hat. Ward, a tradesman in the 
Tieinity of Batciifl' Highway, waa bora Difcembcr 2Gth, 1800, the day of all 
days of the year, known as boning-day.” and at an early age exhibited the 
talsnta of a boxer and wrestler, which afterwards won him fimie. At the 
ago of sixteen, his father haring failed in business as a butcher, Jem was 
put to the then luoimtire, but hearily laborious calling of a ooa)«wbipper* 
Jem soon became tho lion of a sparring club held at Bromley New Town, 
where he dimmed the ahine of those who were ambitious of a turn with

ragaidlesi of weight or strength. Ward’s fiime spread, and it waa molnd 
by his admirers and frienda that he should quit the narrow oirele of hia 
triumphii, and giro tho general public the oppertanity of Judtf ng of his 
qualilbaliona.

Wranl, who wao now unxioua to do busiiiosa, (dialk‘qi;<>il Jurk Martin for 
£150; and in order to keep the gume alive, afU^ Joeh. Hudson had dofeat44 
Bnrlow, at Harpenden Common, on tho 10th of Aoptomber, 1822, a subsorip* 
tion purse was entered into to give Werd another chance of showing off with 
liiirke, of Woolwich, brother to the pugilist who fought with Jack llandnll. 
After ho had put on hie clothes, Hudson went round tho ring with his hat, 
and collected tho needful This fight lasted only seven minutes, it being 
rather a display of wn^stliiig than milling on the part of Burko. The Wool- 
wich kero was seconded b\ Tom Oliver and Abbot ; Ward by Tom Shelton 
and Harry Holt, It was a mere gift to Jim. 

Some mf'ctings were afli'i u nrds held lM>twi*cn tho parties os to the weight 
of Wald, and he was eventually backed to fight Bill Abbot, for £50 a-side. 
And boro it devolves upon us, as faithful biographers, to detail a ciroum* 
•tance in the life of onr hero, over which we would fain draw a veil. In 
order that we may not identify ourselves with any party, we prefer giving 
tho account of the mutter as it was publiahcd at the time, leaving onr 
readers to decide for themselves

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MMnd ne«ttiig appointed at TaUarsall’t* on Monday* Fofomber 4, ItM; on 
this oooaaion* after a groat deal of diaflnf and mumoring aaumgit the 
bottonifi the proaUent oi the Daffy Club, who hold the atakea^ offerod the 
£50 a-eulo to each of the baokm, but they rofitsed the offer, and the preai- 
dent put the £ 100 into hia pocket, and loft the meetiiig. It was ultimately 
agreed tliat the matter should bo laid before the Fugitiatic Club and Mr. 
Jackson, and that their deciaion should bo final ; however, after eonsiderable 
dispnU^ upon tho aubjuct, tlie stakes wore drawn, and the backers of Ward 
ami Abbot afTTced to n^ccire £ 50 rach. 

M'^o cannot help remarking hens that although it was proved beyond a 
doubt that Want cotnmitUd the eross above alluded to, there was also auffl- 
ciont ovidonce to prove tliut it wus more on t rror of the head than of tho 
heart ; for, on his In'ing cidled upon fur an cxplniiution, at the meeting at the 
One Tun, in Jermyn Street, he buist into tears, hung down his head, and 
admitted it was a cross, thrtlif r state<l that ho had been instigated to 
commit it by bis hmkei, Mho ]»roniisetl him £100 if ho lost the fight. 
Kales, tho second to Ward, also stated, ^*thut iowardn tho conclusion oi tho 
Isittlc, he wislicd htoi to go in and win it, but vrn» greatly surprised to hear 
Ward say ho hiul his onU^rs, uml must mt win the battle.** Towards the 
iwnelusiun of thc^ meeting, Tom Crihb came forward, and in a very animated 
manner oaid, that he bud uovor done wrong in his life ; that Ward was a 
deluded and ignoiant young man ; that he believed ho had boon led away, 
and that he hail tohl the truth; as a premf ot his opinion ho should make him 
a pn^si'ut of a sovertign, which ho did, several gentlemen present foUowing 
bis example.

general opinion tliat ba would noTor again be permitted to enter tbo prixe 
ling* Tn ftoty io strong was tbe feolmg entertained ageinet Vord^ that, on a 
pfopoool being made diorUy afterwasds to bock liim ibr £100 against BurioWi 
the friends of the latter scouted the proposition, and said that he should not 
disgraee himself hj contending with a man who had bci*n enpeUed the P.C. ro|MHi. 

Ward now remained quiet for a short time, expressed his sorrow for his 
miaeonduct, and promised his fHends to do all in his power to gain the oonft- 
denoe of the sporting world. It was not long before an event oooumd 
which brought Ward agaiu before the fancy, and which tended greatly to rJo 
an ay with tlm ill-feeling which existed against him. After the fight 
between Hull and Wynnes, at Wimbledon Common, on Tu(^sday, February 
4, 1823, he entered the ring for a subscription prize of the value of £3. 
Xfii opponent was Whiteheaded Bob, then unknowu to the Lr>ndon ring, but 
by no means a novice. This was a good buttle, Ward iiuishiiig his man in 
twenty rounds, ninotoon minutes. 

The judges now pronounced Word the bc'st twelve stone man in Uto ring ; 
and ho, in order to reinstate himself in the good opinion of the amateurs, 
luseiti^d three separate challenges in the B’MiUy Dapaieh ; but Uiat not 
having tho desired effect, he determined to rusticate for a few months. He 
therefore started on a sparring tour with two or tliriH) of his pals. Bath 
races was the first object. There a match was made between lUokeiis, a 
Bath man, and Jem Word, for £20 a-sidc, and a subscription purse. The 
battle took place at Lansdown, on Friday, July 2, 1823, Ward wiouing it 
without a ioratch on his face or body. 

Jem and hia puls pursued their excursion, and now determined upon 
astonishing the natives at Porisdown Fair. A sparring-booth was soon 
knockod-up for the edification and instruction of the yokels, and the amuse* 
meat of the younger branchea of the Queen,’’ family, who had never hail 
an oppoitnnity of witneasing a bout at the Fives Court, in which his ooiii* 
gave their assiitanoe. The Black Diamfmd (who showed himself a 
I’rilUaat of tho first water) did oil he could to accommodate the numeroua 
^i^^utoinars who wished for a taste of the mufilers. Much mirth was excited 
the Bainbow,” whose length, weight, and vanity, led him 
to believe he eould polish the Diamond. Jem's mawlcy was constantly ni[v 
tapping on Johnny Xroi'a frontiapieoc, and oocaidoiially rung the bcU ef 
luo ear, unQl ganr Tint did not know whether he had hia own hab or a wig 
fan leak r* mqfi Jem; and not wink yew pae^

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WtrA next went to Southampton rucei to fight a nmn of tine name ol 
Jehttflon, alim Jemnij tbe lUack. The bottle took plaoe' on Shirley Commoni 
Attguat 2if 1823, and Johni<ion was beaten to a stand^stiU in three roiiniIa«-<* 
time, aerentei'n minutm. 

Thom vitdorieii induced our hero to tlitnk that be might now Tcnture to 
ahow with a goofl grace in liondon; accordingly, at the Fives Oonrt in 
St^mbt^r, lie informotl the omateura that a nobleman would back 'him 
agaifiat Joth. Hudson fur £ 100 a-aide. The match was made to take place 
at Moulsi'y Hurst. Ward's peace was now considered to have been made 
with the fancy in gOKTat, who were anxious to witness the fine fighting of 
our hero, oppostki tr> one of the highest-cou raged boxers upon the list ; but, 
unfortunately for Ward, on November 11, 1823, in the course of fifteen 
rounds, occupying thiity-five minutes, he was obliged to strike hia oolonrs to 
resolute Josh. (Sc^c Life of Hudson). 

This defeat was uttribuUd by many to mere want of condition, and hia 
fnenda ri'udily nsme ioiwatd to buck him for £100 a-side against Phil, 
Sampson, tlie lUnningham Yiiiith.* On this oi'casion Sampson weighed 
twelve atone Uireo pouads, bright five fiH»t Un and B*half inches; and Jem 
weighed but thriH^ pounds more, and was of c^quul stature. The match was 
therefore in tlu'W' rcsptH'ls even. The buttle took place on the 2lBt of June» 
at Colnbrook, in the Hamr ring as that in which Barney Aaron ond Arthur 
Mathrwaoii had just ilccidid their dilfercnces. Aby Boiasoo and Harry 
Harmer waited on Sampson : Tom Oliver and Tom Owen esquired Ward.

Shortly after this Cannon beat Josh. Hudron (Juno 23rd, 1824), and a# 
Josh, engaged Cannon for a second trial, Jem issued a challenge to fight 
Langan for £800 arside. This was not accepted, and Ward put forth 
another challenge for the championship, in which wo read,— Having 
observed in the sporting journals a great deal aljout who is entitled to the 
championship— some saying it is Langan (who has n^tired), others that it 
belongs to Shelton ; while Hudson and Cannon, who ore about to fight a 
*^ud time, have intimated that the winner of their battle will claim it,— t 
to infoim the puhUe that I will fight any man in England, Ireland, or 
Scotland, for £300 a*aide ; and if I do not meet with a customer in a montli, 
I shall lay daim to the title mysolf.” This offer was not accepted ; but hia 
antagonist, Phil. Sampson, soliciting a second mi^eting for £ 100 anrids^ 
Ward eheetfitilly closed with the prqpoattion, and a match was made to come 
off Booemher 28tii, 1324. In the interim Tom Cannon and Josh. Hadson 
^ tbaght a aeomid time, and Gaimoii had utterly crushed np his brave and

Ve have now arrived at tho mill which dooided definitiTely 'Wind’i fi|d>t 
)» the ehainpionship. On the 26th of May, 1625, Tom Spring torii; • iiu»> 
well benefit et the Fivea Court, when ho finally retired fien (he ring. 
After iome exooileot icttiBg-to, Spring addieaied the oompanj, ond took Us 
leeve of them in the oheractor of a boxer ; and in his address, he ittpseesed 
iq^ hie brother pngilista the importanoe of integrity. He ssU this was the 
ksgr-HlIoae to (boir snocoss, and without it they would find it impowiUe to 
pr ee err e the reipecA or cupport of their patrane. In the' aamaa at the 
aming Tom Oennon, after a ai<t-to with Tom Oliver, cawa fimnofi and stol 
tha* he ooiild ha hacked to fight lam Ward, who had challenged Urn, sari 
Weadd make the matdi fiw £500 a>udo. Be had ptomiasd Mr. fibyaa, Us 
htoUK, fhafi ha wmdd aam mm entn tho F.H., hot Sml gonttaswi finttg 
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he wai estMedy aatieniis to fight Waid, bad not only abeolml him from hie 
promisoi lmt» as on fomer oooaaioiia, had oooeei&ted to post the coal on hie 
hehalf. This dedantioii on behalf of Cannon was seceivod with aoclaatm* 
lions, and d friend of Waiid*s at onoe intimated that ho would attend at Tom 
Cribb’e, and make the match. During the same oroning, Peter Crawley also 
advanced to the edge of the stage, and said ho had intended to ohaOenge 
Ward, but as Cannon had been beforehand with him, bo would only put for* 
word his claim to fight the winner. At the meeting at Old Tom CribVs, 
in Panton Street, ariioles were duly signed, and the man wore sent into 
training, Cannon to Hcnley*on*Thame8, and Ward to York. The meeting 
was fixed for the 19th July, 1 825. As the day of battle approached, Cannon 
removed to Marlborough, and Word to Stony Stratford. With regard to 
weight there was UtUo diflerenco. Cannon being twelve stone eight poundSi 
and Ward twelve stone three pounds. 

The celebrity of the batHo, combinod with a 8( ooud treub*-*betw6en Dick 
Curtis and Warren — produced many oompetitorB for the honour and profit of 
fixing the soene of action, and at length the inhabitants of Leamington and 
Warwick wrote and made a liberal offer to the men, if they would fight in 
their district. Freedom from intorruption was guaranteed, and tho oom-> 
batants had the choice of the raco*courae, or an enclosed ground adjoining a 
factory, which would contain 10,000 persons, and to which no person could 
obtain admission without leave. The latter spot was fixed upon, and tho 
bustle on tke road and in the town was fully equal to that which was 
witnesaod on the occasion of Cannon*a last fight with Josh. Hudson. 
Cannon, aooompamed by Mr. Hayne, and some friends, arrived at Learning* 
ton on Sunday evening, but being refused admission to tho principal hotel 
there, th^ adjourned to Warwick, from whence, after dinner, they moved to 
Htnitfctd*on-Avoii. Ward arrived at Warwick the same ovoning, and took 
up his quarters at the Hare and Hounds. Preparations commenced early 
on Monday morning^ but before they had proceeded far, tho Mayor of War- 
^*iok intiiiiated an intention of spoiling the sport. He ssid it would he too 
much to permit two mills during one mayoralty in his bailiwidk, or he would 
he eaUed tho ** Mayor/* On enquiry it turned out he was in« 

fluoQOsd in his detiminatioii by the clamours of certain spoilers of sport irho 
aie alwiyi busy on such ooeasions. It was known that his wonhip'wao 
of lliu art {mgQislie, and would hot interfere of his own free wilL It 
ftqmBosntod to him that the fiwt of IliO mill eomiag off at Warwick 
^d materially hssMfit tlm tadmpeoide of the town, ^ 
^^^iMeifinMQnmmwaliob^ but in vain, and at length it 
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Wii dtitormiood* in orAer to be on flie mb lUe, tbst two otageo obonld bo 
orootedi ono in tho fuotory-jmrd originoU j ndeetod, and one on n spot not br 
diltoati wbioh was beyond the jurisdiction of the major ; and as it was stiU 
thought that his worship would not, in reolitj, prove ** nnnbnnetioos,’’ it 
was ordered that the men should meet at first iu the ftctorj- yard, and only 
resoit to the second stiige in tho event of neeessity. 

The hustle in Warwick on Monday night was something extraordinary; 
every house in tho town was crammed to suffocation. Borne of tho fancy^ 
who hod boon to Htratfonl, returned with tho intelligence that Cannon waa 
in tho highest condition and spirits, but still they were shy of backing him. 
What little was done was at five to four on Ward. 

On tlic morning of lighting both stages were complete, and around that in 
the meadow beyond tho jiiriwlioti m of tho mayor, wagons were placed for 
tho spectators. Tlicsc vchiolcs were not required in tho factory-yard, in 
which there was ample accommodation for every one to see without diA- 
nilty. At ten oVdock the mu\or, iiccom])anifHl by other magistratos, mti«* 
matod his final rt'solutiou that no fight should tuko place in tho borough, and 
conse«}Oently there was no alternative but to Uiiko advantage of the second 
stage. Mr. Hnyno arrived in the town at twtdve o’clock, and with the 
friends of Wanl, pnwctnlcd to choi>su umpiiH^s and a referee. Sir John Bad- 
fonl and Mr. Mmm offitiatcd in tho former c»]Micity, while Mr. OshaldostODy 

the Old Bqiims” obligingly accepted the ofiice of referee. After this oeie- 
mony, a littlo marc (Milting occurred, at five to four on Word, and then a 
genepd move took place to the scone of action, which was about a milo from 
the town, on tho Biimingham rood. By ilie time tho men arrived, them 
were about 12,000 persons present, including an unuioal number of the 
patrician doss. The heat was intense, tho thermometer standing at 91 
dogfees in the shade. By half-past twelve the mon were on the gmuad ; 
they were in first-rate condition, but both were ofl^ted fay the heat. They 
quidkly mounted the stage, which was similar in form to that on whidb 
Hpring and Langan fought at Ohiohostor. Cannon woa eocemded by Tw 
Spring and Tom Cribb, while Ward wee valetod by Tom Oliver nod Jnek 
Bandttll. On peeling, both seemed thin, and Cannon appealed to have aged 
eenridorebly since his lust oneounter, at least them was not thatjmddy 
plmfipneos ohesErvoMe on former ocoosione. Word waa ftiir and ded^ at a 
gteyhened, hot them vraa a dight rash «n hb lady, pmdnood, im 
the beet He eauled, end had en eir of coofidsnoe^ Wl|ieh |ait hb fktsnde le 
hiidi ipiibs The toss for oomcm waa won by Cbaaaib wa% of eaar w b 
phwafi with hb bask to tha sun. 
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At the wMmi of eetting-lo, fhete vee e pmend bueUe* and moe confti- 
non in the erowl» hot order woe toon mtoied, end all eyea were fixed eo th^ 
•taipp. The men wore teoitg^t to the acratoh at five minutea to one, aud the 
aenmds aad botUe^hiddm retired to thcdr coraera.

The tight lHst«Mi 
but ten minutes, and tlie amount of monoy 
wbieh changed bauds ufsiu the result was 
immense. 


Bsmabso.— Thie batfle aibsded b^ UMie 
•oope Ihr obserratiOD, and still Ism in the 
way of B pngUiitio treat tothe amatonra who 
weft present Cannon, from the outset 
pursned bis bustling system, and seemed to 
think tbak upon that alone depended bis 
ebaaoe of suooesB, By hie exertions in this 
way, howarsv, from the exoeeiiTe beat of the 
day, be only tended to expedite hie defeat; 
ana we have no hesitation in ea^ng that his 
final orsrthrow was mora ooesai o nad by ai* 
baniiian than by punishment. In finot on 
looking at him wnife in a senselaas eiato, thara 
appeared to be no very ipwat severity in the 
blows which he had received. Hk prineipal 
inlunus wspe to be attributed to bis lUla, 
whioli were certainly very heavy. Ward 
fongbt tliroughout with great stoadiness, 
preeenoo of mind, and caution, and nuty be 
said to liave won without a eQiatoh ; but, 
like Cannon, we do not think he oould liave 


stood up much lunger, notwithstanding the 
rxccUoiicc of his condition. He had two 
severe falls, but received only cue blow of 
fitly iDiporfanoe, which was under the left 
ear. 


The iViouds of Ward, in tho conrftc of thcpvoning, sent up a menage tfr 
Hr. Hapie, at the Swun Hotel, (hut Ward hhould fight any man in England 
for £d00 upside. Hpiing, Mug present, ir.imediateiy waited on Ward’s 
baokon, at the Warwit'k Anns, and said Bronn should fight Word for the 
•urn mentioned ; hut hrovn was obj<*etc*d to on account of his weight 
Spring then said he would fight Word for £500 aside, and oome within a 
atone of Waning weight, an<l he would put down immediatidy a bandied 
aorereigna to mako a deposit. This ehullengo was not accepted $ when 
Bpring observed, Langan should fight Ward for £500 a*Bide. Howom, 
after some omiversation on the subject, the partiea retired without toiblng 
any match. 

Harry Holt took a Itenefit at the Fives Court, on Friday, the 22nd of July, 
when Ward was introduced. Jem m*ended the stage amidst loud appreba* 
tiooi followetl hy Harry Holt, who, in o neat, appropriate spoeoh, intoodiioed 
the belt, which was put round the body of Word by Oliver. The belt dan*^ 
mated of the blue and crimson colours worn at the late boiind with the 
akin of a tiger. The clasp or buckle was made of higbij*polidied atedf 
•ofdroled with emblematical designs, and in the middle of the daq^ was a 
heait, worked with gold, on which was engraved the fotlowiiig itoaeriprioa : 
— <*11iiihelt was presented to James Ward, at the Fivea Oemt^ 8t 
Btroat, leioester Fields, on the 22nd of July, in eMmaaseratasn ef Ui 
seieattfie Cnd manly conquest of Thomas Oannoii, at Bbsafiaid Me, Wm 
wiok| on the I9th of July, 1825, This battl^ at tlmfiWmltinis^ mstftlss 
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him to the high end diitiiigiikhed appellatioa of the British Ohompion/’ 
Ward had tearoelj got the belt on, when he laid to a friend with a imiks 
**I ha?e got it, and I moan to keep it’’ Ward, on meeting with Cannon, 
•hook haadi with him, and naked him how he felt himielf. ** Very well,’* 
was the reply ; the heat licked me, Jem, and not the blows. The hits 
that passed between ns could neither hurt you nor me, Jem.” I loci 
ratlier stifflsh,” observed Ward : it waa hot, indeed ; and at one time 1 
had no power to strike. They all talk of fighting me now ; bnt I shall not 
enter the ring for twelve months. Let some of the big ones fight«>Foter 
Crawley and Brown ; but; Cannon, if you wish to fight me again, I will 
fight yon when you like.” 1 am very much obliged to you, Jem, for Uie 
preference ; and if I can raise the blunt, you may depend upon it I will 
make another match.” Harry Holt returned thanks on the conclusion of bis 
set-to with Ward ; and the court waa cleared. 

A great master of the heavy belters took place at Tattorsall’s, on Monday, 
July 25, to receive and pay on the above milling event. Considerable sun 
prise waa manifeatod throughout the circle, when the following letters were 
read by the stakeholder :<— *

Gewum wee pfeieiit» end eteted ibathe tand loet the battle against bia erili; 
ead» aa he want £200 in the lMiitle»moiia]r» he deaiindy at ell eTentsii that 
sum niglht he given up to Ward. An indemnity wee offeied to the etalMh 
holder should any legal proceedings be faroog^t against hinL The stake- 
halderi with much promptness, immediately gave up the atakesi to the salis- 
Ihetion of all sporting men. In conseqoenoe of the dedsion of the stake- 
holder, somo thousands of pounds changed masters in the course of an hour. 
The conduct of the stakeholder prevented shuffling in any part of the 
kingdom. 

It was generally expected that Jem’s easy conquest of Tom Cannon would 
at onoe bring forwani Peter Crowley, to redeem the promise he had made in 
print to make a match with the winner. Peter, however, remained silent; 
nor did he make any resiKmse when Waid issued a challenge to fight any 
man in the world” for £200 or £300 a-side. It was at one time thought 
that a match would bo miido between Ward and Tom Spring— a ‘'tiff” 
having taken pla(*o between the champions, — but when the thing was pro- 
posod Spring stated that he would not re-enter the ring, and Ward said he 
would not fight Spring unless the latter would confiue himself to thirteen 
•tone. No other clauiuuit at this juncture appeared to dispute Ward’s title 
to the championship. Wishing to enjoy somo retirement from millimg, and, 
like a star belonging to another stagis to make good benefits in the provinces^ 
he issued the following notice of his futuro intentions

In JMr§ L%/$ of the 2nd of July, 1826, the tuia-up with Baampson is 
stated to have liecn the result of a quarrel as to the division of the proceeds 
of some spaniDg exhibition given by the erowhile rivals at Norwteh and 
elsawhero. It says : detenniued rounds were fooghli in which aa mwdi 

Boiachief was done as in many of those fights which hate deal a huadied 
ntilea trot to witness. The superiority of Weird wii^ howsWi ootminciaooe 
throughout He met Sampeon'a fierce rushes with eoclnees an4 eejsBtiiic 
fNNtdeionf diew his oerki end ffoored him in eveij esioalt Samyeon 
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ia pUatiBg MBA hMny fitaan, «id wu cm «Hb Wud in ih« clarat 
way ; bnt Iw ma oranuitolMd, and althongh ha p«nd himtelf no naan 
opponent, he wna oonatnuied, ea ha had been before, to knock undor to ow’ 
who may he,foulj preno n nced the moot aocompliabod boxer of the age.” 

In the aaxM papaiv of the foUowiag week, a letter from Sampwn appeare, 
draybg the aoeimey af the above account, and atating thai it waa not 
caueod by a qoanel, but waa the remit of a mntnal agreement to aee which 
waa better man, ""d that it took plACO, with the i^oreo, at kork. 
founpnm ftarthor ofllrmed that ho had the heat of it IhrouRliout, and that lie 
intended to enter the ring with Word, when the public would hare 
an opportunity of judging which waa entiUed to pre-eminence. Tliia inten- 
tion, luckily for the “Birmingham Youth,’’ ho nercr eorried out, for in two 
iflontha after ho mode a match with Nod Neale, the btreothom Youtii, an 
inlerior boxer to Ward, hy whom ho wna defeated in eleven reundo, occupy* 
ing aixty-oix minutca. (See Life of Neo Nxilk). 

Seveuteon montha olopaed, notwithutanding all hia challongoa and 
induafry to get a job, before Word met a customer in the perion of Peter 
Orawley. During thia period Jem was viewed os chumpion of Englawt. 
The luiekera of Ward having conaented tliut he ahould fight for £100 a-aide, 
tt match was made between them; ami on Tuesday, January 2, 1827, the 
buttle waa deeided upon Royaton Heath, Cambridgeshire. In iwcnty-aix 
minutes, ocenpying eleven rounds, tho title of champion poosi'd to 1 otor 
Crawley, os will ho found in tho memoir of Peter. Tho hackera of Ward 
were ao with hia brave conduct, although in defeat, that at Holt a 

heneftt, two days after tho fight, at the Tennis Court, they offered to make 
another match for £1,000. Peter, however, refused, said bo would not 
fight any mon, and left the ehnmpionship open to Uiose boxers who wiriiod 
to fight for ib 

In the aamo pap er with tho speech of Crowley at tlie Tennis Court appears 
a letter firan Wild, in which, after regretting that Peter would not give 
him another dumoe, and declaring that to the accidental blow in tho seem 
round hit wm attributoble, he says, hia friends will hack him against 
any man in for £200 to £300 a-wde. He eondudro by saying, 

” I itiU hdd the champion’s belt, and certainly shall not nangn it to any 

»«n wha arai not fight for it." ^ 

On Tneaday, the fith of January, 1827, Ward took a benefit at the 
Oonrti which WM amwfiad bj- hia patrona, who then ho« testimony ttatr 
•PPritetwi of kin mnnly conduot in his fit^t with Rdm: Crawley. W^ 

wmanxhsiiitofBtuiinfight with Brown, of Bridfcswrth, but aa the Wm 
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would ttdt eono to tbe iciiatoli under £500, fbr the proient the nntoli wont 
olTi Wotd*i friends not being strong in the shiners to tbnt extent The ohsl« 
lengOr howerer, was again sent by Brown* and accepted at the price by 
'Ward, in Ha}’, bat wont off after much dispute on the point of fighting on a 
stage, Brown declining to fight on turf. To this Ward’s backers would not 
allow him to agrci». Their objcotion was that a stage fight with so big a 
man would be such a manifest disadvantage to Ward, that it would be 
throwing away too gn^ut a clianco. Brown, they urged, would fight all 
fifteen stone, whilo Ward would l>c twelve stone four pounds to twelve stone 
seven pounds ; and it must bo obvious that on a stage a heavier body pro- 
pelled against a lighter must increase the danger to the latter, as the chances 
were that the IcHser man would more frequently come in contact with the 
rails, planks, or skirting boards, and thus suffer twofold puniidiment from 
blows and contusions. At a mi^^ting at Tom Crlbb’s, in April, 1827, they 
said, ** It was true that Ward had no objection to the stage, that he 

would as soon fight Brf>uu tlierc, or even in a saw-pit, and it was only to be 
lamenUHl that Brown did not show a similar spirit. It was their duty to 
curb the natural and courag<*ous impulsi^s of Ward’s heart, and to mix up, on 
his behalf, prudence with valour. Tlie stake to be fought for was not only 
great in a ]M«cuiiiary point of view, but great in point of glory, for the winner 
would be champion of England. This was a prizo of too much magnitude to 
bo treated lightly, or to riskitl without duo foresight, and without equally 
in point of advantage.” Cribb, on the part of Brown, could not make the 
match except on tlic terms authorised by Brown himself, and therefore 
nothing was dune. A lung angry correspondence, not worth preservings 
msued, in tho course of which Brown offered to stoke £320 to Ward’s £800, 
if Ward would fight on a stage. Ward, on tho other band, offered to fight 
for £ 100 a-side on a stage, or for £ 300, or even £ 1,000 a-side, on turf. This 
was declined by Brown. Finally, the question of superiority was decided in 
another way. PhiL Sampson (thrice defeated by Ward), challenged Brown, 
end beat him, April 28, 1828, after forty- two hard-fought rounds in ft»ty* 
nine minutes. This, in the judgment of those who can get ^*a line” by the 
comparison of }»erformaaces, set at rest tho question of the rsn^tiTe merits 
of Brown and Ward. 

JMfi £t/s n^marks on this fight : ** Brown turned out a nUnak in the 
wheel of fortune. His main dependence seems to be on bodily strengUi 
andi a terrific hit with the right hand* Theae requiaitsi nay ha fimrlU 
whoa oppofod to a novice, but with a seientifle professor they pvove of UMo 
avail.” These remarks must coavioce any oao that tho Ug man of Bridge^ 
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north would hntu provod a d^ppiuf-hhibk fbr tho ikafol imd naHj Icm 
Ward, 

An aooident hapiieiied at this period which had nearly deprived the ring 
of Jem*8 eervioea. On the day after the battle on which Ned Neale (are [fife 
of Nxalb) a aeoond time conquered Jem Bam (NoTomber 13, 1837), the 
defeated man took a benefit at the Tennis Court, Windmll] S^juet The 
principol sparring bout was between Ward and the gigantic Bob Hum. The 
fine science of Jem was greatly admired, and he jum;>ed in and out, nobbing 
the big one with both hands till Bob was so hit to a stand-still as to hold on 
the rail for support. Another round was colkd for, when Jem drove Bum, 
bitting away rapidly; Bum’s bmk came forcibly against the rail of the 
stages which broke, and he foil bockwanls to the floor of the Court. Jem, 
who was in the not of delivoring, pitched after him heoil foremost, and cveiy 
spectator feared a disastrous rc'sult. Jem, who was lying partly upon Bum, 
was first picked up. He was partially stunne^d by the fall, but soon recovered, 
and said that, except a sprained feeling in the bat^k of his nock, and a bark* 
ing of his shins over tho lower rail which ailded to ilio ugliness of his 
descent, he was scarcely hurt. Bum cscaiped with even less injury-— “a 
suriirising fact,*' says the reporter, ** seeing ho weighs sixtcH^n stone. That 
neither man was killed, or had broken bones, is astonishing.” 

We have seen Jem engaged in all sorts of correspondence with leading 
pugilists, especially Bimon Byrn..* and Big Brown, when, at the Ix^ginniog of 
1828, a oholleogo appeared from the ouce-muowned Jack Carter, tho ** Lan- 
cashire Champion,” a former opponent of Tom Spring. Jem had been on a 
tour in lAneashire, and his Liverpool patrons testified their eeUi*ni by giving 
him a bumper-benefit at tho Gothic Booms, at tho close of the year, and he, 
together with Dick Cnrtis, Young Dutch Sam, and Stockman, reaped a mm 
harvest in that metropolis of tho north at the commencement of 1828. Being 
now in capital feather and high favour, he returned to London, and on 
1^'nday, the 28th of February, 1828, a strong muster of the fasusy took plaoe 
at the Castle Tavern, to witness tho arrangements for the match between 
him ml Jack Osrter. Jem, who had come up from Liverpool to answer 
Carter’s bhallenge in person, and who looked extremely well, was early at 
the scfateh, and was soon after joiwd by Carter. Jem said he was ready to 
P«afc tho pony tethwith, acootding to Carter’s preposition, to fight ftr a 
hnndmd ; but Jack’s friend bavingi on reflection, hacked out of his origiaal 
pledga^ and aQ of a sndden diaeovemd that he liked Wasd too well to lay his 
agrinti; hiss, poor Jack was thrown on bis beam end. In tiusdSmaMi 

to fortune to enable h^ 
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|et itui cidAfliiclics. Wstd objooti*d to lEig^ ^ ^ tmaSl m lum, on tlio 
Iproond of ito letting him down from that station in the ring which he had 
hitherto maintained. When being haid pressed, however, and entmted as 
a particiilar (hvotir to oblige his oostomer, his good nature would not permit 
him to resist, and, to the satisfaction of all present, articles were drawn up 
and signed, Ij which it was agreed that the men should dght for £60 a*side, 
in a twenty-four roped ring, half-minute time, on the 27th of May, 
within a hundiod miles of London. Ward then offered to fight Simon Byrne, 
of Glasgow, who hud boon ** chaffy, ’’ for £250 to £200, and after this took 
his departure for Liverpool, where he had at this period many staunch 
fi lends. 

Carter had not fought since his battle with Spring, in 1819, and, at the 
time of his present match, was thirty-eight years of age. In this respect of 
course Ward had an immense advantage, his years only numbering twenty- 
seven. In height and weight Carter had the advonfAge, in the proportions 
of five feet eleven inches, and thirteen stono six pounds, against five feet 
nine inches and a half, and twelve stone seven pounds. In science Ward 
was known to bo A 1, and of course the odds in his favour were very con- 
siderable. The fight took place on Bhepperton Range, on the 27ih of May, 
1828, in the presence of a largo muster of the fancy. Word was seconded 
by Phil. Sampson and Dick Curtis, and Carter by Tom Oliver and Young 
Dutch Som. On stripping, Ward was in fine condition. Carter also was 
in robust bealtli, hut his eorporution partook a little too much of civic 
importance*

Soma few montha aller hie defeat of Garter^ Simon Byrne, then Uriah 
Champion/' challenged Word to fight upon a atage. To this Ward's iUends 
oonld not oonsent, contending that a champion waa not bound to giant any 
unusual tcima to hia challengors, and that the modem and fairest practice 
was to fight on turf. After some correspondence, Ward gave way, and a 
match was made, to come off on tho 8ih of September, but wont off by a 
default of Simon’s backers, who forfeited £50 to Ward. A second match 
was made at Tom Spring's, on tho let of October, to fight on a stage for 
£150 a-side, on tho fiist Tumlay in February, 1829. This also went off, 
and a third was made for £ 100, to bo decided on March 10, 1829, Bjrme 
conBonting to Ward's tcnn<t This event proved another shadow on JTem’s 
career, which, wore we not honest chronic lors, wo would have omitted, as 
ether biographers have done By this »up]Mre$Bio reri, however, men's lives 
cease to " point a moral," however they may " odoro a tale.” 

The lOUi of March, 1829, amved m duo coarse, being nearly one year 
from the first challenge. Wc uill not trust our own {Km on this occasion, 
but rather give the account Irtish aud fitly as it came forth at that period.^ 
It is headed thus 


••HOAX UPON THE FANCY -^KM WARD AND SIMON BTBK8 ^-DIBQBACB* 
FUL 8CKNR AT LKICESTKR, 

"Our n^aders aio all aware that tho fight between Jem Ward (the cham> 
pion of Kngland) and Simon Byme (the champion of Irdaad, atthoug^ 
acting under Scotch auspices, for ho was generously booked by cettain 
liberals at Greenock'' was fixed to take place on Tuesday last, at the Orioket 
Ground, Leicester It would ho tedious to recal to the recollection cf our 
readon all the 'fine spun’ correspondence which preceded this match, or to 
leitoiotc tho terms of abuse in which each man addressed his opponent It 
oug^t not to bo forgotten that Word, or his friends fer him, assumed the 
title of ' Champion of England,* and that the wonld-bo Champion cf England 
•*-4he most accomplished b(»xcr of the age, and the darling of the XastH«wee 
jmblicly charged by Irish Bymo with being a coward ! To the honour el the 
British ling this could not be endured, and, at last, out came Weld’s ftknde 
to beik him for £160. Wc pass by the disiAoliiiatioii of the Waiditee to go 

» It im ba as wall to prtmiM that tku was writOrti ly cm who was fur Acm ftkadhrto 
Wead. Uti feds, howofor, speak fas t bo w M wl foa,-">A Pusttnenawia, 
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towards Olatgov, md tho flpiiit with which Byrod emodad^ and agreed ta 
tight within a hundred miles of Ijondoii ; but we cannot forgot the avidity 
with which Ward’s fiiends gntsped a forfeit of £50^ because Byrne’s deposit 
came a day toe latei nor avoid contrasting tho conduct of the northern fancy 
with that of those of the south, by reminding our readers that tim distinct 
request of Bymo’s ftiends was, that no such advantage should he taken of 
Ward. Sntiloe it to say that, after tho forfeit of £50, the match was 
renewed for £ 100 a^sido, and that Jem went into training, doterminod, as he 
flsid, and his real friends anticipated, on taking ample vengeance on tho 
himneing PatlandoTi who had dared to brand him with the epithet of coward. 
Indtod, so strong was the provocation that, many of Ward*s admirers looked 
on nothing more certain than that, in tho very first round, Byrne would have 
been hurst like a mealy potato. 

** Tho morning of Monday was ushered in by much bustle at Leicsester. 
Tho Fair Play Club, Tom Oliver, the commissary of tlio ring and his gudii^ 
the ^lite of the fancy, and tho most distinguisluHl amateurs tilironged the 
^trrUs. Other matches were made, and all ap{)can4 in high spirits; ^but^' 
<Hi)6 Mr. Vincent Dowling, * dunog all these scenes, we were surprised to 
(ibsi'rvo tho apathy which prevailed in tho betting circles : scarcely a bet was 
ofTered, and nothing less than five to two on Word would bo taken, wliUo 
ftw seemed disposed to risk such odds. There was, in truth, a mysterious 
backwardness on all hands, which wo could not comprehend.’ 

“ The morning of Tuesday at lost broke, and a finer day was never wit- 
nessed at this season of the year. Every hour brought fresh accessions to 
Ibo visitors in the tov/n, and horsemen and carriages came rattling in iVom 
every point of the compass. Among the former were most of the distin- 
guished members of the hunts in the neighbourhood of Melton Mowbray, 
whose scarlet oosinmo and higb-metUod cattle as they dashed through the 
streets gave a sporting featore to the assemblage peculiarly in character. 

bostlo and crowd in Leicester increased to a ferment: hundrsds were 
Mcmbled in front of the sporting houses. All calculated on a glorious day’s 
•port, and in turn vuntnrod an opinion on the merits of tho combatants ; but 
•till scaroely a belting man would open his mouth, either to offer or take the 

odds on the erait 

The Pair Play dub’s ropes and stakes were pitched by Tom Oliver, and 
g capital ring famed in the cricket ground. Anxiety now prevailed for the 
wri^ of the men; that on the part ot Ward was soon dissipated by his 
wderiiig fam Hug end of tho gronod in a cairisgo drawn b/ 

HnstUgbtednnidstllmeoiigrattt]^ 
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to tbo houie of a priv’tte gcntloiiiaa^ whieh opened hj a biok miy 
to tlio ovfelcel fsround. Bimon Byrae aviired at on early hoar in a fly with 
Tom Itoyaolds, oiid woo soon attended by Tom Bpring, who had agreed to act 
os his seeond* 

An intorteencu on the part of the magtstrates disturbed at this time the 
arrangemonts of the ring, and Tom Oliver took up the stakes and toddled to 
Ifumberston, within ten miles of Leicester. At the same time that Oliver 
received his directions, the post-boys of Word’s carriage were also desired to 
draw up to the door, for the purpose of taking him to the ground. So far not 
II hint hod escaped that any impediment existed to the fair decision of the 
tight according to the articles. 

During fill these aming(«ments a ntimlnT of gentlemen, and several 
persons coimccW with the l)ctting circles, were congregated as a sort of 
council in a gaiden iKliind the house in which Ward was. In this garden 
was a privy, and to this privy Ward was scon to proceed, attended by Peter 
(*rawley, uho seemed to keep a steady eye on his motions. We spoke to 
him as he came out : ho sni<l he was \ cry well, and again returned to the 
house* fibortly after this Crawley came forth by himself, and a consultation 
of a private nature took place lietwecn him, the gentleman who brought 
Ward down, and one or two other persons, which ended in Spring, the stake- 
holder, ond tbo repoit^rs of the London papers, being called into a private 
room. Pett'r (’i a a ley now said he could no longer withhold the fact that 
Ward Wfis unfit to fight, and hud determined not to enter Uie ring that day. 
Had a thuuder-bult burst among the auditors it could not have produced 
moro attoni<^hiiu*tit or dismay than this declaration. Crawley went on to say 
that Ward had told him he hud passed a pint of blood on bis last visit to tho 
garden. To this all were disinclined to give credit, and Crawley, who saw 
he was on tender ground, did not persevere in this assertion, but xeniorhed 
ho was sure* something was wrong, ami that, in fact, Ward oould not win the 
light on the one hand, and would not lose it on the other, from a sense ef 
duty to those gimtlemen who boil Whaved so kindly to him. Ho then tsihed 
of same mosauige which Word had reecivod on tho previous day, the natnfs of 
which he did not know, and in fact spoke so undecidedly that no dear naadir* 
standing could bo formiMl on the subject Ward wai then called ^ Og4 
inlsfinptod, when ho repeated Crawley’s story of the bloody lad said Im w«a 
not ftt to flgbt for twopeaw. Ho denied having foedvod or haiiag bmii 
premised any money to loee the fight but said he knew soose of his Meads 
m<mU lear thousands by the resalt and he thoodit ttims bsttemol to pA 
eiliMt M iMolmre on tho one h^ those who had idm tto odds on Ilia 
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otbcTi injeopardf. It vaa ia Tain to eadaairoiv to alieit aUhoaddoA 
was, that ^ he oould not win, and would not loae/ At the ouly aUemahee, 
it was then determined hj his backers that he should forfeit the money 
down. 

** Thus ended this extraordinary bubble. Ward was left to the enjoyment 
of his brandy and water; and those who bad an interest in the remaining 
(qiorts of the day sot ont for tho ring, around which twolve or fourteen thou- 
sand persons of all degrees had already assembled, including at least two 
thousand horsemen, all of whom, being ignorant of Ward’s conduct, wore 
anxiously awaiting bis arrival. Upon this affair observation would be super- 
fluous, as all must agree that it admits of no apology, although Ward, having 
got himself into the hobble, perhaps did that which, under the ciroumstances, 
was best It was a question with him, too, whether he would have been 
permitted to lose the fight, for there was a party present who were backing 
him, and who, their suspicions being aroused, would not have failed to mani- 
fest their feelings by acts of violenoe.’* 

7h«is fur the leading sporting paper of the time. Heavy was the visitation 
on Ward for his misconduct from all quarters. His backers left him, bis 
friends forsook him, tlie Fair Play Club expunged his name from their list, 
and the supporters of the ring, to a man, turned their backs upon him. His 
name was never heard until the Augui^ of the same year, when a gentlenuiu 
proposed to back an anonymous person against Bymc for £ 500 a-side. The 
challenge was accepted by Bymo*s friends, but they barred Ward ; and as 
the party alluded to turned out to be Ward, the challenge went off amidst 
groans and bootings. Byrne, however, got chaffy,” and offered to have a 
tum-up with Ward wherever he met him, for love, not for moxicy. Ward, in 
^ly* insisted on fighting for a sum, and Byrne retorted by an historical 
riceteh of Ward’s conduct and character, not in the brightest colours, conclud- 
ing with a threat to treat him as a street ruffian” whenever he met him. 

This nettled Jem so excessively that he answered in a letter from South- 
ampton, and oflhred to fight guineas to pounds, and as Bymo oljeeted to meet 
him in the ring, he said, in conclasion, ** 1 will fight him in a saw-pit or on 
tike outside of a ooadi.” Hoio letters of tho same kind fldlowed in their 
tkun, Byrne still taunting Ward, hut declining to meet him m the ring. 
Ward now imnd a strong Advocate in a party who wrote under the it|plitors 
of an «« Old Patron of the Bing,” and publie opioion took a alij^t turn in b:s 
iarour. 

8k Patrick’s day, ISfiO, Simon Byrne had a benefit at the Tennis 
and took the opportnnity, being in high qurits and exoelbmt honiottr, 
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to iiropoM a fight with Ward. Tho ehaUengo was eagerly aooeptod^ and the 
man mot the next eveniDg at the OastJe to *'poat the coal” and aettle the 
preliminariet. Ward and Byrne shook hands and took a drop together to 
make things right, after which it was agreed that the match should be made 
for £200 a-sido. A previous battle between l^yme and M^Kay coming in 
the way, it was agreed that Jem and Bimou shotfld hare their grand turn-up 
four mouths afterwards. The second deposit was made good on the Friday 
following, when Word expressed great anxiety to prove, by his conduct in 
this contest, liis wish to secure the respect and confidence of the sporting 
world. 

Tho fatal fight between M^Kay and Simon Bymo came off on Wednesday, 
the find of June, and terniinatcd in tho defeat and death of poor Sandy 
It^Kay, and the consequent arrest of Byrne. The following Wednesday had 
be<m appointed for making the third deposit on the match between Ward and 
Byrne. Tho friends of both parties attended with (he money, but Simon’s 
backers suggested that tho stakes should bo drawn, as it was not decent to 
carry on arrangements for another fight while one pugilist was lying dead, 
and tho victor, a party to the present match, in prison on a charge of man- 
ilaoghter. Ward's friend, however, claimod forfeit if the cash was not put 
down, and Simon’s party thereupon paid up the deposit, the match still 
standing for Oclolter the 6th. Ward, however, in the next week, despite his 
greedy adviser, agreed to withdraw the stakes, receiving £10 for his trouble, 
and the match was altogt^thor off, thereby, as was said at the time, obtaining 
by his conduct the apprc»bation of every honest man. Simon Byrne stood his 
trial, was acquitt(Hl, and duly feasted and dinnered by the sporting world. 
Ward renewed the challenge immediately for £100, but £200 wgi required 
by Byrne, and much ink-shedding, but no battle, ensued. Pugilistio ptoto- 
eols again passed bi*twet*n tho parties, but still, as Byrne wanted £200, and 
Ward could not get it, tho fight was as far off as ever, and thus ended the 
year 1830, Ward having now rested three years without a round. 

At last, however, but not without another preliminary mmnderalanding, 
the match which ** did come off” was made at the Castle, Hdbom, on Toaa* 
day, March 17, 1881 (St Patrick’s Bay). The tin was posted, the aitiolea 
formulated and signed, and tho whereabouts fixed. Ward was to fi|^t 
Bynii in a twenty-four feet ring, half-minate tone, for £200 a-mde^ cm 
Tuesday, the i2th of July, within a hundred milea of Lbndim, on the road 
to liveipooL There was a clause, that if any money should bo olbced for 
the honour of the combat it should be equally divided botwean the men. 
Such an offer was made foom Warwick to the amount of £fiO^ and emfoad;

aM, 10 cofisequfinee, the men reoeiTed onlen to shope thiir eoum in that 
f1irertion-*Ward from Liverpooli where he had tahen hie exercise, and Byrne

<wjine de^e of training. That he had not done anffloient work, the follow- 
ing remarks, taken from BtWi Lif$ tn Zoin/oa, will anfficiently ‘^how 

Both mon were far beyond their weight when the match woe made, 
trapping, perhaps, not leas than fiftc'en atone each, and to tlie rtnluction of 
this Word immediately applied himself, hy constant exercise; while Byrne 
remained in Ireland till within six weeks of the day of action, without 
taking any sfrps to qualify himftelf for the imfiortaat task he had in view, 
and at that time arrived in London with all his work before him. That ihis 
was impmdent no judge will deny, and the oonsoquenec was, that a we<>k 
U*fort* fighting he was fiill a atone heavier tlian he ought to have been; and 
cv<>n on the Thursday previous to entering the ring he took a sweat, whuh 
Tfdticed the strength he then posfiessed and gnvo a shock to his system 
which common prudence should have induccnl him to avoid. On Sunday 
also he got drenched to the skin in a shower of rain, nnd caught a cold, from 
the cfiects of which he laboured on entering the ring. Wanl, on tlie cou- 
ttary, neglected nothing which either sense or judgment could dic tate, and 
could not have been in better trim* We state these things as matters of 
Tact, forming some apology in the minds of Byrne’s friends for his defeat ; 
hut we have no hesitation in saying, had he been os well as skill and strict 
training could make him, he would have had no chance against the match- 
less tactics of hie antagonist, who fiilly realised tlie high opinion that ha^l 
Wn formed of him.” 

Tt being known that Warwick was the fixtuie, an extraordinaiy number 
of patrons of milling betook themselves to that celebrated fistic locality 
W'Veral days befoiw that appointed for the contest. On the Saturday, how- 
ever, a meeting of ** beaks’’ took place, at which it was resolved to stay pro- 
f'Cidings, either in the town or county, and a polite justice colled upon Toro 
Spring, who was in attendanoe on Byrne, to inform him of the determination 
of those in authority. It being dear that their worships were in earnest, a 
oonncil of war was held, when it was determined that as tbto inhabitants *if 
Warwick had given the men £60, the affair shoold bo aettlM at near os 
l3cmtble to the towB, withont infringing upon the bailiwick of those who hud 
intcffered. Aeooidiii^y the neighbooihood of Stratfbrd-on*Avoii, a very few 
milsi distant, wna ade^ and in a field at Willtycntt an admimbla ring 
vas Ihtmed by Tom Oliver **^1 hie then assistant, the lenowned Frostv-frosd 

Thmwma goodgriotothoftcid, atwhlchawinsiderablewimwat 
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ooUeet«d. Ai it ww not fcnown in London and diowhere that Warwick bad 
been tdlxK>ed, that town, despite the offloionanese of the ^^Uuea,” reaped con- 
aidenble benefit from the mill, ainco almost all the cognoaoenti betook them- 
adrea thither on the Saturday and Monday, and aojonzned there until the 
morning of fighting. This was exceedinfi^y fortunate for the inhabitants, 
who were thus in some degree enabled to repay themselYes the sum they had 
disbursed to induoe the men to come into their district. The interest was 
not quite so strong as it had been on the oocasion of the fights between 
Gannon and Hudson, and Word and Cannon, but still tbe muster was Yery 
great, and on the morning there was such a demand for Yduclea as Ur 
exceeded the supply ; in fact so great was it that poor Simon Byrne was 
compelled to proceed to the ground in a mourning coach, which was looked 
upon by the superstitious as a most decided ill omen. The morning was 
anything but faYourable for milling : the rain descended in torrents from an 
early hour until twelve o’clock, soaking many of the toddlers” to the akin. 
Happily, howeYcr, at this period the clouds disappeared, and left the sky free 
from speck, a change which had an immediate effect in raising the spirits of 
the eompany. 

At five minutes post one o’clock, Ward, attended by Harry Holt and Peter 
Crewley, flung his castor into the ring amidst the deafening cheers of his 
friends. The braYe Irishman was not long afUr him, and on entering the 
arena, attended by Spnng and Tom Reynolds, he also reoeiYed a warm wel- 
come. Tho betting at this time was £300 to £200 on Ward. On the latter 
being completoly unshelled, he looked in admirable condition. His counte- 
nance was clear and healthful, and bis eye bright and ^yfril ; his deep chest 
and broad ahouldors gave him the appearance of prodigiona strength, while 
the general symmetiy of his person presented a fine study for the anatomist 
He had evidently paid great attention to his training, for, despite the im- 
mense reduction he hod undergone— from fifteen stone to twdve stone eight 
pounds— his vigour and muscle were unimpaired. 

On turning to Byrne there was a wide oontnit He was heavier tiian 
Ward by a stone; but this bulk was more to his prejudice than in his 
/avour, for it threw a shade of sluggiahuess over his fimn that forbad the 
impression of active vigour : the fat hung m loose ooUiips over his drewe^ 
and his frill habit of body riiowed that be was not the tiling; still he aasumed 
en air of eonfidenoe, and prepared for action with a smiling mug. 

Ihe men and their aaeonda having creased mawl^ys, and umpine end 
a refines having been sdeeted, the heroes were left at flie aototeh to 
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Boaad 1.— Botii mail flood on ibair ffoaid, 
eyeing oaoh othor with atoodinem, ana oioli 
wMting for the oHiar to oommonoe.

That ho is a jf^sme bun at 
rsoeiiing, no ono will doubt; but he was 
clearly afraid of his onment slier the first 
few rounds. 1 1 puttied ins friends to account 
for his noser tryii^ to stop Wanl’s left, nor 
to ruth to a rufliaiiing light ; but the foot 
was, his spirit was broken, and be had not 
bis wits about him. lie says, after tho third 
round his arms folt as heavy as Imd, and 
that he never was so transmogrified before. 
It is a singular fat't Ihst neither of the men 
bad a block eye ; neiUior bad an external 
cut worth mentioning; nor was there a 
single good fall or erom-butiook Ibrioighottt 
the fight. Byrne was boabot solely by ex- 
haustion and repeatoii slitjs on ilie nose and 
mouth, which would not have prevented hie 
coming again htd such a step been wise. 


I'he men reached London on Wednesday night, Ward without a scrotchf 
find Ilyrne only exhibiting a swollen mouth and nose, rather a surprisiog 
stito of his phis considering tho repetition of Word’s loit-handed jobs. 

On the Thursday following tho fight Jem Ward was presented with a 
MTond champion’s belt by Tom Spring, at the Tennis Courty Windmill Btrset, 
on the occasion of Bouben Martin’s benefit ; and on the following 6 T 0 Ding» 
when the battle money was given up, ho (Word) oflered to make a match to 
fight any man in the world for any sum from £ 100 to £500 a-side. This 
^hullonge not accepted. Young Dutch Sum, howerer, offered to fight 
Word if the hitter would ooufino himself to twelve stone, and stake odds ; 
hut of course, as Ward could not so far reduco himself, the offer was not 
a^’cepted. On the 36th of June, 1853, Jem wrote a letter to the editor of 
-CelT# £f/# la ZefdBsfi, in which he stated that he hod taken the Belt pubnof 
house at Lireipool, that it was his intention to retire from the ring, and to 
hand over the ehampion’s belt to tho first man w'ho prorml himfdf worthy of 
it Sereral dballenges were subsequently issued to Ward, but none of them 
uwled to any wswiHna and Jma artaeenft to hia intontiaa of not again enter- 
iuff the pfiae thig. He earrML on business as a tarern keeper, fint at the 
and then at the York Hotel, Williamson Square, LirerpooL In 1853, 
Ward mnored to Imidoii, and became beet of the Bose, in Jermjn Street 
'Ifhis spaeidbtieii preving uniaeooesfril, his friends placed him in bosfeMii at 
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IhtAmTiuity in Oxford Stroet, r«tiai&edllMCni»iD|noB*iStor«^^ Tlmieo Jem 
Wiird tommd to Us natiro locality^ tbia oaat tad of Loodoai boeoming land- 
lord of tho GoorisOf in Batdiff Higliwax. The generation, howe?er, who know 
Jem aa ** the Blaek Dianumd,** had paaied awij,and Ward onoe again migrated 
westward, this time opening the theatrical house, opposite Old Drury, known 
by eariotts signs, and then as the Sir John Falstaff, in Brydges Street, a name 
now merged in Cutherine Street, of which it is a continuation. We last saw 
Jem at the ring-side, looking, as a daily paper obserred, “like a grey- moustached 
half-pty msjor,'* at the wretched burlesque of a ohampionship-fight, performed 
by Jem Mace and Joe Ooss, at Fammgham, Kent, on the 17th of May, 1866. 

We must not omit to note that Ward possessed an inborn gift of artistic 
talent. Hii faronritc pursuit was the wielding of the painter's brush and maul- 
stick. On seTcral occasions Ward’s pictures were receired with credit at the 
Lirerpool Exhibition, and were mentioned spproringly by the public journals 
as displaying a remarkable degree of natural talent ; so much so that an art 
critic wrote, “ had Ward dexoted himself to the study aud practice of painting 
in his earlier years he would doubtless haTc attained eininenoe.** The writer, 
OB bis Tisit many years ago to Williamson Square, inspected in Jem’s studio, 
paintings (some sea-pieces especially) whiob bore marks of peculiar talent and 
BO mean skill in manipulation. At this time too (she has retired from profes- 
afamal life), Miss Eleanor Ward, a pnpil of Sir Julius Benedict, was feat rising 
in public esteem to the first ranks of pianoforte performers in the best of our 
oonesfl^fooms. Ward's bobbies, painting and mnsie, adopted late in life, we 
fear injured his worldly calluig as a sporting bonifaoe, and, altar aereral feiluseSf 
he retired, by the assistanoa and rotes of bis friends, into that admirable insli- 
tuiion, the Licensed Viotusllcrs’ Asylum, in the Old Kent Bond s in the parlour 
of one of the snug separate dwellings of which we oonrarsed with him, stiU 
dieery and animated, in the month of June of thia present year, 1680, in 
hia 80th year; Jem dating his birth, as we hare already atatid, from “Boxing 
Day ** in the last tweWemonth of the laat oentnry* 
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CHAPTEll 11. 

PETEB CKAWLEY, OKIGINALLY KNOWN AS 
‘‘YOUNG RUMP STEAK”— 1818-1827. 

Tbi **ponden>iif Peter/’ wJio in the year '(>5, }»as$od quietly, and with tb# 
fumo of a foir, courageous, and honest man, from the Bcon(^ of the huUlo uf 
lilo/* made his first public bow to the fancy in a trial set-to u'ilh a Mr. Thomas 
Watson, a skilful amateur and patron of the ring, whoM name continually 
occurs in ** match-makings** of that poriod. This took phice at Qeorgo Head*# 
sparring saloon, in East Harding Street, Gough Square, on Wednesday, 
February 11, 1818, Peter being then a florid youth of eighteen, six feet in 
height, eleven stone ton pounds in weight, and of a courage well tested in 
several boyish a«d youthful enoounters. Among a collection of <lisjoiiiied 
newspapor aorapa in the second volumo of **Boxiana,*’ p. 493, is a notice of 
this set'to, which is there c a l le d ** a g^ove combat of two hours and a half/* 
Picrco Egan adds: ‘*The above set-to was pronounced by the judges upon 
this occasion one of tho best things of tho sort ever witnessed/* We learn 
from another source, ** This severe trial proved so satisractory to hia friends, 
from the acicnoe, coolness, and straight-hitting displayed by Peter, that he 
^as prononnoed to be capable of having a shy in tho P.R., and in the euthu* 
•wwn of the momenti the sire of Crawley exolaimed, * My boy bids fair to 
^ ohaminoii of {”* Before, however, we trace hia rise in tho ring^ 

we will glance beekward to his ** birth and parentage/’ 

Mine host of the Diike*a Head and Fronch Horn first saw tho daylight al 
the honso of Uo fiifher, a butcher, at Newington Green, on tho 5th of 
®®®o®ber, 1799, and was in duo time initiated in the art and mysteiy of 
‘'eutting up.” Potwr, who woa an opoir-hoartod lad, somewhat given to 
milUng whoQ attempted to bo imposed upon by “ the lads of tho oleaver, * 
phmod by hia ftdher with wfiuteher in dare Market, be having an ite 
^hat a boy loamt hia buainosa beet away from borne. Here tho * ruling 
P•••ion** displiycd itaall Having boon eaUod upon to act as second in ** the 
RsMa** to n *^boy” bolottgiiig to the mirkoti, words took place between 
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tbe Moods as to the fairocos of the fight, and one Hurst, a big blacksmith, of 
Holies Street, at once ** pitched into’’ Peter before he could get hie hands np, 
ring” was called, and in no more than three rounds ” Young Rump 
Steak” had so satisfied the blacksmith’s mSHing appetite that he had no more 
^stmnaoh for the fVay.” 

George Colman, a man of ruporior age and some milling repute, hod a 
short drawn battle with IVtor; and the same result followed a mill uith 
a dog-deolor of the name of lienin tt Tom Price, a well-known kill-bnll,” 
of the same region (Cluro Market), had talked much about ” serving cut” 
” the boy Peter,” if ho got a chance. He sought an opportunity, and pro- 
mised him a sound thrashing. Como along,” said Peter, I’m quite ready 
to do it at the price; in fuel, I’ll do it for nothing.” This coniomptuous 
mode of iroatiiig tlic l><»xing preU nations of Price so angm^d him that his coat 
was off in an instant; and a ron\cment spot having boon fpund — for in those 
days ‘'ptclors” were not, and day-oonstables only in the form of stieet- 
l^Hi'pcrs ill the grout thoroughfare s —a stable-3'ard saw tbe two heroes of the 
market thoroughly peeled, uith socond<% and tho other appliances m/os le 
r^gU Price shoued mote impetuosity than skill, but was so steadily mot 
that, at tho end of twenty minutes, he declarcHl he would not fight any 
longcT, unless Pttcr would allow him time to get his wind. To this curious 
n^'quest Cniuky agreed, and Prico immediately took a walk, as his second 
timed it, to g(«t a littlo air ; but he never returned to finish the battle, 
It ttiing Peter mosti r of tho giound. 

C'rawley changed bis place of residence, and Bloomsbury Market became 
the sceno of his exjdoits. The Bloomsbury boys had quarrelled with the 
lads of the Coal*yarcl in Drury Lnno, and a strong muster on both sides of fh^ 
question met in battle army to decide the dispute. The pals of Crawley 
lM»camo panic-stiuoL, holt<>d, and loft Peter in the lurch. Harry Buokstone* 
the leader of tho Cool } ard party, pitched into Peter, and hvid it not bean to 
a gentleinun who was passing at the tunc in all probability Crawley gsust 
have been soundly drubbed by the whole of the squad. The geatlepaa 
offered his scTvices as a second to Peter, to see fair play. Crawley idk 
to hard and fast with Buckstone, punishing him in all diroottons; tho 
latter took to his bi^els and bolted, followed by hb mob, the spectators langh«> 
iag and Peter rveoiring their applause. 

The nest customer that came in tho way of Peter was Tim H’Caftiiy» itt 
the Xiong Fields. Tho late Jadk Randall witnessed thb battle. The match 
WHS regularly made for a-side, and contested With as much spirit as if it 
hadhectt forjCAOO. la to courm of twenty minutes poor pkt was dm eveiw 
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Baring n riait to Bomondoeyp P^tor was abusod hj a aauey waU nnna of 
the name of Tom Tyler, who bad flattered himself that, in oonsequenoe of a 
skirmish with Beef Baris, he ooold flght a ''tiny bit/* He was most 
tgregionsly disappointed in standing before Gmwley. One punch from BvUt, 
perhaps not altogether nnb'ke the kick of a horse, so alarmed and satisAf^d 
Tyler that he would not fight any more. This ludioroua eircnmstanco took 
idaoe opposite the Greon Man, in the Kent Boad. 

Peter had scarcely passed his serentoenth year, when he had an accidcntiil 
tnrn-ap with a strong carman, weighing twelro stone and a hfdi; and about 
twpnty-fivo years of age, belonging to Messrs. Shirley, tho distillers. Peter 
M iiA driring his father’s cart to collect skins, when ho was mot in Warwick 
Lane by tho caiman, who would not giro way, although on tho wrong side 
of the road. Crawley remonstrated with tho rurman on tho impropriety ot 
hiK conduct; but the ^'knight of tho thong’* threatonod to horsewhip Peter 
lor his impertinence. ^*8top a bit,” says Crawley, *‘two can play at that 
tun.” 8hirl( y»’ carman was well known in Newgate Market as a trouble- 
some customtr; but Peter tackled him without the slighti^st fear or appro- 
lansion of the result The science of Crawley soon told on tho up^Hir works 
of tho carman ; and, although a strong fellow, in tho couno of loss than half 
an hour he was so sercrcly punished by Peter as not to be able to keep his 
pins. He was carried into tho distillery of his muster, and, notwithstanding 
every care was taken of him, some little time elapsed liclore he resumed his 
daily occupation. So much for tho decisive handywork of Peter. 

Crawley accidentally went one evening to tho Xing’s lleiul, in Cow-heel 
Alley, Whitocross Street, to treat an acquaintance with something to drink, 
when ho was rudely accosted by some Irishmen, and ethorwiie roughly 
treated. Peter begged the Grecians not to interfere with bis com|>any, when 
^ords arose between them. A row oommenoed, when Peter and his pal Oliver 
(not Tom), disposed of several of the hod-men in succession, and ultimately 
ilcared the room of the Failanders; but not until one of them had made 
use of the firorshovsl belonging to the landlord to crack Peter’s sconce and lot 
out the claret. The Charleys were brought in to take Peter and his friend 
to tbe watch-house; but the landlord behaved like a trump, and plantisd 
Crawley in hie hacr until the watch had left, when Peter departed in safety. 

^^og to some trifling dispute between Crawley and on athletic brewor^s 
«orvaat in 'Whiteeroes Stmt, a turn-up was the result; but in the course of 
four mmds the Ugdnymn was glad to acknowledge ho had rooeited too much. 

One Poddy Pltmegaii, an Irishman, full of pluck, and not leas than six fect 
ia hei|^ uch Iwimr Oan Poter, and having also the advantage of Um 
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jmam in age» liad • tom-tip with Omwley^ Tloiiagwi parohMed a bin of 
pork at tho ahop of Fetor’a flnthef dorii^ tho buatle of Saturday oraiiiigy and 
appaaring well eatiafied with hia barf^un, went away; but in a abort tune he 
returned with the pork^ after he had out off on the aly two of the riba of the 
Irin, and inaiated thoy had deceived him with abort weight Of ooorae this 
iorinnatioii produced a row and groat oonfuaion in the riiop, and Peter, at the 
request of hia father, endeavoured to turn ont Flanagan* Faddy showed 
fight, and for a short time was a strong, troubloaome customer on tho atones. 
Peter was Uirown fiat on hia back into tho mnning kennel, and was oom« 
plotoly wotted through to the akin, and almost choked by the grasp of bia 
antagoniflt upon his throat* On rising, however, from this rushing hug, 
Peter changed the scone. lie stopped Paddy Flanagan’s rurii and nobbed 
him, one, two, got the lead and kept it; indeed, he tipped it to Paddy 
Flanagan so complotcdy, that at the end of half an hour ho gave in. But 
Flanagan hod recourse to tho strong arm of tho law. He appeared before 
the magistrates at Worship Stn^et police ofllre, complaining of the unmeroi- 
ftil treatment ho had experienced at the hands of Crawley; indeed, ** his face 
bespoke a heart full sore!” Annstrong, tlie officer, was despatched to 
exeento the warrant, but the father of Peter mode it right at the expense 
of £2. Tho senior Gniwiey, from the striking abilities displayed by Peter 
over tho powerful Flanagan, formed an opinion that his boy” would stand 
a good chance in due time with the best pugilists in the priae ring. 

About three weeks after the above row, Peter was standing during the 
evening at the comer of Redcross Street, when throe Patlandcn of the same 
squad rudely assailed him, and nearly pushed him off hia balanoe. Bemoa- 
airance was in vain, but Crawley said to them, ** Do not attack me alto- 
gether; only stand in a lino, and 1 will lick you one after the other.” This 
speech had not the desired effect — they all pitched into Peter at once ; bat 
ho soon floorod two of them, and the third bolted without waiting for a taste 
of Crawley’s quality. 

We have seen, in tho o|)oning paragraph of this biogn^y, how Peter 
began tho year 1818 by a promising bit of gloving, and be was not dow to 
follow up the impression thus made. A Westimnster eleotimi in those days 
of fierce Whig and Tory battles was a sight to see, and the newapapeia 
of the time teem wifh accounts of the ** scrimmages” arisuig out of the fieroe 
politioal partisanship of the rival factions. Peter had been swum in extras 
eonitahle at Sir Samuel Bomiliy’s and Sir Francis Bordetfs deotioo, and in 
the disehaige of his duties was threatened by Ben SutliffiB, alao a buteber, 
and an undmstanding was come to that their penonal ditoenoea dioaUt be 
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•ettM whm the political contest was orer. This (w^w into a rognlar moftch^ 
£20 a-eide was deposited, the F.P.O. ropes and stakes engaged, and on 
Friday, August 7, 1818, after Ned Painter* bad defeated Tom Bpimg, 
Crawley dud Ben SutUffe spotted their oolonrs. fiutliffe was the favimnte 
for choice ; he weighed about twelre stone ten poundsi and stood full sin ftH 
in height Peter did not exceed eleven stone eight pounds, and was not so 
tali as his adversary by half an inch. There was no time for training, and 
the combatants fought off-hand. In the short space of nine minutes and a 
half, the science of Peter was so excellent, his hitting so decisive, and liis 
generalship so complete, that Sutliffe was defeated without a ahsdow of a 
rhanoe, being punished dreadfully. 

This victory brought Young Rump Steak*’ into high favour with the 
amateurs, which Peter’s civility, respectful demeanour, straighiforwardness, 
and good temper, strengthened ond confirmed, lie was now, however, 
matched against a desperate boxer, no less an antagonist than Tom Hickman, 
the formidable Gas-light Man, whose exploits will bo found rcHsoniod in pages 
1 1 8-137 of this volume. Peter was os yet but nineteen years oh), and was de- 
clared by the ring goers to have ** more gristle than bone and Tierce Egan 
obw'rves, Crawley hod outgrown his strength,” which was only partially 
true. It is true, in this battle Peter was not disgraced, although defeated ; 
he fought bravely, and he convinced the tremendous Gas that he (Peter) was 
a dangerous onstomer. Crawley afterwards sent a challenge to Hickman, 
which was declined on the ground of other engagements. 

At several benefits at the Fives and Tennis Courts the sparring of Peter 
with Tom Bpring, and all the first-rate boxers on the list, was much mlmired 
by the amatenn. 

Peter about this time sent the following reply to a challenge inserte<1 in 
the Di$pateh 

“Mr T. SiiaiAON,>^ 

“ At tho time ^mj addirwtiii|r a letter to yoo in the Di^patrh of llif nU I 
s^ra bet my bodilj health woa& here sAmittMl of my doing the thing in * Smi style 
At the rem^ qf my fneads, I wae advuied to bare the opinion of e mioatoai gentiemn. 
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Tliiit Ibibidden to tolco port in a mg oontoit^ owing to an ingoiaal rap« 
tuiOi Peter went on a jarring tour, and in May, 1822, he aet*to with Jack 
Carter at the Cock-pit at Chester, at the time of the races. During the 
above exhibition, a chap denominated Bully Southema, of the above place, 
offered to take the gloves with Corter. Southerns weighed seventeen stone, 
and in height he measuied six feet two inches ; notwithstanding, he was 
light as to flesh. Southerns, full of confldence, threatened to serve out both 
the fellows from town, and also reduce the conseqnenoe of Carter, who at 
that period stylcil himself The Champion of England.” Carter could not 
get the l)est of Southerns, and, ofter two rounds, he sat down, when the 
bully boasted that ho would mill Peter off-hand. The contest was long and 
severe between them, occupying fifty minutes; and numerous rounds were 
truly terrific. The strangth of Southerns enabled him to carry on the war; 
but, u(t(T the first three rounds, ho was so nobbed by the fine science of 
Peter, floored frequently, and punished in all directions, os to be laughed at 
by the whole of the company fur his vain boosting. Crawley was not only 
applauded for his high courage in fiiiisliing the bully in such first-rate style, 
but also well rewarded for liis trouble by the amateurs who viewed the ocm- 
tcfst. Peter was nearly five stone under the weight of his powerful adversary 
-—a fine example of the advantages of science over downright ruffianiam. 

On Peter’s n.itum to London, Dick Acton,* well known in the prixe ring, 
sent forth a challenge to our hero, who returned the following aaawer

waa ahown to the public. After having dined aumptaoualy at the Exchequer 
Coffee Houae, and drank the health of George the Fourth, ho retired to nia 
domua rather jolly, and fell (aat asleep. Fetor’a rib having occasion to go a 
small distance on some particular busiaeaa, vroa moat rudely insulted in the 
street by a fc^Uow of the name of Sullivan. The propoaala made to her were 
of the moat inaulting deacription, accompanied by offer of money ; he alao 
laid his hands upon her. All entreaties on the part of Mrs. Crawley to 
desist wore in vain, and ho followed her homo to the door. It was aome 
time before Peter could be awakened ftom hia sleep to come to her aaaiatanoe. 
Sullivan, with the most unbluahing effrontery, told Peter, on hia expoatnlat- 
ing with him for hia improper conduct towards hia wife, ** Your wife, indeed ; 
ahe’a my wife os much os youra.” *^Say you ao; then take that," aaid 
Peter, and immcHliaUdy phintc<l such a tremendous blow on one of his oglea 
as to produce a serious cut over it, and making Sullivan measure hia length 
on the pavement. Tlie AOlow, oa soon as ho recovered the nac of hia pins, 
started off, leaving hia hat behind him. Crawley, oa a token of viotoiy, 
publicly hung out the hat at hia ahop door ; but Mr. Sullivan never had the 
couragt* to claim hia topper. 

Crawley, while standing at hia door in Lumber Court one evening, in com* 
pony with Peter Brookery, a pugilist of light weight, the latter was rudely 
attacked by an engintH^r, a rare big one. Crawley told him it was no match, 
when the enginoi^r threatened to put hia foot on the seat of honour of our 
hero. This insult so nused the choler of Peter that he pitched into the 
en^neer miw eerei?ie»i>, and polished him off in the course of four rounds. 

In September, 1826, Ward again put forth a challenge to tiie world, which 
was at length taken up by Peter Crawley, who affirmed that it was not from 
fear of Ward, but from the want of " ooriandera," that ho had been unable 
to make the match before. Ho said he coold not now get £200 a-aide^ but 
would dght Wan! for £ 100. This did not snit Jem, who said it waa beneath 
Uie dignity of the Champion to ftght for ao small a stake. Crawley repeated 
that ho could not get more money, and at length Jem Ward, fearfhl that hia 
pretensions to the championahip would be called in queataon, eonaentad to 
meet Peter on hia own terms, and on the 17th of October, 18)16, axtidiMi wave 
drawn up at Tom BdehePa, Caatlo Tavern, Holbom, to on the Sad of 
Jannaiy, 1827. The men shortly went into dose tnining, aod fct theoi- 
•dvoa bto admirable ooudition.

In comparing the dghta, it must not be forgotten that it was Ward’s first 
fight, and Crawley’s last, and also that Crawley punished Acton moro soTcrely 
than Ward had done.” 

The mill now under notice took place on the appointed clay ((ho 2iid of 
January, 1827)* According to articles the fight was to come off within a 
hundred miles of London, and the neighbourhood of Koyston was sedected as 
most oonvenient, there being three counties handy in tlie event of any inter* 
ruption. A special messenger was sent down a day or two previous, who 
niado application to a gentleman possessing largo landed estates to grant a 
site f(»r the combat Tho trump in question liberally granted the required 
pc^rmissioiii and a farm called Haydon Grange was selected.

and Ward, open-moutbvd, attempted to go 
in. Crawley, aa if aware tliat tbia rouisi 
must terminate the light, collected all bis 
strength, struck out lightly with his left, 
and then drawing hack a abort step, he 
ruahed in, and catcliuig Ward a esvere job 
with hia left on fbo mouth, dropped him to 
nao no more, lie foil flat on bis back, a^ 
drawing his hands up towards hia stoo^n, 
lieoame to all spi[«nsranoe senseless, loch, 
liftod him from tiie ground, and placed him 
on Nartin’s kneo, bnt kc waa no longer 

himself.'* he was deaf to the call of hie 
friends and ailmirers, and, with the bat^, 
lost Ins claim to the chiunpionsbin. Crawly 
stooil losing at him, satisfied that his 
lahtnirs wars at an end, lie endeavoured 
to shako hands with his fallen foe, but noor 
Ward was loseiirible to Uiia noble ecariuri, 
and Peter walked to hia chaise. Ward was 
shortly after earned ont of the niig, a^ 
from thenoo to his inn, in a slate of iiMisnri- 
bUity. All was surprtee and confbriim.

thm; in feoh n better Uttle hnd not been 
fooffitt fbr nmiij yente. Independent of 
pnltinioe under levere puniehmenti greet 
•kill end ioienoo wero diepleyed. The etop- 
ping of both men, under tiring droum- 
•Uuioes, wei ndmirmble. Keithor flinched 
iVoin nie duty, and, with the ezoeption of 
Wnrd^a alinping down on hia knees in the 
early par^ of the battle, there was not a sus- 
ffloion that he was not as game a man as 
ever peeled. 'In tlie second round Josh. 
Hudson desoribod Ward as having been 
nearly blinded by the foroe of the blow on 
hia head, but he very soon rcooverod his 
iweaenoo of mind; and in the last round 
there wore nut wanting somo who woro dis- 
pose to think that ho might have oomo 
agmn. Judging imtmrtially, however, from 
all that paMKHi heioro us, we should say 
there was not a shadow of ground for com- 
plaining of Ward'a conduct in tlie ring, or 
for doubting the linooritv of his intention to 
win throughout. Ilis ddiveries wero severe, 
although their effect nii/^ht not have been so 
dcctdvo as wo had anticipated. 1 1 was clear 
tliat he tried his utmost to gain the ascend- 
ancy, and in this endeavour he reduced hini- 
•elf, in the tontli round, as well u« his 
antagonist, to a state of ouniplete hclpless- 
ness, hitting with all his forue, until both 
fell without tlie power of striking another 
blow. Had his object Inten other than 
honest, this never would have boon the cose. 
In plain truth, however, he had been over- 
rate, whilst Uie probable improvenieiit 
which Crawley might hare obtained in two 
yean was albj^thor lost sight of. In point 
of length, and weight, and Dodily strength, 
we may alvo say Ward was over-matched, 
while ut Boienoo ho was fully e<]^ualled ; for 
although Orawley*s stylo of setting-to may 
not bo BO elegant, nor his stops so frequent, 
•till the aeveri^ and quickness of his ooun- 
ter-hittlim, and the rapidity of his motions, 
added to his calm reception of puuishraent, 
gave him cm this occasion equal advantage ; 
added to which, Peter, in having Tom Bel- 
cher for his second, had at least two pointi 
in his favour, for a better second never 
entered the ring, nor a man whose know- 
ledjn of the art better qualiflos him to give 
gocM advice. We must admit that we have 
eean Ward flght iu bettor stylo, and make a 


better use of hia acqmmnaiilia. We do nol 
aay this with a view of diiqpuMluW ^ good 
qualities: but had he eaenaaea a bitter 
we think he would not have 
mahed into desperate ralliea, intent only on 
administering punishment, without regard 
to the oonsaqaenoei which might follow to 
himself, but would rather have availed him- 
self of hia tact of hitting and getting away, 
and only going in when an op^Kvtanity oo- 
curred if oloaing for the fall— and hia aupe- 
riority in throwiim has been repeatedly 
established. In the present inatanoe he 
seemed to have lost his usual caution, and 
to have foigotton that in fighting against 
Btti)erior weight and strength he was oom- 
plotoly giving a chance away hy atending to 
be hit in close quarters, tiuch another fall 
as that he gave Crawley in the seventh 
round must have decided the battle, but the 
opportunity when offered was neglected, and 
having at length become weak, oe was un- 
able to keep his right hand sufficiently high, 
and thus lay exposed to the torrifio jobbing 
of Crawloya left. We have no doubt his 
seconds acted to the best of their knowledge ; 
hut situated aa Ward was towuds the close 
of the light, it was anything but good advice 
to incite him to go m to rally: he ahonld 
rather have played roond his opponent, and 
kept ut a distance till his wind waa restored, 
and fresli oppcirtuniticw were afforded for 
bringing his soientitic and wrestling powers 
into play. With ao vigorous an oppooenh aa 
Crawley, it was clear he must have the 
wont of in-fighting; and that this was the 
case the result of the oonfliot has shown. 
These are points which naturally strike an 
observer, but which a man in the heat of 
combat, and unaasiated by a cool and dis- 
pasnonate oounseUor, may not duly appre- 
ciate. It is ooitaiu that Ward never haa so 
good a man to deal with before, and, barring 
the few remarks we have felt it our duty to 
make, it waa impoasible for him to have 
done more to attain the ende of hia baokera. 
In falling, he haa foUen nobly, and mnet 
only hope for better luok another time. We 
may add that he has still few eqiMin the 
ring. We cannot dose these remarks with« 
out stating that, in tcring Tom Oliver as a 
second. Ward may be aaid to have loet hie 
battle ; for Tom*a prudenoe and good eanee 
would have tangfat mm the fiddly of baetiteg 
with superior wai^t Tte fight laalaa 
twenty-ax minutea. 


Ward was conveyed in a state of tmoonsoioufinese to the Bud lions «t 
Boyston, and was immediately pnt to bed between worm blankets. A 
suigeooL was then sent for, who found his puloe searody peroqdiUe; liei» 
however, took proper preoautions, and by six o’clock he reeogniaed those 
about him. He oomphunffil very much of hia heads where he meemd the 
kaodE-dewn Uowin the eeoond rounds end said that euehwae the edbetdf 
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that hit 'that four rcrands elapsed befim he had recovered himself. Weed 
anived in on the following Wednesday^ much cut up in mind* but 

still determined to put in a claim for another trial to recover his laurels. He 
declared he had lost the fight by holding Crawley's abilities os a boxer too 
cheap, and had resorted to an attempt to fight him down, in which he had 
exhausted his strength and his power of hitting. He considered, too, his 
chances in milling Crawley as greatly increased from the fact of the latter 
having hernia. This would seem without good foundation. It is a singular 
fact that Joe Qrimaldi — ^ihan whom, in his pantomimic exertions, no man 
encountered more violent exercise — had been ruptured from his youth, but 
never experienced inconvenience in his labours* 

On the 4th of January, 1827, two days after Peter's victory, the Tennib 
Court was crowded for the joint benefit of Harry Holt and Ned Baldwin, and 
to get a peep at the heroes who were admitted to **8how.’' Ward, on 
mounting the stage, was loudly applauded. His nob was covered with a 
handkerobiei^ and bis face exhibited marks of severe punishment. The 
** Cicero of the ring" (in bufi') addressed his patrons for Word. He said, 
** Ward had lost the battle, and, what was dearer to him, his proud position ; 
but still it was cheering to him to think that he had not lost his honour. 

True,' and applause.) It was not in man to command success, but ho had 
done all that a brave man could do to win the battle. One must lose, and 
Crawley was the conqueror. By eveiy person who had seen the battle it 
was admitted that Ward had established his diaracter as a game man, and he 
had no doubt, by such conduct, he would never want friends. (Approbation.) 
He was sorry to observe the subscription on the ground was trifiing indeed 
(25s.) ; but he well knew the generosity of the fancy would be displayed to 
him in town. For himself, be would subscribe a sovereign; and he was 
perfectly satisfied other persons would subscribe their mite." Bravo, 
Harry!") 

Jem’s backer presented himself, and said he would back Ward, withimt 
any hesitation, against Crawley, or any other man in the kingdom, frr from 
£ 100 to £ 1,000. (Great applause.) 

The hero of tho tale, Peter Crawley, now mounted the stage, and was 
welcomed by loud plaudits. His face was rather damaged, but not so much 
as his opponentiB. With considerable modesty Peter stated, *^Ho had been 
a winning man, but he had never been apposed to a better one than Ward ; 
in f mt, he thought him as good a man as himself. He hod been lucky, and 
gaiind and he frit proud he had obtained that honour, beeauie Ward 

had beea ooarideredthoh^ It was impossibfr, themfore^ 
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that he oould have e;ot more honour, or gained a higher conquest Well 
done, Feter; you am a liberal, brave fellow/) He was determined not to 
aeeept any challenge, and ho had also made up his mind to give up all pre- 
tensions to prise fighting, and, to please the King of Eng^nd, he would not 
again miter the ring. He meont no disrespect to the patrons of the art of 
self-defence; but if he were to fight for seven years, he could not have 
obtained a higher place in the fancy. Fame was his object, and not money ; 
he therefore left tlie championship open for those who wished to fight for it, 
and gave up all pretensions to that high milling honour. He hoped Ward 
would be dealt with according to his merits ; and, as a losing man in general 
stood in need of support, he should give him two sovereigns.** (Cheers.) 
Peter made his bow amid loud applause. 

Feter, acting upon the adago that ** all’s well that ends well,” and having 
obtained a most brilliant conquest in the eyes of the sporting world, sensibly 
made up his mind to leave the P.R. for aspiring heroes to bustle in, and 
commenced publi<*nn. He therefore, without delay, opened the Queen’s 
Head and French Horn, in Duke Street, West Smithfield, and the fancy in 
general gave Feter their support. 

Crawley’s ”fh 30 and easy,” aided by the musical talents of his father, 
brought overflowing houses. Hr. Crawley, senior, was a first-rate chaunter, 
and, as a room singer, his voice in **Tom Moody,” **The Sapling Oak,** etc., 
was the delight, again and again, of admiring audiences. 

At the Queen’s Head and French Horn, soon after Crawley became land- 
lord of the house, he was visited by a blade of the name of Grays, and with 
that respect and civility which always marked the conduct of our hero, he 
invited Hr. Grays into his bar, to drink his wine and crock his walnuts. 
But before the bottle was finished, and during the short absence of our 
hero, who was waiting upon his customers in various parts of his house, Hr« 
Grays made free with the character of Peter to Hrs. Crawley, or, to use the 
vulgar phrase, he was nosing upon the inconstancy of our hero» and his 
amours out of doors, and boosting that he was a better man at any price than 
the host of the Queen’s Head and French Horn. On Crawley becoming 
acquainted with Ids conduct, he told Hr. Grays that he had not conducted 
himself like a man or a gentleman, when Grays repeated the insult, 
that he was a better man in every point of view. ^*That diall soon be 
decided,** said Fetor, with a contemptuous sneer. An appeal to amis was 
the resnlt, and, in the course of two short rounds, Hr. Grays so napped it fiir 
his impertinence that he staggered about like a man overcome witti liquor, 
ind the boaster, as he lay sprawling on the ground, gladly acknowledged, ta 
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prerent fiiither pniiiahiiieiiti VtoA he had been egregioudy deceived in hie 
estiinate of hia own proweesi and promiaed Peter the next time he took wino 
and walnuts^ not to crack jokes at hia expense behind his backi and to keep 
hia tongue within proper bounds. 

Although Peter was one of the mildest and most inoffenaive of men, the 
lion slumbered within him. We will cite a small specimen of this. When 
llmj Broome fought the Tipton Slasher, at Hildenhall, in September, 1651, 
there were strong misgivings of a wran^do, and the writer and others finnly 
declined the thankless office of referee. It looked as though there would be 
no fight, for the Tipton's friends rejected seveinl gentlemen nominated, as 
being backers of Broome. Johnny Broome rode up, and proposed to fight 
** without a referee.” This was very properly declined ; but at last Peter 
Crawley was agreed to by both sides as an impartial arbiter. The details of 
the fight will be found under the Life of Habbt Bbooux, in the Seventh 
Period. Suffice it to say, the Tipton hit Horry foul, and Peter gave it 
against ** the Tipton.” Eemonstnmee did not shake Peter's decision, and the 
Slasher, who thought himself hardly dealt by, used disparaging language to 
Peter. Fired at the imputation on his honesty, Peter proceeded to imcase 
his huge carcase, declaring ho was ** good for a few rounds,” and nothing but 
the gentle violence of his friends, and those of the Slasher, who separated 
them, prevented the bravo Peter from there and then having a turn-up with 
the well-trained Tipton for ”love and a bellyful.” We have seen other 
instances of Peter’s readinesB to resent insult, though the most placable of 
men if an apology was offered. 

From the period he retired he held but one house, the Duke’s Head and 
French Horn, in Duke Street, West Smithfield, a house interesting for years 
to country cousins,” the fancy, and those who wished a ” wrinkle” upon 
sporting topics. As a teacher of the art of sclf-dofcnco Peter acquitted him- 
self with great credit, being perfectly master of the science. Several of his 
Guardsmen pupils have shown their acquaintance that they can hit, stop, and 
get away with the best of glove amateurs. Peter died, generally respected, 
on the 12th of March, 1865, in the 66th year of his age. Peace to his manes I 
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CHAPTER m. 

TOM CANNON, ‘‘THE GREAT GUN OF WINDSOR^' 
(CHAMPION)— 1824-1827. 

Foil a short time the name of the hardy Tom Cannon was a word of 
strength in tho annals of the ring. Tom, however, caine out too late in 
life as a public exhibitor of the art pugilistic ; his first great victory being 
over Josh. Hudson, in Juno, 1824, his lost a defeat by Ned Neale, in Feb- 
ruoiy, 1827 ; a career of little more than two-and-a-half yeois, throwing out 
his victory over Dolly Smith, in 1817. 

Eton, renowned for its College and the classic memories whidi surround 
it, gave birth to our hero, but it does not appear that Master Tommy 
profited much in the hVsns Aumaniorei by the accident of his birth under 
the shadows of tho pinnacles of ** Henry’s Sacred Fane,” On the contrary, 
the son of a Windsor Bargee,” ho grew up an athletic uncultivated young 
odt, distinguished for his speed as a runner, his activity os a jumper, his 
strength as a wrestler, and was known as ” a lad who could box a bit.” 
The only parts of Cray’s ”Odo” which could apply to the young Cannon 
being, that he oould— 

*• Ply the oar, 

And urge the flying ball, 

indeed, his rowing and cricketing qualifications endeared him to the 
youngsters who proctisod on the silver Thames and verdant Brooas ; as a quoit 
thrower and a single-stick player, at ”the Bevel” in Bachdior’s Acre, young 
Cannon distinguished himself, and was known throughout thn nei^bourbood 
as ”good at any game.” Tom fbBowod altenmtdv the eallfaig of a fisher- 
man and a ”bargee,” or rather mixea tnem iwth. Mrs aujfbnMi iMa, and 
” the Ueny Wives of Windsor” often relied on Tom’s net or taekle ibr the 
delicacies of speckled trout, glittering umber, or slippery eel^ fiemn ” Xhainv* 
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rflTory flood/* Apropos of this, ire And from oontempomy leoords that 
Tom, acting in the spirit of Charles SibAin's song, 

^ Ibo a JbUj fitiidrmaat I take* all I oaa got, 

^ Bull going on my hatters* plani sU*s fish that comes to net/' 

forgot one night— if error he knew them— the privileges of thB!hfl>)^ersi^ ot' 
l^indsor. He was detected, with a companion, fishing, oontrai)^ to Act ot 
Parliament, within the preserved waters of the corporation, whereby a fine 
of £6 to ^*our liOrd the King’* was incurred. Tom demurred to swelling 
the royal exchequer by impoverishing his own : he put in “ leg-bail,*’ and 
for a time migrated from ungrateful Windsor to live an exile at Newbury, 
whither he does not appear to have been pursued, for he was here known as 
the '‘milling bargee.” This was in 1814. We will therefore “hark back.” 

Thus, in his early manhood, our jolly bargeman lived a life of labour, 
independenee, and humble oompetemoy, and like 

The jolly miller who lived on the river Deo, 

lie work’d and sung from room till night, no lark moio blithe than he.” 

Tom’s earlier practice with his bunch of fives appears to have been at 
wake, fair, race, or revel, with the military always abounding at Windsor 
and its vicinity, and with such “rough chawbacona” os, feeling strong in the 
spirit of fight, might offer themselves to his notice. 

Tom’s first recorded engagement was with one Tom Anslow, a grenadier 
belonging to the Staffordshire militia, in the year 1809. Anslow was the 
oraok boxer of his regiment, and the audacity of young “ bargee” (Tom was 
nineteen yean of age) was laughed at by tho red-coats, for Anslow was foui> 
teen stone in weight, and all six feet in height. The battle money was three 
guineas a-side. Cannon, on the day, was a little under twelve stone^ and 
stood five feet nine inches and a half. It was a desperate battle for thirty- 
two minutes, when the soldier gave in, and Cannon Was earned off in 
triumph by his fellow townsmen. “ Boxiana” fills some pages with notioes 
of casual fights with nameless men, on Eton Brocas, at Uaidenhend, at 
Eghom Baoes, and elsewhere, embellished with the usual lively skimblo- 
skamble of the inventive author. The first time Cannon had to do with a 
“profoiiloiial” was in this wise. At a raffle in Pcaseod Street, Windsor, 
Dolly Smith, ^ of Bammersmith, was present, and threatened to chastise 
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Cannon for interfering in a dispute. ** Although I know jou'ra a fighting 
meDi'* said Tom, I will not be frightened into submission.** BoUy threw 
off his coat, and they adjourned to the street After a smart turn-up, in 
which Cannon dalmcd best, they were interrupted. This led to a match for 
twenty guineas a-side, which came off in a field contiguous to Shirley Com- 
mon, near Windsor, May 6, 1817. The battle pioTed a most determined one. 
The swell stage-coachmen— for Dolly was a horse-keeper, known on the Great 
Western road— sported their gold freely on their man, though there was a 
remarkable' disparity in size and weight. Smith, who was a round-built 
sturdy fellow, measured only fire feet five inches, and weighed eleven stone 
four pounds. Cannon stood five foot ten inches, and weighed thirteen stone. 
The men were in the ring as early as eleven o'clock, Dolly being esquired by 
the veteran Caleb Baldwin and Dick Whole ; Cannon attended by a couple of 
stout countrymen. The battle was half-minute time. Six to four on Smith 
offered.

poaed to waiter much tuiic iti sparring, and

two h^vy body hits, and fought at half-arm 
gaily, till in dosing both were down. 

g— Both on their mettle, aud some sharp 
blows exchanged. Dolly manceuTrod olevorly 
till he hit up through Cannon's graard, and 
gave him such a teaser on the udo of the 
head, that it seemed to electrify the **bargocV' 
upper works. He teemed confused for a few 
SBOimds, then went in a rutUer, and fought 
till both wore down, Dolly ftrst to earth. 

d to 17.— During the whole of those rounds 
the eombeioiits were far from being idle, and 
much eeveri^ of milliug occurred. The claret 
hod long mode its appooranoo upon botli 
their nobs, and their mags had undergone 
some little change, from the repeated ilmmps 
they had xooiproa^y and liberally bestowed 
upon each other, upon tlio whole, Dolly as 
yet might be said to stand forwuril in the 
most favourable point of view, and betting 
ootttinued on him. 

18,— In this round Dolly gained great ap- 
plause, he fought hie opponent in the mi^ 
gaUaate^le, and milled mm in all directions, 
aud, by way of finishing, planted such a tre- 
mendous hit in Cannon's ** middle piece," 
that he went off his pins in such quickness of 
style, iciembling more the celerity of a can. 
non shot than bring floored by the flst of a 


man. (Tioud shouting, and seven to four on 
Dolly.) 

1C to 60 and last. — Punishment was the 
order of the day in all these rounds. The 
gaiety of Dolly never forsook him, and he 
contended aeamst an opponent eve^ way so 
superior with the m«iet determined oouiage 
and manhood. It was a good fight through- 
out, and both men displayed true resolution. 
The claret flowed prothsely, and both weve 
so equally painted thal it was remarked bv 
a spectator they both pelonged to one flock 
of shoop, they were so regularly “ruddled." 
llieir peepers wore nearly obscured, end such 
a punishing mill has not been wj|Tuwsed for 
a long time. One of Dolly's arms was so 
much beaten, and his wrist so terribly 
sprained and puffed iw, that he was reloo- 
tantly compelled to tcEnquish the oonteit at 
tlie expiration of an hour and four minutes. 

EBMARKa. — Gannon was so mouh eu- 
hausted that, on his being deolaxed ibe 
winner, he was led oat of the ring, and unea 
being lifted into a ooaoh by three men im- 
mediately fainted. The beiUe had aooroelly 
finished one minute when a magistrate ail{- 
peared to put an end to the tporis; but nis 
worship was j^tely inflinaed there was no 
neoeerity ftir ais fouetiOBS Iheii tube bfoiigkt 
into action, as it wae e)l owe# Ibr that m. 
A great number of epiftiag tneu ftom the 
neighbouring ooontiec and tea Lemdoo wit- 
nessed the enoouter, and ttoeli money 
changed hands. * 


Ae this is not a record of sack-jumping, queits^ fbnt-nu»iigi 
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and cricket playing, we ehall omit the oontenta of some pages of Boxtana,’^ 
with the remark that Tom, who was good at all these, has numercms Tiotories 
for small sums placed to his account during the seven years between 1810 
and the mill with Dolly Smith jost reportod. For several years Cannon 
remained a spectator of priae battles, until ilrod with pngilbtio ambition on 
witnessing the fight between Josh. Hudson and Jem Ward (Kovember 11, 
1823), he publicly announced his readiness to enter the ring with either of 
those boxers. The John Bull Fighter” hearing of the circumstanoe, on 
meeting Cannon, asked him if the report was true. Tom replied in the 
affirmative, when Josh, instantly produced a ” fiver,” which was covered by 
Cannon, to make a match for £200. At this period Mr. Hayne (known by 
the aohrtquet of ” pea-green,” and his bit^noh of promise with Miss Foote, 
Dowager Countess of Harrington) had just returned from the grand 
tour," and recollecting the numerous sporting feats of Cannon during the 
time he, the Pea-greon,” was one of the alumni of Eton, he became Tom’s 
patron and backor. Articles were drawn up at Mr. Clodc’s New Inn, 
Windsor, April 26, 1824, in which Cannon agreed to fight Josh, for £100 
a-side, on Wednesday, Juno 23, 1824, within forty miles of London. The 
match was laughed at by tbo fancy, as ” a good thing” for Hudson, and the 
£100 looked upon as a ** sweetener” to ”keep his hand in” till he should 
grasp the championship. 

On the appointed mom the Western road displayed a thick sprinkling 
.of swells and equipages, the place selected being Yateby, in Hampshire, 
thirty-three and a half miles from London, on the borders of tho counties 
of Berks and Bucks, in a field near Evcrfield Churchyard. Everything 
being toady, at a quarter to one Cannon entered the ring, in a dark drab 
great coat^ and throw up his hat, followed by Tom Cribb and White- 
headed Bob as his seconds. He walked about with tho utmost oom- 
poBUze^ and was loudly cheered by the audience. His legs were decorsted 
with white silk stockings. In a few minutes afterwards Hudson appeared, 
snpported by the Piesident of the Daify dub and ”the Nonpareil,” threw 
up hia castor,” and rolled himself into the ring. Oliver and Bandall 
were his attendants. During the time the combatants were preparing fhr 
action the backers of Hudson went round the ring offering two and a 
hfdf and three to one; bnt the friends of Cannon were shy, and no 
takers were to be found.

Anmd 1.— On Mll&g, Oftaium appeared 
flO bighlj improved in oondition ai to ezeiie 
the aetoniehment of every person present 
He was cool and oonBdent and looked firm 
a»d ** aU right/’ The John Bull Fighter,” 
always "big/* in spite of the most rigid 
rnlea of training, was now bigger than ever; 
indeed, to use the words m a wag, who 
langhlnely observed to iiis oompanion, ** My 
dear fellow, you are mistaken as to Josh. 
Hudson going to fight; it*s Sir John 
Falstaff in baif/* On placing himself in 
attitude, Josh, smiled at his opponent, but 
still was oantions. Cannon tried to go to 
work, and lot fly at Hudson’s viotumling 
olSee, but tlio latter hero, to prevent a row 
in the interior, got away. The “ Popper,” 
full of bustle, again tried it on, but, in a 
oounter-hit, received an ogler tliat made his 
pimple shake again, and put him on the 
winking system. Hudson was anxious to 
administer pepper; but in rushing in he 
received a slight topper, and slipped down 
on one knee. Gannon lost no time, oon- 
vinood the amaiours by his conduct that ho 
was not the novice he had been previously 
represented, and kept hitting away m/m 
emnwmts. We wore surprised tliat lludsou 
did not finish the round by going down ; 
as on his gtfiting up he received a severe 
fauer. A. short pause. Cannon aimed a 
tremendous blow at his opponent’s nob, 
but he ml*wd. ('* Never mind that,” said 
lliobmond ; ** bo moans to win it, and nothing 
olso.”) Cannon showed he was not destitute 
of Mienoe ; ho got away from a slogger, but 
immediately commenoM an exchange of 
blows, and had none tho worst of it. Josh, 
stopped well, and also planted an ear- 
wigger, that rowed tho upper works of Can- 
non. (A pause.) Tho bargeman went boldly 
np to his adversary to commenoe mischief, 
when Josh., in retroating. ran against the 
stake. Both tlio oombatanta found their 
into the oorner of the ring. Here a 
liiue fibbing occurred, and Josh., after a 
desperate straggle, suooeeded in placing the 
Pomr on the ground. (The East-enders 
in high spirits, cheered their hero, and 
offered five to two.) 

fi.-4[odson came piping to the eoratch ; 
his had oondition was viaible to all the ring. 
ir« was no longer the smashing hero as to 
ofibotivs quaiity, and a pause was the result 
He was now aware, but too late, that he had 
treated his advortocy too lightly, and also 
that Cannon was not a novice as to prise 
milting. But tike a trump, aoting upon the 
good maxim that ** dangers retreat when 
boldly they’re oonftonted,” he stood up to 
his man with the true oourage of a lien. 
Cannon, extremely active, endeavoured to 
take the lead; but Josh, made two good 
stop!.

upper j bttt he would not be denied. A 
demrale rally ooonrred, and the claret first 
made its appearsnoe on Hudson's Hp. Josh, 
tried milling on the retreat ; bat the barge- 
man rnsheff upon him, bored Hudson to the 
ropes, and, after having the best of the hit- 
ting, got Josh, down, and fell heavily on his 
abdomen. (The Windsor folks and Johnny 
Raws now gave a loud sbout for joy. ** Why, 
Cannon, you fell on a soft place, didn't yon P 
a feather-bod, wain't itP’O 

8. — The last fiUl distressed Hudson so 
much that he appeared scarcely to have a 
puff of wind left m his body , his face was 
also covered witli claret. The mind of Josh, 
was eager to administer punishment; but 
his energy was leaving him fast. Cannon 
was determined to bustle the John Bull 
boxer, and attacked him gaily. The barge- 
man saw tho oxhansted situation of his op- 
opponet, and would not allow Hmbon to 
recover himself. Jokh. retreated, but fight- 
ing all the time, till he was bored to the 
ropes, when Cannon obtained the superi- 
ority BO clearly, that Josh, was fibbed 
severely down. The East-enders were now 
on the funk : hopes and fears alternately 
suocoedod ; but dismterested spootators were 
satisfied that Cannon must win. 

4. — This was a good round. The blows of 
Hudson were heaiy ; and Cannon found out, 
if not stopped, they were likely to prove 
dangerous. Tho bargeman put m a sharp 
hit in the wind wmoh made Josh, blow 
again ; however, Cannon’s mag riiowed the 
handiwork of Josh., and the claret was oon- 
spicuous about it.

Cannon, 
in a moat detarmined and dever aiylc, floored 
the John Ball ^hter like a ahot. Thia 
blow operated like tibo shook of an oarth- 
quake upM the nerves of the hackers of 
Josh. ; their peopors aeemod too big for thoir 
hoada, and they stared like stuck pigs. (The 
odds were dropped, and Cannon dooidodly 
the favourite.) 

11. *-Hudaon had not atrenffth enough to 
follow op hia wiahaa; indeed, it waa Sir 
John Fautaff in trouble. Go it, my Joehy ; 
it’s all your own,*’ “You can lick twenty 
countrymen yet.” “ When you say ‘No,* it 
will be a &e treat for Cannon;** and a 
thouaand other things wore uttered to in- 
spire the John Bull Fighter with new ardour 
for oonqueat. But Joah. seemed to have 
lost all his chaffing — ^the ouatomer before 
him was rather too aerioua for a joke, and 
his time waa too much occupied to attempt 
to be funny. Hudson, full of pluck, endea- 
voured resolutely to take the lead, and cer- 
tainly waa misohievous; but the bargeman 
was too good : he had the best of it, and 
threw Jo&. across the ropm. 

12. — This round was nnimportant. Can- 
non ali|ipod, and fell down while attempting 
to plant a hit. (“ He*s getting weak. Josh. ; 
Cannon will aoon out li” “ Walker,” re- 
plied Tom Oribb. “Out i^ indeed; why, 
he’s won it. Bat never mind; go on, and 
youH soon find it out,*’) 

18.— This was a bang-np round on both 
•ides, and Cannon fall of mischief. A ter- 
rible rally; no &voars asked; hit for hit 
given, till Hndson was almost abroad. In 
this rally Josh, pnt in a tremendons facer, 
that fbr an instant Cannon seemed almost at 
a staad-aitill, and in a state of stupor. He, 
l^ever, ieoovered» and got Hudson down. 
The Windsor folks were now all happiness, 
laugliiiig at the poor Cockneys and the 
knowing oaea. Doxiog the time Camion 
was on the gvound he also shoved great 
metieis; and if Hudgon had po sse ssed any- 
thing l&e his strength in former battles, 
he might have gone in now with a great 
chaaoeofiruinte. But poor Josh., oh leav- 
ing ,the knee orhis smnd, was tvioe as 
Aw nrhausted asCanaon; the chanoe and 
■wuBg was now 4s to font against him. 

Id^lfoihinf else bat hammering on both 


from wisty-eastoN, but Ceimon would not 
be denied, Hudson reoeived a tremendoos 
aobber that made his peepers roll again, and 
^e npmr works of Master Cannon were a 
Uttlo diaordored. la oloiiiig, Hudson got 
his nob throui^ the ropes, and in this um- 
fbrtunate sitaation Gannon played upon it as 
on a dram till he was tim, and then lot 
him down in a state of distress truly pitsoiis. 

15.— The exhausted state of Joui. at this 
period beggared description. A gasp of 
breath seemed worth “ a hundred'* to nun, 
so dreadfully was he distressed. He was 
like a man almost suffocated with asthma. 
Yet, anxious for victory, in opiMtion to the 
powerful effects of nature against his mind, 
ho came to the aoratoh full of pluck, Oon- 
non determined to turn eventixing to good 
account, arain put Josh, on the bnstio. lie 
closed witii the John Dull Fighter, and 
flbbod him down till nearly all me wind m 
his body had deserted him, (Two to ono on 
Cannon.) 

JG. — Tlio bargeman hod taken several 
good doses, and was a little sickish; but, 
uevertheloBS, he was the best man now— a 
guinea to a shilling. Hudson’s bottom was 
good to the end of the chapter ; but it might 
bo urged he was fighting for breath as well 
as for gloiy. It was impossible he could 
win : he was almost chokra witli fat. The 
bargeman planted a nobber that made the 
John Bull boxer quite abroad; fibbed him 
till he was tired, and finally floored Josh, 
with the utmost ease. The Dargemen, the 
yokels, and the Windsor folk united in one 
general shout for Cannon, and offered any 
odds. It was Windsor Castle, the Great 
Park, and all the deer in the bargain, to a 
potato patch against Hudson, and no chanoo 
to win. 

17 and last. — ^The exit of the John Bull 
boxer from the ropes was at hand. He was 
hrooght up to the scratch with grsat diffi- 
culty. Hudson still showed fight, but it was 
little more than putting up his hands. Gan- 
non, very unlike a nonce, saw there was no 
time to lose ; he rnsbod in and administered 
pepper, then, with a tremendous blow on 
the aide of the head, he floored his opponent. 
Oliver and Bandall picked up Jorii., but be 
was nearly insensible, and when time wm 
called he ooald not come to the seraioh. 
Borne little demur took place, and aloo some 
time elapsed in debate tietween the nmpfree 
on the subject ; but Spring being appeiUed 
to as a referee, decided that Catmoo vae the 
conqueror. The bargeman left the ring 
amidst the shouts of the populace, and wae 
driven off the ground in the baroudie of hie 
patron, with the oolouts flying* ete.

Till it not in tiM Weft ! Hear it not in the 
Beitl How tre the nighty ffiUen! How 
wdl th# yokelf triamph I and how will the 
Oobknep get rid of their griofP It if a 
eerere leiion for the John Bull Fightpr. 
Want of condition wae the rum of Brough- 
ton. We tnift it will not proro the ovor- 
throw of Joshua, and hope he will be re- 
memhernd for what he has douo, and have 
another shy to rnoovor his lost laurel. In 
the above Imttle the only thing nound in the 
John Bull Fighter was his heart ; and with 
all the dilapidating powers of Messrs. Shorry, 
Blaok Strap, and Oo., added to tlieir im- 
menso partnerships and overflowing oapital 
of ean-do»vie, daffy, jnngor-boor, heavy- 
wet, etc., they had not subdued that in- 
valuable artidfo, tlie heart of the bravo but 
fallen Joshua Hudson. But it should sooin 
tliat his friends, instead of training the John 
Bull of the P.U , rathor adntitnd the metdo 
pursued by tho^ mombers or tlio Agriuul- 
tural Sooioty, in fattening prise aninisils 
for the Smithfield Show. Wo were told 
Hudson had nothing to against — a 
mere novice, a muff, a yokel ; in fact, any- 
thing but a milling cove. Under this niiH- 
taken notion, tho heart of Josh. intiniatiMl 
to him it was no matter if ho '>uii as hig 
and as full of turilo-soup as an alderman, 
or possessed iho rotundity of abdomen of 
a Falstaff. He had only to peel in the 
ring, show his laughing, jolly men. fight a 
few rounds to put tlie polish on his adver- 
sary. the battle was his own. Jo«di 
trusted alone to his heart, and if that only 
had been wanted, his out-and-out truo 
courage doubtless would have brought him 
through the piece. If tho truth can bo 
asoortained, w<* verily lioliovo he weigher] 
nearly, if not ouite, tin<‘cn stone. lie is 
almost twice as big at tho present period as 
at the tune ho commcncod fighting in 1816. 
It is true. Josh cannot bo compared to, or 
called a second Daniel Ijambert : but it will 
not bo disputed tliat ho bears a groat resom- 
hlance to George Colman’s **'i\vo Single 
Gentlemen rolled inUi One." In a word, 
want of condition prevented him from hav- 
ing a chance of winning the battle ; but it is 
the opinion of many judges of prise fighting 
that Gannon is too good a man for Josh, 
under any circumstances. This opinion, of 
conxie, remains to be decided. After the first 
round, it appeared to ns that all his former 
gnia^ of manner had left him ; and towards 


ilia etmdoaiQn of the battle he hit oomplela^ 
round, aoaroa^ knowing what he waa about, 
and quite abroad. flie^Ane oonrage never 
deeerted him, and natnre kept the deaire 
for glory to tho laot effort. In the ring 
Ifndson did all that a man could perform, 
flis backers have no right to find fault with 
him being boaten, however they may 
feel dliposed to quarrel with him ror hia 
neglect of training. Jorii. was severely 
punished about the head: but all the mill- 
ing ho rcooivnd in the battle was a trifle light 
as air compared to the punishment of nis 
mind. Tho *' Popper,** in reality, proved 
himself a Cannon, produced a lend report, 
wont off well, hit numbers of persons mooh 
harder than they ozpooted, and left the field 
of battle with the proud title of conqueror 
affisod to it. No man has boon more mis- 
taken in being termed **a novioe** ihan 
Cannon: his oondnot in the ring rather 
showed him master of the mround than 
otherwise, and he never let a chance escape 
him. Ho will prove an ugly ousfiomor for any 
antagonist. Cannon hits out, and hard too. 
With his loft hand, not infenor to Josh. 
Hudson. The bargeman ought rather to be 
praised for his courage and his ambition, os 
things have turned out, than snoorod at for 
his presumption. Cannon soloctod Hudson 
as an opponent, notwithstanding the high- 
sounding pretmimons of tho latter, and tlie 
groat fame he bad acquired in the milling 
circles, as a boxer wortfiy of his attack. In 
obtaining tho victory, his judgment has 
proved to bo correct. It is worthy of re- 
mark, that during tho timo of tho bafttio 
between Ward ana Hudson, Cannon loudly 
observed, ** If th^ call tliis fighting, I thiiiK 
I can hex both of them.” Am again, when 
in training at Virginia Water, he met with 
fiongan, to whom ho said, ** I wish yon 
was as sure of winning yonr fight as 1 am of 
beating Josh. Hudson.” Cannon is much 
indobtM to his worthy patron, Mr. Hayne, 
for the high condition in which he entered 
tho ring, and also for some valuable tuition, 
llie veteran Bill Richmond, wo believe, en- 
deavoured to put Cannon awake to the 
movements of the ring ; and White-helped 
Bob, who had him under hie otte wlAle 
training, tried to make the bargeman "Ay.** 
It is said Oannon*8 ambition is gratified, and 
that he docs not intend again to appear in 
the P.B. 


We may here note that the sumu week that witnessed tbe downfol of f osb. 
Hudson saw the defeat of Barney Aaron by Axihut Matthewsonf of Binoiog* 
ham, and of Phil. Sampson, beaten by Jem Ward, a remarkable eeriei ni 
miaoalealatioDa by the knowing ones. 

Hudson met Cannon in the spootators’ part of the Fives Courts at Bioh* 
rnond’a benefit (Jnne 29, 1824), when bo told the Windfior hero he WOtild 
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him ^ ihne xnonthi for £200 a-^. Cannon nplied, ** Hb maitor 
had aaid he ahontd not fight under £500; but for himaelf, ho should not 
mind fighting Jodi. Ibr any sum.*' In consequence of this cooTerutioa, tbe 
following letter appeared in Pitret Sgaiit Lift in London. 


** In answer to Mr. Hudson's letter, losorted in vour vsln&bln paper of Biinday bit, 1 
have only to observe that my patron and backer, Mr. Hsyne, will not allow me to Aght 
under £o00 a«side. 

*' I oaimot eonoeive how Mr. Hudson should lie at a loss to make good his stakes. Rarely, 
after tbe ohaifinff of Mr. Randall at the Fives Oonrt, where he volunteered to come forwafil 
to the time of £B00, and the calls Mr. Hudson intends making in the nortliem, southern, 
eastern, and western parts of tlie kingdom, there will be htUo diffioulty (with the fifty my 
backer presents to him) in his making up his money. 

** Mr. Hudson ontressed a wish that T should name a day and place to make a deposit for 
the mill ; 1 therefore name Mr. Gnhh's, in Panton Stroe^ on Tuesday, Hie 17th of this 
month, when I shall be armed with the ready to auy amount that may accommodate Mr. 
Hudson. 

** I bog to^ take this opportunity of assuring tho sporting world tliot, dioold I enter the 
lists again with Mr. Hudson (and which 1 heartily desire may be the case), that it will be 
my last toxn-np in the prise ring. 

** 1 have to apologise for taking up so much of your valuable paper, but fooling it easen- 
ti^ly neoessa^ that somethmg like a decisive and perfectly unaorstood answer should be 
given to Mr. Hudson and the fancy, 1 have trospaBsod thus far.

“THOMAS CANNON. 


The sporting world at the cast end of the town wore so ooiiiident us to the 
BttccosB of the John Bull Fighter,” in his second contest with Cannon, that, 
in addition to tho liberal gift of £50 by Mr. llayne, they made up the 
remaining £450 without delay, and the battle was fixed for Tuesday, 
NoTomber 28, 1824. It was proposed by Mr. Hayne that tho men should 
fight on a stage, a proposal induced by the fact that in tho former fight some 
fkiends of Josh, had cut the ropes when they found the fates wore adverse to 
their pet, and had attempted to create a disturbance and wrangle. Tho pro* 
position was at once acceded to by the real backers of Hudson, who hod not 
been parties to the misconduct of his admirers ; and it was stipulated in ths 
articles that the batUe should come off on a stage, similar to that on which 
bpiing and Langaa fought at Chichester. Matters having been thus amicably 
arranged, Josh, went into close training, determined to do all that could be 
done to get himsdf into fitting condition to justify tho confidence that had 
been placed in him. Cannon, who, fh>m following the calling of a bargee at 
WindsoTy bad been elevated to the dignity of gamekeeper to Mr. Hayne, also 
took imaaenae pains with himself. Jodi, had to reduce himaelf to the extent 
about twenty pounds, end this task he manfully accomplishedi and his 
Mnight on the day of battle was exactly thirteen stone ton pounds. His con- 
ation wes anefa that his fiiends backed him in some coses at fire to fimry and 
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eammodj at guineas to pounds. Cannon, like bis antagonisti was also {n 
prime twig : he had not a superfluous eunoe of flesh, and his weight was 
thirteen stone one pouna. 

The nomination of the placo of fighting was left to Mr. Jaokson, who 
reoeivod applications from sundry places to bring the mill to certain districts. 
Among other towns, AndoTcr, Peterborough, and Warwick were liberal in 
their oiTers of reward to tho men. At length the adrantages appeared in 
favour of Waiwiek, and thither accordingly Mr. Jackson ordered that tho 
men should proceed. Tho race-course was, as in tho case of Spring and 
Langan at Worcester, ])refcrred as the scone of action, and an agent was sent 
down from London, who, in conjunction with the clerk of tho course and a 
lommittee of gtuUcmen, made the requisite arrangements. 

As it was expected that Bomoy Aaron and Dick Curtis wore to fight on 
the same stage as the big ones — although in tho end this battle did not take 
place — of course Uie spectacle was doubly attractive, and tho attendance pro- 
portionably great. For udmibbi(»n to the grand stand the charge was 10#., 
while to the different wagons round the outer ring tho figure varied from 
2#. ad. to 5#. Tho proceeds of the stand. ngs in wagons were divided equally 
between tlic boxers and tho ring constables. Tho regulations for preserving 
order were first-rute, os, in addition to tho knights of the mawley themselves, 
there were twenty-five regular constables with their staves of office to assist, 
llio men arrived on tho ground about half-past twelve o’clock, and riioitly 
afterwards mounted tho stage ; Josh, attended by Peter Crawley and PhiL 
Sampson, and Cannon w'aited upon by Tom Spring and Tom Gribb. Mr. 
Woodward vras chosen umpire for Josh., and Captain Badford for Cannon, 
ond those two gentlemen nominated the squire,” Osbuldcston, of racing and 
hunting renown, to bo referee. These wore the days when the patronage of 
sporting men raised the character of tho assemblages at the ring-side. Mr. 
Jackson, to fill up tho interval of expectancy, called upon Jem Ward to show 
his arm to tho amateurs. That boxer did so, and an eminent surgeon of the 
vicinity pronounced its symmetry to excel any arm he had ever seen. Tom 
outer also stripped, and Mr. Jackson placed him in various attitudes to 
exhibit the action and beauty of the muscles of the trunk and arms* Tho 
arms of White-headed Bob” (Ked Baldwin) and of Phil. Qpunpson were 
riiown, and declared to bo studies for tho sculptor and modeUerof the higheet 
interest On stripping. Cannon was obviouriy in the better oouditioii* Hiia 
fleidk was hard as ivory, and as dear and bright Josh, looked perfbotly

duoed a general cheer ftem the Jeriinaitee. 
Cannon topk it kind^, and rushed forward 
with alacrity; he hit Josh, on the potato 
trap, which drew forth another mrple 
ctream. This led to an unsparing rally, in 
which both men gave and took with as* 
tonishing fortitude. Josh., in thie tnsilo, 
again received heavily on the mnssle, and 
was about to return, when Ctnnon, from the 
slippery state of the boards, foil on his 
knees. 

4. — Both came np in true John Bull style, 
Oannon preserving his original atraighWmr- 
ward guard, and Josh, workiim for an open* 
ing. He got it, and eanght.iOannon on the 
nob. Oannon took without fiinohing, and 
returned with activity. It was a fine speci- 
men of unshrinking courage on both sidee, 
and slaahiiw bits snooeeded each other, right 
and left. In the end, Cannon slipped down, 
while Jorii. stood firmly on his legs. Borne 
thought this was a knock«down olow, but 
the fall was attributable only to the wetness 
of the stage. Josh, was loudly obeered by 
his friends. 

5. ->*Caonon was first on his legs when 
time was called, bnt in rising showed the 
punishing effects of the last round ; still he 
was fresher than Josh., and commenced his 
handiwork, and as he loomed to stop, Josh, 
countered terrifically on hti right ogle. 
Another desperate interchange took place, 
till the men closed. After a vigorous 
wrestle JDannon threw his man close to the 
rails. Poor Josh, fell on his face, and the 
crimson spurted from his month. 

6. — Many thought it was all up with Josh, 

in the lest round; but liis seconds were on 
the alert, screwed hie nob to the right bear- 
ing, and he again came up with ondi* 
miniabed although a very ngly 

study for an artist. He rushed to his man 
with true game, and in his oharaotoristio 
style planted a heavy blow on CannoiiVi left 
cheek, close to the eye, on which he inflicted 
a cut, and nearly shut up thatshop. Osimon 
wae again active, and followed his man to 
the stakes, when a rally followed, and ulti- 
mately Josh, went down on his hsads and 
knees. Both were weak. 

7 . — Both men on reaching the semtoh 
were distressed, but Josh.*t beDcwe went the 
fiutest. Jodi, retreatod, md was etosslv 
followed; he, however, hit straight ftom his 
dioolder, and made hu mark; out Geinioiit 
nothing behind, latuiaed the compUmsal 
with atonifio sneeeer. A ftnmple followed, 
•ad Josh, was tevarely hiL and foil hsarily. 

B..— It was now manifoet to alt that Osn- 
mm was the slroiigect man a^d hi the bari

ia fMit tho good jodgoi ihooght J<Mh. had 
»o bhuioOi Ob oomhig to tho oMOiilt, how- 
em, hofch moB nero groggTi ond ahhoogh 
thoy iAtmbaiigod blowi^ tho offoot woo m 
very Bfipareiit. A gentle tap on Gaanon*a 
old tore anifted in eompleting that part of 
tha mark, and tho oyo vraa oonipletely eloaed. 
Cannon now bored in with undeniable emrit, 
and a atraggle took place for tho fall. Joih. 
had the advantage, and tlirew Cannon, bnt 
aflenrarda lolJoa orer h.»< The fidl wm 
not of an efleetive chancier. 

9. — Cannon came np iMier than Joah., 
and mntnal hlowa wore given, neither 
ahrinking from their weight. It was all 
tnaide and pnniahment. Gannon at laat 
■lipped down, and it was etill thought pro- 
bahia that Joah. might oome round and win. 

10. — Both came np dreadfully puniahed, 
Oaanon'a remaining ^le getting the worm 
for wear, and Joah. diatUhng the Bnrgundy 
in half a doien directiona. Again djd the 
men show their unshaken fortitude: there 
wae no retreating, bnt milling in the firat 
style. At laat they came to a stand-atill, 
SM thdr blows were as powerlem as if they 
wore the gloves. In the close both wont 
down, Cannon under. 

11. — Chnnon's left oheok, on coming to 
the eoratch, was bleeding, but still he wae 
drat to the call, and again ahowed his supe* 
riority of oondltion by his active readinem. 
He mshed in to 6ght, but was met boldly by 
Josh., and interchanges followed. Cannon, 
in getting away, ahpped on his crupper a 
third time : his shoes were without spikes or 
nails, which rendered this accident more 
freouent 

18.— Both came up steady, but Joah. was 
** piping all hands. A longer spar, or 
rimer stand-stiU, took place in this round, 
before oommonoing, than had occurred dur* 
ing the fight. At laat Cannon let fly with 
his right on Josh.’s canister, and Josh, re- 
tttiBea heavily on hie smeUcr. (** Well dona, 
Jodi.*') Bustle followed— tap and tap— 
when Gannon once more slippea down. 

18.— Sparring for hreath. Joah. on the 
rttteat. At length Cannon delivered an 
Bgly compliment with his left on Josb.*s 
mng. Jodi, returned, and they both fought 
thnctalrae.

and at length Cannon dipped down.

14— Gannon bit foA. with hie left, end

Both BMULia font 
hit W there was not a hit left, m ia this 
roand Josh.'s head came heavily in cemtart 
with one of the aide slakM, (The odda were 
now two and three to one on Caanon, but 
there was not much betting.) 

16.— Joih. had dearly bobked hi m ed f for 
a soil in ehaacery; bat Sampeon eselaimed 
that he was better on comiw to the mark. 
Both were aanous for the amy, and, msh- 
ing ia, they struggled to the stakes, where 
several hits were esehanged ; but adtber of 
the men were capable a doing execution, 
Tbev embraced, not very lovingly, and stmg- 
glea hard for the folL Jodi. ||^ it( and w 
on hie man, bnt the exertion did him more 
harm thsa good, and Cannon wae not much 
hurt. 

16and last.— The men fought to the etakee, 
and here they hit at each ^er, change for 
change, like smithe at an anvU, but they 
were noth powerlem in their blows. Josh., 
however, was evidently in the wont slate, 
end wee vednoed to a complete dddrum. 
At laat they broke firom the etekee, and 
Cannon, grappling his men, threw him a 
tremendous fall, aropmng on him aa he foil. 
It waa now all U P. Josh.’a head had come 
in contact with the boards, and his frame was 
shaken to a stand-still. Sampaon picked 
him np, and did all he could to awaken him 
to time. It wes in vain, however: his 
time for fighting had ceased, and he could 
oome no moro. Cannon did not aeem oou- 
soions that it was all over, and advanced to 
tho scratch. Spring, however, threw up his 
hat, and a general shont announced the tor* 
mination of the oonteet, in a fow seconds 
under twenty minutes, (fonnon had some 
heavy hots on himself, snd has dsaved np* 
wards of £1,000 by his exertions, which will 
tile him for the rest of hiS life. All the 
knowing ones were floored : they made oer- 
tain of Joih.*s snooem, and bammd him in 
large sumi. The East-endevs were dread* 
fully ehop-foUen at this second diiappoiBt* 
ment of their hopes, and downfol to thefar

On Norember 29, 1824, Oatmoii loft London with £750 fif his winnings, 
with the intention of opening a tavom at Windsor, with Krs. Cannon. 

Eorly in 1825 (Februaiy 15), in compliance with a desire of the amateurs, 
Tom Cannon gaTe a sparring exhibition at the Fi^es Oonrt, in which Josh, 
and himself fought their battle of Warwick over again with tho mufflers. 
Josh, was prononnoed, despite his fut, to hare tho best of tho ** science,*’ but 
the activity was with Cannon. Bravo, Josh.!” at each hit or stop, 
resounded from all parts of the Court at c^uch manoDUvro of the old favourito. 
The bills and advertisements were headed Tom Cannon, tho Champion of 
England,” and a challenge for £1,000 was given to any disputant of his 
title. Tho door-money was over £100, oxolnsivo of the sale of private 
tickets. 

Cannon now went on a tour, after winning a foot-race of 200 yards with 

Squire Smith,” at Shopperton, for a stake of £20 a-sidc, Fobniary 19, 
1825, in handsome style. In the following month we find him at Brighton, 
with his patron, Mr. Hayne, where matches at billiards and wrestling had 
been mado by Mr. Hayne with a well-known Irish adventurer, Mr. Caraoy. 
At billiards Mr. Hayne bod chosen the celebrated Jonathan (Kentftcld) as his 
representative. It would appear that Mr. Camoy caught Mr. Hayne upon 
the bustle” early one morning, and backed himself for 100 guinoas, p. p., 
100 up, Hr. Hayne to find a player who should give him (Carney) 70 points 1 
and this without consulting Jonathan on tho matter. At the same timo Mr. 
Hayne backed Cannon to wrestle with Mr. Camoy, collar and elbow,” for 
£50 a-side, “best of three falls.” Jonathan, winning the toss, named bis 
own table in Hanebester Street, for the tiial of skill. There was a great 
muster of sporting men on Thursday, March 24, 1825, and ton to one was 
betted that Mr. Hayne would forfeit. There was little betting on the play, 
as it was tho general opinion that tho odds wero preposterously great 
Contum offered £20 to £15 that Carney won. The affisdr was over in 
eighteen minutes^ Gamey winning straight “ off the boUe,” so soon as be got 
the one in hand. Camej played with judgment and coolness, and won the 
match with credit to himself. He dedinod another match with Ibrt^ given. 
With regard to the wrestling, the fbUowing placard was posted in Brir^ton : 

“ Ireland’s Bojrsl Ground wHl bo a scene of groat attraction this day 
(Thnieday). A wnetiing match, for a heavy stake, will take place between 
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Oamon from Windsor (tho celebrated pogDist) and a sportiiig gentkmaa 
amateur from Ireland, at two o'clock; the best of three frUs* In additioa 
to which, the art of self-dofenco will be exhihited by White-headed Bob mud 
Oaynor, with other g3rmna8tio sports. Price of admission, 2r. The large room 
will bo appropriated entirely for tho ladies who may honour the above manly 
exhibition with their presence. Every attention will be paid to render the 
amusements highly interef^ting to tho visitors." 

The crowd at ** Irelond’s Ground" was immense, and there was no end of 
wrangle as to the true definition of ** collar and elbow,” the Carney division 
determining to have the pull" on their side, if possible. Then arose the 
question os to whether the game allowed the elegant and humane practice of 
kicking each other's shins. Mister Carney had come with his legs swathed 
in woollen list ; but at la«tt Cannon took olf his boots, Carney divested him- 
self of his bandages and heavy shoos, and it was finally settled that the 
umpires should place the hands of the wrestlers on each other's shoulders 
and elbows, and leave them. Cannon was dressod in a new jacket and 
breeches, without any handkerchief on his neck. Camoy wore an old bluo 
dress coat and light pantaloons ; his fine figure was much admired. We 
romombor him well al>out town, in his latter and latter days, when he was a 
Qonstant frcquentcT of Silver Ifell,” near Leicester Square, and perpetually 
engaged in legal or personal war with the notorious Barnard Gregory and 
the SnUriat newspaper ; his six foot of height, and fifteen or sixteen stone of 
weight, still marking him as an opponent one would rather lot alone than 
challenge. 

There was little in tho mutch to call for description. Cannon declared he 
did not understand the 8t}lo of wrestling After a short straggle, Carney 
auecoeded in tripping his man, and bringing him almost sideways to the 
ground. Cannon denied it was a " back-fall." The umpires disagreed, but 
the referee gave it to Carney. £10 to £5, and then £30 to £10, were 
offered on Carney. After some play the men were down in a scramhling 
fall ; Cannon was on his knees, and Carney fell over him. This was declared 
** No fall." Tho third and deciding bout was more spirited* Cannon tried 
to diow off, but Camey, with great activity, ** heeled" his man so deverly* 
that down went " tho Great Gun" clean on his hack. Cannon jumped up, 
and with the utmost good humour exclaimed that he liad lest the match. 
He repCNited that ho didn't understand the game." The Irhole waa over 
in eight minutes. 

WhitOilmaA^ <uad Osjmxt next made their bows, and aet-to. Tho 
talents of tbe " White-nobbed One" gave him the best of although OvjfWKf 
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exalted himself to give satasfimtioii. It was expected Oenium would Imve 
had ft turn with Baldwiu ; but the Great Ouu” immedifttdy set off for the 
metropelift Five^^audotwcuty pounds were collected at the doors, whidi were 
distributed among the candidates for fame, Mr* lieland reserving one-fifth for 
the use of his grounds. Mr. Carney, however, generoudy made the host a 
present of his share. 

Oaimon^s pretensions to the ohampiondiip were not allowed to remain 
unohallenged. Jem Word put in his claim, and, as already recorded,* on 
July 19, 1825, at Warwick, Gannon was defeated, in ton rounds, occupying 
ten minutes only. The heat of the weather was so intense that several 
persons fainted and were carried from the ground. Cannon stood £200 eff 
his own money, and £200 in his backer’s bets. During the dispnte at 
TatterfudVs about the stakes, Tom publicly said, that as £200 of the batOe- 
money belonged to him, that should be given to Ward, whatever might be 
done with the rest. He added, that he should like another trial with Ward, 
but that he had lost all his spare cash. 

In August, 1825, Tom Gannon and Peter Crawley starred” it at the 
Coburg (now the Yictoria) Theatre in a piece called ''The fight at War- 
wick,” which, we are told, was attractive and lucrative to the managementf 

Cannon’s next match was with Ned Neale (see Life of Nxalx, pout), 
the Btreatham Youth, which was decided in un enclosure at Warftehl, 
Berks, February 20, 1827. Neale proved the winner in thirty minutes, 
after twenty-two hard-fought rounds. The odds were at one time in Tom’s 
favour, who attributed his defeat to a severe hurt in the shoulder from a 
heavy fisll. 

This was Cannon’s last public appearance as principal within the ropes. 
In November, 1827, Tom seconded Jem Bum in his second fight with Ned 
Neale, on the same ground at Warfield. The day was wretchedly damp and 
wintry, and Cannon caught so severe a cold that he was laid up with lum- 
bago, and for several months was a cripple. Cannon still found a friend in

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Ifr. Hayna. Though that geutlman bad retired from ** the tuf and ring^** 
be placed him in the CoBtlo, in Jermjn Street, St. Jatnee’a. Here, through 
hia and attention, he was well supported for a time ; but Tom’s 

friends wore off, and now ones came not. His health, too, was precarious, 
and he retired from business, not upon a competency, we regret to say. Tor 
nearly eighteen yearn Tom disappeared from an active part in ring affairs, 
and resided at Btrand-on*thc-Grccn, in tho capacity of a swan-watcher for 
the Corporation. Hovero attacks of the gout and rheumatism disqualifying 
him from all ezertioh, he fell into a state of hypochondria, and on Sunday, 
the 11th of July, 1858, terminated his cxisteuce by suicide with a pistol, in 
tho sixty-ninth year of his age, leaving a constant and attentive widow in 
narrow circumstauces to lament his loss. Jem Burn and some pther friends 
of the dd school kindly strove to alleviate her forlorn condition. 
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OHAWER IV. 

JOSH. HUDSON, “THE JOHN BULL FIGHTER” 

1816-1826. 

Awnrft tiie names which a pngilistic Flutorch might find difficult to 
paialld tar lion-hearted, fearless, and indomitable pluck, that of Joah. 
Hndnm may be feirly cited. “The John Boll Tighter,'’ as his and 

admirers at the East-end fondly called him, fought his way into the battle of 
life at Botherhithe, on the 21st of April, 1797. Although fond of a mill 
from his youth upwards, tiie juvenile John Bull earned the charaotor of a 
thorough good-natured fellow, and this ho preserved through life. Thoie 
was no ferocity in Josh.'s composition, though once aroused in the fight his 
hitting was truly terrific, and his gamcness in reoeiTing as remsrkable as his 
readiness in lefiising to take an advantage of bis adversary. Joah. was by 
no means on niunfonned man, and, barring a propensity for practical jokes— 
a common thing in his day— remarkably inoffensive. 

Joeb.’s fiirst reported contest was with Jack Payne, the butdier, at Hart- 
ford Brim, Oetober 22, 1816, for ten guineas a-side. Jack, when he jdeassd, 
could fight well, but he was thou^t, not without reason, to lose ^nsk 
whenever he hsd not the “lead” in his hands. He soon found he had 
“eauiht • Itsttar” in young Josh., fi>r in thirty-five minutes he oiiod 
“enough!” 

Our hen now flew at higher game, and ehoUengod Aby Bdoseo. After 
a determined battle of one hour and thirty minutes the aflUv ended in a 
wnaf^; Gkik and Peter Warren, who seconded Josh., taking their man 
away. Bdaaeo, however, got the stakes. 

Sndson'a nest battle was with Street, April 6, 1817, which he won in 
one hoar and ten minutes. In “Boxinaa,” vbL ii., p. 477, “Street” is 
oelleii “Oonaalfy.” It was David, Jodi.’s brother, who fin^ and hart 
Oamwity. Tom Offivar and CSaik seconded Josh, in tide brttla.

of twenty goinoai^ June 10, 1817. Biebmond oad Hony Holt aeoonded 
Joih,, wbo won domly in thirty minutoi. 

ThompooDi nn Emox coachman, and rather fluit with hia Bata, fancied ToaL 
for a ^^tonner,” end challenged him within aix weoka of the laBt-named 
battle. They fought at Woolwich, July 17, 1817, when, in twenty^flte 
minutoa, Thompaon dropped hia whip and declined any forther prooeodinga. 

JoA. haring in a apree milled the wrong peraon,” waa bound orer by 
keep the magiatratea to keep the peace for twelve montha. He determined to 
cut of the way of mischief for that period, eo engaged himaelf aa butcher on 
board tho Surat Castle, Indiaman. Fierce Egan embellishee this voyage with 
fights with nobodies, to fill up the story of Josh.*s sea life. On his return, 
Hudson accepted the L^iullenge of a formidable Chatham caulker, oi the name 
of Bowen. Thia rough and ready customer stood aix foot two inohea in hia 
stockings, and weighed thirteen atono and a half without an ounce of super- 
fiuoua fieah ; while Josh, drew ten atone seven pounds- at scale. The battle 
waa truly desperate; but in seventeen minutes Josh, was knocked out of 
time. This occurred on March 25, 1819. 

Josh, lost no time in emerging fiom the cold shade of defeat, and on 
Tuesday, April 17, 1819, a month after the last event, he entered the ropes 
with Williams, the waterman, for ton guineas a-side, in Essex, opposite to 
Woolwich Warren. There were 5,000 persona present, aay the reports at 
the time* Hudson was the favourite at five to four. At thirteen minutes 
past one Tom Owen and Donnelly conducted Josh, into the ring, followed by 
Williama, who waa seconded by Tom Oliver and Harry Holt The firrt 
three rounds were full of muucsuvring, and decidedly in fovour of the water- 
man; but when Josh, came to force the fighting, the scene waa quickly 
changed. Tho waterman, however, proved a truly gamd man: he waa 
terribly punished before the sponge waa thrown up; and Josh., too, had 
napped it heavily. It was on both aides a manly fight and Jorii. was pro- 
phesied by Tom Owen— who dabbed him ** hia boy as likely to take a top 
piaoe among the boxers of England. 

On the 24th of August, 1819, at the renowned battle-field of Houlaey, 
after Cy. Davis had beaten BoriieU, a purse of 25 was maiiA up on 

the ground, and Jack Scroggina (Johjt Paijcxb, see hia lifo in voL i.) a^eed 
to fight Joidi. Hudson for the amount Tom Owen and SutlhHi eaquiied 
Hudson, Hanry Hanner and Tom Shelton picked up ** Seroggy.** Sofog^na 
hesitated, aay^, he had been drinking overnight and waa in bad eondition: 
but added tba daring Hitle aailor, ** Here goea— 111 have a diy fiar it*’ 
The fight requires but little description ; Scroggins rusted headlong at hia 
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opponent^ wtambling fer ft hit» and often losing his bsknoe. Tosh., on the 
contracj, wfts steady, and nobbed the enoe fomidaUe hero with stupefying 
offset When Berdggtns fell at the dose of round one, two to one was offered 
on Tosh,, and soon after three to one waa without takers. At the end of the 
sixth round Tom Owen exdaimed, It’s your own, Josh., my boy ; you don’t 
want any seconding. Meet him as he comes in — one more liko that, and the 
Spence’ yon shall have.” In the elerenth and last round Scroggins OTor- 
reached himself and came down on his knees, when Josh, caught him a 
stinger on the side of the head. ** Foul, foul I” '‘Fair, fair !” echoed from 
all sides of the ring, for the rough and ready " merry-andrew of the ring” 
had many fHends. The umpires decided the blow to be unintentional, and 
ordered them to " go on.” Scroggins refused, declaring ho " was not used 
ikir.” The purse was then awarded to Hudson. Scroggins, during the first 
few rounds was as full of antics os a clown in a pantomime, but soon became 
oonvinced that he was getting the worst of it, and broke off with an attempt 
to " snatch a Terdiot.” About this |ieriod Phil. Sampson, the Birmingham 
Youth, who had, ns will be seen by his biography, a talent for quarrellhig 
with his Mends, fell out, Phil., more stia, talking about " serving out” Josh, 
at the first opportunity. Hence, after Ned Turner and Martin had left the 
ring (see Life of ToanEH, rol. i.), on the 26 th of October, IBID, at Walling- 
ham Common, Surrey, ten guineas a-side haying been posted, and a ten 
guinea purse subscribed by the P. C., Sampson intimated his readiness to meet 
Jodi., and the John Bull Fighter stepped into the ring with alacrity.

Hudson, from the game and milling talents he had displayed, was next 
matched against Jock Martin, for SO guineas a-side, which took ploce at 
Oolnbrook, on Tuesday, December 14, 1819, when, in the second loand, 
Kwlson’s shouldor was dislocated, and of course he lost the battle. (See the 
Life of hroBTiN in toI. i.) 

In the course of the evening after the battle, Hudson, in company with a 
friend, colled at the house of Abrams (Little Puss), near the Koyalty Theatre, 
to take a glass of liquor. One Ouyly, a big costermonger, took up some 
money which was upon the tap-room table, belonging to Hudson, and refused 
to return it. The coutage of Josh, made him forget the crippled state of his 
shouldor for the instant, and he k^t fly so fM)\ercly upon the nob of Onyly 
that the saucy costermonger quickly gave bock the cash. Owing to this 
circumstance a report got into circulation that it was untrue that Hudson’s 
shoulder had ever been put out by Martin. 

An off-hand match woe mode for Hudson against Basher, a determined 
Welshman, a butcher belonging to Whitechapel Market. The latter boxer 
hod the weight of Josh. ; nevertheloss, he fought Basher ten guineas to eight. 
This contest took place at Plaistow, in Essex, on Tuesday, January 11, 1820. 
Hudson was seconded by Owen and his brother David ; Basher by Mendoga 
and Cy. Davis. It occupied twenty-nine minutes and a half, and fifteen 
rounds. After the first round, whidi was tremendously contested, Hudson 
had it all his own way. The science displayed by Josh, was much admifed, 
and he made many clever feints with his left hand, to get the right wdl into 
play. Bariier was covered with daret, and his gameness astonished eaerj 
one present, but he was too slow in his movements. He was fiooced in the 
last round; and on coming to himself wanted to renew the fight. 

Hudson, still continuing to rise in the estimation of his friendly was hebked 
aghinot Benniworth, the Essex champion, the hero of the conntry for ievaiil 
ndlea round, for 50 guineaa a-side.

Joflh. was suddenly called into action with Spring at Moulscy Horst, on 
Tuesday, June 27, 1820, for a purse of £20; and, notwithstanding the dis- 
parity of size, weight, and science between the combatants, Hudson showed 
himself a good man. (See the Memoir of Spbiko, toI. ii.) 

Hudson, during the time he was at Norwich, had a battle with Abmham 
Bekio# in the long room at Gurney’s Bowling Green, July 19, 1820. In 
this oontesti whibh might be termed for honour, Jo8h.’s shoulder went in and 
out three times. 

Moulsqr Hurst, on Tuesday, December 5, 1820, was again the favourite 
hit of turf ” finr a genteel mill between a swell of the name of WiUiaine said 
Josh. HudaoiL Williams was unknown to the mass of sporting men; but 
those poMoni who knew him pretended to be acquainted with his prime 
B|hting qoalitiee, and chaffed all the old ring goers out of oouoeit of their 
ewn judgment^ end Williams was the IkTonritef sue and five to fo4r* This 
sort of wUiper^ importanoe was alto kept up at friendly Bob Lawrenos’s, 
the Ae4 Xioci St Haaipton, where the fancy met to take a hit h umak 
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before they crossed the water, and make their books’^ complete. Bich- 
mond, downy as a hammer, spoke in raptures of the swell's superior science 
with the gloves. Bill Bales, who had stood before Williams many times, 
nay, who had given him instructions several years back, pronounced him '' a 
downright slaughterer.” The Master of the Rolls was quite infatuated with 
this pink of the gloves. Martin had tried him again and again, and not 
having found Williams ” wanting,” was this day £50 the worse for his 
opinion* Tom Bhelton was also led away by the stream, and Spring was 
taken in upon the same suit. Oliver, too, was out of bis know, and out of 
pocket in consequence. Cocker hod nothing to do with the fight in question ; 
indeed, who could make any calculation about an unknown man ? Randall 
and Belcher, somehow or other, were persuaded into the good milling 
qualities of their hero ; in short, there was a sort of fashion attached to the 
betting. Tlie ” Swell” was supported and brought forward by the swells. 
Judgment was shoved, as it were, into the backgi*ound, or else a novice in 
the ring would never have been baeked, at high odds, against a well-known 
bigh-oouraged man, one who hud often been put to the tost, and admitted to 
be a boxer of talent. But then the shoulder of Hudson was ricketty ; no 
dependence could be pl.vced upon it. Things went on in this manner till 
about a few minutes before one o'clock, when Williams appeared and throw 
his hat into the ring, followed by Belcher and Randall as his seconds. The 
look of Williams was swellish in the extreme. He bowed in the most 
graceful manner, and there was a superior air about him. He paced the 
ring up and down for about eight minutes, when Josh., with his white 
topper, a fancy upper Benjamin, and a blue bird’s eye round his neck, came 
brushing along and threw his castor into the ring. He immediately went up 
to Williams and shook hands with him in the true open-hearted English 
style. To witness the manly act, tliis characteristic trait of Britons, is 
worth more in its influence upon society than the perusal of a thousand 
canting essays tending to fritter down the courage of Englishmen. Willisms 
observed to Hudson, that he hoped there was no animosity between them* 
” Not in the least,” said he ; ” We are going to fight for a prise, and to see 
which is the best man.” Tom Owen and Ned Turner were the seconds for 
Josh. The latter tied his colours (yellow) to the stakes, and Randall oofnrod 
thorn with the blue of Williams. Owen, who had never seen ”the Swell" 
till he entered the ring with ” his boy” Josh., observed to the latter, Why, 
my chaff-cutter, if you don't go and lick this Bond Street blade in a 
the white topper shall never more be placed on your nob* Hy dear boy, the 
Euat against West End for milling.”

Rbmarkr. — in the short spaoe of 
nine miimtes, Josh, defeated this mneh* 
vaunted <^ponent. After remaining a short 
time in a state of slopor, Williams came to 
liiM reooUoction, and asked if it was over, 
llio flasli side wore completely floored in 
cnnsequonce, according to themselves, of 
their calculating upon Josh. ’s shoulder giv« 
ing way. The Swell showed great steadi- 
neiia in the first round, which occupied 
upwards of three minutes; but afterwards 
had no chance, and found out tlie great dif- 
ference between sparring end fighting. In- 
stead of losing so much time in sparring in 
the first round, as he was clearly a stale 
man, he ought to have gone to work. He 
oould hit hard, and most certainly did not 
want for knowledge of tho soionoe. Bnt ho 
was too old to take ; his mind might be firm 
enough to endure punishment, bnt his frame 
ooulo not stand it. At all events, he dionld 
have oommonced pugilism (if he wished to 
obtain a high place in tho prise ring) some 
seventeen or eighteen years earlier. Drum- 
mers and boxers, to acquire excellence, must 
begin voung. There is a peculiar nimble- 
ness of the wrist and pliancy of tlie shoulder 
roquinxl, that is only obtained by early 
praotico. Youth and strength, however, are 
indispensable ingredients in a pugilist. Hie 
bat^kers of Williams, t.c., those sfflateori 
who mado the match fur him, had no right 
to complain of his conduct. There wee 
nothing of tlio cur about him ; on the con- 
trary. he fought like a game man; he never 
said “Ho,” and he tried to win the battle 
till he lost sight both of his opponent end 
friends.

Josh, could not return the favour till he 
hod put the pot and glass out of his hand, when the John Bull honor eaufi^t 
hold of Ford, and put in such a shower on his nob that he roared out for 
help, and begged of the company to take Josh, away from him, if they did 
not wish to see him (Ford) mnrdorcd ! Josh, offered to accominodate Ford 
any time in a public ring, if he liked it, but observed that ho must take no 
more liberties in iVitare with his head, or he should answer before ”tbo 
beak” for such conduct.* 

In June, 1821, Josh., by way of keeping the game olive, offered to fight 
Tom Oliver for £100 a-side; and in October of the same year sent the

A match was made immediately after the above forfeit between Hudson 
and tho Chatham Caulker for £100 a-side. Bowen, six feet two inches in 
licight, as tho reader has seen, hud defeated Josh, a few years before, at 
Chatham, in seventeen minutes. David Hudson had likewise surrendered to 
his conquering arm.

The second match was made betwesen Hudson and Shelton for £ 100 a-sido, 
but on Thursdaj evening, Muy 23, 1623, Josh, and his friends attended at 
Shelton’s house to make his money good for the fight on the ensuing 10th of 
June. The money of Hudson, fifty sovereigns, lay on the table for ten 
minutes. Shelton in reply, said ho was under recognisances, and should not 
fight nor would ho forfeit. Thus the battle went off, and Hudson received £ 30. 

Hudson was anxious to make a match with Neat, but the friends of the 
latter never appeared at the scratch, Hudson attended at Bandall’s house 
for the purpose on May 30, 1823.

The following remarks were made respeotiiig the milling capabilities ot tne 
combatants previous to the match • 

<<The friends of the Black Diamond in the rough (Jem Ward) flatter 
themselves he is so much polished by his recent experiments on the nobs of 
the provincials, as to be able to take a high number among tho motropolitaa 
boxors. Ward, in point of frame, is a second Hen. Pearce, so say the ould 
ones ; and his chest is thought to be equal in point of anatomicol beauty 
immense strength to any boxer on the P. L. Ward is likewise a moat scien- 
tiflo fighter^ active on his legs, and mills on the retreat in first-rate style. 
The principal drawback is said to be, that he is more of a tapper than 
a heavy punishing hitter ; and it is also a question at present, which time 
con only answer (in order to make his resemblance to tho Chicken oomidete), 
whether the little but important word * gome* is to bo added to his character. 
Ward, on account of his youth, is much fancied by a great part of the 
betting world at the west end of the metropolis, who assert, and back their 
opinion, ho will win it easily. On the contrary, something like grief has 
escaped the lips of the coveys near the Mint ; and tho Sage of the East has 
also been caught on the sly wiping his ogles, that necessity should compel 
the * two Stars of the East’ to bo opposed to each other. Josh, and Ward 
being positively in wont of a job, and sooner than remain idle, or stand still, 
are anxious to take each other by the hand, no opponents from any part of 
the kingdom offering to enter the lists with them. Their match seems made 
upon the same principle as that of the late Tom Johnson and Big Ben. 

* Tommy,* said the latter, * you and I never fell out, and that is the reason 
why 1 think we ought to fight.’ This is exactly the opinion of the John 
Bull Boxer, who delights in fighting, but detests quarrelling^ laughing 
heartily at the incidents of a mill, wd weeping over any real distress. Great 
sums of msmsj aie already betted upon the battle between Hudson and 
Ward* The former hero is thought to be too fleshy ; but his lion-hearted 
courage, among his staundi admirers, overbalanoes all defects ; and numbers 
take Joib^ for ehoioe, wiiilh others are so fond of him as to bet the odds.’* 

The fij^t took place on the 11th of November, 182fi, on Ifoulsey Hurst 
Hudson was the Ihvoorite at six to four some days before the battle ; but by 
a dodge on the evening when the final stakea were to be made good, he 
vedneed tlie betting to eveni^ and finally six to fbnr on Ward. He stnfiM 
himself into a great eoat| a dma coat, and seven or eight under waistooess, 
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y/^iieh gave him mirh a pufTy appi^aniticft that many mn of hia own friends 
Imagim^ him out of condition. Hudson was always an attractive feature in 
the prize ring ; and Ward, by anticipation, was expected to turn out a hero of 
the ftrat milling class. From the time Batch Sam fought Hosworthy, so many 
vehicles were not seen upon Moulsey Hurst. A sprinkling of Corinthians 
ornamented the ring, numerous swells, a great variety of heavy^hetting 
sporting men, ihoasniids of independent tespectablo speotators, lota of com- 
monera, and plenty of persons a shade below the last mentioned, and, lastly, 
a mnltitudo of chaps still a shade lower. The whole was conducted in the 
most respcotablo and orderly manner, under the direction of the Gommander- 
in-Chiaf| seconded by the efforts of tlio Gommissory-Oeneral. The exertions 
of Oliver, Scroggins, Harmer, Sampson, Turner, Carter, etc., also tended in 
a great degree to give every individual an opportunity of viewing the fight. 
Five and seven shillings each person was demanded for a standing place in 
the wagons ; and the watermen who ferried the crowds across the Thames 
were well paid for their exertions. The Hod Lion at Hampton was head 
quarters, and every room in the house ovci flowed with company. Between 
twelve and one o’clock Josh., in a drab white coat, with a bine bird’s eye 
round bis neck, attended by his seconds, Hnndull and Fetor Crawley, followed 
by Jem Bum, thi'ow his hat into the ring. Hudson was received with loud 
shouts. He looked cheerful, nodded to several friends, and appeared quite at 
his case. After walking about the ring for the* space of ten minutea, ** Ward, 
Ward,” was the cry. **Ho ought to have been here before,” said Jodi,; 
** half past twelve o’clock was the agreement.” Tlio Black Diamond was 
ioen, arm-in-arm with his luo’ker and trainer, making his way through the 
crowd, followed by his seconds, Spring and Aby Belasoo. He was oheeied 
as he passed along, and threw his hut spiritedly into the ring. Ward looked 
extmnely pale on entering the roi>eB ; and the contrast between the mugs 
of the combatants was decidedly in favour of Hudson. While the Black 
Diamond was sitting on the knee of hia second, preparing for aotki^ he 
tamed round and surveyed his opponent from head to foot. Kandall tied 
the oolours of Jodi., ”true blue,” to the stakes, and Spring piaeed Word’s, 
green, alongside of them. ” Go to work,” was now the order of the day.

Rs^mu.— Ward moat be proiMoiioed a 
fine fighter: he completely onderatanda 
aoientifio movements, and, perhape it is not 
too ftiuoh to assert, he maeter of the art 
of self-defence. Hia moat oonapionooi foolt 
in tliia battle appeared to be in not fighting 
first, and evincing too gieat ansi^ to avoid 
the blowa of his opponent. The 1^- 
mond is oxoellent upon hia lege— few, if any, 
boxen better; bnt, in bis fondnees for re- 
treating, hia blows, however, nttmeroimdid 
not reduce the courage of the John Bnll 
Fighter. It has been med that Ward wee 
ahy of his adversary. The name and cha- 
racter of Joah. Hudaon, aa one of the gameat 
of the game boxers on the list, no doubt has 
some terrors attached to it, and we think it 
had a httle effect upon the feelings of Ward, 
Hudson waa now in his twenty-seventh year, 
and victory had crowned his efforts lixteeB 
times. In the battle with Ward the extra- 
ordinary courage he displayi^ was the theme 
of every one preaenfc. To oonrage, and 
eourage alone, he may attribute hia anoosm ; 
bnt at the same time we are sure that be 
might have been in much better condition, 
if he bad paid more attention to hia training. 
Hudson, we must aasert, relied too muim 
opon his courage : in fact, he was so com- 
pletely exhaust^ two or three times in the 
tight, that his moat saline foienda wars 
doubtful of the result. Ward proved bimaelf 
a troublesome cnitomor, and ditficult to be 
got at. Josh, won the battle out of the fire. 
Ward was oonaiderably punished about the 
head, and put to bed Immediately after the 
battle, at Hampton. Upon the whole it waa 
a fine manly fight. 


On the fight being over, Home, sweet homo,*’ waa the object in riew, 
and the night fast approaching, the proverb of the devil take the hind* 
moBt|*’ seemed to he uppermost. The toddlers brushed off by thousands to 
the water^a odge, and, in spite of the entreatie% of the ferrymen, the Brat fttah 
jumped into the boats in such numbers as nearly to endanger their own lives. 
However, the watermen aoon got the “best of it,** by demanding a bob or 
nune to esnry q>ver in safety select companies. Tet so great was the ipressare 
ef the erow^ and so eager to cross the water to Hampton, ibat several 
embraced Old fkther Thames against their will, amidst the jeers and shunts 
of their more fbitniiate companioni, A sice treat, by way (ff e oooler, in an 
aftemoon, in November, ainteen miles distant from home. The other side Of 
the Sunt produced as much ftm and laughter, from the boroocheSy ratUen, 
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gigii heavy drags, etc., gallopping off towards Kingston Bridge ihroagli ffelds 
covered with water, to aave time. Several were seen sticking ikat in the 
mndt th|e proprietors begging assistance trom those persons whose horses were 
strong enough for the purpose ; but ** a friend in need’' was here out of the 
question. Two or three drags that were overloaded with ‘*live stock” broke 
down in similar situations, which a wag observing, sung out, by way of con** 
Bolation to the Jacks in the water, ^*that they were going home swim* 
mingly.” One block up of this kind operated on a string of carriages 
upwards of half m mile in length. Upon the whole, it was a lively and 
amusing picture. The vehicles were so numerous, that two hours had 
elapsed before the whole of them had passed over Kingston Bridge, to the 
great joy and profit of the proprietors of the gates. For miles round Moulsey 
Hurst it proved a profitable day for the inns; and money t&at otherwise 
might have remained idle in the pockets of persons who could afford to spend 
it, was set to work in the consumption of articles tending to benefit hundreds 
of tradesmen, who otherwise (liko Dennis Brulgruddery) might have been 
long on the look-out for ** a customer.” 

Josh, purchased several pieces of blue silk handkerchiefs, and as a oon* 
vinoing proof to his friends that he meant nothing else but winning the 
battle, he presented one to each of them on the condition that if he, Hudson, 
won the battle, ho was to receive a guinea ; but if defeated, not a farthing 
was to bo paid to him. Hudson cleared £100 by the above speculation 
several of his backers pre^sonting him with £5 a-piece for the blue flag. 

Hudson, on meeting with Ward in London the morning after the battle, 
enquired after his health, shook hands with him, and presented him with 
a £5 note. 

At a meeting of the Partiality Club, held at Mr. Tuff’s, the Blue Anchor, 
East Smithfirid, on Thursday evening, November 13, 1823, it was proposed 
by Pierce Egon, seconded by Tom Owen, and oarried unanimoudy, that a 
rilver cup, of the value of 100 guineas, bo presented to the John Bull FightSr 
for the true courage displayed by him at all times in the prise ring. Die 
room was smcdl, the company but few in number, yet in less than five 
minutes, so glorious was the East-end upon this oocasion, that the subscrip- 
tions anmiii^nted to £20. The money was immediately put dawn, and Hn. 
Tuff (wife of the landlord), as an admire of true oonrage, begged the Ihvour 
of being penaitted to add her guinea. ^ 

At Oiw#ky*s benefit at the Fives Court, Wednesday, November 13, ISSI^^ 
"on Hudson diowing himself on the stage, he was wtomly oongkaliilated by 
his friendo. ** Gentlemen,” said Hudaon, hX have bean infbraed by Mr, 
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Egtt& ihat Shdton has mada an assertion that Ward reoeiTod £100 to kse 
the battle with me. I will bet any person five to one that he does sot 
prove it (Bravo!) I will also fight Tom Shelton Ibr from £U to £S00 
o-side when the time he is bound over for expires. If Ward is in the Court 
let him oome forward and meet this charge made against him.*’ (Applause.) 
Shelton appeared upon the stage and said, ** I have been told by Ben Bum 
that Ward received £100. I merely xepeated it, and give up the author.” 
’’That’s rig^t, Tom; you’ve cleared yourself.” Bum then appeared and 
said, he had heard in casual conversation what he had repeated to Shelton. 
Here Ward rushed up the steps and said, as he stood between Shelton and 
Bum, ” Tbo whole is a direct falsehood ; ” and added indignantly, ” 1 will fight 
either of theqi, genHemon, for £ 100, and cast back the slander. (Applause.) 
I now publicly assert that no individual whatever ever offered mo one single 
farthing to lose the battle. I felt confident I could win.” (Grout applause.) 
Josh. Hudson : ” And 1 will fight Ben Bum any day he likes to appoint, my 
£100 against his £60.” Vehement cheering, during which Uncle Ben tried 
a reply. He hod no more chance than an unpopular candidate on the 
hustings. All that could be hoard was a declaration that ho had not had 
fair play, and they did not act towards him like Englishmen. Tbo sus- 
pioions, if any hod legitimately existed, as to the fairness of the fight between 
Hudson and Ward, were utterly dissipated. 

Hudson and Sampson were matched on tho bustle for £ 100 aside, owing, 
it would appear, to a word and a blow, Sampson — always very fast— enter- 
taining an opinion ho had improved, not only as a boxer, but was a better 
man in every point of view than heretofore, while the John Bull FighbT 
always thought he could polish off Sampson at any period in a twenty-four 
foot ring.* Articles were entered into; but Josh., in order to gain three

the same evening, for £ 100 a-side, to come off on Tuesday, May 11, 1824. 

PaisairTanov or a Siltba Cor to Josh. Hnnsoir.— On Thursday, May 6, 
1824, previous to this trophy being deposited in the hands of the John Bull 
Boxer, the Partiality Club dinner took place at Mr. Tuff’s, Blue Anchor, 
East Smithfield. The festire board was truly inviting ; the wines excellent ; 
and a silver cup which had been given to a gentleman of the name of Docker, 
for his spirited conduct in behalf of the oppressed poor in the parish — as one 
of the links coimected with '^true courage” — was also placed in view of the 
visitors. On the cloth being removed, the John Bull Fighter’s cup, filled 
with five bottles of port, was placed in the front of the Chairman, and 
Hudson took his seat on the right hand side of the President. Fierce Egan 
occupied the chair, and accordingly fills six pages of “Boxianu” with a 
newspaper report apropos of-— nothing. The health of Hudson having been 
drunk, he received the cup with great emotion. Gentlemen,” said Josh., ” I 
cannot make a speech, but, believe mo, my gratitude and thanks are sincere, 
and as you have honoured me with this cup in the name of true courage, 
why I will endeavour to support my diameter for true courage to the end 
of my life.” The cup then passed round. Tho healths of Mr. Jackson,* Tom 
Cribb, and the leading supporters of the prize ring, were drunk, and Josh, 
departed to tho country to finish his training for his fight with Sampson. 

The cup bears the following inioription

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The cnpi as indicated in the doggrd to which P. E. is engraTcd, is heart- 
diaped. On the cover is the fignze of a aai]or» wifii an anchw and foul oaUeb 
The wfcitt goes on;—• ** In front of the enp a small heart appeam ever ftmr 
divisions, intended for the honors’ ooat of arms. The first diviaton represents 
the pugilists in attitude. The second portrays one of the combatants down 
on his knees, his opponent with his anna held up walking away, in order to 
rtiow that he will not take any unfair advantage. The third division exhibits 
the battle at an end, the defeated man sitting upon the knee of his second in 
the act of shaking hands with the victor, to evince that no nuJica exists 
between them, llie fourth depicts the honours of oonqnest— the oonqueror 
oaixied out of the ring upon the shoulders of his seconds, with the purse in 
his hands. Several other appropriate embellishments appear on the difieront 
parts of the cup, on the bottom of which the lion is seen with the Iamb 
reposing at bis feet; and at no great distanco from the lion is the English 
bull-dog, as a second to the king of tho forest.” 

The affair of Hudson and Sampson was fixed for Tuesday, Hay 11, 1834, 
at Haydon Grange Farm, forty miloa from tho metropolis. Hudson was 
originally the favourite, at five and six to four, and heavy sums were laid out 
on him at Tattersall’s at these figures. But on the day before the fight there 
waa a rush to get on to Sampson, and the odds went about at six to four on 
the Birmingham Youth. This sudden change terrified the Eaat-enders, and 
many tried to get ofll 

At one o’clock the ring was formed in a most delightful situation, and, 
punctual to time, Josh, threw his white topper into the ring. Just before, 
however, the bockera of Sampson declared that they preferred forfeiting the 
£ 100 stakes to tho risk of losing more than £ 1,000, as numbers of sporting 
men dedaved off, and that they would not pay if Hudson lost the battle. 
Hereupon Hudson’s backers offered to cancel the cld articles, and post £ 100 
for a new ma tch to come off there at two o’clock. This was refnsed, and 
the altercation became violent, but Sampson’s backers smd he diould not fi|^t 
that day. The wrangle having subsided, two Cambridge men, Samnd 
Larkins^ William Shadbolt^ of local fame, and both rtyled **cham« 
pions,” threw their hats into the ring. The Cantabs, who were in force, took 
groat interest in the resnlt. Paddington Jones and Jem Ward seconded 
TArir^nf ^ Tom OUvoT ond Med Stockman picked up Shadbolt. lArkinSi 
le rounds, polished off Shadbolt completely.

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HvdKm wdked round tbe ringi oonrmtaig with hit firiendt during the 
bnlllo^ The John Bull Fighter wu nerer in ineh excellent condition in enj 
INMNimii beitle, end londtj expresfed himielf dissatisfied at receimg the 
baUie money without a fight. ''The sporting world," said Josh, "are my 
best friends; to them I owe ererything, and I am sorry they should hare 
come eo many miles on my account to be disappointed* It is not my fault, 
and 1 hope they will not blame me for oireumstanoes I hare nothing to do 
with*" On learing the ground, and passing the Grange Farm House, Hud* 
son met with Sampson, when they shook hands together. The ground was 
seon cleared, and the company was off. Hudson returned to London in a 
p0st-chsise and four, and arrived about two o’clock in the morning. Sampson 
alto moved for the metropolis with the utmost speed. The sporting houses 
were filled with company, and eveiy one out of humour at having travelled 
nearly a hundred miles to be laughed at for his pains.* 

By the advice of his best friends, and in consequence of his constitutional 
tendency to corpulency, which resisted the effects of ordinary training, Josh, 
now took leave of the F.B. in an address at the Tennis Court. His next step 
was to "commit the crime the olargy call xnatrimony," with the complicity of a 
very amiable and respectable young woman, who quickly developed into the 
agreeable hostess of the Half Moon Tap, in Leadenhall Market, where "Jolly 
Joah.p" brimful of fun and faeetiousness, held his opening dinner on the 23rd of 
January, 1825. Josh., though he retired from activity as a principal, kept up 
his ring connection, and was foremost not only in backing and matclimaking on 
behalf of the Eastenders as in rivalry with the Corinthiani of the West, but 
never spared himself in the anxious and often laborious duties of seconding any 
man worthy of his care and patronage, or of setting-to for his benefit, as may 
be seen in these pages on many occasions. A paragraph which we find in a 
newspaper of this period may show that Josh.’s "right hand" hid not "lost its 
eunning '* by reason of bar-practice, and also throws a side*light on our hero's 
manly readiness to ohampion the defenoeleas. 

"OALLiNm*— As Hudson, the well-known pugilist, was passing along Bat 
diff Highway, a dumsy coslheaver elbowed a pregnant woman off the pavement 
into the road. The feelings of Josh, were roused at this unmanly condnet, and 
^ he remonstrated pretty forcibly with Coaly for his bad behaviogr. nie nsplj 
he got was a out from a trouncing whip. This was too much. Without furlher 
eeiemoiiy Josh, judged his distance and gave Coaly such a pile-driver that he 
went down tm the stones as if he had been shot. It was a minute or two before 
he reeoveied, and then, dedining to get up for * another rounds' Josh.'s nam e 
bemgupen every one's tongue, the humbled buUy sneaked into a yuUie-houet 
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to talk the nailer orer with Ui hrethreii of the uok/"^Sunda^ 3feailer» July, 
1SS5. 

Anumg Joih.'s generous qualities were his grateful remembrauee of mtt 
•eniees and ftTours and his firm adherence to a friend in adrersitjr* Of this 
there is extant an instanee so ereditable to both parties roncerneA thU we 
cannot forbear its repetition. 

An old friend of Josh/s earlj dajs haTing, by rererse of fortune, by no means 
nnfirequoni among sporting men, fallen into a difficulty which called upon him 
for the immediate payment of some £50, applied, in his extremity, to mine host 
of the Half Moon/' Josh., who had not the cash by him, was sadly annoyed 
at the idea of being compelled to refuse such an application from one from whom 
he had received favours. A sudden thought struck him. There was his '^Cnp/* 
lying snug in its case in his iron safe. On that ho could raise a temporary k»an, 
and nobody the wiser. Desiring bis friend to make himself at home while he 
went for *Hhe mopusies/* Josh, possessed himself of the piece of pUte» 
hurried out at the side-door, and after a sharp toddle presented himself, blow- 
ing like a grampus, in one of the small bozos of a neighbouring ** Uncle '* in 
Bisbopszate Street. Josh, was not only a well-known public character, but it 
so happened that ''mine Uncle" was an admirer of the noble art." Josh 
unlocked his box, and drew forth his well-earned trophy. The assiitatit eyed 
him with some curiosity. 

•'HowmuchP" 

"Forty pounds 1" gasped Jolly Josh, not yet recovered from his run. 

The assistant stepped into his employer’s tanclum, who instantly relumed 
with the shining pledge in his hands. 

A brief colloquy explained tim position of affiiirs. Josh wanted forty 
pounds. 

" Mine Unde " proceeded to his desk, but not to make out the " ticket ** re- 
quired by law. He merely wrote an acknowledgment, to be signed by Josh., 
that be had received a loUn of forty pounds. This " mine Uncle " presented 
to him for signature. Josh, was overwhelmed. 

"Ho, no," said mine Uncle! "Take back your Cup, Josh., you must not 
be without it. Play me, as I know you will, as 80 <m as you are able. f*Il not 
have ikai piece of tsedye go to sale anyhow." 

Josh xeturaed to the Half Moon with both money and cup ; discharged the 
duly of frieitdtlup, and the pawnbroker lost nothing by his confidence. 

We unlit pseserve the name of the generous pawnbroker (strange coupling of 
ipithets!), it wan Folkard, and tbe assistant was the youth who, in after years, 
wu the wdl-known Benton Nicholson, of newspaper and "Town" celebrity.

In 1827, Urs. Hudson presented, as a second offering, a son and heir, 
which occasion the friends and admirers of the father celebrated by a festival 
on Christmas Day, whereat a silver cup was presented to the young ** John 
Bull/* inscribed; *^The gift of a few friends to Josh. Hudson, junior, bom 
February 28th, 1827, within the sound of Bow Bolls." 

The free life of a publican, with one who certainly .had no inclination to 
cheek free living, was not long m telling its tale. Josh, was now visited with 
increasing frequency by gout and its too common sequel, dropsy, and died at 
the age of thirty«eight, on the 8th of October, 1835, at the Flying Horse, in 
Milton Street, Finsbury. 
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CHAPTER V, 

NED NEALE (“THE STREATHAM YOUTH”)— 

1822—1831. 

In the memoir of (lie redoubtable Tom Sayers, in our llnnl voltii]iL\ will 
be found a few remarks on the pcrhistoncy with which llihcrniau reporters 
and newspaper scribes, old and new, claim an Irish origin for fighting 
heroes, naval, military, and pugilistic. Ned Neale furnishes another 
instance of this assuming proclivity. Indeed, at the time of Neale's a|)- 
pearance, the talented editor of Belts Life %n Lowlon^ Vincent George 
Dowling (himself of Irish descent), and Pierce Egan, were the recognised 
reporters of every important ring encounter — the clever but eccentric 
George Kent, who for twenty years had been its roost active chronicler, 
having previously gone to his rest in the churchyard of Saint Paul's, Covent 
Garden. The Belts Life and Dispatch accordingly prefixed a '* big O " to 
the name of our hero, and plentifully larded their reports c»f Neale's doings 
with Hibernian humour, misspelling his name O'Neil,” until, in a letter to 
BeWs Lifs^ signing himself ** Ned Neale, the Streatham Youth,” the young 
aspirant disclosed his parentage and place of birth, depriving ould ” 
Pieree's rhodomontade of its applicability and point. 

Ned Neale first saw the light in the pleasant village of Streatham, in 
Surrq^, on the 22nd of March, 1805, of humble but respectable parents. 
His youth, it may be remarked, was passed in a period when the ring had 
for its patrons noblemen, gentlemen, and sportsmen, and among its professoie 
Gully, die Belchers, Randall, Cribb, and Spring. At an early age he was 
in the employ of Mr. Sant, an eminent brewer near Wandsworth, and 
a staunch patron of the ring. Neale often stated that the first battle he 
witneosed was the second fight between Martin and Turner, at Crawley, on 
the 5lh of June, 1821, and from that moment felt convinced that he '* cofdd 
do something in that #ay himself. That he was not mistaken, hii careeri 
ea here recorded, will bear witness. 
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Veale now placed himself under Harry Holt, and by glove practice with 
that accomplished taetician soon became a proficient in the use of both 
hands. 

His patron, Mr. Sant, gratified his desire to figure in the 24-foot " 
by backing him for £20 a side against Deaf Davis, a well-known veteran, 
a game man, and a hard hitter. The battle came off at the Barge House, 
Essex, opposite Woolwich Warren, on the 2ist of May, 1828, Neale being 
then in his cightoonth year. The odds were seven to four against the 
youth,** as he was booked to lose the battle by the knowing ones. Neale 
was seconded by Harry Holt and Paddington Jones, while Davis had the 
skilful secondiug of Ned Turner and Dick Curtis. The contemporary 
report, which is brief, remarks of this battle, that it was a rattling mill 
(or the first forty minutes,*’ prolonged for another hour by Davis’s ma- 
umuvring and going down,” without even gettiug a turn in his favour. In 
the remarks ’* wo are told Neale proved himself a good hitter, a steady 
boxer, and one who can take without flinching ; wo shall no doubt hear 
more of him by-and-by. His youth and good condition carried him 
through triumphantly.” We may here note that in Fistiana,” by a 
typographical error, the battle is set down as for ^^£100” and lasting 
** 20 miuutes.” It should read 100 minutes and £20 a side/’ 

The ordeal passed, Ned did not long stand idle. After Brighton Baoes, 
on the 2 let July, 1822, a purse was 6uhs(*ribed, and the announcement 
being made to the London pugilists, some of whom wore exhibiting 
their skill in the booths on Lewes Downs, Peter Crawley proposed that 
Neale should offer himself to any countryman on the ground.” One 
Bill Cribb, a brick-maker, who held among his companions the title of the 
Brighton champion, and known as an exhibitor at the Fives Court, accepted 
the challenge. Neale was seconded by Peter Crawley and Peter Warren, 
Cribb by Bolasco and Mossa Kendrick (the man of colour). No time was 
lost, aiul the men at once begam *

Three days after, ou the 8rd of August, 1822, Neale being at Lewes 
Races, and a purse being declared. Miller, a Londou pugilist, known by 
the odd sobritiuct of ''The Pea-soup Gardener," offered himself. Young 
Ned, ‘*to keep his hand in,** accepted tiie challenge. Neale on this 0<<a- 
sion was waited on by his late opponent, the Brighton champion, and Peter 
Warren — Miller by young BcIhhco and a friend. The fight was a 
fiasco.

This little provincial practice brought Neale forward, and his next 
appearance was on the London stage, with Hall, of Birmingham, as lib 
opponent. Hall had just distinguished himself by defeating the oiice- 
fainous Phil Sampson, of whom more anon. Tlie affair came off at Wim- 
bledon, on Tuesday, November 2f)th, 1822, Hall being the favourite at 
six to four, and much money was laid out by backers of Hall from tbe 

Hardware Vilfage.” 

The road exhibited a gooil sprinkling of the fancy, particularly tlie 
milling coves. Martin, Randall, Shelton, Spring, Oliver, Abbot, Lenney, 
Brown, Hickman, Stockman, Carter, A. Belasco, Ned Turner, Scroggins, 
Barlow, Dolly Smith, Spencer, Ac., assisted in keeping a good ring. This 
fighb was announced to be on the square, and “ lots of blunt dropped on it.”

A short time after this disaji^poiiitmeiit Ned accepted a Challenge from 
Tom Gaynpr, at tlie Fives Court, at the benefit Si Tom Reynolds, for £50 
a Hide. This battle was decided at Shepp^ton Range, on Thursday, the 
24th of May, 1824. 

The ring was soon made, and at one o'clock Gaynor appeared, and 
attempted to throw his hat into the ring, buf the wind prevented its 
Arrival ; one of his seconds, Callas, picked it up and threw it into the ropes, 
GaynoFs other second being Ben Burn. Neale soon followed, afid dropped 
his castor gently into the ring, under the protection of Josh Hudsoi;i^ and 
Harry Holt. The colours were tied to the stakes — dark blue for Neale, 
and blue mixed with yellow for Tom Gnynor. Two to one on Neale, but 
numerous bets that the latter did not win in an hour.

The bill of fare at Sheppeiton [three fights] 
was rather inviting to the fancy, or, as the professiouals belonging to 
another stage phrase it, a good draw.’* There" was accordingly an im- 
mense attendance of all classes at Bhcpporton. At the appointed hour 
Neale was there, and threw his hat into the ring. Baldwin soon after 
anrived in the carringo of his backer (Mr. Hayne). But, alas ! it was but 
the shadow of the stalwart White»hcaded Bob of a few months previous. 
His complexion, as old Caleb Baldwin facetiously remarked, might have earned 
him the name of White-faced Bob.” Imprudent indulgence, late houie, 
loose associates, women, and wine had prostrated him ; and his ** Pea- 
green ** backer, alighting from his drag, said, BoVs health is such he 
can’t fight with anything like a chance ; so, as I <lon’t want to creep out, 
or to expose a brave fellow to defeat, 1 now declare Neale entitled to the 
stakes as a forfeit.” And thus ended round the first, by the transference 
of a cool hundred to the pocket of the Streatham Youth, without even 
holding up his hands. 

In a few weeks, the medicos having doctored the White-headed 
one sound in wind and limb, a new match was mailo for £100 a side ; 
the day fixed was the 19th of October, 1824, aud a held contiguous to 
Virginia Water selected as the chatitp clo$, A goodly muster of the 
Corinthian order, as ^*tlke Upper Ten” wore then designated, surrounded the 
lists. Baldwin endeavoured to throw liis hat into the ring, but the wind 
prevented its falling within the ropes.

challenged any man in the ring to a tnm-up for fun. Neale, the Streatham 
Youth, who was standing near him, offered his services, merely for the 
pleasure of accommodating the young customer, whom he soon convinced 
of having been under a mistake with respect to his prowess. Five times 
did Ned treat the ^ aspiring youth ’ to a smasliing facer, and five times did 
the boasting would-be pugilist (Jackson) fall to his mother earth —

“To TiiR ftpouTiNo World. — ^N ed Neale, the f^treatham Youth, will 
have the honour, on Monday night (for the first time in this kingdom), of 
soliciting the patronage of his countrymen, at Fishamblo Street Theatre. 
He leave to state*- and he trusts it will not be considered egotism in 

him to mention it — that he has already contested the palm in eight battles, 
with eight different candidates belonging to the Prize Ring of London, and 
as yet he has not been the cause of a stigma on his country. On this occa* 
sioii a correct reprcbontation of that famed spot Monlsey Hurst, with a 
view of a wood. In the foreground the ring, with umpires, secords, 
bottle-holders, fighting men, d;c., dbe. He begs to state that Pat Halton, 
who is backed to fight the Chicken on the 4th of August, has, assisted by 
all the first-rates of this city, offered his services for this night only. A 
youth from Cork, named Donovan, will appear, who wishes it known that 
he will peel with any iiuin in the world of his own weight Ned begs leave 
to add that no exertion on his part shall be wanting to show as much and 
as good sport as pos^sible to those friends who may honour him on Monday 
evening with their company. Boxes, 8s. 3d. ; Pit, 2s. 2d. ; Gallery, Is. Id. 
Doors open at seven, and sparring commences at half-past seven o’clock.* 

Neale, on his return to England, made the happiest match of his life, iu 
which the “ Ring * was also concerned, and, singular to remark, the name 
of Baldwin was attached to the regi<;ter as a witness. It was thus 
announced in the journals of the day : “ Fancy Marriage. — ^Married, on 
Wednesday, June 29th, 1826, at St. Luke’s, Old Street Read, Mr,, Edward 
Neale to Miss Mary Weston. The happy pair, after a sumptuous break* 
fast at Bob Watson’s, the ‘ Castle,’ Finsbnry, started for Maigate to spend 
the honeymooa” 

Neale wainow installed Boniface of the “Black Cow Lane, Smith* 
fidd. one of the many old iiios swept away by the modem Farringdan 
Bosd and Smithfleld improvements, 
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Sampioii, who was Always a restless and quarrelsoine fellow, was oon* 
tinnally taunting Neale upon his ^^Judicions retirement/’ tse., and at length, 
after some quires of correspondence, Neale declared his readiness to aocom- 
modate him, to finally set at rest the question of best man.** Articles 
were signed to meet in June, 1826, and at the signature Neale backed him- 
self for an even jC50. 

The next week brought an afflicting event. In March, 1826, Mrs. Neale 
died in childbed, and on the night of the second deposit at Holt's, Sampson, 
in a handsome and feeling manner, declared he should not claim forfeit, 
and that the third deposit should be made as the second, on that day month. 
The friends of Neale, however, declined the postponement, and forfeited 
the money down. Thus matters rested until the month of August, when 
Neale declared himself ready to meet Sampson for not less than £200 
a side. The articles, now before ns, run literally tliiis:-—

**EDW. NEALE 
*<P. SAMPSON. 


On Tuesday, December 12th, 182C, at South Mimms Wash, Middlesex, 
fifteen miles from London, this interesting contest was decided. Sampson 
was thought by hia friends to have improved considerably in frame and 
adence since hia aecood contest with Jem Ward— nay, so much so that he 
was plaeed as the second best ’* on the list of pugilists ; indeed, to make 
use of 8ampeon*i own words, he acknowledged Jem Ward as his ma^r, 
but styled ^ foreman to the champion.** In calculating the adU 

vantAgea ho poaieaaed over the Streatham Touth, three pomts were oon* 
ridbnd id hb fovoQt^length, height, and weight ; and another point waa 
• 41 M bT' eoma— U m beet fighter. Sampeon’ie immediata friendi tbenfora 
feookad his wipning as a eertaint 7 , niging, as a proof of their good 
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opinion, that Neale had never beaten or etood before so capital a boxer as 
Sampson. The latter pugilist also si^vported this opinion by offering to take 
long odds that he won the fight in fifteen minutes, and without a black eye. 
EqoaUy confident were the friends of Neale. They urged that Ned had 
always proved himself a conqueror, and acted upon the general rule 
adopted by sporting men — always to back a winning horse and a winning 
man to the end of the chapter. Five and six to four were betted in 
numerous instances upon the Streatham Youth. 

As the time of fighting drew near the interest upon the battle increased, 
and large sums of money were sported on the event. At the John Bull 
Fighter’s dinner, when the whole of the four hundred sovereigns were 
made good, Sampson and Neale met, but not upon the most friendly terms. 
Sampson informed the company that he had heard Neale had spoken of him 
in a disrespectful manner, and he now gave him thq opportunity of offering 
a contradiction to the aspersions he had made upon his character. Neale, 
with considerable warmth, replied : You behaved unmanly to me in my 
own house, Sampson, while I was in a bad state of health, and I will never 
forgive you till you and I have decided our fight in the ring. Give me five 
pounds and I will bet you one hundred that I lick you.” To prevent an 
open row it was judged necessary by the backers of both of the men that 
they should separate as soon as possible. 

Every precaution was used to select a secure place for fighting ; and 
after an assurance that it was likely no interruption would take place, 
Dunstable Downs was the spot appointed. Sampson left the Crown ” at 
Holloway, his residence during the time of his training, on the Wednesday 
previous to the battle, and took up his quarters at the ‘Tosting House,” in 
Market Street. Neale did not leave the house of his backer at Norwood 
until Monday morning, when he was placed, on his arrival in London, under 
the care of Mr. William Giles. Neale, in company with the gay little 
Boniface of the first market in the world, and Harry Holt, in a post-chaise, 
reached the Crown Inn at Dunstable about eight in the evening of the 
Monday. 

It might have been anticipated that in consequence of j^ampeon having 
pitched his tent in the neighbourhood of the scene of action, a buss would 
be created that a prize-fighter was on the spot, and the magistrates would 
become acquainted with the circumstance. It proved so, for on the 
Monday morning a notioe was sent that he must not fight in the countiea of 
Bedford and Buckingham. This information got wind earljr on t)|e 
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Monday afternoon, and the town of Dunatable, which othorwiee would 
have been filled to an overflowi was completely apoUt, at the amateoiu 
preferred halting at Rodburn and Market Street to prooeediDg forward on 
a matter of doubt 

During the whojle of the night carriages filled with peraons were on the 
road. An hour before daylight another magiatrate arrive I in Duiiatabief 
in hia gig, declaring himeelf a maghtrate for three counties, and that no 
mill ahonld take place in Bedfordshire, Buckinghamshire, or Hertford- 
ahire. On his meeting with Sampson, Phil promised the gent he would not 
exhibit in either of the proscribed counties. It therefore became necessary 
to hold a council of war. Sampson wished to proceed to Stony Stratford, 
aa a spot where no interruption was likely to take place, but Pierce Kgan, 
on whom the selectiou of the ground had devolved, decided for Middlesex, 
acting upon the articles agreed to, which stated the fight was to be within 
thirty miles of London. The office being given towards home,'* con* 
fusion began, and The devil take the hindmost," was the word. The 
northern stage coaches wore all filled inside and out, for the sudden turn 
round had nearly thrown most of the passengers bound for the fight out of 
distance. All the post-chaises and horses had been previously hired, so 
nothing else was left to numerous persons, with [dcuty of cash iu their 
purses, but to toddle for miles through mud, slush, and heavy showers, to 
the scene of action. It was truly laiSghable to see lots of heavy swells, 
with their thick upper toggery tucked up under their arms, trudging along 
aa if pursued by an enemy, their brows covered with perspiration, and their 
hinder parts splashed with dirt The muster of the motley group was 
immeuse, and the turn-out of Corinthians more numerous than had been 
seen for months past at a fight. A crowd of foars-in-hand, iaodems, 
curricles, post-chaises and fours, cabriolets, gigs, drags, Ac., were all trying 
to get the best of each other to be early on the ground, and so obtain a 
good place. At length Mimms Wash appeared in view, a laige sheet of 
water, when Bill Gibbons dashed through the stream with as much san^ 
/V'oid as if he had been crossing a kennel in the streets of London. “ We 
are not going to be outdone by the Quid One ! ” exclaimed some coster* 
moqgeni, following Bill, and suffering for their temerity by going head 
over heels in the muddy water mixture, to the no small chaffing and 
lankier of the crowd. Several pedestrians, regardless of cold or cott>» 
lifiqtuirucci, waded the Wash with as much indifference as if it hod beefi a 
rnmnier’s dajr. A swell, who had plunged in up to his middle, invited Idl 
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f«now4mTellm to accompany him throngh the flood, exclaiming : I'm a 
philocopher I Come along I Follow me. I'm not wet at all. Too only 
ybmy it is water I ** But even this logic had not the desired effect, and his 
companions preferred being conveyed across the Wash in a coach. The 
ring was soon made, upon a rising spot of ground in a field hard by, and 
at a quarter past two o’clock Sampson threw his hat into the ring, amidst 
loud cheers, followed by his second and bottle-holder, Jem Ward and Jem 
Bum. Neale soon afterwards repeated the token of defiance, attended by 
Josh Hudson and Harry Holt. Sampson deliberately tied his colours (pink) 
upon the stakes ; and Holt placed the dark blue bird’s eye for Neale upon 
those of his opponent. The men were not long in peeling, and at twenty- 
five minates after two they shook hands, and the battle commenced. 


THE FIGHT. 


Round 1.— Both mnn appoar<»d in nxrellent 
condition. SeiDpiiun was quite tiptttp, but 
Keaie, it was tnoufirht, was not exactly 
weight— that is to say, what he ought 
have tteon — and the iu<lg«8 hinted ho was 
rather thin. The attitudes of the com- 
batants claimed attention ; m foot, the con- 
trast was sineular. Keale held his left liand 
lirroly above his nob, operating as a kind of 
oiRce that he was perfectly awaio of the 
danger of the Strong Man’s right mauley. 
Sampson's guard was low, but his ogles 
were on the alert, and he kept a good look- 
out to do mischief. In most fights, the first 
round, if not tedious, is gene^ly expected 
to show superiority of sdenoe in one of the 
men as the first blow is considered of con- 
sequence ; but in this instance it was 
extreme WuUon against extreme caution. 
Ssimpsou, however, had previonsly asserted 
that only let him have the ohanoeof getting 
Keale braore him in the nng and he would 
out hie nob to pieces. Such Is the difference 
bMween theory and praotloe ; Sampson soon 
found out the difficulty of going to work off- 
hand with his clever opponent *, and Neale, 
like that great master u the art of war, the 
JDtike of welUngton, wee determined not to 
give away a ulieaoe, and preferred the re- 
toeating system. Several minutes were 
ocenpied in making offers, retreating, dodg- 
ing, and pacing aa over the ring without 
any effeoL Keale Jumping back from every 
attempt at Sampson. The goodness of Nwl 
Upon me pins aitraeted the attention of all 
•ptotatois. After numsrone attempts to 
do ** snvmat,'* Keels having retreated to a 
eomer of the ring. Sarapeon went In and 
plaided a alight faeer. Ned, having no 
opportanliy to make a hit, oloeed with hie 
adversery. In etmggUng fnr the throw, 
down end undermost (The 


Streaihamltes opened their chafflng-boxes, 
and gave him the benefit of their red rags, 
by repeated shonts of approbation.) 

2. — The left arm of Keale was again 
raised, and Sampson could not make him 
out The latter boxer did not at til seam 
prepared for the mode of defence resorted 
to by his adversary. Keale, it should seem, 
had made up his mind to a certain mode of 
fighting, and was not, by any stratagem of 
Sampson, to be led away from h. Keale 
kept walking round his adversary, anxious 
to obtain an opening, and retreating when 
anything like danger showed itself. It was 
rexnatked by a spectator that **if the one 
was afraid, the other dared not oemmenoe 
fighting.” Several minutes passed awi^ in 
looking at each other, and in meking feinte. 
Phil at length went to work, hot missed a 
slashing hit, which was calculated to have 
done mischief. Keale returned, but it was 
not effective. In closing, Keale torew 
Sampson heavily. (<« Bravo, Keale t ” firom 
his parttsans.)

Accordingly a proposal was made for a meeting for a stake of £200 a side, 
and accepted by Neale. On Tuesday, February 20th, 1827, the men met 
at Warfield, in Berkshire. The morning was intensely cold, and both 
men appeared at the ring- side with their nobs covered with Welsh wigs, 
Neale having slept overnight at the Grown,” in - Windsor, and Cannon 
driven over from his training quarters, the New Iiin, at Staines. The men 
shook hands with smiling cordiality, each assuring the other he felt quite 
well.”

Neale, who was in attendance, said, as the deposit had 
been made to fight for £200 within two months, he must decline complying 
with those terms. He did not think he could get into sufficient condition to 
meet such a man as Jem Ward, and he was resolved never to peril his 
own reputation, and the interest of his friends, .by entering the ring uaAt.

Ned Baldwin now offered himself once again to Neale’s notice for £150 
a side. To this Neale replied, offering to fight Baldwin, as once beaten, 
for £250 to £2Q0. Articles were formulated and signed, and Tneeday, 
blaroh 11th, 1828, fixed as the day. Baldwin left town for l^eicestershire 
to train.

On Tneadfty eftniiigt iba 5 th of Fabmary, tha tlma appolhlad for 
making the fifth dapoait, the “ Union Arms^*' iu Panlon 8 triet» waa otarflow^ 
ing at an early hour. Neale and Baldwin were both proMiiit^ and on 
time •• being called, both said their money wie ready* Baldwin, alluding 
to the late nnfortunate affair at Laiceater, although peifrctly iiiimoeut of 
any act of disorder whatever, raid be had l)eeii Jiehl to hail to apprar at 
the aeasioiui, and oIao during the iiiterventiig period to keep the peace 
towards all Ilia Majesty’s aubjorta.

Hudson, olicdioDt to the law, resigned his situa- 
tion as second, when an amateur rushed into the ring and gare his knee 
to Neale. The magistrate then spoke to Neale and Baldwin, and obsemd 
that bo had been sent for by a gentleman in the neighbourhood, to interfere 
and put a stop to the fight : that he entertained no hostility sgaiost any 
pMKiD present, and if they immediately quitted the ring peaceaMy, he 
sbfNild lake no further notice of what had occurred. “ If the battle is 
continued,^ said He, raising his voice, ** the combatants, seconds, and eveiy 
individual present aiding and assisting must take the consequences.'* The 
magistrate, however, j^-naturedly acknowledged that be had met with 
more eivQUy and attention than he could have expected from sneh a

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The reporter asked Baldwin how he felt, when he emphaticallj replied, 

What should be the matter with mO'? ^ It was thought advisable by 
the friends of both parties that the eombatanta should return to Bi^hot» 
and be put to bed. 

It was not to be supposed that the question of superiority would remain 
thus undecided between two such courageous and well-matched men ; so, 
after some little debate upon the draw,*’ consequent on magisterial inteiv 
fercnce, they agreed to add £50 a side to the stakes, and to meet once more 
—the time the 28th of May, 1 828, the place No Man’s Land, in Hert* 
fordshire. How gallantly Neale fell, after a desperate battle of sixty-six 
rounds in seventy-one minutes, may be read in Chapter Yll. of this 
volume, 

Neale’s friends and admirers did not desert him in defeat. At Neale’s 
benefit at the Tennis Court, on the 21st of July, 1828, at which Tom 
Spring, Peter Crawley, Holt, Curtis, and the leading men appeared, a 
silver cup of the value of 100 guineas was presented by Pierce Egan as a 
testimonial of his ** bravery, honour, and incorruptible integrity.” This 
trophy for many years formed one of the treasures of the Bose and 
Crown.” 

Bouben Marten now proposed to back John Nicholls for £100 a side 
against Neale, and the cartel being accepted, the match was made offhand, 
at Marten’s house, the ** City of Loudon,” Berwick Street, Soho. The 
deposits were duly made until £60 was down, when Nicholls’s backers were 
absent, but Neale waived the forfeit, and generously agreed to take £25 
when the fight should come off ; £50 being promised by a gentleman, a 
backer of Nicholls, for the fight to take place on his estate. We note this, 
as on another occasion, with Baldwin, Noale waived his claim to forfeit 
when £170 was down. 

The day was fixed for the 2drd September, 1828, the place Fisher 
Street, in Sussex. Nicholls — a fine, powerful young man, whose recent 
viotory over Dick Acton, a pugilist thought good enough to be matched 
against Jem Ward and Peter Crawley, had raised him by a jump to the 
pfinnade of fame — ^had good friends. ’The sporting men of London, how- 
ever, did Hot believe in a comparative novice being pitted against the victor 
of a dosen battles, and seven to four was laid at the Castle,” Queen’s 
Head,” and King’s Arms,” on the Streatham champion* 

On Tuesday morning Guildford, Godalming, and the villages near the 
aoene of action were all alive, the amateurs having left London ovemighh 
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An immense cavalcade was soon on the move towards Fisher Street^ wherSf 
at the Hoyal Cylinder Works, the property of Mr. Stovell, pre|iarations 
had been made from an early hour. Banners wei*c displayed, two military 
bands, and six small pieces of cannon in a tnrf battery were discharged 
occasionally, and a general rustic merry-making, morf^ like a fair U»aa the 
preliminaries of a fight, was going on. Tables and fornis, with eatablee 
and drinkables, wore provided gratiiitouBly for certain vihitoii; within the 
houses and factory of Mr. Siovdl. In an em^losed piece of ground a 
twenty-four feet ring of turf, laid and levelled, was ropc^d in, with seats 
for the umpires and referee. At a distance of twelve feet a ro})ed circle 
kept back the spectators, while round all was a double line of wagons, tlie 
inner ones sunk in the ground by litdcs dug as deep as their axletn^^s, the 
outer line being on the level of the field. The ground was kept by IfiO 
stout countrymen aith staves, in white smocks, with blue ribands to their 
hats, marshalled by the indefatigable Mr. StovolL 

At eleven o'clock a curious procesbion approached. Kouben Marten and 
Nicholls, ill a light two- wheeler, followed by boino friends, were succeeded 
by Neale in a barouche, in which were bcatod Tom Spring and Harry 
Holt, the ribands*' handled by Will bcarlrtt, the renowned ^^dragsinaii.** 
The men wore accommodaiod with separate apai tiiii uts in Mr. Stoveirs 
house till the hour of buttle arrived. 

At ten minutes past one Nicholls d/opped his hut within the ropes, and 
Neale immediately followed his example. Neale wa^t attended by Tom 
Spring and Harry Holt, Nicholls by Jem Ward and lleuben Marten. 
Nicholls won the toss for corners, and both men sported true blue foi their 
colourb.

In order yet further to keep up the fool’s paradise” into which these 
bucolic knaves delivered themselves, the emissary presented Neale with a 
new suit of clothes and £18 earnest money,” keeping £2 for commission; 
and on tho very morning of the battle he added £8 out of £10 entrusted 
to him for the same nefarious purpose. The “ cross coves,” assured that 
all was right, freely backed their man, and were not aware of the miiia 
until it burst beneath their feet, scatteriug to tho wind their hopes and 
calculations.

Neale returned to the Swan Inn to dress, and after his ablutions mot a 
party of friends from Portsmouth at dinner, his features being without a 
scratch. In the afternoon his caravan ” set out, decorated with blue and 
white favours, and accompanied a pair of Kentish-keyed bugles — the pro- 
docossors of our modem comets- k-piston—-on a drive through the villages, 
amid the cheers of the multitude, to Milford, where, on reaching hid 
training quarters, ho found the house ornamented with blue and wliiio 
bunting, and bannerets of blue and white ribbons, with mine host Mande- 
ville at the door, his old wrinkled face cracking like a mealy potato as he 
announced dinner number two, which was prepared in his spacious and 
convenient club-room. A score of smiling friends welcomed the victor, 
and Ned’s health was drunk with enthusiasm. Neale declared, in returning 
thanks, that he was never happier, and hoped he had convinced his friends 
that he would not deceive them, as honour was dearer to him than money. 
He had punished those who would have had liiin rob those to whom he 
owed his fame and good name, and to deceive those who meant wrong be 
considered both fair and honest.” 

Par different was Uic case with poor Bocho. After being taken back to his 
inn and bled — ^for which one of his chapfallen backers tendered the operator 
a shilling-^he was deserted, and but for one friend might hayo been almost 
penniless. That the downfall of the ^‘clever ones” was signal was 
manifest, and those country friends whom they let into the secret ” were 
loud in their protostaUons of the whole affair being a a fluke.*’ Two or 
three London houses used by the conspirators, which had prepared illumi* 
nations in honour of the ** certainty,” were conspicuous for their total 
edipse when the real news arrived. 

Neale and showed on tlie following Thursday, at Harry Hdt’s 

beneflti Roche exhibiting heavy marks of head punishmenti while Neale 
had not a scratch. 



With the eloee of 1828 eame our hero** retiroment from the F. end 
it ie to be regretted that mine hoil of the Roee and Croim ^~for ho bid 
noir eeiUed down as Boniface in the pleasant village of Norwood, then 
celebrated for its ruralitjr and gipsy eocampments — did not adhere t*» this 
resolution ; but it was not to be. $ome taunting wordit of a vexy fast " 
young boxer, Young Dutch Sam, led to Keale*s acceptance of his ohallenge 
for £100 a side. The fight came off at Ludlow, Apiil 7ih, 1820, and after 
a gallant struggle of seventy-one roiiiulM, in one hour and |orty«one 
minutes, Neale succumbed to his youthful and scientific opponenu DIs- 
satisded with the issue, Neale lost no time in challenging Young Sam to a 
second encounter, wliic^h, after an arrest of Neale and a postponement, 
came off near Buinstead, in Essex, on the 18th of January, 1881. Here 
the result was again defeat, this time in fifty-two minutes and fourteeu 
rounds. It was clear that Neale’s best days had gone by. 

Prompted by courage rather than prudence, he made yet one more 
appearance in the P. 11. It was with an early opponent, Tom Gaynor (See 
Life of Gayhob, Chap. IX., post), and here again ho had miscalculated 
his energies, succumbing after a gallant battle «^f 111 minutes, during 
which forty-five rounds were contested. 

The dstic career of Ned Neale thus closed, as with so many other athletes, 
in defeat. Yet he retired with his laurels iiiisulliod, bis character for 
courage end honesty unsmirched ; and respected by all who knew him, he 
shuffled off “ this mortal coil ” at the Rose ami Crown, Norwood, near 
the place of his birth, on the 15lh of November 1848, 
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CHAPTER VI. 

JEM BURN (“MY NEVVY”;. 1824—1827. 

Tub sobriquet “ My Nevvy ” with old ring-goers long snrvived the 
sponsor (Uncle Ben), who first bestowed it upon his prot^gi on intro- 
ducing Jem Bum to the P. R., an event which took place in 1824« 

Jem first saw the light at Darlington, in the county of Durham, twenty 
years previous — namely, on the 15th March, 1804 — ^and was in due time 
apprenticed to a skinman (vulgo^ a ^ skiver ”) at Newcastle-on-Tyne. We 
need not say that Jem came of a fighting stock — both his uncles, Big 
Bob and ** Ben being well known within and without the twenty^four- 
foot roped square miscalled the ring ; ” the latter at this period being 
th4 popular host of the Rising Sun,” in Windmill Street, Piccadilly, 
ift after years the domicile of ** Jolly Jem” himself. 

liow the fame of his muscular relatives had reached the remote noithem 
residence of Jem, and, like Norval, he had read of battles, and he longed 
to follow to the field some warlike chief ; ” so, having tried his ’prentice 
han’ ” on a north-countiy bruiser of some local fame, hight Giteou, he, 
like other aspiring spirits, looked towards the great Metropolis for a wider 
field for the exercise of his talents. 

It is recorded that Jem’s battle with Gibson was a severe one, occupy^ 
ing one hour and twenty minutes ; and that in another bout with a boxer 
named Jackson, a resolute fellow, Jem, in a two hours’ encounter, displayed 
such quickness and ability as to spread his fame throughout the diatriot. 

Brown, a twelve-stone wrestler, with some fistic pretensiems, cheUehged ^ 
*^Toung Skiver,” as his comrades then called him. fn twenty-five 
mhiates he found out his mistake, retiring from the ring with second 
honours, while Jem was comparativ^y without a mark. 

As a matter of course, on his arrival in London Jem made bb way to 
Unde Ben’s, where* he was recrived with a hearty welcome^ had 
run of a weU-)|t»eked larder, and waa eoon bailed as a ^ luomfeg star” Of 
the first magfi^e, and fit hendd-^of new glories 14 the Bising Sun,” 
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Voele Beq lodt no time io pramntikig My Nevfy^ to the Corlofliiiui 
patrone of his crib ; '* and ai Jam was oertainly clem with (be mafleitt 
etood ite feet (an in his shoes, with good arms, no lack of cogddenee^ 
and great youthful activity and clash, he was looked upon as a likely 
aspirant, at no distant day, for the championship of England, recently 
vacated by the accomplished Tom Spring, after his two fights with 
Langan. 

The friends of Uncle Ben, however, were too prudent to risk Jem^e 
opening prospects by matching him with a drst-class professional. At 
this period there was an immense immigration of heavy Patlanders/* chiedy 
Old Liverpool, of whom Pierce Egan was the literary Miecenaa, and Jack 
Langan the M.C. Among them was one styleil Big O'Neal,*' who must 
not be confounded with the Streatham Youth," Ned, whose name, for 
some time, Pierce insistoil on printing with the national prefix ** 0*/ 
thongb he expunged it from the fifth volume of Boxiaua," and on his 
presentation cup. 

Articles were drawn for the modest figure of £25 a side, witnessed by 
Langan and Uncle Ben, and the day and place fixed for the 20ih of July, 
1824, within fifty miles of London. At the appointod time the men met 
at Chertsey Bridge, near Staines. O'Neal, attended by Langan and Peter 
Crawley, first threw his hat into the ring, and My Nevvy " soon followed 
suit, esquired by Tom Owen and Uncle Ben — so thai all six, principals 
and seconds, were emphatically big 'uiis." The Irishman wgs the 
favourite, at six to four, his fame having " gone licforo him." Tlio 
celminii a green bandanna for O'Neal, and a chocolate with light bine 
spot for Bum, having been tied to the stakes, the men lost no time in 
peeling, and stood up at a few minolsi past one for

O’Nod ought 
to be plaoed dote to hii man, and told to nit 
out, and never leave off till he lias put the 
gilt on hii antagonist.*’) Bum, after bestow- 
ing all the pepper he was able to on O’Neal’s 
fao^ went down weak. 

Xfl-flO.— The gameness of O’Neal oould 
not bo questions; and although so bad a 
fighter, he was backed as a favourite on 
aoeount of his strength. He got Bum down, 
and fdl heavily upon him. 

$L-26ti— The last round was the best con- 
tend during the battle; the Irishman, 
though nearfy blind, administered some 
heavy hits, and finally knodeed Bum down.

Over 
in fifty minutes. Ismgan gave in for him. 

Bkxabrb.— G reat eredit is due to young 
Bum, not only for the pluck he mamfestea 
throughout the battle, out the s^nce he 
displayed,and the modehepeiseveredinto win 
the battle. We never saw better Judgment 
displayed upon any oooasion. It may he 
urged, weare well aware, thathehadnoabing 
to fight against but weight : yet, if that 
weight had been brought up to him on eetting 
to every round, there was a great probAbflity 
that that weight would have eo reduced his 
exertions as to have prevented young Jem 
from proving the conqueror. He oqgnt not 
to be over-matched again. O’Neal did all that 
a brave man could do. He proved himself an 
excellent taker, eud there is seme merit 
even in that quuity belonging to a man who 
enters the P. B. We have seen several fine 
fighters who do not poseess the taking purt 
of milling, but who have been moet libe* 
ral in giving handfuls of punijhinent to 
their opponents ; hut to give and not receive 
is one of the secrets of prise-fightiiig. We 
never saw a man more internited in the 
sucoees of another, or exert himself more, 
than Langan on the part of O’Neal : hut 
O’Neal is not of the stuff of whkh mevir 
pugilists are made. 


Sir Bellingbain Graham, arho viewed the contest, was so jdeasad with 
the exertions and oonrage of Jem Bum that he made the young pngilist a 
present ctf five sovereigns. 

Jam was matched by Uncle Ben against liartin (the well.knows 

Master of the Bolls”) for £800 a side. This match was to have twsh 
decided on Thursday, October 26th, 1824, and was UMke4 for whh 
anxie^, as the goodness and skill of Martin were well estaUiahed. 

On the day iqipointed the cavalcade had reached Staihes, when, parMlf 
the seeret was let out, that “ it would be no fight between Martin dad JfOt 
Bmn."’ Upwards df an hour having elapsed in ooasnltation, the ngS 
Bterted oS to L al eh am, to take a peep at the ring. It wad asBU rt ained (M 
ledeham that kartin ifonld not diow { hot in the m|d8t of the doaMt a 
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mugiatmte appeared. Luckily for the backers of the Vaster of the Rolls, 
this cireomsiance saved their blunt, otherwise the sfakes must hhve been 
fotfetied to Jem Biuti. Something wrong evidently had been Intended ; 
but that wrong could not be performed so as to deceive the amateurs of 
pugilism, and therefore the iiglu did not take place. Jem Bum threw hb 
hat into the ring, declared he meant to fight a fair battle, and demanded 
the battle money. Tliis, however, wae contrary to agreement, as the 
magistrate remained, and declared ho would not allow a breach of the peace. 

Jem was becked nguiost Aby Belasco, to fight on the 18th of November, 

1824, but the stakes were drawn by the consent of b(»tli parties. This was 
in consequence of a meeting at which Ned Noalo offered himself to My 
Uncle’s ** notice, who thought this a better match. Articles wore drawn 
and signed for Jem to <i<> battle with Neale for £100 a side ; to come off on 
Tuesday, Dooember 19th, 1H24, on Moulsey llur t After an obstinate 
contest of thirty-one roitmlH, occupying one hour and thirty-eight minutes, 
Jem was defeated, as related in our last chapter. 

Our hero was next matched with Phil Sampson for £fi0 a side. This 
battle took place at Shere Mere, in Bedfordshire, on Tuesday, Juno 14tl , 

1825. Jem did all that a bravo man could to win the battle, and Jiis 
backers were perfectly satisfied with his conduct ; but, after twenty-three 
rounds, occupying one hour and ton minutes, Burn again sustained defeat. 

Jem stood so well in the opinion of his frionds, notwithstanding he had 
lost his two last battles, that he was matched against I’at Magee fur £100 
a side. Magee, in Liverpool, was patronised by the fancy of that place, 
but he was only kpown by name in milling oircles in the Metropolis. Ho 
had beaten a rough commuuer of the name of Boscoe, a fine young man of 
amasing strength, and a tremendous bard hitter with bis right hand ; but, 
in a second contest, Magee had surrendered his laorols in turn to Boscoe. 
Siidi waa the histoiy of the Irish hero, Magee. It was asserted, however, 
that he had recently made great ini|jHt>vemont as a boxer, and as ha wna 
deurnmined to have %shy with a London pugilist, he was backed against 
Jem Bom.

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On Tuesday morning, July 25 tb, 1826 , the road from Birmingham to 
Lichfield exhibited some stir of the provincial fancy ; and although the 
races at Derby and Knutsford and the Nottingham Cricket Match might 
have operated os drawbacks to the spectators at the fight, not less than six 
thousand persons were present. 

On Monday evening, Bum and his uncle took up their abode at the Swan 
Inn, in the city of Lichfield ; Magee and his friends patronised the ** Tliree 
Crowns." The ring was well made, and everything conducted throughout 
with the most perfect order. Randall, Oliver, Sampson, Dick Curtis, Ned 
Neale, Fuller, Barney Aaron, Young Gas, Fogo, Harry Holt, Tom Gaynor, 
and Arthur Mathcwson, appeared on the ground to render their assistance 
to the combatants. The swells in the Grand Stand were admitted at the 
low figure of six shillings per head. Previous to the combatants appearing 
in the ring, it was whispered that two men; ** dressed in a little brief 
authority," were in attendance to stop the fight ; but this matter was soon 
disposed of, and made all right," when Jem Burn threw his castor into 
the ring, attended by Tom Belcher and Phil. Sampson. In a few minutes 
afterwards, Magee, arm-in«arm with Donovan and Boscoe, also repeated 
the token of defiance, by planting his pimple-coverer in the ropes* The 
colours were yellow for Burn and green for Magee, which were tied to 
the stakes. The odds were six to four on Jem. Bum weighed twelve 
Clone one pound, and Magee thirteen stone five pounds. Donovan won the 
toss for the latter boxer, when hands were shaken in friendship, and the 
battle commenced.

ItaTB DOW reeted upoii kb laorde tw a fear moolki^ and daiiiif Ihii 
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totonml, iQ tile autumn of 1826, ha took unto himaalf a aponaa^ in the 
penoii of Mim Carolina Watson^ daughter of Bob Wataon, of Bristol, 
of milling fame, who waa brother-in-law to Tom Belcher. 

The honeymoon had scarcely waned when the friends of Ned Baldwin 

White-headed Bob raaile another sort of proposal ** to jolly Jem. It 
was tliat he should box their man for £ltK) at his own oonvenienoe. Jem 
placed the matter in the hands of Uncle Ben, and April 24tb, 1827, was 
set down in the articles, for Jem to meet another sort of best man *' than 
that of a bridegroom. 

During the three months from signing Baldwin was decidedly the 
faronrite, at six to four, os Jciii had taken a public (the Red Ifomo,’* 
in Bond Street), besides (though In* was never a heavy drinker) being a 
songht-for chairman and companion at ITncle Ben’s and clsewheiw. Tom 
Belcher, however, took Jem in liand as mentor and trainer, and this was a 
groat point — while on tlie night before the battle a gent at Tattersall’s took 
Bum for a cool thousand ** at evens. 

The road to 8t. Albans on Tuesilay, the 24tli April, 1827, was thronged 
with vehicles, No Man's Land, Herts, on the bordem of three counties, 
being die rendexvous. Baldwin, with bis mentor, Tom Cribb, took the 
road from bis training quarters at Hurley Bottom, and reache<l Bu Alban's 
overnight $ while Jem remained at Kitte's End, near Barnet, where be had 
taken his breathings for some weeks previous. Jem's weight was twelve 
•tone eight pounds ; Baldwin's, twelve stone teu pounds. 

The mornbg was cheerless and stormy, but this did not damp the spirits 
either of spectators or oombataiits ; and shortly before one o’clock the 
veteran Commissaiy, Quid Caleb, having completed his arrmagsments, Jem 
Bom, attended by Tom Belcher and Harry Harmer, threw hb white 
eastor inside the ropes. He looked the picture of health, youth (his age 
tweoty^three)^ and smiluv good-humour, and was warmly cheered. BaU 
win qnidUy followed, Tom Cribb and Ned Neale (his late antegooist) being 
his senonda. The oftoatton of peeling soon took place, and the active 
condition of the men attracted all eyes. Bob looked fidl of musctiler 
power, bnt was thin in proportion to Jem. His oountenance dU not 
exltiUt that fiorU glow which diaiaeterised Jem’s, nor did we rsccgolse 
that eonddsoes wldeh Jtis previous declarations betokened. Jem had the 
nd^lage in height and length, and ow shaking hands it was clear that he 
hed screwed his conn^ to the stidLing-place. It was all or notUi^f with 
hhn, and he advhnM Uk# a mao about to play for bis last stake. 
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Tfui flftconds and bottle-holders M agreed to stake colours against 
colours, which were all tied to the stakes, and at the moment of setting-to, 
Ned Neale bet, and Tom Belcher took, sit to four on Bob.

aitielee mm dnlj eigned for a meeting on the 8rd of Jnljr. Betting un* 
b«|(nilig«‘1CrMlaBU||’’ kyingferep tofonr on “ Kj Herr^,” and ao llit 
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wftgorittg weo^Miixoklly at TAttemlVdy where seven to four in hundreds wes 
taken by one of the best jadges of the day. The sequel proved the sound- 
nest of Mr. John OuUy’s opinion. Baldwin defeated our hero» afthr a despe- 
vnle contest of eighty-five rounds, occupying ninety minutes, as may be 
seen in the life of Balowot, Chapter VIL of this volume. 

On the ISth of November in the ssine year (1827) Jem a second time 
met Ned Neale, but after a hard batUe of forty-three rounds, ooenpying 
forty-six minutes, hod again to succumb to the conquering arm of the 
Streatham Youth. (See Life of Neale, a/its, Chapter V., p. 810.) 

This was Jem's last appearance ns a principal within the ropes of the 
P. R. Aa a second, a backer, and a demonstrator of the art, the Press 
and the sporting public never lost sight of him. His house, the Queen’s 
Head," Windmill Street, Iluyinarkct, which he kept for some years, was 
the resort of nil lovers of jolly coiniiauionship, and those who wished to 
keep themselves au courant to all sports of the ring. 

Jem's Master of the Ceremouics at his sparring soirees was for some 
time the accomplished light-weight Owen Swift ; and many an M.P. 
slipped away from Si. Stephen’s, and many a smart guardsman from a 
Belgravian dinner-party, to give a look in at Jolly Jem’s snuggery; an 
inner sauctuin, commiinicatitig with the sparring-room, and set apart for

In vain did mar. plajmen, or *' calico awella,” attempt to gain a footing 
in Jem'a “ private room.” Jem inatinctivdy detected the pretender.

In his later days Jem shifted his domicile to the “ RWag l3an,*'ia Air 
Street, Piccadilly (previoudy hept by Johnny Brooma), whare nmny a 
tughthniiy Jam waa to be found, enjcTing bis pips and |^aaB,aHnoBndad 
by tha few aarvivlng members of the oM aehaol, and viailnd daring tba

For Mreral yean, as Jem grew in yean and in portliness, and, though not 
a hard drinker, fully enjoyed the good things of this life, he was sohject 
to intannittent attacks of gout, which, towards 1862, assailed him with 
inereaeing frequency, yet failing, when they gave him even a short tm«% 
to snbdue his natural fun and frolic. It was dnring one of unusual 
severity that we looked in to inquire after Jem's health, and hia pleasant 
daughter (Mm. Doyle) Imving taken up our name, the bedridden boxsr 
desired us to be “ shown np.” We expressed our sympathy, regardihg at 
the same time with some enrioMty a contrivance suspended from the 
enrtain«rods of the four*poster in which Jem was recumbent. 

“Hal old fellow,” said the merry Yorkshireman, “you're wanting to spell 
ont the meaning of tiiat. I’ll tell you, if this blessed crab timt's jmt nour got 
me in toe don’t give his claw an extra squeeze. If he does, why, ill atrikui 
and he shall tow me into port at once.” 

“ Ho, Jam, it’s not come to that yet.”

EDWARD BALDWIN (“ WHITEHEADED BOB ”) 

1823—1828. 

Nrt> Baldwin, w1io<te flobriqnet was suggested from the profusion of his 
pale flaxen linir, was horn iit Miinslow, near Ludlow, in Herefordshire, on 
the 6th May, 1803. His youth was spent in his native county, in which, and 
in Shropshire and Worcestershire, several unimportant battles are placed 
to his cre<lit hy Boxiaim.*' After a gulloDt contest on Worcester Race- 
course with a local boxer named Souther, whom he defeated in an hour 
and a qitailer, a gentleman well known in the London Ring, finding him an 
active, civil, and intelligent fellow, engaged him as his groom, and brought 
him to liondon. A trial battle in Harper's Fields, Marylebone, with a big 
IriMliman named O'Connor, in which the youngster displayed more pluck 
than science, led to his master putting him under the tuition of the scientific 
BUI Sales, who then superintended a boxery at his house in James Street, 
Oxford Street Hero he rapidly improved his style, and gained the 
reputation of a quick and fearless hitter, with some skill in defensive 
tactics. In February, 1828, he went down to Wimbledon, and there, after 
Hall and Wynes had aotUod their differences, Bob, as he woe now called, 
tlurcw up his bat to accommodate any man who had not yet fought in the 
Prixe Ring, for £10 of his master’s money. Here he was made the victim 
of a not very creditable ** plant** The afterwards renowned Jem Ward, 
who had already defeated Dick Acton and Burke (brother to Warrior ” 
Burke), and fought a draw with BUI Abbott, habited in a counti7iiian*s 
smock frock, was introduced as a “ yokel ** aspirant The men set to^ 
but the mse <is gasrre was soon seen throngb, and aftinr ntribleen ndoutes 
Bob*a friends took him away, though Bob was, game enongjk to have foeght 
It out with defeat staring him in the face. 

After a disappointment with Hany Laneastcr, j&ddwia was matdied 
with Maurice Belay, for £50 a side, and the balde came off at tfm ebiisic 
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gronnd of IfoniMj, on tlio 11th of Pohniwj, 11124. Bob wns brought 
upon the ground in a earriage, in a amart Witnegr upper, and threw hk hat 
into the ropes, esqidred bj IMt Bichmosd and Baddiogton Jones ; Dslaj, 
areompaniad b7 JmIi Hudson and Fed Neale, qnfadcljr followed. Tom 
Owen fastened a green bandanna to the stakes for the Kast Bnder, and 
Kichmond tied a blue bird's-eye over it for Bob. TItr seconds and 
prinripals sbonk hands, and the men threw themselTes in attitnde. Five 
to four on Ifauriee Delay.

Rbxahkh.— Bob did not win the battle 
without reeeiving a sharp taste of Delay's 
quality. The wiiito>heaaed One was not in 
such good oondiiioii as hk hackers wished 
him to be ; in fact, he was sick and ill from 
a cold four days before iBiditing. It was 
oountoring with hk opponent that gave him 
the viotcry. In the middle of the fight it 
was by nomeanssafetobim; nay,itappcareil 
to us that be was so weak as almost to Isiavo off 
fighting. But bs recovered himself, and 
turned the tide In hk favour till the 22nd 
and 23rd rounds, when some of the hast 
judges declared It “anybody's batOo." In 
the 11th round turned round to avoid 
the puiikhmeni of Delay ; but the sun was 
so powerful at that pmtod as to deprive him

Ha aapirad to riding 
inside a easriage instead of holding the horses \ and thus, unfortunately for 
himself, the injudicious patronage and loose companionship of swells were 
brought within his reach. 

Bob might now be said to have obtained a footing in ilm sporting 
world, and he was determined to push his fortune without delay. 
Notoriety in the Metropdis is a taking feature, and Bob was determined 
not to remain in obscurity ; he vthitCHl most of tlie places of amusement, 
and manifesiod indications of his fondness for a bit of high life/’ Ho 
60011 recommended himself to the notice of Mr. If ay no, then and afterwards 
known as ^^Poa-green llayac,” and for Ills iiiTair with Miss Foote and 
Colonel Berkeley ; and Bob had the art to induce this liberal-heart ml gentle* 
man to become his patron and backer. Baldwin was fond of dress, and 
knew its advantages ; he was frequently seen in the company of swells of 
the first water, at the “ Royal Saloon,” and other resortb of fast life ” where 
the Corinthians” of George the Fourth’s time most did congregate/’ 
As a proof that Bob possessed some knowledge of cliaractev^” he 
fipiieared at one of the masquerades at the Argyll Rooms,* habited as a 
flue gentleman ” of the modem time ! 

Bob took his first benefit at the Fires Court on Tuesday, May 14th, 
18:24, when he was well supported. 

Soon after his benefit Baldwin was matched against the Streatham 
Youth, for £100 a side. The parties met on Monday, July 26lh, 1824, at 
Cherteey. Bob appeared on the ground in the drag of bis patron, and 
would have entered the ring, but Mr. Hayne, on account of his bad stale 
of health, preferred forfeiting £100 rather than risking his reputation. 
So mueh for dissipation. 

A second mutch for £100 a side was immediiitely made between Bob 
and Neale at Hariy Holt’s, and three months were allowed to Bob to gel 
himself right This haUle was decided at Virginia Water, on Tuesday, 
the loth of October, 1824. The fight continued for one hour and tiltirteen 
minutes, oeeapying forty rounds, when Cribb said Bob should not fight 
any more, past Uving is fatal to athletes. 

Bdbi amcious to recover his lost laurels, inserted the following letter in 
the sportiiig journals, to the editors

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Baldwin did not wish to leavo London for Scotland (January 9th, 1825) 
without announcing hift intention to Nccdo, that his friends were ready to 
hack him for £200 a side ; but if the time was too soon for Neale to enter 
the ring, he was open to any twelve-stoiic-and-a-half roan in England, 

To the surprise of the admirers of aciontiHc pugilism, Bob was matched 
against George Cooper, diHtingui»hed in the annals of boxing as a fighter 
of superior pretensions, for £200 a side. This battle was decided at 
Knowle's Hill, thirty miles fiom Tendon, on Tuesday, July 5th, 1825. It 
was completely a foregone conclusion in the minds of the judges that 
George Cooper must win in first-rate style; nevertheless, the ring was 
surrounded by amateurs of the highest distinction. At ten minutes 
before one Bob threw his hut into the ring, attended by Holt and Olitcr. 
He was applauded by a few backers, but his countenance was angiy, and 
ho cotnpUined of having been neglected by his friends, and said that if it 
bad not been for the kindness of one gentleman (Mr. Hines) ho might 
have arrived completely unattended at the ring. George Cooper was 
Mconded by Hudson and Shelton.

wae ^naBy good In the mode be adopted In 
fighting an older man, by keeping him at 
work. Scarcely an amateur woind allow 
Bob a shadow of chance against such an 
accomplished boxer as George Cooper. The 
front piece of Bob wan rather the worse for 
the engagement, but in other respects his 
strength was nndimiDished ; and as a proof 
he put on hia clothes, and walked about the 
nng, to witnesa the battle bolwein Young 
Dutch Ram and Stockman. Bob also ob- 
served he was extremely sorry for the 
aocideut, and hfid much rather the battle 
ehonid have be^^n lonuinatod by lighting, 
as he felt confident of winning. Upon re* 
capitulation of the whole affair, Bob nad the 
aflvantage of fourteen years m age, but 
proved a much better and cleverer man than 
was calculated upon by the cepeorccidi. 


llob^ still soaring into swelldom, in imitation, iongo tniervalh^ of John 
Jncksou, opened what lie called The Subscription Rooms,’* in Pickering 
I’laoc, St. Jiimeh*s Street, for the porpobo of t* giving private lessons in 
the art of setf-defeneo/* having previouhly, us a contemporary wit said, 
*^studic<l Chostcrficld in the htable,’* to qualify himself for the professorial 
cliiiir. Like other ** stars** Bob now took a provincial tour with Jem 
Burn, Neale, and others, and was w'cll received at Liverpool and in the 
north. A severe illness, buid to be ** the mctisles,** laid Bob op during the 
summer of 1820 ; a retiremont from Loudon life restored him, and in 
January, 1827, at tlie ** Castle,’* llolborn, Baldwin was matched with Jem 
Burn for £100 a side, to meet on Tuesday, April 24th, 1827* 

At No Man’s Land, on the day appointed, in nineteen rounds, occupying 
thirty-three minutes, Baldw in was knocked out of time and the stakes by 
the fresh and vigorous arm of ** My Nevvy.” (See life of Jbk Bumf, in 
preceding chapter.) 

Baldwin took a benefit at the Tennis Court on Wednesday, May 9tb, 1827. 
The difference between winning and losing a battle, Bob asserts, was 
dearly proved to him on that day. However, a respectttble master Of 
the amateurs assembled to witness the sporta The sets-to were effeelive, 
particularly the bout between Tom Belcher and Jem Bunk, which proved 
a high treat of the art of self-defence, Scroggins, as Clown to llie Blikg, 
afforded much fun in his set-to with Deaf Davis. 

It was not to bo supposed that Baldwin, whose stamina oertsinly fan- 
proved, thanks to youth and a good constitution, wheneker he was under a 
cloud, and compelled, by what he called the neglect of his patrons,*’ to 
practise self-denial, would long lie idle. Hence, on the day of trial, JTnly 
8rd, 1827, when Bob peeled at Buscombe Laltp, he was ^himself agaim*^ 
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The MOod trial for <100 a lida took idkoe on a floa ptaaa of comittoa 
about a mna frm Twyfofdi Barks, called Buaoombe Lake, from Us batog 
covered with water in winter time. From tba facility with wbieh Boh 
was beaten hf Bum in their previoos eneonDter, and the ramonra, of courie 
exaggerated, of Bob’s saloon ” exploits in the wee home ajont the 
twaly” Jem was the favourite at six andr o^ven to four } Uncle Ben having 
actually booked two to ono rather,** as he said, ** than not do business.** 
There were those, however, who thought, with ns, tliat there was nothing 
in the comparative qualities of the mou to justify odds, and it was impos* 
siblo with those who witnessed the former battle not to see that Bob was 
not only not all ihar,” as the Yankees have it, but so utterly surprised 
by Barn’s mode of attack in the first three rounds that he never recovered 
his fighting tactios. Nevertheless, there was a period, in the middle of the 
fight, when Jem beeame so distressed that had Baldwin a vestige of 
strength left, he might have snatched the victory. The long odds were 
therefore freely taken by many, and especially at Tattorsall*s. The sequel 
proved that tlie opinions thus founded were fully borne out, and that a 
solitary instance of defeat under peculiar circumstances ought not to 
deprive a man of the chance of redeeming his credit. Both men quitted 
their iralning*grounds on Monday, and proceeded to Twyford, Bum taking 
np his quartern at the Bell,” and Baldwin at the “ King’s Arms Inn,” They 
were accompanied by their friends, and professed themselves to be equally 
confident In point of condition, too, they appeared to be pretty much on 
a par. Bob’s weight was twelve stone and a half. .Tom Bum sever lost 
a day dnriog his training, and could not have been better. His weight was 
twelve stone, six pounds.

Both 
wan ohaatfid, and on thoir dqMVtnre acareely an inhabitant wai left in 
the village.

Kkmarxs.— By this victory Baldwin 
placed himself on the topmoct round of the 
ladder m a game, enduring, and rcmluto 
boser, while Neale's inperior art, aetivity, 
and preoisiim all but balanoed Baldwin’s ad- 
vantages in weight, strength, and stamina. 
It wm an heroic battle, and either of the 
men at dlfferont ohaiigM of the weU-fonght 
fight might have resided the prise without 
diseredit to his ooursge or his nononr. In- 
deed. more then once a sorupulously atrlet 
timekeeper might have called on one or 
other of the men with fetal nwult to his 
chance of success. A feirer or bettor ring, 
and more fair-play pxineiplo in those sui^ 
rounding it^ have Mldom been seen of late* 


Baldwin and Nealo both Bhowod on the following Tuesday, when 
Whiteheaded Bob took a bonedt at the Tennis Court. Considering the 
severity of the contest, both men looked well— a satiefactory proof of their 
excellent condition, and of the effects of careful training.

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CHAPTEB VIIL 

SAMUEL EVANS YOUNG DUTCH SAM”)— 
1825—1834. 

Among the town celehriiioe of the aocond quarter of the nineteenth 
oentuij the eubject of thU memoir held a prominent place. His imme- 
diate and personal Intimaoy as boon companion or pal of a certain 
notorious marquis, and an earl whose career^ while ** sowing their wild 
oats,** savoured rather of the early days of the Regency than those of 
Queen Victoria, brought him too often before the public. Indeedi 
the nature of the associations into which lie was thus unfortunately 
thrown, acting npon a volatile and reckless disposition, led him into aa- 
oeeaes which destroyed a fine constitution, prevented his availing himself 
of more than one opportunity of achieving competence and a fair social 
positioo, and finally consigned him to a prematnre grave. In the ensuing 
pageS| however, we shall chiefly deal with Young Dutch Sam as a publio 
demonstrator of the art of self-defence, and as one whose biography 
furnishes an illustrative chapter in the history of the Ring. 

Samuel Evans, deservedly distinguished as **tbo Phenomenon,’* was 
bom in Wdls Street, Ratcliff Highway, on the 80th of January, 1808. 
He was descended from a sire whose fame as a professional boxer the sou 
did no diseiedit. The battles of Samuel Elias, in bia day also dubbed ^ the 
Phenomenon,” wDl«be found in our first voluma Sam’s earlier years, 
from all that we have gathered from hia own lips and his iotimatss, ware 
apent iu lha aame ^‘university” which another famous Samuel ” (not 
Johnson, hot Weller) declares lobe the ** best for diarpeniogthe iniellect*’ 
of the youth who may dkance to be enbjeeted to its rough discipline. The 
fiuditions of Boaemaiy Lane, now itsdff ewspt into what Thomas Carfyle 
u the duiihia of the past,” were onee rife with reminisoaoeie of 
the inUi^va Ihtie skill and the marvelloui mesteiy of milling nmomnvrei 
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dupinjred by ** Toung Sami’* in many an encounter with the pugnacioue 
progeny of the peoplebh«” who once populated that inodorouB but eweetly 
named thoroughfare, renowned for the ancient and (fried) tlah41ke smell ” 
of its edibles, and the yet more fusty emanations of its clobbered and thrice- 
renovated garmonta 

Thus Sum fought his way upwards in the rude battle of life ” until his 
sire slmfUcd off this mortal coil ” in the month of July, 1816, when Sam 
appears to ha\'o been thrown upon his own resources. Sam was evidently 
a precocious youth, for in his fifteenth year, if we take Pierce Egan’s 
account, he was follo^\itig the employment of a baker, when his associate 
in dough, one Bill Doan, a chap with some milling pretensions, threatened 
to serve <mt Young Snm for some trifling fault. This brought forth the 
father’s blood in his veins, and in emulation of his warlike sire, ho 
challenged Dean out to fight early the next morning ; but old Burntcrust, 
his master, locked Sam up in his bedroom to prevent the mill, Sam, how- 
ever, in defiance of bolts and bars, got out of the garret window, scrambled 
over the tiles of several hou'^os, found his way into a strange house, ran 
down the stairs, ultimately into the street, and met Bill Dean at the ap* 
pointed place, Kennington Common, when the battle commenced without 
delay, lit the course of four rounds Young Sam played his part so well 
that Dean would not fight any longer, gammoning it, as was supposed, that 
hb thumb was out of joint. 

Doan was not exactly satisfied with this first battle, and, after several 
quarrels, a second match was agreed upon, Sam fighting Dean for three 
hidf-crowDS to two. This mill was also decided upon KenniiigtoQ Common, 
Tom Cooper and Spencer acting as seconds for Y’oung Sam, a fact whioli 
shows that ^^the Young Dutchman” was already an associate, if not a 
member, of the P.R. Dean ^'screwed his courage to the stiditdg- 
place,” and fought well for three-quarters of an hour ; but findifig the 
chance was against him, he declared his knee was injured, and he would 
fight no more. Sam was loudly applauded by the speotatore for the pluck 
and science he had displayed throughout the battle. 

Boon after this affair our hero migrated westward, leaving the ^ dead 
men ” of the east, and becoming an apprentioe at ease in the oAoe of Mr* 
Charles Baida in, in the Crescent, Blaekfriars, on the teiy spot now 
occupied hy tlm Ludgato Tenninus of the London, Ohatham, end Dover 
RaBway. Sam had scarcely taken his initiatory lessons an the mystery of 
a typo when he got into a fracas with the peripatetic potman of the neigh- 
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bonring public, wliteb supplied tbe piiniing^ofilce with beer nnd other 
ftleoboHc stiiniilaiita. The punrejor of heavy wet had with him a pair of 
glofes, and he and the youthful Sam (we had this from liia own lipa) at 
first began to spar in fun/' for the entertainment of such of the roiii|>o«itor« 
as were taking their midday meal beneath their frames^' and ou the 
"stone’* from pressure of business. The publican and sinner wiis Mtort-* 
tempered as well as conceited, and Sam having " pinked him ” more than 
once on his prominent proboeets, the ginspinner's deputy threw off the 
mufflers, let go right and left vioioubly* and ‘‘went in” in earnest. Ha was 
A strong fellow, a stone, or perhaps two, heavier thau the youthful Sam, but 
the Young *Un retreated milling, and popping in ‘Ucosers" all along the 
IMsage, and out into the short street, when, after half-an-liour's fighting, 
from Apotheearios Hall to Bridewell, Mr. Giu-aud-Bittors cried, " Hold, 
enough !” In the opinion of Mr. Charles Baldwin’s overseer, however, Sam's 
skill in " setting to ” did not seem to compensate for his deficiencies in skill 
in " setting up," and our hero was soon after a gentleman at iavge." 

Released from the confinement of a prsutiDg-ofllce, Sam iurno<l hts 
Attention to selling newspapers instead of Hotting them up. In this vocation he 
became known to Pierce Egan, and with his natural predilection for sport- 
ing, Sam took up the supply of his sporting paper to sporting houses. It 
must be remembered that newspapers wore then costly articles — the

per copy, and the trade profit proportionate. 

About this time, also, Young Sam obtained an introduction to Mr. John 
Jackson, Captain Dudley, and other amateurs of distinction, whose 
judgment of the pretensions of the young aspirant for fistic fame was 
deddedly favourable. London then teemed with professors " of ifie noble 
art, and among (hem one known as Jack Poultcm, of the Mint, opened a 
school ta that classic locality " to teach the young idea how to shoot " 
straight from the shoulder. Sam was ** planted" on the-rougli-aiid- 
ready Southwark bniiser ns a lad wbo wanted improving. The result was 
comical to all but (he "professor." Sam stopped him, got away, nobbed 
him OB he eotne in, and so completely bothered the sei-disaitt " professor " 
that he threw down the gloves, and never again showed as the priodipal 
of an academy. At this period, Pieree Egon says of him ; " On compoiing 
likenesses, ii is the general apinUm that the Young ’Un*s Gountonmiee 
doss not possess the fine-spirited oninuitloD of the late renowned Dutch 
Sam’s face, yet the resemblance was admitted to be genuine, allowtag for 
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tli6 difference between jouth and agCt and the went of large whideera. 
The a|iarklers of the Young ’Un, if not partaking (? poMessing) the pene- 
trating look of the once Phenomenon of the P.B,, neverthelesa gave 
Young Sam’s nob a lively appearance throughout the battle. Our hero is 
in height five feet eight inches and three-quarters, weighing ten stone and 
a half, and generally considered a fine-grown young man/* 

Soon after Sam’s introduction to the sporting world, his friends were so 
satisfied with his abilities as a sparrer that they matched him, as a trial, 
against Jack Lonney (the Cowboy), a boxer who liad won three ring fights, 
but had surrendered to the ** Pci of the Fancy,” Dick Curtis. Monday, the 
S28th of March, 182l>, was named as the day, and the Old Barge House, 
oppoaito Woolwich, as the battle-field. Young Sain showed at the scratch, 
his *'soul in arms, and eager for the fray,” but no Cowboy came in sight. 
It was reported ho was locked up in town, so the Young ’Un claimed and 
pocketed the stakes (£25), without a struggle for the prize. About this 
time Sam, while in training at Tom Shelton’s house at Walton, in Surrey, 
made the acquaintance of the scientific Dick Curtis, an acquaintance that 
soon ripened into a warm friendship. Dick’s report to Hughes Ball, Esq. 
of Sam’s capabilities led to a glove exhibition before that gentieinan and 
his friends at Combe Park (when Dick gave his opinion that the novice ’* 
miMt beat Lenney), and the subsequent patronage of ** The Golden Ball,’* 
one of the notabilities of the Fourth George’s reign. 

Sam declared himself much disappointed, and possessing the utmost 
confidence in his powers, ho soon found an opening for a public Mut, 

On Tuesday, July 5t1i, 1825, after White-headed Bob (see Life of Balh- 
wm, oals, p. 842) had defeated the game George Cooper at Knowle Hill, 
Berks, Young Sam made his first bow in the Prize Ring, as the opponent of 
Ned Stockman, for a purse of twenty pounds. Stockman was well known 
to the Fancy as the Lively Kid,” and, in addition to several victories, had 
beaten Uarry Jones (the Sailor Boy, lOst.) throe times, and lately defeated 
Baines. The general idea was that Sam was too much of a novice end 
too boyish to defeat so experienced and crafty a boxer as Stockman, who 
waa therefore backed freely at six to four, and at setting to at two to one. 
On this occasion Sam was waited upon by two East End friends, Dick 
Curtis and Josh Hudson, the John Bull Fighter. Stockman had the 
attentions of Harty Holt and Dick Acton. The colours, a canary-yelloiir 
for Sam and a blue bird’s-eye for Stockman, being tied to the stakM, the 
men shook hands and stood ttp for

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tbo Prieo Bing, entering eagerly on a life of gaiety which iniut impair the 
stamina of an athlete. Dick Curtis, too, selected him as his partner in 
public sparring eahlbitions. At this period it was the fashion to illustrate 
the art of self-defence at the theatres, and more especially upon the stages 
of the transpontine houses. Dick Curtis and Young Dutch Sam figure 
frequently in the playbills of this period, and he showed off his graceful 
and effective style with much ^olat behind tlie footlights of the Surrey, 
Coburg (now Victoria), and Royalty Theatres, end at the Sauspareil, in 
Catherine Street, Strand. 

Sam was not long allowed to be idle. Harry Jones, the Sailor Boy, 
offered himself to his notice, and a match was made for £25 a side. 

This battle was decided at Shcro Merc, on the borders of Bedfordshire, 
on Tuesday, the 18th of October, 1825. Jones was backed for this event 
in consequence of his being said to have had iho best of Sam in a sparring 
ttatch at the Jacol/s Well, Barbican. The odds, nevertheless, were 
against Jones, six to four, niul in several instances two to one, and some 
persons even ventured to lay three to one on the ground. Sam was 
attended by Dick and George Curtis, and Jones by Goodman and Beid. 
The Young One had the length of his opponent, but Jones showed most 
mnscle and strength, and also theliest condition. Two to one on setting to 
in favotir of Sam.

Tom Cooper, by his manly behaviour in a turn-up with Bishop Sharpe, 
which continaed for twenty minutes and upwards, was viewed as an 
opponent likely to test the ** staying capabilities’* of the Young ’{Jn. 
Nevertheless, the betting was decidedly in favour of Sam, six and seven to 
four.

was manifested by the spectatom when Young Sam was announced as 
prepared to contend for the prize-money. It will bo observed that only 
six weeks had elapsed since his last fight, and Sam’s hands were said to be 
somewhat damaged. His opponent, Bill Carroll, was a good man. He 
was seconded by McKenzie and Lenney ; and Sam was handled by Dick 
Curtis and Barney Aaron* Sum took the lend, at two to one, till the tenth 
round, when ho rceoived a severe cross-buttock. This circumstance rather 
alarmed his friends ; but he soon recovered from its effects, and finished 
off Ills man in a canter, in sixteen rounds, occupying thirty minutes. The 
Duke of Wellington was present during the fight, and subscribed XfiO 
towards the stakes, and to a purse for the losing man. 

From the great improvement exhibited by %Sam, not only in his person, 
but bis knowledge of milling, he was matched, without liositation, against 
Jack Cooper, known as the Slashing (lipsy, for £50. This contest was 
decided U|>on a stage, on Tuesday, February 27th, 1827, at Andover, after 
Dick Curtis had defeated Barney Aaron. The Gipsy, attended by Jem 
Ward and Mr. Nathan, ascended the stage, and Dutch Sam was waited 
upon by his faithful friends Josh Iludvoii and Dick Curtis. The appear- 
ance of the latter hero as Sam’s second excited general surprise, Curtis 
said, “ Gentlemen, a hot was laid me, ten pounds to one, that I did not win 
the fight and second Young Dutch Sam. 1 believe," said he, laughing, 
** 1 shall win both events." The combatants appeared in excellent con- 
dition ; Sam seemed lively as a daiicing-niastcr, and full of confidence. The 
Gipqr’s mahogany mug bore a smile of triumph as, after shaking hands, 
the men set to.

In the days cf old **thc mail to the li^ht ** waa ono of the feaiuros of 
fiportiog life, nor wan ibe return fromtln* fight "made without its TieififiitudMi 
On thifi oocfUMon the sodden alteration in the weather, and the owenrhelming 
filiowei* of rain, tendered the roads almost impasaable between Andover and 
Baaingfiibke, and the men and hones were beaten to a etandstilL But il 
b an ill wind that blows no one any good," aud the ^ Wheatsbeaf Inn,** at 
Vnginia Water, was not neglected either in the journey fnmi or return in 
Idmdon., A good lanler, eneelleni prime bods, and moderate ehatgas 
iia save vaeomniendatiooi to the ^porting world; and hers many of tbe 
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London division rested for the night. Curtis and Sam arrived in town on 
Wednesday nighty with full pockets, and amidst hearty greetings. Before he 
left Andover for London, Sam called upon the Gipsy, and made him a 
present of two sovereigns. 

On Thursday, March Ist, 1827, Young Dutch Sam took his benefit at 
the Tennis Court, and was well supported. The sets-to generally were 
good, the wiud-up by Y oung Satn and Ned Stockman. Sam was as gay as 
a lark, fresh as a foiir*year-o1d, and quite ready for another milL Stock- 
man stood up well against his clover adversaiy ; but Sam had decidedly the 
best of the botit. Curtis also appeared at the Court, and was congratulated 
by his nuiiieroiift friends upon his recent conquest over Aaron. His face 
was considerably swollen, and the handiwork of Barney evident. The 
Star of the Ea^t also showed himself. Barney's peepers were Cfunpletely 
in mourning ; his mouth also damaged, and lie* complained of soreness of 
his throat, lie was quite cheerful, consoling himself that he had done his 
duty like a brave and honest man. 

The Gipsy did not exhibit much punishment — liis head was rather out 
of shape-— a proof that Sam was not so hard a hitter as the Pot Sara 
himself had no visible signs of re<*eut figlitiiig about his nob ; his face was 
entirely free from marks. He returned thanks for the support ho had 
received, and hoped he had given his friends satisfaction. 

Dick Davis, the Pet of Manchester,*' stood so high in the provlnoial 
Fancy, from his repeated conquests, that the patrons of boxing in Manchester 
were determined Davis should have a shy in the London Bing. He was 
accordingly matched with Young Sam for £100 aside. This battle was 
dedded on Tuesday, June 19t1i, 1827, near Stony Stratford. The jotimey 
was ratlier too long for the cockneys, being nearly sixty miles from the 
sound of Bow bells ; as it is also one hundred and twenty-hine miles from 
Manchester, it was also above a joke for the Manchester hdb to leave 
their homes. Therefore the muster of the Fancy was but thin at Stony 
Stratford, although the battle between Sam and Davis excited considemble 
interest among the lovers of boxing, both in town and eountiy. Davie was 
a native of Lancashire, and twenty-eight yean of agoC He was employed 
in Mr. Peel's iron foondiy, at Manchester, as a moulder— in abaol 

five feet «ls indies and a quarter, weighing ten atone iwdve pounds. 
DavlSy by bis numerous victories, stood bigb as a mlBing cove; an^ hie 
frimids at Manchester fiattered thenmelves that he was hnriiidUe, as VrMh 
Ui eountiy opfMments he was never partfoidar as to wdghi and shMi Davii 
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defeated twice Jack Wileon, aleo Witman twice ; with Tom Reynoldg he 
made a capital battle^ which wan brought to a wrangle ; and he likewiee 
defeated Fidler Hall. Davie entertained an opinion that he could conquer 
any pugilist of his oa-n weight with the greatest certainty. Ham hatl it<»w 
proved victorious in five battles ; Ned Stocknian, Jade and Tom Cooper 
(Qipfly)i Carroll, and Harry Jones (ilie Sailor Boy), all in succession had 
surrendered to his conquering arm. 

Davis, with two of his backers, and Phil. Sampson, arrived at Stony 
Stratford on Satur<1ay, making the “Cross Keys*’ their headquarters. 
Davis wore bis working dress, consisting of a fustian jacket and wide thick 
trousers ; ho also wore a clicck shirt, and he lookeil us rough a customer 
as might be met with in a day’s walk, offering in tliesc res}>ects a striking 
contrast to the smart and natty l^ndon boxer, who was a decided swell in 
dress and deportment. 

Sam arrivoil with Curtis during Monday, and made his lieadquartem at 
the “ Geoi'gt».” In walking through the streets of Stratford, the men met 
each other for the first time, and shook hands like brave fellows. After 
this reneontref Davis appeared yet more confident h<* Hluuild prove the 
winner, the opinion of the countryman lasing that “sucli a fine getitleniaii 
couldn’t stand to be spoil k” 

On Tuesday morning the knowing ones laid their riolM together as to a 
spot of ground, and a field at HaverHlmrn, alaint five miles from Stony 
Stratford, was named as the s(*ene of action. Thither the travellers 
repaired, and a few minutes pa«*r twelve oVdock Sam, attended by Curtis 
and Oliver, threw in his tile. Sam sported nlk stockings, Davis appeared 
immediately afterwanis, foUowe<l by Sampson, and Johnny Clieetham, <»f 
Manchester, The colours, yellow for each of the eon>hatants, were tied lo 
the stakes. Ram was the favourite for choice $ but his friends were not 
inclined to give above five to four. Sam won the toss.

The baokors of Sam, without hchitation, now pitted him aj!;ainBt the all- 
oouqueriiig Bishop Sharpe for £100 a side. This match excited an uo- 
iianal degree of interest. Sharpe had the majority In hk favour, par* 
ticularly the old ring-goers; ucvorthclcMs, Young Sam stood well with the 
Corintliians and the lovers of fine fi;L^hting. The following remarks as U> the 
different capabilities of the combatants were published a few days previous 
to the day appointed for the battle to take place: ** First on the list standi 
Bishop Sharpe, the Bold Smuggler, who has pro\ed himself successful In 
upwards of twenty battles, both in and out of the Prize Ring. The 
Smuggler never picked his customers, but took them as they came, and 
always got through the piece with victory. As a fighter, Bishop Sharpe 
is not generally admired ; but as a hitter he is tremendous, and one blow 
well planted has often rendered it * no go ' to his opponents. The Sage of 
the Bast prononnees him to be ^prodigious;’ and the John Bull Fighter 
merU, * He hits them as I like, and so hard as his opponents do not like 1’ 
Bnt Sharpe will be opposed by a ‘ leery ’ fighter in Sam, cautions in a 
high degree, and who has a very great aversion to ho hit at all. This 
leoden San a veiy diffienU cove to be ^got at.* He is also a very 
daageroQa adversary for those enstomevs who like to * go in,’ as he nobs 
end gets away, frequently without any return ; his blows are Cimsidered 
Ifghtf and of the sparring school ; but the Manchester Pet tethi another 
tela.

Tuesday, October 28rd, 1827, was the day set apartfor the battle to take 
place, and great anxiety was manifested upon the event Many of the 
Londoners started overnight for the scene of action ; and in consequence 
the Bonifaces on the road to No Man's Land came in for a turn, more 
esplecially at St. Albans, the *^B]ue Boar" being the grand rallying 
point 

Before peep of day on Tuesday morning, the North London road was 
covered with vehicles of every description, filled with the lads of the Fancy, 
picturing to themselves a prime day's piny between Sam and the Bishop, and 
the complete fill*iip of the scene by Barney Aaron and Redmond. The 
“ Crown," at Holloway, kept by Joe Emms,. was attractive ; Young on 
Ilighgate Hill was not forgotten ; Pcpf)or, at the King's Arms" at Barnet, 
came in for a good slice, and Little Tim’s Crib," near to the twelfth mile- 
stone, was overflowing with company. 

Sharpe, on the Monday evening, made his quaHors at St. Albans, and 
Bam lock up his midence for the night at Little Tim's." 

As the day wore on, it was ascertained tliat a screw' was loose, and five 
to one offered that no fight would take place. Such was the state of 
tbibgs for two or three hours at St. Albans ; at lengtli it was announced 
that Sam was upon the road, and he shortly afterwards made his appear- 
ance in a post-cliaise. 

Time was on the wing ; and Sharpe and hb seconds, Peter Crawley and 
Ward, made the best of their way to No Man’s Land, where the ring 
had been previously made by Joe Fbhwick. At one o'clodk Bbhop 
Sharpe throw hb hat into the ring, according to custom, in order to ohum 
the stakes should Sam not make hb appearance, but Sam, attended by 
Curib and Harry Holt, allowed himself within the rop^ All was happiness 
amongst the crowd for a few minutes, and nothing but a scientific battle 
expected to take place ; but the inishiq) was soon developed } Sam took off 
hie fugle, but the remainder of liis toggery remained uiitoiiched. The tmpe 
now appeared, and said they had a warrant against Sam ; but on nooooasloii 
whatever did oflUcers ever conduct themselves more gen%, or act acooed- 
to tbfdr ituliuctioai *' to beliavo in a gentlonoaly munu’ to tho 
oSoDdorogaiovttiwtaw.tluinfhoMdid.

During the conference with the traps, the Bishop addressed himself to 
several gentlemen in the ring, observing, is too bad*-^t is rascally 
eooduet to rob me of the battle^money,** and taking off his clothes, went 
up to his opponent, and said to him, Sam, do you mean to fight ? I am 
ready for you.” Sam replic<l, “What am I to do? — I oan*t fight in 
the face of the officers/’ Ills seconds, Holt and Curtis, declared 
they would not give a chance away hy seconding Sam in defiaiice of the 
law. The traps, to prevent any further niisunderstaiiding on the subject, 
and to make “ their visit pleasant,” in the most gentle manner gave Sam a 
hint that his services in the ring w^oiild he disfienscd with, so, like “a good 
hoy,” he retired from within the ropes without giving thorn any furtlier 
trouble. Bishop Sliarpe put on his clothes ; but la^fore he left the ring he 
said he had no doubt the lovers of fair play would not let him he 
deprived of the stakes,” and thus the affair ended. 

On Thursday, October 2uth, 1827, the IVt of the Fancy took his benefit 
at the Tennis Court; and, consideririg the iiiifa^oiirahle state of the 
weather, it was a good one. Several bouts proved attractive ; but the great 
feature of the day was the set-to between Harry Holt and Young if Utah 
Sam. This gave the amateut s an opportunity of jtidgiitg of Sam’s coo^ 
dition ; aud, in the goncnil opinion of the niidiencc, he a|>peared nothing 
wanting ; on the contrary, he was coii-Hidcred iip to tlie mark. Young Sam 
was pitted against one of the host spiirrcrs on the list, and one who has had 
great experience, not only in fighting with Jmk Hiindall, hut coiitltiiially 
setting to with the Nonpareil in his best days. Holt has lK*eii opposed <o 
all the firsb-ratc men on the list, and ala ays proved himself a dlstinguishsd 
seieutifie artist. The attack and defence were a masterpiece on both aides, 
Harry was perfectly aware that he had a tniublosome customer before him, 
tod had not to learn that the eyes of all tlie Court were on Mm, We 
do not know a better €»pponent than Holt for Sam to produce a trial scene 
for tlie Fancy In order that they may draw their own coaclnsiona. Hany 
was capital, and Sam proved himself excellent. The ^ liesi of It” sras of 
a dkmbtfn! nature, and a feather in the scales of candour and jiislios tntgliii 
have been the award on either side i but Is should bo rsediected that Sam 
mu ie eopditiony end Horry tjuite out of if. TbiN however, was not Ihg 
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point in v{i»w ; but the moet remarkable and valuable feature in the above 
•el-to waa this — Sarny it waa seen, could change his mode of fighting aa 
eircirnistanoea presented themselves — ^no hopping about, no standing stilli 
but stopping and hitting his opponent with the utmost ease, rallying like 
the most determined boxer, and getting out of trouble with case, style, and 
decision* Indeed, such was the display of Sam and Harry Holt that the 
greatest admirers of Bishop Sharpe on witnessing the set-to, must have 
pronounced the Young One ” a formidable and dangerous customer to 
the Bold Smuggler. Tumultuous applause crowned their ezertious and 
exits from the stage. It was pronoitucod by the whole of the visitors one 
of the best sets-to ever witnessed at the Tennis Court 

Several persons of rank who were present wished that Sam would give 
some explanation on the subject of his not fighting with Sharpe. He 
replied that he had no explanation to give ; 1 m had been uSed very ill, 
and it was not bis fault !'* 

Dkcisiom of thk Stakkiioliikr. — Tbe “Castle Tavern** was over- 
flowing on Wednesday, October 24 th, lf)27 ; Bishop Sharpe and his backers 
WTre present. The stakes of £2()<) were demanded by the Bishop, on the 
score that he was in the ring, and ready to fight, acconling to the articles 
of agreement He said that Sam hod declined to fight through the 
collusion of parties, uiitler the idea they would lose their blunt if ho fought, 
and not on account of any fair magisterial interruption. One of the 
backers of the “ Young One *’ resisted the stakes being given up until the 
whole of Sam’s backers were present as they had nothing to do with the 
matter in dispute. The stakeholder, Tom Belcher, considered, in point of 
right and fairness, the Bishop was entitled to the hatUe**money, and 
accordingly gave Sliarpo one hundred pounds, holding the other hundred 
as an indemnity against any legal proceedings which might be instituted 
against the stakeholder. 

Sam, full of pluck, and anxious to obtain a job, offered to fight Peace 
Inglis, but no match was made. 

In April, 1827, Dan M^Kensie was matched against Young Sam for £80 
a side, but the backers of M^Kensle ultimately prefenred a forfeittire to 
running the risk of a battle. 

In a aet-to with ** the Young Qas ** at the Tennis Court, Sam distingolslied 
himmdf, proving a most troublesome customer* Jonathan had “ all his 
work to do** to prevent his being placed in the background by the superior 
iseties of Young Sam. 
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The set-to between Toang Sam and Harry Holt bail gWrti io miirh 
ftaiisfaetioD to the amateurs that a second bout was called for tiy the 
sdmirerB of the art of self-defence. At the benefit of Jem Rum at the 
Tennis Court on Tuesday, December 11th, 1827, the above pugilists again 
met. Sam, as a rising performer, appeared auxiOus to obtain the 
superiority, and Holt was equally on the alert to prevent hieing his laurels 
obtained as an accomplished spatrer. The latter defended himself with 
considerable skill \ hut the length and activity of Sam ultimately gave him 
the advantage. Upon quitting tlie stage tliey received thunders of applause 
from a delighted audience. 

The following statement, addressed to the sporting world, appeared in 
the newspapers in vindication of Young Sam’s cliai'actor

** Gintlkusu,'— I have been much MnrprUed to peroolve that almoet all the hbune of the 
(liRapiiointDieiit experieneed bv the fancy owing to tho fight not taking plaee between 
liithop Shaipe and myself hai i>een laid upon my iihoulden, and yet 1 have been unquea* 
tionably the greateet Bufferer ; for I am oonfiilcnt that had no interruption taken plane the 
battle-DMuey would be now in my poeMtiion. An infeiwnoa ii drawn to ray prejudfaw that 
ai the warrant from the Mary -la-bonne Office wai granted on the information of my mother, 
1 hud omployod her to give euch infoimaiioii, or, at leaet, that aho aotod with my know- 
le<lge ana conient ; bail declara moat aolenmly that thia was not the ease. I had no prt*- 
vioua knowledge whatever that any one intended to adopt aueb a ooarae. nor did 1 know 
that aaoh a warrant was iaaued, tiu informed of it on tho morning of fighting. Whethor or 
not thia warrant was obtained at the instance of peraons who had uken a atrango alarm and 
were afraid to risk their money on me, I shall not protend to say ; hut of tliis tho Fancy 
may be assured, that 1 meant la do ntw bat to wm, and felt fully confident of auoosaa. 
With respeot to the aaeertion that the offioeia hiul no authority to take me, as their warrant 
was taaned from BUddleoez, and was not backed hy a Hertfordabiro niagiatimte, I can aafely 
plaad that they told me they eertainly had full powen to act, and I rlhl not feel auffloieutly 
aoaualutcd wiui legal nicnrtlea to remt their authority. 1 eoald not venture to fight In 
defiaiwe a coam of experienood offioera, who I rettauiiahly eonclnded must be mneb 
better Judgee of uie axim of their powers than I could be. As to the alleged error of a 
witnoMar tt the wanraat, my ml name it Samuel Svatu, to that the doonment nft 
eorrectly drawn In that respeot at least. The whole affair has ended most nnfortwtely for 
me ; I am boand ever to ‘ keep the peaoe towards all his Mideaty’a liaga aubjeets for twelve 
n^tha,* and am tbua prevented from ezereialng my profession in the lung daring mt 
period— a oonaequenoe of most seiions Import to a young man who, vanity amrt, waenaiitg 
mo notiM, anAuMl been bitbeiio invariably auoeessfnL Of oonrse, it is uaelem hw me w 
talk of making any matoh at preaent ; but, when the above perioilj^ ^ 

preMfcd to 8gkt any man in Bndi^, of my weight, for from SICO to Ai^iioir a 
wjTO or two to Biahop Sharpe : u he has one spark of Rnglish feeling beloogte to bfan, he 
not lafl to give me the pmtferenoe aa soon as 1 am fiee from tha fetters of 
•bto to meet Um. X have a prior olaim upon hU noti^ and ahall never mt aatlsM tfll I 
Imw a lUr oppertnnily oi proving which Is tho bmt man. Good luck, e^ the onfrdr pjo- 
^latton of^ etakeholder, have plaeed the katUe-money for Into matoh In ^

Id the autumn of 1828, in consequence of some personal unpleasantness, 
the veteran Jack Martin (the once^reDownod conqueror of Scroggins, Josh 
Hudson, Phil Sampson, and Ned Turner) challenged Young Sam to the 
battlefield, and a match was made for ;£t00 a side. For some months 
this affair was the talk of sporting circles ; Sam's conduct being the subject 
of mnch censure. At length, all preliminaries being arranged, the men 
met on the 4th of November, 1828, at Knowle Hill, Berks, thirty-four 
miles frrmi Lonilon, a spot celebrated from its having been the scene of 
similar exhibitions on a former occasion — we allude to the fights between 
George Cooper and Baldwin, Young Dutch Sam and Ned Stockman, and 
Goodman and Keidic, all of which were decided on the same excellent arena 
without interruption. In fact, a more suitable* spot could not have been 
selected ; first, from its 1)ciug at a distance from any populous neighbour- 
hood ; and next, from one side of the grounds being bounded by a gradual 
elevation, from which the spectators could look down upon the sports as 
from a sort of amphitheatre. The distance from London, too, foiir-and- 
tbirty miles, brought the journey within the scope of a day, and enabled 
the amateurs to go and return without any serious sacrifice of time oi 
labour. 

Both men had been attentive to their training ; Martin at Milford, in 
Surrey, and Sam first at Hartley Row, and then at the New Inn,** 
Staines. In the early part of his traiiiing, Martin, from having but just 
recovered from a severe fit of illness, as well as from the deep wound which 
bis feelings had sustained, was in anything but promising condition. At 
last he came out witli every appearance of renovated health. . At his 
benefit, on Uie previous Tuesday, he seemed to have reached his pristine 
vigour, and, as he said himself, was quite as well as an ^ old W ** ooqld 
expect to be. Of the result of Uie battle he always speke with peifeeteoa- 
fldeuce, and let! his friends to believe that victoiy was certain. So per- 
suaded was he himself of this issue that he advised all whom he knew to 
tiaek him without hc;>itatiott, and actually gave them meoqy lo lay out on 
his account. In the end this confidence proved to he miqidaced, and the 
milling maxim that old stale ones are of nonse to young fredi onei,^ eras 
fuSy exemplified; Martin, who had been for some yeeit a lieemml 
vietueller, being in his thirty-third year, while 8iUn*a summers nmnlMted 
but twenty-oim» It was stipulated in the aiiiclee thut Martin riieuM mM 
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more ttimi list. Tibi, oo themoviiiitg of ilghtlog-»«sitpor(liions ooii«^ 
dition, seeiiHI^ that his weight, in his prime, was under list., and his reoeat 
illness had rednoed him some pounds. Sam stated his weight at lOst t2)ba i 
to us he looked more than half a stone heavier. The foes for choice of 
place was won hj Sam, and he veij naturally named the scene of his 
forme? good fortune. On Monday afternoon Martin reached tbe CasUo 
Inn,** on the further side of Maidenhead ; and Sam, accompanied by Dick 
Curtis and other friends, shifted his quarters from Old Shirley's at Staines, 
to the same neighbourhood. It was soon ascertained that the magistracy 
would not interfere, and the anticipation of the approaching contest was 
thus unalloyed by those fears which were but too common even in those 
days in meetings of a like character. 

The road from London during Monday afternoon was crowded by drags 
of every description. A groat number pushed on to Maidenhead, while 
others pulled up at Cranford Bridge, Colubrook, or Slough. 

The dawn of day produced a new cavalcade from all quarters. Carriages, 
post-chaises, and gigs kepi pouring tlirough the town all morning in 
an almost uninterrupted line, reminding men of the days when Crawley 
Downs was the favourite resort of the Fancy. Many persons of distinction 
were among the motley assemblage, whose patronage, under the encourage* 
mont afforded by the Fair Play Club, was hourly increasing. Tlie weatlier 
was as propitious as tlie most fastidious could desire ; the sun shone with 
brillianoy, and every countenance seemed gladdened by the cheering 
prospect of a good day's sport. 

The Commissary was early on the ground, and formed the ring with his 
usual judgment. The whole was surrounded by wagons and other vehicles, 
which were drawn up three and four deep, and the most perfect regularity 
was preserved. As the hour of combat iq>proached the tbroqg came 
muling in from every point of the compass, and the ** yellowman ** of Sam 
and the ‘^blue bird's-eye foglo" of Martin were everywhere sported. 
Tom Cribb and most of the old members of the P. B. wore present, and we 
were glad to recognise in the drde many of those old Fancy mugs whose 
cobatenanoe in former days lent life to the scene. 

At half«|MSt twelve there were not less than ten thousand persons 
MMallM. thi. time the PJ’.C. whip, were put into the bend, of 
twdm of tb. *< Orfer of Segufaitoni/'aad the ring w« immedietoljr cleMed 
of i n td n p M. , dl of thoHy with » few ezoeptkHK, retired behind no outer 
1% «f nifwi, in wideh .itmtioo they remuiud tbronghont the oonteM.

In a few minutes afterwards Martin entered from the opposite side of 
the circle, attended by Tom Spring and Peter Crawley. He was received 
with load cboers, and appeared in high spirits. He came forward with a 
smile on his countenance, as if, to use the words of an old toast, ^ the 
present moment was the most happy of his life." 

Martin paid but little attention to his antagonist, while Sam eyed him 
with a searching look, and, turning toward*? his friends, sidd, It will be 
seen to-day whetlior fear forms any part of my composition." On peeling, 
Martin showed a fine muscular pair of understandings, and had some good 
points upwards ; but it was obvious that his .frame was not in its prime. 
II is breast showed marks of recent blisters as well as the bites of leeches, 
and the flesh about his collar-bone and ribs wanted that fulness and frosh- 
uohs which betoken good health. Sam was ** all over right," and wafe 
evidently in Hlap*up condition. Though not so well piuned as Martin, bk 
upper works were symmetry ithelf, and the fine muscle of his shoulders and 
arms was visible at cveiy move. At length, both men being ready, the 
toss for choice of position took place, and was won by Curtis. The men 
then went to the scratch, and shook hands slightly, and immediately throw 
tliemselvQS into position. Breathless silenco pi'cvailed, and the seconds 
retired to their corners. At tiiis time the betting was twenty«five to 
twenty on Martin.

donod the aporta of the King, were induead 
to come from distant itarts of the ooniitiy in 
full oonfldenoe that they would be gratified 
by seeing aometbuig worth looking at , but 
what waa their surprise to find that thek 
anticipations wore groondlesa^ and that the 
man on whose talent and game they had re- 
lied proved to be below medioerity, indeed, 
we liAve never seen even tbe most unpretend- 
ing oommonetr so esaito and so qufiudy die- 
poaed of.

Sam wee 
alive to all hit advantagee and availed him* 
eelf of them in the most deciidvo manner, 
and iit to ehort a time we have aeldom 
Witneuod mure decided execution. If any* 
thing were wanting toiirovo the patchy 
up** etate of Martm’i frame, it wai the 
raiddity with which hiieye puffed up ftom 
tho effeot of Sam’s left-lianded hit, and the 
distress whidli heexhibited when he was place 1 
on hisseoond’skneo. It has been observed that 
after this he tost his temjier, but to this we 
do not subeoribe, as ho came up with great 
ooolness and courage. He had, however, 
sufficient reason to luse his ounfidenoc, which 
oombined with the [mnishment lie hatl re- 
ceived, led him to the wild efforts he suhae- 
quentW made, and expoaed him to the ex> 
oelloui generalihip which Ham dispUytMl - 
not only in averting hia antaguuisVa iiijudi- 
eious mahea, but in making the best of the 
openings which were offerea. It ia true that 


after tho flraft round Sam*i Wiuk might bo 
oonsidered as done, hut itlll hoiitoiervodMi 
caution, did not throw hie onaaoe away, 
and fiiunhod his man in a very maateny 
manner. After the flnrt round Hhitin waa 
dok at atomaoh, and when all ynm over this 
was his nrineipel OomplaSnt, for, though 
severely hit, we have seen him tike five 
iimea the hitting with not one tithe of tho 
effect. A good deal of regret wm expreaeetl 
that Martin should have had io aignal a de- 
feat added to his other mortifloatl^ We 
have only to look to the oharaoter of the 
men in the ring ; and, in this view, to give 
Sam every orernt lor his millingtalont, whieh 
we unhesitatingly pronounce of the first 
onlor. From the ring Martin was led to an 
adjoining cottage, where he was put to bed, 
and received every neeeesaiy attention* 
Previous to Martin quitting the ling Bern 
went up to him and begged him to shake 
hands. This Martin for ^ong time refused, 
but at last put up his hand coldly, and Bam 
promised to give him £10 of the battle* 
money. *Sam dressed on the ground, and 
ai»peared as if nothing had happened. He 
ictiimeil to dinner at Shirley’s, and Mgrlved 
ill town tho same night. Martin, on re- 
oovoting went to the '‘Oastlclnn,** and let off 
the saino evening for Goclalming, where ho 
amvetl alone at twelve o’clock at night and 
remained there. He was much depressed, 
and refused to see any person who called. 


Tlie buttlo-mooey Mam p:iven up to Young Dutch Sam on tho following 
Tliursday evening at Tom Cribh*8, in Fanton Street, in the presence of a 
full muster pf the Fancy, and all bets were of course paid. 

In tho September following the defeat of Ned Neale by Baldwin 
(Wluteheadcd Bob), Neale fought and defeated Nicholls, who had defeated 
Acton, an opponent of Jem Ward. This match was for £100 a side, and 
Was won by Neale in eighteen ronuds and seventy-eight minutes. On the 
2nd of December, 1828, he beat Roclio for £100 a side, in thirty rounds, 
oooupying exiicrly half-an-liour, and was now without a competitor. At 
this time Young Dutch Sam, who was io the senith of his famOi was 
naturally anxious still further to increase bis reputation, and, althOtigli 
he know that Noole was a much heavier man than himself, he, with 
a different feeling to that which is now but too prevalent, inraid a 
challenge to fight Ned, provided he would oonfipe hSmelf 4n^ list, 
tjlilfbe*, be (Sam) undertaking not to exceed list. His fighting«w«%kl was 
deoUuwd to be under lOst lOlbs., ao that, in fact, he garp away at leaat a 
•tone. Nealo« although bis milling-weight wm 12st tiba, ngmA io iwdnoe 
himself to the sUpiilelied list. 10lhs.t the maloh wm made, and mmfAAsff

VOB £100 A SlMB. 

Tketettle took plooo on the 7tb April, 1829, at Ludlow, in Shropdiirii 
but, owing to iho distanoa from the Hetropolis, and the dWonltj of getting 
thance to the ioene of action, did not attract that crowd of London 
Fartieolam which the known capabflitics of the men would have undonbtedl j 
attracted had it come off nearer home. The inducement to the men to go 
flo far afield aeema to have been a sum of £100 subscribed for them by the 
inhabitants of Ludlow. 

Neale, it may be remembered, had but once found his master, and that 
in the never-fiinching Baldwin (Whiteheaded Bob); and Sam, although 
not quite so old a member of the pugilistic corps, had at this tifiie never 
beenkAkten. 

Strdng apprehensions were entertained that Neale, by redudng Umself 
80 much below his fighting-weight, would weaken his frame, and give hiS 
more youthful antagonist an advantage over him (apprehensions which 
were fully justified by the result). Neale, however, did not participate in 
this feeling, and, after a sparring tour, he set out for his training quarters, 
at Milford, where, by constant labour, he gradually got off his snperiuous 
fiesh, and, a few days before fighting, was five pounds under the stipulated 
weight This was certainly canying the point too far, and altboogh Ned 
himself said he never was in better health, he was forced to confess he did 
not feel so strong as when bis weight was greater. In point of spirits and 
confidence, H was impossible that he could have been in hotter form, and 
be booked winiiliig as a certainty. He left Milford on Saturday, and 
proceeded direct h!y,inail to Ludlow, where he arrived on Sunday sftemceii, 
under the convoy of 0 gallant Captain, and the Portsmonth Dnigsiiiaii,tlie 
weU40iowii Will Scarlett It is needless to observe that inch a journey 
eo near upon the appiroacliiOg struggle was not consisteot with strict 
prudenee, but sndi was Healeys estimate of his opponent, and sneh his 
reliance on Ma own physical powers, that he treated the reroaiki on this 
Mtbjed Mill levity, and ftmeied the laurels of vicUny already entwicingliis 
brow»« iTenng 8^ who tmined first at Staines, was Hoi less attentive |o 
his diitiea. As w» knowi) to be in tip-top cooditioD, and as sleek and 
Mtlvn as n dam* ; showing nl llm sasm rime a eoiiddw^ 
lees oMnni than that iff Mpale. He said bis game had been doubted, bm 
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fott&deiL H«i more wbely tbaa Neele, left London with hie backen end 
friende on Friday, slept at Worcester, and reached Bromfleid, near Ludlow, 
on Saturday, and there remabed till the mombg of fighting. He was 
attended by Diek Curtis and some of his favourite pals, who lost no 
<^»portunity of rembding him of those qualifications which he had so often 
diown to advantage, and which, in fact, had obtabed for him the character 
of one of the prettiest fighters of the day. In point of age there was but 
little difference, Sam being twenty-two, and Neale twenty-five. In the 
course of Monday the town of Ludlow was all bustle and gaiety, and 
the certainty that no apprehensions were to be entertamed from the 
offlciousness of the beaks gave universal satisfaction. 

The ground chosen for the lists was admirably suited for the purpose, 
and was situated upon the top of a hill, b Ludford Park, within a hundred 
yards of the adjoining county of Hereford. The ring was formed under 
the direction of Tom Oliver and his secretary, Frosty-faced Fogo, b their 
very best style, and was encompassed by an extensive circle of wagons, 
which were liberally contributed by the farmers b the neighbourhood, who 
behaved like tramps on this occasion, and were heart and hand in favour of 
the game. 

On Tuesday mombg the men were up with the lark,*’ and havbg 
taken their customary walks, laid in a few strata of mutton chops, and 
other belly furniture, after which they submitted to the titivation of 
their respective barbers, who turned them out as bloombg as a couple of 
primroses, and lookmg as well as the most sangube hopes of their friends 
could have desired. As the day advanced, the crowd thickened, and all 
betook themselves to the ring-side. By twelve o^cloek upwards of 5,000 
persons were assembled. The weather partook of the varied character 
of April — alternate showers and sunshbe — but, on the whoUii was 
favourable. 

At half-past eleven o’clock the men went to scale, and were both found 
withb their weight, Sam about 21b8., and Neale full 41ba, but neither was 
weighed to a nicety. Neale, when stripped, looked extremely thin, and 
excited the surprise of many who had seen him in the ssane tci 0 i| a few 
ereeks before b the full proportion of thirteen stoim, and it waf eiident 
that his admirers became less sweet upon his chancel^ tor the od& of two 
to one, which befi been freely offered on the niqht before, receive4 n stsUko 
kheek, and few werefbond to offer them* 

' Imihediateiy efbr the weighing had taken ptaae, Oie AIM pfemi|led te 
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the mea waa placed in tha hands of a gentleman chosen hr hctti, and thus 
the good folks of Ludlow honourably performed their part of the oootract. 

Soon after twelve o’clock Neale and his friends set out for the ground in 
a barouche and four^ all sporting the blue bird’s-eye ; while Sam, also in a 
carriage and four, displaying a bright yellowman, with aesarlet border, and 
a garter in the centre, surrounding the letters D.S., and bearing the Latin 
inscriptScm, Nil dupirandum^** waa close at his heels. 

At ten minntes before one Sam entered the lists, attended by his 
backer and Phil. Simpson and Dick Curtis, who was very lame, as bis 
second and bottle-holder. He was as gay as a lambkin, and remarked, as 
be paced backwards and forwards, It has been said that I am not game, 
but the issue of this battle will prove whether this imputation is well or Ul- 
founded. I have made up my mind to take a bellyful, and let him who 
drat says * hold ! ’ be written down a coward.” There was nothing of 
foolish bravado in his manner, but his demeanour was such as betokened a 
man who felt the importance of the stake he had to play for, and the eon- 
Msiousnese that he should have his work to do. His friends immediately 
offered to take £100 to £50, but there was no done ” in the case. Sam 
was loudly cheered on his arrival, and a similar compliment wae paid to 
Neale, who soon approached, attended by Tom Spring and Harry Holt. 
He was the picture of health and good humour, and it was pretty clear 
that the last thought which found place in his breast was the apprehension 
of defeat Ha shook hands witli Sam, and offered to bet £5 each on first 
blood, first knock-down, and the battle, but this was no go. All was now 
fixed attention. The ring was admirably kept throughout under the super* 
intendenoe of the Fair-play Club Whipsters. The tos** for choice of position 
was won by Curtis for 8am.

Neale was snoh 
a favourite on Monday and Tneidaj evening 
that ho was aotnsUy backed at three and 
four to one ; a degree of eonfidenee in his 
merits to be aseribeil, we think, rather to a 
supixwed want of pluck in Sam, than to any 
BiiiKirior fighting points on the part of Ned, 
who, although a game man, and known to 
IKMscss a goM deal of ready resouroe in the 
ring, has no pretensions to oe what is ealled 
a fine fighter. Whatever might have been 


ehieiiM of his left oyo, seemed to forbid even 
the shadow of a hoiic ; still his heai t wan 
good, and ho continued to coino up.

Of hk 
weight there k not a man in the oonntry 
who can ooiie with him, and, by hk victory 
over Neale ho has rankm himself desor^ly 
higli in the list of pugilists of tbe ago, while 
he proved himself to be a true ** chip of the 
old blook.^ Of Neale too much cannot be 
said in favour of hk bravery and persevo- 
lanco. It was clear, from the very first 
round, that the roduetion of hk weight, and 
especially so much below the neeesmiy stan* 
«lard, haii also brought down hk Mrangth, 
anti that those doeee, whioh with CMinoii, 
Baldwin, Jem Bum, and NidibUs, ware so 
ofleetive, with Bun were of no avaU. In 
fact, in Sam he found a man as etroAig as. 
and certainly more active, than himsalf, and 
the only clumoe which was left him to save 
bk honour, and hk friends* ntonay, was by 
endeavourhig to take advantage of that 
chapter of accidents, which. In the oo u iae of 
a protracted fight, are often found to pfo* 
duoe a fatal diaage whore vkiMy seemi 
meet inclined to rest. Neale was blamed for 
foliig down BO oftoB, hut it was hk only 
game, and wa need not sar he foaikt to 
win.

length '"niajiv which it was determined should come off on the 1st of 
Deeemher, 1828, Sem stakhig £220 to £200, Previous to the eventful dsj, 
however, Sum wes grabbed end bound over to keep the peace* There was 
an imtnexuie deal of fending and proving, recrimination and abuse, on both 
sides. A poetponement was, however, inevitable, and it was at length 
agreed tiiat the fight should take place on the 18th of January, 1831, on 
which day, accordingly, the gallant battle, of which the following is an 
account, came off at Bumpstead, in Essex. 

Sant's victory in the first battle was by Neale's friends attributed to the 
fact of Neale being reduced twelve pounds below his natural weight, while 
Sam's friends, on the contrary, claimed all the credit of superior science 
juid generalship, persuaded as they were that on the day of battle Sam was 
by no means up to the mark in point of condition. In order to set those 
doubts at rest, there were no restrictions on either side in making the 
second match, and thus the rcapoctivo qualifications of the men were fairly 
brought to the test, the extra weight of Neale being placed in the scale 
agmnst the superior science of Sam. Thus balanced, tlie general opinion 
of the sporting world was that a more equal match could not have been 
made, and of this feeling the betting throughout was charactorbiic, for with 
slight fluctuations, in which Sam was the favourite at guineas to pounds, 
the betting was even. It was thought, from the friends of Sam being 
members of high Society, and his following including several noble and 
aristocratic backers, that tlic odds on him would have advanced to five and 
six to four ; but they were steady to their point, and rather than advance 
beyond the nice limits of their calculation they remained stationary. In 
pomt of stakes Neale had a decided advantage, for what between forfeits 
from Sam's apprehension and Utohes^ and a hundred guineas given on one 
occasion by Sam for a postponement, he had received back £163 of the 
original stakes of £220 put down, so that in point of fact Sam was fighiiog 
£365 to £55. 

Sam won the toss which entitled him to choose the place of fighting ; he 
named Newmaiket as “ headquarters,*’ and proceeded thither bimsolf b» 
the Wednesday before themiU, taking up his residence at the White Hart,” 
Neale, who had been training at the Isle of Wight, on the Monday before 
fightiag proceeded to the “ Swan,” at Balsbam, within six milos of head- 
quarters, where he pitched his tent till the next day. 

The ioad down to l^ewmarket, both on Sunday and Monday, exhibited 
tHmiddefeUe lostle, but the Iiondoners were by no means so nummm m 
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n4^i lukv6 been, expected ; etiU tfce town wee crowde^t end all tbe inne 
bedefairimyportionof TieitonL Ibe^* White B^’^eqpedall^ 
to overfiowi the friends of Sem bring decidedly more nomerons than those 
of Nerie, and the display of his colours (the bright ydlowman) gave a 
lively finish to the scene. 

On Monday evening it was arranged that the ring should be formed in a 
Arid aahort distance beyond Burrough Green, about seven miles from New* 
market, whither the Commissary and his assbtants proceeded to make the 
necessaiy arrangements. 

On Tuesday morning the rapid arrivals of swells and commonerB from 
all parts of the surrounding counti^ gave additional life to Newmarket ; 
many had travelled 100 miles, and the towns of Birmingham, Nottingham, 
Norwich, and even Liverpool and Manchester, had numerous representa- 
tives. All the post-horses were in requisition, and the turn-out of drags 
was highly respectable, but the equestrians were by far tha most 
numerous. At an early hour Sam, accompanied by Holt and Curtis, set 
out for a farmhouse dose to the ring, where they met with the most hos- 
pitable reception* Thither they were followed by the toddlers in great 
force, and as the day advanced a general move took place in the same 
direction. Neale and his friends were seen in the cavalcade, and by 
12 o^clock the approaches to Burrongh Green were occupied by a dense 
mass of spectators, the distant view of the ring, surrounded as it was by 
thousands, filling them with happy anticipations of the sport A sodden 
stop, howevsr, of the advanced guard produced a general feeling of alarm, 
which was confirmed by tlie report that a beak was abroad ; and in troth 
it was soon annonneed that Mr, Eaton, a magistrate of the Quorum, bad 
appeared, and declared his fixed determination to prevent hostilities, either 
in Cambridgeshire or in the adjoining county of Suffolk. This sras, 
indeed, a damper, and the cry of no fight ** became general* Sveary 
effort was made to soften the heart of hU worship, but in vain ; he had 
determined to do his duty. At length, finding resistance to each a mandate 
w6nld be not only absurd but daugerous, it was resolved Chat a nmva 
should take place into the county of Essex, a fanner Bimi|iiCcad having 
kindly offered a field for the accommodation tf Ih# briHgefenla. This 
Visolutioa was soon communicated to the muliitiida^ and a simiilCCiieoiis 
advance of horse and foot was commenced amidst a general feeHng of 
mortiAeaticn, which was increased by a change in the weatii» far the 
worse, the bright rays of the son^ having ^ven way to the Mmam 
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ot nmrliy ittd d«ile dcmdi. Tha vteisiitiidaa Attaodlog tie intreli wete 
niunexoiie lOid diereeterittic, many of the toddlem were bowled out, and 
some of the cattle wrhich had come from long diataacea were cOmpU*iely 
knocked up, eo that the throng, on reaching the given goal, althongh stiU 
immense, was stripped of much of its original proportions. 

The Commiseaiy lost no time in fixing the lists efresht which were soon 
sniToanded by a larger circle of horsemen than we ever remember on 
foimer oceasioOs, behind which were ranged the cairiages and gigs, the 
wagon train being, of course, completely thrown out. The men arrived 
by the time everything was ready, Sam attended by Dick Curtis and Harry 
Holt, and Ned waited on by Tom Spring and Tom Oliver. Sam first 
entered the mystic quadrangle miscalled the ring,*’ and was quickly fol'* 
lowed by Ned. 

At half-past three both were stripped. Ncalo looked uncommonly well , hir 
skin clear and healiliftil, his eye brilliant, and bis weight 12st 41b8. Take 
him for all in all, we think it impossible a man could have lieen in better 
trim. With respect to Sam, he looked as fine as a raeohorae ; every 
muscle showed to advantage, and the symmetry of his frame and fine pro- 
portions of his bust were particularly conspicuous. In height and length of 
arm he had an evident advantage over Neale, although hiS weight was hut 
list. 21b. The important moment for commencing operations nt length 
arrived ; the ring had been beaten out, and was in excellent order, and at 
thirty-two minutes after three business coinuiciiced.

He was then pitted agaiaet 
Harry PreatoOf hot owing to magisterial interference, was apprehended and 
bound over to keep the peace for sin months, and Preston’s friends being 
onwilling to wait so long, a draw took place. 

In the interim, Ned Neale, his last opponent, had^been defeated by Tom 
Gaynor {Stt life of Neale, ants, p. S2o\ and that boxer, immediately on 
the expiry of Sam’s recognisances, challenged him for £100 a side. This 
Sam’s friends declared iiisufiicient, but proposed that Sam should fight the 
Bond Street carpenter for £800 to £200. The offer was closed with, and the 
mill came off, after several attempts made by the authorities to put a stop 
to it, on the 24th of June, 1884, near Andover, Wilts. It appeared that a 
warrant was obtained from Sir John Gibbon, to apprehend both men. This 
came to their ears, and tlicy each had to make several moves, the per- 
severing constable who held the warrant contriving on several occasions to 
find them out, and get his warrant hacked by the magistrates in the neigh- 
oourhood of tliclr places of retirement. The men, however, on the day 
before fighting, cautiously approached the trysting-place (Burstbourno 
Green, near Andover). Here they were pursued by the constable with his 
warrant, which ho again got hacked ; hut by some unfortunate accident” (?) 
he fell into bad company, got drunk, and lost his warrant, a fact be did 
not discover until he became sober the following morning, when ho went 
off to obtain a fresh warrant This he succeeded in doing, but owing to 
the secrecy which had been observed as to the place of fighting, be did not 
discover it until the men had been fighting some time ; and then, after 
making a vain effort to interfere, he judged discretion the better part of 
Valour, and having done his duty so far as he was able, he retired from the 
liugHiide, and did not again endeavour to spoil sport 

The men and their friends set off from Andover at on early hour for the 
eoane of action, but owing to the caution it was found neoessaiy to exert 
to keep things dark, the heroes of the day did not reach their tilting ground 
till 12 o’clock, when Sam entered the ring attended VUk Cuf^ and

Hb round shoulders offered a striking 
contarast to the elegant proportions of Sam, and gave him the appearance of 
a natural stoop, but in all other respects hb shape was faultless, and hb 
condition of the first character. He did not seem to have a superfluous 
ounce of fiesh on hb body, and weighed as nearly as possible Ifist. In 
length of arm, Sam had the advantage, and the dbcrepancy in years 
(Gaynor having the dirtadvantage of ton years) was sufficiently obvious. So 
nutty ’* were Sam’s friends on their man at this moment, that the odds 
rose from two to one to five to two, and at this price much business was 
done.

Saiii*g laat match in tho Ring waa with Reuben Martin^ for £100, 
fubaequently made into £180 a aide ; it waa fixed to come off in June, 
1688, but an unfortunate occurrence occasioned a forfeit of £80 on 
the part of Sam. He had volunteered to second his friend Owen Swift 
in his battle with Phelpa (Brighton Bill), and officiated in that capacity on 
the fatal 18th of March, 1838, at Royston. The details of this unlucky 
encounter will he found in our memoir of Owen Swift, in Yol. IXI* 

The coroner's jury having found a verdict of manslaughter against Owen 
Swift, as principal, and Samuel Evens, Richard Curtis, Frank Redmond, 
and Edward Brown, as seconds aiding and abetting the same, Sam, Curtis, 
and Swift at once gave leg-bail” to the law and departed for the Con- 
tinent, where they remained until the time for surrendering to take |heir 
trial at the Hertford Assiges.

Tliereupon Curtis and Brown, who were 
owaiting the result, surrendered themselves and took their trial. The> were 
not so fortunate as their predecessor in trouble, for the jury <H)nvirt«>d them 
of manslaughter in the second degree, as present, aiding, and abetting,’* 
when the judge passed the lenient sentence of three mouths’ imprisonment. 

Young Sam and Swift, alarmed at this result, did uot return at once. 
Besides, they found their stay in the French capital, where some of Sam's 
aristocratic patrons were also residing, both pleasant and proAtable, of 
which farther details will be found in our Life of Owen Swift, Some 
violent newspaper attacks upon the Ring, and denuociatious of prize* Agliters 
and their backers, in the now defunct Mormng Herald (a renegade 8}>ortiag 
paper) and other publications, mode it advisable to await the blowing over

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French htw, which doalg so leniently with murderous duels and hom^ 
cide in general, was scandalised and outraged by a duel with fists ; so 
Young Sam and Swift were tried (in their absence), oonyicted, par contu^ 
maecj and sentenced to thirteen months of imprisonment and a fine I 

Soon after his return to England Sam was arrested and conveyed to 
Hertford Gaol, and on February 28th, 1839, at the spring assizes, Swift 
took his place beside his friend Sam, and the trial proceeded. From a 
failure of evidence a verdict of Not Guilty” was recorded, and the friends 
quitted the dock amid the congratulations of the crowd. 

Owen Swift arrived in London the same night, but not so his companion 
in misfortune ; Sam’s exit was stopped by a detainer from London, for a 
forfeiture of bail, incurred in this wise. 

A short time previous to the battle of Swift and Phelps, Sam, in com- 
pany with a noble earl ” and some aristocratic friends, had boon engaged 
in a fracas at a public-house in Piccadilly. This was the disgraceful 
period when, fired by a vulgar emulation of the worst characteristics of 
Pierce Egan’s vulgar, vicious, and silly caricatures of two town and 
country sporting gentlemen, whom he named ** Tom and Jerry;” and whom 
he made the heroes of bis wretched, grammarlcss galimatia called Life 
in London,” clerks, apprentices, prigs, pugilists, and peers played the black- 
guard and ruffian on the stage of real life. The great and benefleial 
changes which have taken place in our police and street Acts, as well as in 
the hours nod regulations of refreshment rooms and all licensed houses in 
the Metropolis, make it almost impossible for the present generation to 
realise the scenes of disorder, profligacy, and ruffianism with which the 
West or worst End of the city” nightly abounded. From Temple Bar 
westward, through Drury Lane, Covent Garden, St. Martin’s Lane, 
Leicester Square, and its surroundings, to the Haymarket and Piccadilly, 
** night-houses” admitted the dninkard (when not too dTunk)i tiie night 
prowler, the debauchee, Uie gambler, the thief, and the prostitute of every 
grade— the only distinction being the higher or lower tariff. From the 
swell supper-room, saloon, elysium, or “finish,” of “Goody Levy,” 
“Goodered,” “ Rowbotham,” “Mother H,,” or the “ Brunswick,” through 
the tnusioal and more respectable chop-and-kidney-griUmg “Evans’s,” 
the “ Garrick,” the “ Cider Cellars,” “ Coal Hole,” or “ Shades,” down 
to the eomrooa dramshop kept optm on the plea of the neighbouring cab* 
stand or theatre until the small holws of the morning grew lai^, all 
appealed to those who sought “recreation and refreshment tffUr ike iksairesf 
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In one of fbese bonses, tbe Bojal Standard,^ In Piocadilly, on tfao 
morning of the 17th of Febmary, 1838, Uiere appear to have been 
assembled after a night’s debauch a number of loose charaotera Among 
them were the Earl of Waldegrato and several “ Corinthians.” According 
to the etidenoe of Mr. Mackenzie, the prosecutor, bo, after leaving duty, 
entered the house in question, where ** he saw the prisoner (Young Dutch 
Sam) and several gentlemen, some of whom he certainly had interfered 
with in their nocturnal sprees ; indeed, he had been instrumental in intro- 
ducing them to the magistrate at Marlborough Street.” We think 
nowadays this policeman's conduct would bo strictly canvassed. “ Whilst 
he was standing before the bar,” wc copy the report, ^^tho prisoner 
whispered to Lord Waldcgrave, and immediately afterwards, addressing 
the company, he said, * Gentlemen, do you care to see a policeman laid on 
his back ? ’ He then seized him (the prosecutor) and throw him on bis 
back, falling upon him with all his weight He was so much injured as to 
be under the doctor’s hands for some time, and unfit for duty. The 
prisoner was held to bail by the magistrates at Marlborough Street, and 
had forfeited his recognisances.” 

Mr. Ballantine addressed the Court on the part of the prisoner in mitiga- 
tion of punishment The prisoner had been made the tool of certain 
parties with whom he had been drioking on the night before the assault was 
committed, and although they had urged him to the commission of the 
offence which led to his present posiUou, not one of them had been to visit 
him, or render him the least assistance during his incarceration.-— Mr. Doane, 
having addressed the Court for the prosecution, described the defendant 
as a pugilist, but added ** that he did not say this to create a prejudice 
against bim on tliat account, for he felt convinced that the unmanly and 
terrible crime of stabbing was increasing in this country, in consequenee of 
the atisard and mischievous interference of the county magistracy with the 
sports of the Ring. Those sports (the learned gentleman observed) had 
some disadvantages, hut they were amply counterbalanced by the haliit 
they engendered of fighting in a fair and manly manner, and by the uni- 
versal indignation with which anything unfair was regarded in a pugilistic 
eoutest.” The Court sentenced the pris'^ner to three months’ imprisonment 

A motioa was subsequently made that the estreat on the iwoogmseacei 
mi^t he taken off, but was refused, on tbe ground that the Court had no 
power to interfeie. * 

We have been the more particular in the narration of this case ai 
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the facts were known to the writer, and as a most false and asag- 
geratod report of the affair was subsequently pnblished in the Jfotwiiiy 
Herald^ in an attack upon the Prise Bing, penned bf an Irish sporting 
reporter who had been discharged by the editor of Bellas Life. The con* 
dttct of the policeman, to our thinking, more resembled that of a French 
affmt prowHsateur than a guardian of the* peace ; and, without defending the 
assailant, we may remark that the fact that Young Sam so cartfuUy 
avoided using his unquestionable pugilistic skill, although under the 
excitement of champagne and provocation, is a sufficient answer to the 
charge of ** ruffianism *’ and ferocity ” cast upon him for this foolish 
escapade. 

Shortly after this fracas a new police Act, and increased vigilance in the 
stipendiary magistrates, chocked effectually these disgraceful excesses, by 
substituting imprisonment for fiiio, at the discretion of the justioes, where- 
upon we find, in a contemporary daily,’’ the ironical Lament ” of which 
the subjoined ore a few of the leading stansas

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Toqng Sam, though oecaaionanj eiehibiting hhi skill with the gloves at 
the setS'^to of the PugOistic Assodatioii *’ established about this petiod at 
the Westminster (now the Lambeth) Swimming Baths, by Tom Spring, 
Cribb, Crawley, the editor of Life^ and other leading friends of tlie 

P.B., was not popular with his brethren of the Bing, and did not 
care to associate with them. He became a publican first in Castle Stieet, 
lieicester Square, and then at the Coach and Horses,” St. Martinis Lane ; 
but in both he was unsuccessful — ^it was said from inattention to business, 
which we can well believe. At length, in 1840, Sam wedded the daughter 
of a respected publican, and with her as a helpmeet he became landlord of 
the Black Lion,” in Vinegar Yard, Drury Lane. From this house be 
migrated to the Old Druiy Tavern, in llrydgcs Street, Covent Garden, and 
here bis wife’s experience and management, together with her influence 
over his erratic disposition, seemed to be fast maturing tlie Young ’Un” 
into a respectable and steady Boniface. For some time, however, the 
effects of early dissipation were visible in recurrences of inflammation of 
the lungs at the approach of winter or exposure to cold. In 1842 a severe 
relapse, accompanied by spitting of blood, reduced him almost to a shadow, 
and on the 4th of November, 1843, he died of decline, at the early age of 
thirty^six. The following appeared in an obituary notice in the leading 
sporting journal of the day 

^ In the sparring schools Sam was a master of his art to an extent bnt 
seldom seen and rarely equalled by professors. He often showed, and 
remarkably so when in conversation with his ‘betters (?)/ that his 
acquaintance with ‘ letters ’ was not merely of a mechanical description. 
He spoke well, and when he chose could ‘ do the agreeable ’ with a suavity 
highly creditable to his class, securing to himself throughout his career the 
patronage of many noblemen and gentlemen of the highest distinction. 
His temper was cheerful, and he possessed a flow of natural humour which 
rendered him an agreeable companion in social circles. A reckless dis* 
regard to his own interests, and an unhappy disposition to mix in tliose 
scenes which constitute what is called ‘ Life in London,’ and in which he 
was often the companion of sprigs of nobility, to whose wild vagaries ho 
was hut too much inclined to pander, led him into scrapes from which he 
had some difficulty in escaping. It is not our wish, however, to speik ill 
of the dead ; and knowing as we do that there are those of a higher grade 
whose example he was but too prose to follow, equally deserving of cen* 
sure^ wo shall throw a veil over the past, and let the recollection of his

f«u1t8 lie hidden in the grave, Ae a pngtlisi he waa always snccessfol, for 
he never lost a fight, and as a skilful sparrer he has left no equal of his 
yoars. It was not till he married a woman who was his faithful and 
attached companion till the moment of his death that the foundation of 
prosperity was laid. She, luckily, was a woman of good sense, and eon* 
siderable experience in the public line, which enabled her to * cany on the 
war’ with success. Throughout his lost illness be was attended with 
exemplar kindness by his wife,' who spared neither pains nor expense to 
alleviate his disease. He died calm and collected, surrounded by several 
of his friends, who while they pitied could not but condemn the headlong 
folly which had distiuguislied his passage through his short but eventful 
existence. Many of his faults and follies may be fairly ascribed to the 
nature of the associations into which the deceased, from his earliest outset 
in life, was accidently thrown. Ho was ^ a spoilt child * of the Fancy, 
and like all spoilt children was wayward.” 

Sum lies buried in the vault of his wife’s family iu Eensal Green 
Cemetery.

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CHAPTER IX. 

TOMiGAYNOR (“THE BATH CARPENTER”). 

1824—1834. 

It was said of Marshal Clairfait that, like a dram, he was only heard of 
when he was beaten. Tom Gaynor, in somewhat like fasliion, takes his place 
among the celebrities of the Utng from the high fame of the men against 
whom he had the ill luck to be opposed* Beginning rather late in the 
London Ring, Qaynor's iirst antagonist was Ned Neale (who had just 
polished off in succession Deaf Davis, Bill Cribb, Miller, Hall, and 
David Hudson), while his last (and too late) appearance in the Bing 
was in combat with the Phenomenon, Young Dutch Sam, before 
whom he stood for two hours and five minutes, at Andover, in the 
year 1834. This was proof sufficient that Gaynor’s heart was in the 
right place, and that his fistic skill was far above the mere ^*give and 
take ” of second-rate boxers. 

The sobriquet of Gaynor assigns Bath for his birthplace, and there, 
on the 22nd of AprUi 1799, the young Tom opened his eyes, as the son of 
a respectable carpenter in that fashionable city. Tom used to tell his 
friends, over a pipe at the Bed Horse,’" Bond Street, of a wonderful uncle 
of his, bight Tom Marshall, who was champion boxer of Zttmmerxetchire,” 
and was never defeated. This uncle, who stood six feet one and a half in 
his stockings, seems to have been the idol of his nephew’s hero- 
worship, as another Tom [Carlyle] would phrase it* With this onole 
youug Gaynor was placed at Taunton, and there, at thirteen yean old, 
was apprenticed. Here Tom’s skill with his fives ” was acknowledged, 
and at about seventeen years of age he was what modem times would call 
a ** certificated pupil-teaser ” in an academy” of wUeh a local boxer 
was the chief professor of ** the noble art.” One Turla, a fiddler, hid tha 
reputation of bein^ a dangerous opponent^ but in a tnm-up with the young 
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Carpenter he received aueh a taste of his quality that he declined any 
further favours, and tacitly resigned bis assumed title of ** champion of 
Taunton ” to the ’prentice-han* ’’ of Gaynor. 

These were the times of election saturnalia, and though Sir 
Henry James) Taunton, in these days of ballot and household suffniget 
is no purer than it ought to be, in the times of l>orough«mongering it was 
much worse. A little episode in young Tom*s history may illustrate this. 
During a contested election for that riotous, thirsty, and by no means 
immaculate borough, the true blue cbam]>ion, whose colours young Tom 
wore, had set abroach a hogshead of ‘‘raal Zummerret soyder,” and to 
ensure the just distribution oi the same had entrusted it to the care of a big 
rural rough, who chuilishly denied youug Gaynor a drop of the cheering 
home^mad^^ This unfair treatment considerably riled our hero ; but when 
the big bully threatened to add a good hoidin* *’ to his refuMil, unless 
young Chips made hisself skeerce,** the joke was carried too far. The 
stripling stripped, and the countiyinan, consigmug his charge to a friend, 
desired him to zee to the zwill, whoilcs oi polish olf this yoong 
jackandapes.” But the battle was not to the strong, and in throe 
sharp rounds, occupying about fifteen minutes, the rush ** of the yokel 
was BO completely taken out of him by tlie catting props*’ and the 
straight ^^nobbers *’ of the young ’un that the countryman cried, Enool** 
and went back to bis tap, from which Tom and his friends drank success 
to themselves and their candidate without further hiudranco or molestatiou. 

Soon after Tom returned to his native city of Bath. Here he fought a 
pitched battle with a recruiting sergeant of some boxing fame in military 
circles. The soldier’s tactics, however, were of no avail against the 
snperior strategics of young Gaynor. 

Gaynor’s eyes, although bo folloucd his calling indiuitriously, were 
always east towards the Metropolis with a longing gaze, and at the age of 
twenty-four he made his a ay to loan, and having already met Chat pro>- 
feasor in the provinces, he took up his quarters at the house of hts^^ brother 
cliip," the adenlific Harry Holt, the ‘^Cicero of the Bing,” who tfien kept 
the Golden Cross,” in Cross Lane, Long Acre. Here an accident brought 
him into notice. 

Joeh Hudson being at Holt’s at a jolliftcatioo. the convereation, of 
oouiae, was of battles lost and aou,” and in the eotuee of chaff ” Tom 
Gaynor was introduced with an eulogistic flourish from his Cioerooioii 
frieq4 Ig|d brother-erpftPOfiap. This led to Josh, who yfW certainljr not iq

hifl coolest state of colloctedness,'* expre$8ing hie willingness to put on the 
mittens with the young man from the country.’* The result was 
iiufortunate. Josh last his temper, and for some twenty-five minutes 
it was veiy like a little glove-fight, In which Tom was as good as his 
master.** Of course, Holt’s friends put a stop to this; but it raised 
Gaynor’s reputation. 

8oon after, in a set-to with Ben Burn, Gaynor displayed such science 
and resolution that he was highly applauded by the amateurs at the Fives 
Court, and was hailed a clever newcomer.” 

Friends now eamo forward, and Toni was matched with Ned Neale, at 
whose hands he exporieneed an honourable defeat, on the 25th May, 1824, 
in one hour and six iniinites. (See Nkalx, Chapter Y., ante,) 

Gaynor, about this time, frequently appeared at public sparring benefits, 
and was much estooinod, notwithstandingliis defeat by so practised and reso- 
lute a boxer as the Streatham Youth. At Epsom Races, on the 20th of 
May, 1825, Gaynor was in attendance, with many of the Fancy, when a 
sulwcription purse of fifty guineas was offered by the amateurs. For this 
Gaynor pi'esented himself as a candidate, and was met by Jonathan Bissol 
(Young Gas). Gaynor was admitted to be sadly out of condition, while 
Young Gas was in first-rate fettle. Gaynor was compelled to give in, 
after a game battle of one hour and twenty-five minutes. 

In the early months of 1825 Gaynor advertised for a customer, offering 
to fight any man of his weight — eleven stone and a half — ^in three monthSi 
for £100 a side. Nearly one yeoi* passed away in sparring, when Gaynor, 
anxious for a job, challcngod Reuben Martin for £50 a side, in January, 
1826. This, however, ended without an engagement. 

Tom was at length matched for £50 a side with Alec Beid (the Chelsea 
Snob), and the men mot on Tuesday, May 16th, 1826, at No Man’s Land, 
three miles and a half to the right of St. Albans. 

The Eton Moutem, Greenwich, and Wandsworth Fairs, and other 
places of attraction near the Metropolis, rendered the road to the scene 
of action remarkably thin ; indeed, so scarce were drags of every descrip- 
tion that the turnpike men declared it a holiday for their apron pockets* 
while the roadside houses looked out in vain for a four-horse drag, or even 
a Hampton van. Yet such a scientific display, with manliness united, as 
the battle between Gaynor and Alee Reid, on the beautiful bit of turf 
belonging to the ladies, on that Tuesday in May, has seldom rewarded 
a journey of a hundred miles. 
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Whitehea^ed Bob was Gaynor^s principal patron, and like a good judge 
sent out bis boy to a prime training walk. Baldwin also backed Gnynor 
to the amount of a £50 note — so high an opinion did the Wliiteiiobbed One 
entertain of his quality. The Chelsea Champion was under the proteotion 
of a Corinthian, and Richmond also looked after him. Both men did their 
duty while training, and their appearance, on stripping, satisfiod the 
amateurs that they entered the ring in good condition. At one o’clock 
Gaynor threw his hat into the ropes, attended by Jem Ward and White^ 
headed Bob, and a few minutes afterwanls Reid repeated the token of 
dodauce, followed by Cannon and Richmond. Gaynor was the favourite, 
at six and five to four ; but the odds had previously been laid both ways. 
In fact, Reid was viewed as decidcnlly the best fighter, and in most instances 
was taken for choice. The colours, yellow for Gaynor, were tied to the 
stakes by Bob 4 and crimson for Reid were fastened by Richmond. 


THE FIGHT. 


Round 1.— Raynor wm the bigger man on 
a]>]iearing at the eoratoh, and having length 
and weight on his side were no trifling advan- 
tages in his favour. Beid looked well ; he 
was up to the mark, and confident in the 
extreme. Borne little caution was observed 


on both sides, both of them ready to let fly 
upon the first opening. Gaynor endeavoured 
to feel for the nob of his opponent, but the 
arms of Beid rendered repeaW attempts of 
no avail. Reid at len^h got a turn, and 
quick as lightning he tapM the sensitive 
plant of Gaynor so rougmy that both his 
ogles were winking. (The Beidites gave a 
rare ohevy, thinking it a good omen. J The 
wflenoe m Reid was much admired; he 
stopped two left-handed hits with the utmost 
ease ; but in oounter>hitting he received a 
tremendous blow on his mouth, which not 
only produoed tho daret, hut almost dis- 
Placed his ivories. blood 1” cried 

Ourtls and Josh Hudson.) Reid, with much 
good natonMaid to Gaynor, **That wm a 
good hit.** The Uit hand of Gaynor again 
told; nevertheless, Bald wm bunr, and in 
turn felt for tho upper works of Gaynor, 
The left pMper of tho latter wm damaged.

squalls. Some sharp blows exobangel 
The left hand of Gaynor told twioo severely 
on Reid's mug. A rally ensued, and Tom 
went down rather weak. 

4. — This WM a oapital round ; and the 
mode of iightiM adopted by Rein delightotl 
his backers. He went to woric with mnoh 
determination, and Gaynor ni^iwd consider** 
able punishment. In closing, Beid fibbed his 
opponent severely, until a severe struggle 
put an end to the round, and both down, 
r* What a capital fight— both good ones ; it 
IS worth oomiug 100 miles to see t We have 
not had suoh a fight for theM two yearn 
past!** were the general observatioas all 
round the ring.) 

5. — Tbe faoe of Gaynor wm materially 
alterefl, and his right ogle in ** Queer Street.” 
The mug of Beid wm ukewise cumiaged-— his 
nose bad increased inaise; he had also 
received some heavy body blows. Good 
stopping on both sides; and Beid. in the 
estimauon of his hafikera, put in some 
beautiful facers. In doting, Beid went 
down. 

6. — A small ebange had taken place In 
favour of the *'man of wax ; ** and he had 
now made his opponent a p&per. The 
seconds of Bdd ell his frienos called io 
him to go io worir ; but Oaynor wm not to 
be beaten off bis jgniard— he sparred for wind 
till he recovered from biadistresa, Bdd, how- 
ever, fd the lead, and milled away, till 
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In flloilng nt the ronee he wm thrown, and 
had a bad fall. Reid was new baoked aa 
lavonrtte. 

7. — Gaynnr waa mnoh diatreaaed; and 
Raid, like a diilful morel nerer loat aigbt 
el the advaatm.

10. — Thia waa alao a capital round ; but 
whenever Reid made a hit Gaynor returned 
ui>on him. The length of the latter boxer 
enabled him to do thia ; and alao in aevcral 
inatanoea hia Left band did much execution, 
without being atopped by the Snob. Both 
down, and aummat the matter on each aide. 

11. — Reid had the worat of it in thia 


lO.— This waa a short round. Raid waa 
exceedingly weak, and went down— Gaynor 
quite aa bad, atanering over hla man. 

SiO,— Beld oame to the aoratoh full of 
nluok, but he reoeived two jobben. Both 
down, Reid undermost. 

21. — The falls were decidedly against 
Bold ; and in this round he reoeiTM shaking 
enough to have put aa end to the battle, 
Reid went down, and Gaynor fell on hla 
head. 

22. — The oldest and beat Judges of the 
Ring still stuck to Reid, and made him the 
favourite. He oommenm the roonds well, 
but in general, as in this instance, he was 
thrown. 

23. — Gaynor now apmrod getting rather 
better; but hia moutn waa open, and so 
were his hands. Hlie friends of Reid advised 
Gav] nor to leave off, as he was a married man, 
and had a familv ; *'It dont suit m&" aaitl 
Gaynor. ** Hold your tongue,” said Wanl ; 
"it is six to one — sixty to one, I meant, in 
your favour-nin't it, iJob ? ” « Yes,” replied 
the Whiteheaded One ; " it is a horse to a 
hen.”) Reid fell weak. 

24. — Reid, like a good one, showed fight, 
and put in a iiobbcr, but his strength ooula 
not second Ids science, and he waa heavily 
thrown. Still Roid was offered as the 


round ; ho received throe jobbe'rs, which 
made his nob dance again ; but his courage 
itever forsook him. In closing, the bead of 
the Snob, in going down, wont against the 
stakes, enough to have taken the fight out of 
most mon, but he was too game to notice it. 

12. — 'The changes were Irequen^ and at 
timee it was anybo<ly'a battle, lleid waa 
never at a loss, ami he fought at evciy point 
to obtain victory. In struggling Reid was 
throwm^aud Gaynor fell on lam. 

13. — The left hand of Gaynor committed 
dsqiMrale havoo on Reid's faco ; neverthe- 
less, tile former napped aliarp ones in turn.

14. — ^le appearance of Gaynor was now 
against him ; and stiangers to the Bing 
nught fairly have eutortaiuod an opinion 
that he oould not have stood up for a couple 
more rounds. Reid took the lead for a short 
time, but the round was finished by Reid 
being thrown. 

1(1— Nothing of oonsequenoe. Short, and 
both on the turf. 

18.— This round was a fine display of 
•oienoe in favour of Reid. He i»unished 
Gaynor all over the gi^md, and floored him 
by a heavy facer. , Ttie Relitites were now 
uproarious, and applauded their man to the 
eoho. 

17.— Both men exhibited symptoms of 
distress.

25,— It rcallv was astonishing to view the 
high courage displayed on botn sides, and 
the firmness ana spirit with which they 
opposed each othore efforts. In finishing 
this round, Reid went down, and Gaynor 
fell on him.

28. — Reid down ; but he eontanded every 
inch of ground like a Wellington— a better

29. — Gaynor was evident^ the atronger 
man, although "bad was i£e beet.” Beld

80.— The ehange wai now deeldedly in 
favour of Gaynor ; and in eloting he gave 
Reid a severe erow-lmttoflk. ("It^eUiiiy” 
waetheory.

Gaynoi received most 
against the mund, and when picked up punishment ; but Uis conduct throughout the 
by his second he was insensible. Gaynor whole of the battle was cool and praiseworthy. 

Gaynor was matched for a second battle with Yotirij' GaSf for £100 a 
bide, to take place on the 5th of September. The stakes were made good, 
but owing to a misunderstanding the match wont off. 

In consequence of Gaynor having proved the conqueror with Reid, he 
was considered an excellent opponent for Bishop Sharpe, and his friends 
hacked him against Sharpe for £50 a side. This battle was decided also at 
No Man’s Land, on Tuesday, December 5th, 1826. Sharpe won the fight, 
after a very hard battle of one hour and ten minutes, Gaynor showing fight 
to the last. (See Bishop Sharpe, Ghaptcr XL, ponL) 

Gaynor’s defeat by the Bold Smuggler did not diminish the number 
of friends made by his general good conduct and excellent demeanour to his 
patrons and backers. But de^pite his readineas for a match, it was more 
than a year before one could be satisfactorily arranged His challenge 
was then accepted by Charles Gyblctts, whose reputation as a slashing 
hitter and well-sctenced boxer was established by his defeats of Rasher, 
Phil Sampson (seejDosf, Chapter XIII.), Robin Rough, and Harry Jones, 
and who had lately fought a draw with Reuben Martin. 

Gyblctts was the favourite, at six to four, and the stakes (£100) being 
made good, the men met on the 18ih of May, 1828, at Sbero Mere, Bed* 
fordsbire, on the borders of Herts. At this fight, Tom Oliver, who had 
received the true-blne ropes and stakes of the Pugilistic Club, by order of Mr, 
John Jackson, its president, first appeared as Commissaiy* G eneral of the P .R. , 
and displayed that tact in the formation of an inner square and an outer 
circle which we so well remember, and so oft commended in long after years. 
Gaynor, who trakiod at Shirley’s, at Staines, came over on Monday to the 
♦♦Blue Boar,” at St. Albans, Gyblctts at the same time reaching the 
Ctoes Keys^” Oldaker’s, at Harpenden. Both men were in the higliest 
•pitits, Mid in fiset-rale eondition. Gaynor, joinod by some CoriatliiMI 
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patronB, came on tlio ground in a well-appointed four-in-liand) decorated 
with his colours, a bright orange, and accompanied by a Kent bugle player, 
to the enlivonment of the road and scene. Gyblctts was driven to the 
ring in a lees oetentatious oonvoyance, a high, red-wheelcd, yellow, one- 
horse ** shay,” of the then ** commerciar’ pattern, but was none the 
OSS heartily greeted by his admirers. 

The day was brilliantly fine, and the attendance of the right sort, who 
are always orderly. Gybletts, waited on by Dick Curtis and Josh Hudson, 
first throw his castor into the ring. Gaynor, esquired by Horry Holt and 
Tom Oliver, quickly answered the challenge, and Oliver won for him the 
choice of corners. Gaynor's weight was stated at twelve stone, Gybletts’s 
at eleven stone seven pounds. The odds were, however, still on Gyblctts, 
and no takers. 


THE FIGHT. 


Bound 1. —On throwing thcmielvei into 
aitiindo, each man ihowed hia judgment in 
keeping the vulnerable pointa well covered. 
Gavnor manoeuvred with liia banda well up, 
and Qybletia played in and out, aeeking an 
opening for a left-hand delivery. After 
some oautioua moveroenta, Gavnor bioke 
ground, tryins hia right at Gybletta'a body, 
but be WM deverly atouped, and Gyblctts 
Jumped away nimbly. Hia left at the nob 
waa also stuped, but in a second trial with 
the right Ciaynor got home on hia adver- 
sary's ohoek. Gybletts now went in to 
fight, and oaught Gaynor a smack on the 
mouth with the right. Gaynor striking the 
centre stake with ms heel ui retreating. He 
recovered himself, however, and rushed to a 
ndly. delivering right and left on his oppo- 
nents frontispiece. Gybletts fought with 
him until they closed, when, after a sharp 
•trnggle, Gaynor threw him a heavy back 
fall, and tumbled on him. On getting up 
a tinge of blooil was visible on the face of 
eeidi, and the first event was undeoided. 

8. —Gaynor, first to fight, delivered bis right 
on Gyblcdts's body, who got away aetivdy, 
and propped Gaynor as he came in. Gaynor 
again tvM his right at Qybletts's ribs, but 
was stopped. He got on, however, one, 
two, on Qybletts’s head, cutting hia left 
ehetk. In the close Gybletts strumed hard 
for the fall, but Gaynor, dexteroniuy shifting 
his leg, ^ the Inner lock, and threw 
Oyblens bead over beels, amidst the ohoers 
of hii friends.

Ohsrley 
was pussled, but good oonnter-hits were 
exchanged. Gybletts stepped back, wiped 
hii hands, and aid not seem to know how to 
get at his long-armed, round-shouldered op- 
ponent. Oaution the order of the day, and 
some excellent stops on both aides. Gybletts 
swung in his right on the body, but got it on 
the jaw. The men closed, Gjoletts peg^g 
away at Gaynor's ribs, Gaynor at Qyhletts s 
head-pieoe ; Gaynor threw his man neavUy. 
(Even on Gaynor.) 

6. — Oharlw got in his left on Gaynor's 
neck, and followed it by a body blow. Bx- 
changes, in which (Saynor's length of arm 
told.

BiiaCAUiL8.—Oyb]oit8'8 friends bad no 
rsaaon to complain of their reliance on the 
gamenoss of their mao, although their under> 
estimate of his adversary's powers led to 
hii defeat. Qaynor's superior length, and 
his wrestling capabilities, in which he has 
few superiors in the Bing, turned the scale 
in his favour— added to which, bis ondnr* 
ance in receiving punishment, and sldli in 
lutting and stopping, proved also to be 
BUpeiior to those of his brave adversary. 
The battle, as a whole, did honour to both 
victor and vanquished. 


Gaynor took a benefit at tlio Tennis Conrt on the ensuing Thursday, 
when Tom Oliver and Bon Bum, Young Dutch Sam and Ned Brown 
(Sprig of Myrtle), were the lending couples. Gaynor returned thanks to 
his friends, and in reply to an expressed wish of Gybletts for another trial, 
said ho hoped to bo shortly in a position to retire from the Bing altogether; 
if not his friend Charley should bo accoinmodiited. The stakes were given 
up to Gaynor on the same evening, after a diuuor at Harry Holt*s, when 
his backers prt'sontod him not only with the stakes ho had woo, but the 
sums they had put down for him. 

So high did this victory place Gaynor in his own and his admirers’ 
estimation that it was considered a new trial with his old opponent of six 
years previously might lead to a reversal of the verdict then given. 
Accordingly Ned Neale was sounded; hut that now eminent boxer having' 
his hands full, the matter was perforce postponed, and it was only in the 
latter part of 1830 that a match could he made with Neale and Gaynor, 
to come off after the former boxer's contest with Young Dutch Sam, as 
alreatly narrated in this volume. 

The terms were that Neale should fight Gaynor, £300 to £200, ota the 
15tU of March, 1831, eight weeks subsequent to Neale’s fight with Sam. 

Notwithstanding Neale s defeat by the Young Phenomenon,” he was 
the favourite at five to four, and those odds increased when infomatioa 
from NeaWs training quarters in the Isle of Wight asserted that the 
Streatham mah was never better in his life.”

We can only attrihute it to 
the repetition of prolonged exertion and of 
punbhment at an interval too abort for the 
entire rttouperaiion of hb bodily and mental 
powera after auch a defaat aa that he experi- 
enced at the haiidi of Young Sam only eight 
weeka before. Indeed, we cannot hut thuik 
tlie match waa fll advbed and imprudent, 
anti the of A100 to £E)0 in the battle* 
money preaumptuoua. It waa, however, 
brave and honourable In Neale to try the 
"wager ^ battle,’* in which hb too partial 
backera had engaged him. Aa to Gaynor, bnt 
one opinion can be formed of hia eourage, 
game, endurance, and fortitude, all of which 
were oonipicuouc in thb oonteat with hb 
■tti>erior in weight, youth, and the character 
of the boxora he had met and con<iuered» 


On the following Thursday Gaynor took a benefit at the Hanover 
Assembly Rooms, Long Acre.* Here he was greeted with all the honours 
that wait upon success, aud the best men of the Ring — ^Tom Spring, Oliver, 
Young Sam, Reuben Martin, Stockman, Reidie, &c . — ^put on the mittens. 
On Friday the stakes were given up at Tom’s own crib, the * Queen’s 
Head,” Duke’s Court, Bow Street, after a sporting spread.” 

Tom’s defeat of the redonbtable Streatham Youth led to a challenge from 
Yonng Dutch Sam. The circumstances of this defeat may be tead in 
Chapter YIII., in the Life of that skilful boxer. 

This was the last appearance in Uio twenty-four foot of either Sam or 
Gaynor. The latter, who was a civil, unassuming, and obliging man, 
attended to his calling, and died in the month of November, 1884, in 
Grosveiior Streep Bond Street, at the early age of thirty-five, of a ehronk , 
eomplaiat of several years’ stan^g.

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CHAPTER X. 

ALEC REID C‘THE CHELSEA SNOB”). 
1821—1830. 

Thb pedigree of Alec Reid showed that he came of a dghting family." 
His fatlicr was a Chelsea veteran, for many years in a snug berth on Nell 
G Wynne's glorious foundation, and in receipt, as we have seen in the books 
of that institution, of a ^^good service allowance of two bhillings and 
dvepence-halfpcnny a day.’* Let not the reader smile superciliously. 
Alec, the son of a humble but heroic Alexander, once demonstrated the 
facts to the writer with honest filial pride, and moreover laid stress upon the 
fact that while his papa was in garrison at Guernsey, awaiting orders to 
sail with his regiment for the West Indies, his mamma, on the 80th of 
Oct4d>er, 1802, presented him with a thumping boy, the seventh pledge of 
her affection, who was in due time baptized Alexander, and was the subject 
of this memoir. At the age of fourteen, Alec's father being then invalided, 
and the big wars over," the young ’un was apprenticed to his father’s 
trade, that of a shoemaker, and hence his pugilistic patronymic of the 
Chelsea Snob." 

His first recorded display was with one Finch, a local celebrity who, 
to the Edvantages of height and a stone in weight, added three or four 
years in age. Mr. Finch, in two rounds, occupying ten minutes, was so 
satisfied of the young Snob’s superiority that ha 9aved in," and quitted 
the Five Fields " (now covered by the mansions of IMgraria), never again 
to show in combat with the Toung Soldier," as Alec was then nieknamed 
by his oompaniona 

Held now purchased two pairs of gloves, expendve articles in thoae days, 
and started a aeries sparring octrees at the ** Turk’s Head," in Jews* Ihrw, 
near the MiUtaiy HoapitaL His fame qpread, and findii^ himself on 
Wimbledon Comnioiii attracted thereto by a milt between Flemhtg and 
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Ciirwea, two liondoii boxen, and a purse beiog subscribed for a seoead 
batde, young Aloe boldly tbrew his nob-cover within the ropes. Ris 
challenge was answered by Sain Abbott, a cousin of the once-reuowaed 
Bill, who beat Phil Sampson, and made a draw with Jem Ward. Youiig 
Abbott proved hlmsolf game and resolute, but notwithstanding the advice 
and nursing of his clever namesake, Alec punished his nob so severely that 
*in twenty-five minutes his cousin threw up the hat, Abbott being quite 
blind. Alec rabed himself immensely by this victory; and when, after the 
battle between Ward and Abbott, on Moulsoy Hunit, October 22nd, 1822, 
a big fellow named Hearn claimed a purse of twenty-five guineas sub- 
scribed for a second fight, Alec disputed his claim. Hearn was disposed 
of in fifteen minutes, the big ’un being so outfought that he put on hb 
coat, declaring it wasn’t worth a fellow’s while to go on without getting 
a crack in now and then.” 

Alec now frequently showed at the Tennis Court, in the llaymarket, and 
Bob iTandell, a clever sparrer, who had defeated Crayfer and Dudley 
Downs, having expressed a dbparaging opinion of Alec’s talents, a chal- 
lenge resulted, and the men met on the 14th of January, 1823, in Battersea 
Fields. After a battle of one hour and a lialf Yandell was carried from 
the ground thoroughly beaten, while Alee showed in Chelsea the same 
evening but slightly the w<H:8e for wear. 

On the 20tb of March, 1823, after the fight between Gipsy Cooper and 
Cabbage, the Gardener, Alec joined fists with Paddy O’Rafferiy, an Irish 
candidate for fistic honours, but in thirty-one rounds, occupying sUty- 
three minutes, the Chebea hero polbhcd off Mist her O’Bafferty so com- 
pletely that he made no farther appearance in the Bing. 

Dick Defoe having declared himself anxious to meet any elo\'en stone 
wian, a gentleman who had a high opinion of Alec’s abilities offered to 
m^f^b Beid against bl>»T Alec consented, and the men met on Tuesday, 
JTiuio 17th, 1823, in Bpping Forest. After thirteen rounds, Reid’s hacker, 
considering him to be overmatched, humanely interposed, and ordered Reid 
to be away. Iffany were of opinion that Reid would have pulled 
through he beeu allowed to continue* Beid lost no rcpntation by this 
defeat, 

Beid’s next oiqument was Harris, the Waterman, who had beaten Bill 
Gonld, Tonna de Costa, and with the exception of tlifa defeat at the hands 
of Alec, never lost a fight. They met at Moulsey Hurst, on the 12th of 
Augnst, 1828, entering the ring after Peace IngUs had defeated George 
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Curiia. On the ropes being cleared Alec, in high spirits and fine condition, 
threw in his castor, a white one, and watted on by his late opponent Dick 
Defoe and Tom Callas, proceeded to make his toilet ; Harris, from the 
opposite side, answered his token of defiance, and esquired by Josh Hudson 
and Harry Holt, advanced to make friendly greeting. The ceremony over, 
the men stood up, Harris the favourite, at five and six to four*

Only two months after this victory Alec waa at Chatham, teaching 
» the art of self-defonce,” when a rough and ready fisherman named Joe 
Underhill found local friends to subscribe a purse of £25, and £5 for the 
loser* For this, then, ** the Chatham champion ” proposed to meet the 
^liondon professor*^ Underhiirs friends had miscalcnlated both their 
maa’ls skill and Alec’s science, for in the short space of nineteea mianlei 
the fishennsn’s chenoe was more.ihan fishy,” and at the end of Ijbe eighth 
end lest round the Snob had so completely sewn him up and welted him 
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thiit he cried, ^Enough I ** end rtfuflod to face hb mao. ThU hatile took 
place on Chatham Lines, October 2l8t, 1823. 

At the farewell benefit of the game Bob Purcell, at the Fifes Conrt^ 
Fobruarjr 15th, 1824, Beid set to with Oipc^ Cooper, and gave the 
rushing Bohemian such a glofe-puniahing as led to a match. Cooper, 
howerer, forfeited a small deposit A second match was made on 
Tuesday, April 13th, 1824 $ this, however, was prevented by magisterial 
inteifereoce, and the stakes were drawn. 

An opportunity, however, soon offered itself, proving the truth of the 
adage that where thereb a will there’s a way.” On the vefy next 
Tuesday, April 20th, 1824, both men found themselves (of course by 
accident) at Colnbrook, when and whore Peace Inglis defeated Ned Turner. 
Twenty pounds were quickly subscribed for a second battle, and Alee 
having tossed his beaver into the ropes was answered by the Gipsy. Both 
men were in first-rate condition, and both oqurily confident. Josh Hudson 
and Dick Curtis, two of the ablest of seconds, looked after Cooper ; the 
acGompltshed Harry Holt and the veteran Tom Jones, of Paddington, 
seconded Beid.

Here is a case in point It occurred, somehow or 
other, no matter, that a tum-up took place between Maurice Dday and 
Alec Reid, on the road home from the fight, after Stockman had defeated 
the Sailor Boy, on Tuesday, SeptemlKsr 21st, 1824, near the Coach and 
Horses,” at Ilford. Notwithstanding the disparity between the men as to 
sixe and weight, it was stated in the papers of the day that Reid had none 
the worst of it with his ponderous antagonist during two rounds, after which 
they were parted. Hulf-an-hour after Bill Savage offered himself to Reid’s 
notice for a £5 note which an amateur had offered for a wind-up ” to the 
day. A ring was formed near the Temple Mills, Essex, Harry Holt and Jem 
Burn watting on Beid, and Savage seconded by his brother and George 
Weston. Darkness coming on a draw” was declared after thirty-seven 
minutes, and the money divided. Reid, although out of condition, was said 
to have had the best of it. 

Alec was now matched for £50 a side against the mowned Biahop 
Sharpe, and a gallant fight was anticipated. Bishop Sharpe was well 
known as nothing else but a good man ; he had beaten all his opponents, 
the tremendous Gipsy Cooper three times. Nevertheless, in the opinion 
of the judges of boxing, the Bishop did not rank as a sdentifie fighter ; 
he, however, was the favourite, five and six to four. Reid stood well in 
the sporting world ; nay, so much so that it was expected that Alec would 
prove a second Jack Randall. 

On Thursday, December 1 1th, 1824, a long prooeesion of txmdon 
travellers efoased the ferry at Hampton, and the i^g wae formed on the

Beid was now certainly under a cloud of dark suapicion. Yet a few 
friendg were found who matched him for £100 agaioat Jubb (the Choi* 
tenbam Champum), a boxer who luul recently licatcn Price (the Oxford 
Champion) in offhand style, and whose friends were anxious to measure him 
with a Lo^on pogiilist The ipen met accordingly in Worcestershire, near 
Stow*oii-iho*Woldi on the itb of June, 1825* 

Benford, in Oxfordshire, seventy-ono miles from London, was the phM 
named, but on the morning bills were posted in the town signed 1^ the 
magiXInitea of three counties, Oxford, Berks, and Gloucester, warning all 
ppyaons agiunst attending any fight within those counties, and ordering all 
ooostibleni dbe,, lo take the principals and seconds into custody as eontem* '* 
plaltag a bceatih of the peace. Worcestershire now seemed the only open 
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poiotf and off went all hands to Icombe, a village on the borders, two mQes 
from Stow«on*the*Wold, and ten or fk> fromBenford. At half-past two in 
the aftorooon Beid skied his beaver, Jack Bandall and the Laureate Fogo 
acting as his esquires. Jubb soon followed, attended by Bill Eales, the 
scientific, and a provincial friend named Collier. On stripping both men 
looked well. Jubb had the advantage in weight, length of reach, and 


height, yet the London division laid 
countiymen would not take evens.

It was all over 
in twenty-three minutes and a half, and 
when Reid put on his dothes there was 
scarcely a mark perceptible on his fSoe. 

Remarks.- Jubb did not avail himself of 
his height On the contrary, he stooped to 
a level with the eve of Reid. Jubb is a 
game man, and would beat any oonntryman 
who merely relied on strength and going in. 
Reid fought with him whenever he at- 
tempted to force the fighting, and got on to 
him almost how sad where be pleesod, 
stoppine his attack and turning it to his 
own advantage. Beid won first blood, 
first knock-down blow, and the battle, his 
backers drawing upon all three events. 


Reid, on hifi return to town, addressed letters to the sporting papers 
challenging Bishop Sharpe, West Country Dick, or Aaron, for £100, and 
undertaking to weigh no more than lOst. dibs, on the day of fightiiig. 

As there were difficulties in the way with Bishop Sharpe Reid’s friends 
nfilched liim against Tom Gaynor, a man certainly his ovennatch by a 
stone in weight and three inches in height The fight, whidi took place 
May 16th, 1826, and in which Alec suffered defeat after a game contest of 
one hour and ten minutes, will be found in Chapter IX*, ante, page 408 of 
this volume. 

At length preliminaries were settled between Alec and his former opponent

Bishop Sharpe* for £50 a side. The battle took place ou the 6th of Sep- 
iombert 1826, at No Man’s Land, in Hertfordshire. It was anybody m ftght 
for the first twenty-five minutes, when Alec received what might be termed 
a chance blow in the pit of the stomach, from which lie never recovoredi 
and victory was declared for the Bold Smuggler. 

Shortly after this (October 27th, 1826) Beid got into trouble for having 
acted in the capacity of second to a mao of the name of Crow, in a pugilistic 
contest at Old Oak Common, with one Samuel Beard. The jury found 
Beard, Reid, and Michael Curtis guilty, and sentenced tliom. Beard to seven 
days’ imprisonment in Newgate, and the seconds to fourteen days, and to be 
held in recognisances ** to keep the peace for twelve months towanls all His 
Majesty’s subjects.” 

Poor Alec, having done liis Icnn in ** the donjon’s drcaiy keop,N 
and lived out his recognisances to keep the )>eacc, was once again matched 
with his old opponent Bishop Sharpe for £100. Little prefooo is necessary 
to the detail of the battle between these men, which was one of the best 
that had been witnessed for many years, even when downright milling and 
upstanding rallies were far more common than they became in the sue- 
ccoding years, which marked the decline and fall of tlie P.R. They had 
fought twice before, in both of which instances Reid was unsucoessftil. 

As soon as the match was made they wont into traming, and thus tall 
gradually ripened for sport. On Sunday Sharpe took his departure for 
St. Albans, and took up his quarters at the Blue Hoar,” and on the nex 
evening, after a benefit at the Tennis Court, Reid followed his example, 
pitching his tent at the ** Red Lion.” Tuesday morning (July 15th, 1828) 
was unfavourable, nevertheless the roa^ls were throogcxl at an early hour. 
Both men were visited in the town ; both spoke well of their condition, 
and with modest confidence of succe^is; Reid sayiug he had everything at 
stake, for if he lost he was bowled out for ever, whereas if he woo 
he was made a man of.” Sharpe soberly said he was “ to win to^ay,”and 
his shoemaker had already booked the event as certain by iuseribtng on the 
the soles of his high-lows, ** These are the shoes that are to win;” a 
prophecy which was unfortunately trodden under foot in more ways thao 
one, for be was for the first time in his life forced to confess he was fairly 
conquered, after a long career previously unchequered by defeat* The 
odds during the morning were five and six to four on Sharpe. 

As the hour for business approached the crowd increased, till the word 
was to maireh, and all toddled to the scene of action, where Tom

Oliver had previously pitched the ropes a&d stakes, and ooDected an outer 
ring of wagons. 

Shortly before one o’clock the Smuggler bore down for the ring 
attended by Josh Hudson and Dick Curtis, and Laving thrown in his caston 
entered himself. The Snob was soon with him, under the auspices of Tom 
Spring and the Lively Kid (Ned Stockman). After shaking hands, the 
Snob said h e liad four sovereigns, to which ho was desirous of taking odds 
of six to four. Tliia was at once laid him by Dick Curtis, and staked, 
and the operation of peeling commenced. On stripping, weight and 
muscle wore evidently in favour of the Bishop. He looked fresher in the 
mug, too, although it was said he had been imprudently attending as the 
host of a canvas tavern at Woolwich Baccb and Fuirlop Fair, where he 
dispensed the real thing ” in large quantities. Reid looked light and 
thin, but was in good spirits, and seemed confident

The eonquefit of the gallant but stale Dick Curtis by Perkins, the 
Oxford Pet, had rankled long in the minds of the London Fancy, although 
poor King Dick had fallen, not inglorioiisly, before superior weight, length, 
strength, and youth. It was thought that Alec would bo a better match 
for him, and accordingly articles were signed for £100 a side, and the day 
fixed for the 25th May, 1830. 

As a short notice of Perkins, aud a detailed report of his victory over 
Curtis, will appear in the appendix of this Period, we shall not further 
dwell on his Bing career. Perkins had trained at Chipping Norton, and 
Reid paid every attention to getting himself fit at Burford, in Surrey ; and 
so favourable were the accounts of Ids condition tliat he was freely backed 
at six to four by his old friends. 

On the Monday before the battle the ’Varsity city was full of bustle and 
activity. The ** Red Lion ” and the ** Anchor ” w'cro crowded by visitf>rs 
anxious to get the tip ” as to the whereabouts. This was found to be 
tliie Four-shire Stone,” seven miles from Chipping Norton, at a point 
where the counties of Oxford, Warwick, Worcester, aud Berks are 
eontginninoiis.

Reid died in 
comparative poverty and obscurity in 1875, in his seventy-third year.

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CHAPTER XI. 

BISHOP SHARPE (“THE BOLD SMUGGLER”). 

1818—1826. 

Bishop Suarpe, once a seaman in His Majesty’s navy, and subsequently 
known as a long-shore man ^ in the neighboui*hood of Woolwich, was as 
tough a specimen of the material of which our old salts *’ were made as 
even Jack Scroggins himself. 

Of the early career of Bishop Sharpe wo have but little reliable account, 
lie beat two unknowns, named Lester and the Deptford Carrier/* and in 
liis first recorded battle, on the 24th September, 1818, conquered Bob Hall 
in forty-five rounds, occupying fifty-five minutes, at Woolwich, after a 
determined contest. Battles with minor pugilists, in all of which he was 
successful, spread his fame. These we shall pass with a mere enumeration. 
On March 24th, 1819. he met. and defeated, on Woolwich Marshes, Dick 
Prior in twenty-five rounds, thirty-five minutes, for £26. In December, 
1819, he beat John Street (an opponent of Josh Hudson), in one hundred 
rounds, 105 minutes, near Charlton, Kent. In February, 1820, John 
King surrendered to the Bishop in twenty-five minutes, daring which 
twenty-five sharp rounds were fought, for £25 a side, at Plomstead. 

The contest between the Bold Smuggler ’* and the ** Slashing Gipsy,” 
as Jack Cooper was called, took place for £50 a side, at the Old Majrpole, 
in Epping Forest, on Tuesday, June 17th, 1828. The patricians of the 
West in the days of the Fourth George, as a general rule, were greatly 
averse to a ride over the London stones to witness any fight in North Kent or 
Essex. But the fame of the Gipsy, who had conquered ereiy boxer 
opposed to him — ^West Countiy Didt, O’Leary, Dent, Scroggins, and 
Cabbage had succumbed — and the character for determination and lasting 
whidi had run before the Bishop, had travelled westward, and proved such 
an attraction that quite an aristocratic snrronnding witnessed 
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The Old Maypole, aa we have already eaid, wae the rallyhip; point, and 
the sitnatioii choeen to make the ring waa delightfully plctureaque. At a 
few minutes past one Sharpe, in a white wrapper and a yellowniaii, arm* 
iri*arm with the John Bull Fighter, threw his beaver into the ring, followed 
by Phil Sampson, The Gipsy shortly afterwards appeared, in a bine ooat, 
with a blue handkerchief round bis neck, and repaatod the token of de- 
fiance. Spring and Riohniond were seconds for Cooper, and Hudson and 
Sampson ofllciated for Shar{)e. Spring and Hudson tied the colours to the 
stakes, and betting was five to four on the Gipsy. The latter boxer, 
according to report, had the advantage in weight of eight pounds.

Rimahkb,— T he judges called the above 


mill a bad fight— a long Innings, and but 
little to show for it. The face of Sharpe had 
soarocly a mark upon it ; and the Qipsy said 
“he was not hurt.” A medical man on the 
ground examined the shoulder of the Qipsy, 
and he pronounced “the olaviole to be 
fractured.” (Of eourse, this sounded more 
learned than to say “the ooUar-hone was 
broken.”) This fracture jmented the Gipsy 
from lifting his arm without experiencing 
a grinding of the bones, producing great pain. 
If the Gipsy had taken the leau instead of 
retreating from hie adversary, it was thought 
he must have won it. Ooopcff missed several 
blows, and at variom times did not foUow up 
his success. This was observable in the tenth 
round, the ninth being a guinea to a shilling 
in his favour. 


A second match with Jack Cooper was fought by Sharpe at Harpenden 
Common, on the 5th of August, 1823, with the like result, Sharpe proving 
conqueror in thirty-nine minutes, during widch Cooper fought thirty 
rushing rounds, 'iho two battles were so similar that a reprint would bo 
mere repetition. At Blackheath Sharpe and Cooper met a third time, on 
November 14th, in the same year, for XlOO, and fought a draw, daylight 
closing in on the undecided contest. 

On the lOth of May, 1825, Sharpe, after an absence of some twelve 
months in his seafaring occupation, got on a match for £25 a side with an 
aspirant, one Ben IVarwiek, whom the Bold Smuggler polished off after a 
one-sided battle of considerable obstinacy in twenty-five minutes, being, as 
many said, at the rate of a sov. per minute. As Mr. Warwick, to whose 
credit some previous conquests of outsiders are placed, never again sported 
canvas in the F.B., we shall not report the battle. 

Sharpe, by hie victories over Cooper and his drawn battle with Alec Heid, 
already noticed, encouraged his friends to seek what was expected to be a 
decisive match with his scientific adversary the Chelsea Snob, more 
especially as the latter had in the interval beaten Jack Cooper, Jtibb, 
and Savage. The stakes of XlOO were made good, and on the 6th of 
September, 1826, the men met at the renowned battlefield of No Man’s 
Land, in Hertfordshire. ’ 

The Bishop ” set up his training quarters at the ^ Castle,** Higbgate, 
while Keid took his breathings on Putney Heath, patronising the 
^ Qreea Man.** In point of age Beid had the advantage, being tiraity-fonr, 
while Sharpe numbered thirty summers. In the former fight the odds were 
quoted at six to four on Beid, but on this occasion five to four were laid 
on the Smuggler. On the Tuesday morning the lads of hwg 
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village ** were ai^tir aa early aa five o’clock, and a lively auccciibiuo of 
vehicles bowled along the great North Road. 

When Reid met Sharpe in their first battle he complained, and not 
without reason, of the neglect of his backers. In the present case he had 
cause to be grateful for their attention. Every possible care was taken of 
him during his training, and preparations were made for taking him into 
the ring in bang-up style.” His crimson favours were distributed 
liberally among his friends, and a dashing barouche and four, the post- 
boys wearing crimson satin jackets, and the horses’ hoails decomted 
witli crimson cockades, was prepared to carry him to the ground. 
Nothing was omitted which could add to his confidence, or give import- 
ance to the contest. A favourite candidate for a popular election could 
not have entered the field under more dashing auspices. 

Shortly before one the men arrived on the ground, and soon after 
appeared within the stakes. Reid took the lead, acc^oinpanicd by his backers, 
and Tom Cribb and Ben Burn os his second and bottle-holder. lie was 
soon afterwards followed by Sharpe, who was waited upon by Josh Hiidsoo 
and Peter Crawley. A trilling shower threw a slight gloom over the 
assembled multitude, but this soou ceased, and the remaiuder of the after- 
noon was favourable. 

The men immediately peeled for action. They both seemed well ; but it 
was thought the Bishop might have been better. I'ho confidence of his 
backers, nevertheless, was unshaken, and in a very short time the odds 
were decidedly five to four in his favour. Those odds wore freely token by 
some, but not so freely by many of the professed friends of Reid as 
might have been anticipated.

RieifARca.-*-By lina fight It may lie aup- 
lK>aetl that the o(>n4)airativo merita of Kidd 
and Shaiqie have been f arly deeiiled, but thla 
la by no iiieana a gi’ncial oidnion, for It waa 
o|»eitly oiated, and boldly aaiieH4»d by Kidd 
hiinnelf, that but fur the accidcntiu blow 
which wevciitwl hia coming to time, he would 
certainly liave won the liattle ; and when the 
game which ho diaplayed in hia late fight with 
(iaynor ia cimHulerou it la only a matter of 
burpriae that he ahould have betm ao aoon abd 
auddenly brought to aaiundstill. He declared 
that for a4>me time the effecta of the Mow 
reiidoied him utterly Incaiiablo of exertion, 
llavmg thua ovj>enenoc<1 tlio nature of the 
BiM)>cq?8 tartica, liowever, he aaya he feela 
Maiiafietl that he coiilit in futut guard agMiiat 
them, and under victory certain. In the 

i ireacnt inaiance, It la the opinion of the beat 
udgea tliat lUdd Itaa ahovm hhnaelf tbe 
letter fighter ; but be ia blamed for not taking 
more advantage of the oiniortunitiea whira 
Hhaii )0 afforded him, by leaviup hia heail 
unguarded while idming at hit body Indeed, 
it ia thought that if ho liad been awake to 
thia, and m<*t him aa ho came In. tliero Oould 
have been no doubt of the iaaue of tbe oonteat. 
It la pretty dear that Bliam, In aU hia battlea. 
ue%er met with audi an Mivenary before, and 
that he bail the worat of It la obvlona from 
hia own frienda’ betting two to one agaliiat 
him.

Thb Tietoiy placeil Bbarpe in (he ruromost nnk among the m!ddl«> 
weight boxen of the day, and as Tom Gaynor had recently engaged with 
and beaten the s«tne man, the Chelsea Snob, with great difflenity, white 
the Biehop had polished him off (so said his friends) with much mom 
ease, a line was taken by which the Bishop’s superiority over Gaynor WM 
JO thought the admirers of the Batlt Carpenter. They 
OOMddemd the matdi “ a good thing ” for Tom, so they cinaedat ones wflli 
tho propoaal, sod posted their hslf-hnndred readily, fixing tbe dsy lor tfcs 
fith el Deeember, 1826, and the ti 7 Sting.p 1 ace at Mo Man’s Land, Herts, 
There, howenp, a vme was neceesaiy, owing to a magistezia) interfneasa, 
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and a move wob accordingly imide into Bedfordshire. At Shere Mere, on 
the ground where Sampson and Jem Burn settled their difference, at two 
o'clock, the men met in battle array. Sharpe was attended by Josh 
Hudson and the veteran Tom Owen, while Gaynor had the services of 
Harry Holt and Tom Oliver. The eolours being tied to the stakes, the 
men shook hands smilingly, the seconds retired to their corners, and the

In the Cfilli 
ronnd Sharpe again hit Gaynor down by a 
blow on the throat (In tho 72nd round a 
quairel took place between Harry Holt and 
Tom Owen, in conaequenoe of Homeover«acat 
of Harry t^arda hia principal, Owen 
pushed Harry, who in retiiru sportively 
nocked off Owen’s atniteudoua Jolliffe 
bat This indii^ty to the **8age of the 
Baet** was ** moat intolerable, and not to be 
CBdured^** so be administered a back*han4er to 


the Irreverent Orator, whereupon a merry 
aldimieh followeil, doah Hudanu. however, 
interposed, atoppod the bye-battfe« end the 
betUgerenta went back to tbetr men, who bad 
fought out (he round during this supplemen- 
tal aet-to.) 

78.781--*^ all these rounda p<Mir Gaynor 
received tlie largci ehare of the puniabment 
but would not aav no/' though advised to 
give in by bis aecoitda, In tbe Tfitli round 
Hkar^m caught Gaynor a flunh bit in the 
month, and bo drofqied. This waa the 
finieher, and poor Tom was alike deaf to the 
calf of 'Mime " and the cheering of the vic- 
torious Htsliop'a partisana Shariie walked 
firmly acmaa the ring and miaaesaed him- 
Hclf of the colours, placing them round blS 
iict'k with evident satiefaction. Gaynor 
remained for a short time in a sort of stupor, 
but aoon recovered hlmeelf, and raturned to 
town tho Name night. 

KEMaRKH. - lliat the tWhting waa Ikat, 
may be told from the foot that aoveniy^ht 
rounds were gut (hrougli in one hour and ten 
minutes. They were, however, in almost 
every inatnnoe terminated by a close. IndsHl, 
there was aa much wrestling as fighting. The 
men were both undoubtedly game and un- 
fiiiicliiii.( ; but Gaynor did not seem to teke 
mlvaniage of hia oppoctunitiea^ and threw 
away bis superior length by allowing his 
ahorter-rcaclied andstumier advenaiy to get 
in on bis body, and then eooeptmg the 
struggle, in which, as the battle went on. he 
got the worst. It is true flhirpeV peouliar 
method of aetUng to with hia right foot fore- 
most puacled Gaynor a little, but this does 
not account for Tom’s bad taotloa throughout. 
Aa to Bishop 8hari»o^ he deserved every 
praise. His daring mode of going in, and 
chancing oonseriuenoes, combined with his 

S owers of hitting, m^e him exeoadingly 
angerous to any nut a first-rate boxer of the 
Bpnng, Ward, or Young Dutch Sam ashool. 
Gaynor oould not defend his body againat hia 
roanea, nor keep him at a dlatiuioe foi gut* 
flgliting, and hence the Bold Sfuuggler't |M< 
arm to yaid-arm taetioa wedt triumphani 


Both men ahowed st Gaynor’e benefit at the Tennlg Coart on the 
Thnreday. Sharpe displayed few marks of heavy punishment, and Gaynor’a 
chief injuries were from body blows and tho failure of his left hand. The 
hattle-money waa paid over to Sharpe at Josh Hudson’s on the Friday. 

Early in 18S7, after a failure in makin;; a renewed match with his oM 
Cfpponent AlepEeid, at a sporting dinner which took place at jolly Jmh% 
•*Half Moon,” Leadenhall Market, on ibe let of Angaat^ 1827, a proposal 
was made for a meeting for a cool hundred between Toung Dutl4i Bnin« 
then riaing into fame, and Bishop Sharpe. Ten pounds were dtqpotiied, and 
the day named the Vnd of October, to meet in the same ring as Ned Neale 
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an<l Jem Burn. The matter, however, ended in a withdrawal of atakea 
and a forfeit by Sam. A mouth afiera^ards a new match was made for 
£100 a side, and the 25th of October appointed. As the successive de- 
posits were made good, the odds in betting on the Bishop rose from five to 
six to four ; but at the final deposit at the “ Sol’s Arms,” Wych Street, 
Sam, who showed up in excellent condition, despite sinister rumours as to 
his health, brought the betting down to even. Of the farce which followed 
on the Tuesday, and Sam's mysterious arrest, we have already written. 
Tom Bclchcr, who held the stakes, after some indignant comments, re- 
solved to give them up to Sharpe, leavijg Sam’s backers, who had served 
iiim witli legal notice, to take such stops as they might think proper for 
their recovery.” Sluirpe was complimented for his prompt and ready 
appearance in the ring, and pocketed the hundred pounds amidst the cou- 
gratiilatioiis of his friends. Sam’s match with our hero having thus 
fallen tliruugh, Tom Gayuor again offered himself to the Bishop’s notice, 
for £100 a side, money ready at Harry Holt’s. This, however, came to 
nothing, owing to Gnyiior’s match with Gybletts. (Sec Life of Gaynoh, ante,) 
Sharpe's old antagonist Alee llcid, having set up a sparring-booth at 
Epsom Downs, as was the custom of those days, and a difference of opinion 
having occurred on a bout with the mufflers, the Bishop proposed a match, 
ill which he said lie could get hackers for £50, and would bet a hundred.” 
To this the bold Alee replied by doubting the latter, but offering to meet 
the Smuggler in the roped lists for ** a hundred, if he could get the 
money.” The parties met on^e following Monday at Josh Hudson’s, and 
tliere and then signed articles for a mill ou the 15th of July next ensuing. 
How the Bishop fell before the arm of the conquering Alec, after ninety- 
one rounds of ^'tlio most game and determined fighting We ever 
witnessed” (we quote JJe/fs Life^ of July 20th, 1827), may be read in the 
memoir of the victor. ’ , 

From this time the Bishop, after an unsuccessful attempt to get backed 
once more for £100 against Itoid, who declined to fight for a leas sum, fell 
into obscurity, his name only appearing in sparring benefits, or as a second 
in minor battles. Bisliop Sliai^e died in 18Cl,aged aixty-two years* 
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CHAPTER Xri. 

TOM BROWN (“BIG BROWN’’) OF BRIDGNORTIL 

1825—1831. 

Bio Brown ov BRiOGNoarn, as he wiw appropriately i»tyle<l, for a 
short period attracted the attention of the pugilistic world by hia bold 
claim to the title of Champion of England/’ protenliouHly put forward 
by his friends upon the resignation of that honourable djHtinctioii by Tom 
Spring. Indeed, it would appear that Big Brown , who had for some time 
held a local supremacy in wrestling and boxing on the hanks of the Severn, 
was first fired with the ambition of earning a name and fame in the P.R. 
by a visit, in the year 1824, of the ex-Chumpion, with all his blushing 
honours thick upon him,” to that part of Salop in which Bridgnorth 
Castle “ frowns proudly down o’er sedgy Severn’s AockI,” Brown was at 
this time thirty-one years of age, being born in 1 793— certainly too late 
in the day to revertic and make an exception to the axiom of antiquity, 
“ Ars longa, vita brevis,” so far as the art pugilistic is concerncfl Neverthe- 
less, his introduction to Spring so favourably impressed the Ilerefonlshim 
hero that he declared Brown ** fit to fight anything that ever trod upon 
shoe-leather.” On this dictum Brown left his friends in Shropshire and re- 
paired to the mart for all talent,” the great Metropolis. 

Brown’s trial match, for XlOO a ^idc, with old Tom Shelton (see ante, 
Chaptkr VIII., Period V.), was made in a very quiet manner, without any 
parade of newspaper letter- writing, or the sporting-crib chaff” too prevalent 
in those days. Articles weft entered into at the “ Sliip,” in Great Turn- 
stile, Lincoln’s Ion Fields, and the <lay fixed for July 12th, 1825. NoW| 
«s the ** Ship ” was not a sporting-crib,” and Mr. Pierce Egan was not 
dnly advertised d the proceedings— -indeed, was told nothing about what 
was going on — ^Tora Brown’s battle ran a very good chance of not being re- 
ported at alb - >00 far as Pierce Egan was concerned. Uad this occurred. 
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poor Brown, like ** ilie brave men who lived before Agamemnon,” might 
have gone down to oblivion ; Carent quia vatos sacro.” But there was 
another reason. Fierce Egan and all the amateurs were full ” of the 
fight for the following Tuesday (the 19th July, 1825), between Jem Ward 
and Tom Gannon ; which accounts for ** the historian ” nodding, like another 
Homer, and leaving to a rival paper the only report that week of the 
battle, which took place at Flumbe Fark, six miles from Stony Stratford, 
and about sixty miles from London, on the 12th of July, 1825. 

Tlio attendance was not numerous, nor was it desired by Brown’s backers; 
but the Londoners who were there backed Shelton, as against ** a country- 
man,” five to four, on the ground of the old ’un’s tried game and capa- 
bilities. Brown, beyond his Shropshire and Worcestershire conquests over 
stalwart yokels, was unknown to public fame. True, he had been heard of 
in a forfeit of £20 to Fhil Sampson, of Birmingham. Brown, however, 
had a high character from those who knew him for activity as a jumper 
and runner, unusual with men of his weight and inches ; and above all 
Tom Spring, the native of an adjoining county, liad reported his quality to 
the swells in the terse and graphic style already cited. 

Shelton, who trained anywhere and anyhow, had arrived at Stony Strat- 
ford on the previous day, putting up at the ** Cock.” Late on Monday 
night Spring and Brown arrived, and took quarters at the some well-known 
hostelrie. The men hero met each other, and in true English style ex- 
changed greetings and shook,^nds. Foter Crawley and Josh Hudson also 
arrived from London as the pointed seconds of Shelton. 

Brown, a good-looking, gentleman-farmer sort of man, was a general 
object of interest as he walked about the town in the cai'ly morning ; his 
stature, six feet one inch, and his weight, a solid fifteen stone of bone and 
muscle, seemed big enough and heavy enough for anything. The friends 
of the countryman became yot more confident when they saw Shelton, who 
certainly was not above twelve stone, and whose height wanted quite 
four inches of that of his opponent. Among the rurals Brown was now at 
the odds of five and six to four. At twelve o’clock the men and their 
seconds and friends started in four post-chaises for Flumbe Fork, the general 
public making their way in the best style they could. Brown, attended by 
Tom Cribb and Tom Spring, was first to throw his hat within the ropes ; 
Josh and Peter followed quickly. Come, Spring, get ready,” cried Josh) 
** my man is dressed and waiting in the chaise.” Shelton now made his 
appearance, but throw his hat so far that it went over on the farther side 
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of the ring, where it was picked up by Toung 6ae (Jonntlmn BissellX 
who dropped it within the ropes. “ That's a bad omen,'* said a bystander. 
The colours wgr* now tied to the stakeah^blue for Skelton, by Hudson, 
and crimson and white for the Bridgnorth giant, by Tom Spring. •** Never 
mind how you tie them, Josh,” said Shelton, ** I shall w«nt you to take them 
down for me.” “ Of course," replied the John Bull Fi^;hter, ** so I have 
fastened them with a reef-knot." The men now stood up for

Eoand 1.— On Mttine lid of thetr toot 
Browu looked like ilprculen without hu duo. 
Hhelton had trained off ; hia face waa thin— 
hia neck did not appear to poiweflii that 
atrengtb which characteruoii a fighting man ;

and his oalvea, in the phrase of the King, had 
*' gone to grata.” NevortholPMii, Tom’s heart 
waa in the right place ; and like a good ** ould 
one,” he thought of nothing but winning, in 
s|iitu of the ravages which Master Time hail 
made. countryman hok me, indeed!”

Tom*# 
right hand was stopped by the novice ; and 
in return Brown put a ** little one in ” on 
Bhelton*8 mug. which dropped lam, (Tlic 
milling coves looked blue^ wliile the Chaw* 
baoous were outrageous in their manifesta- 
tions of joy at the suooeas of the countrymaxL 
Spring said, ** First Uood 1” but Josh said, 
‘^Ko f” Six to four on Brown ; but no fanciers 
of the odds.) 

2.— In this early stage of the fight, the 
sporting men were satisfied that Shelton had 
bta master before him. Tom measured hia 
opponent, and tried all he knew to plant a 
bmry topper ; bnt the countryman was too 
eaunoua, and parried steadily. Shelton, not 
diamayoa, agam went to work; but Brown 
was np to Imi manoeuvres, and put in asev^e 
blow on his bead. A rally ooeurred. which 
was brisk for a short time, but Tom bad tli» 
wocel of it and got away. Biwwn took the 
lead in a determined manner, planting two 
blowB on Sbelton’e bond. Shelton, with the 
ooiuage of a lion# boldly atood up to bis man, 
till abo^ blow sent him down. (Ibefriends 
of Brown ilianted for joy, offered two to one, 
and deelniwd it waa '^aaiafeas tbeBank.”) 

A— The poritien of Shelton wasawkward— 
bb kgi were too wide apart ; but hb anxii^ 
to pQnbh hb advenaiy was vbible, and he 
left ao manoMivre nntned to obtain an opei^ 
iag. *«Boraa4jr,”raidJoah, “he’soomittgr 
Brown amffed, and with the utmeat easa 
sot soljr stopped Shattoo, bat ia retan. 


gave him a hit on hisoanbter weighty enough 
to put hu up|>er works in coufusion. Tom 
oouuiored lib adversary on hbaensitive plant 
Ml sharply that the claret was plentiful. 
(** Well done, Tom,” said Josh ; “you have 
made the young one a member of the 
Vintners’ Oomi»auy ; go and draw hb o«rk 
again.”) Tlio countryman felt a Httla warm- 
rushed in to iiii work— caught Shalioa la hb 
arms like a hahy, and spite of the struggling 
of poor Tom, ho went down. ( ** I'he eouniry* 
man for £100 1 ” all round the ring.) 

A— Tom was loping a little, and H wss 
evident he was overmatrhed. Shelton hit his 
adversary on the cheek ; but bo coriil not 
stop the overwhelming power of Browti, vho 
went in and caught Shelton at the ropes. 
After a litilo to]ij>ering on both sides, the 
strength of th« countryman enabled him to 
hold up hb adveisary, as he was dangling on 
the ropes, but, tii the most generous and 
humane manner he let Tom down, and 
walked away. ( “ Bravo ! handsome I Bngbsh* 
man-like !” were tlie eipmsions all over ^e 
ring.) 

5. -Short. It was now clear that the 

countryman was nothing like a noviee, and 
also that he had been under good tnitioB. 
He ttop|)ed Shelton with ease, and aimed a 
terrific riglii-haodod blow at Tom’s liNid. 
which, had it told, mbbt have proven 
Shelton’s quietus. Tom, m bobbing hb nob 
aside, down. 

6. - Tills was a fighting round ; but Shelton 
could not redttoe Blown s pluck or strengih, 
althoimh he made aeveral good hits. *^b 
right hand b gone,” aaid Joah. “It by 
goah !” echoed Oliver, wboao fees was fuU of 
anxiety for the fate of poor Bheltom and 
who bad also backed the Ould One at five to 
lour previous to the battle. Shelton plsnted 
a body blow ; but Brown returned the favour 
on the bead of hbadvetaary. Tom retniated| 
and endeavoured to mill ; but Brown foUowea 
bim, and sent him (Bomplctely out of the 
ropes, A ooimtiyman, do yon call him t 
He stantt a good ckaiioe to be Chamfdon 1** 
arid Spring.) 

7. — -Jlrown's ivory box racslved a raUlori 
but the ooubtryman aliuok it off with a

a flush nit. Tom slipped down in eetting 


a flush nit. Tom slipped down in getting 
away. Shelton made play, and llrown 
missed in return. 

R'^After soma besTy exchanges at the 
ropes, Bheltun put in a baisk-handod hit so 
sharply that Brown napped it on his mouth, 
and went down. (This event put the 
lighting mon and backers of Shelton into 
BplritH— it was a lay of hope. '* The Quid 
One will win it ! He has changed it a 
little !'* and ** Master Brown does not like 
it ! " with lots of chaffing, till ** tiioe” was 
raUed.S 

0.— This was a round within a round, or 
two lights for the same stake. The age of 
Shelton told against him ; and it was clear 
that he couM not win. Tom came to the 
acratoh much distressed, but nevertheless 
commenced milling. Brown followed him 
resolutely oVer the ring, when Shelton 
.retreated to the ropes ; but the nob of Tom 
got entangled, and the libbing system was 
f^opied by both combatants. It was lathor 
agaiUsi Shelton, when the Jolin Bull Fighter 
tned to remove the rope from his men’s nob, 
which faring said was not fair, and shoved 
Jusli oil. Hudson persisted, and shoved 
Spring roughly; Spring then struck him. 
** I will not take a blow from auy one,** 
sni<] Josb, and let fly at the late (Champion’s 
head, catching him under the left eye. A 
scramble ensued; ^riog and (ToBh were 
both down, end only Cfiibb waiting upon hU 
man. Brown in the interim had floored 
Shelton by a heavy body blow. The time- 
keepers liad also a trifling dispute ; and Tom 
Oliver and Young Gas placed themselves in 
fighting attitudes. At length the row sub- 
sided, order was restored, and when time was 
called for round 

10 , — Both men apjiearcd at th^cratch. 
Bhelton exerted luiubolf to do niibchief, but 
he was stopped, received sovoral hits, and 
was sent down by a ribber that was heard all 
over the ring. Shouting by the friends of 
Brown. 

11. — bhoUon with considerable dexterity 

K t in a sharp facer ; the men afterwards 
d a sovere rally. Brown endoavourod 
(but we think unintentionally) to lay hold 
of Shelton's thigh, in order to obtain the 
throw ; but on ** foul ** being vociferated, he 


let go his hold. Shelton went down by a 
heavy body blow. 

12.— Tom did everything in his power to 
win ; but his blows wore notlung like 
finishing ones, and Brown had the best o! it. 
Shelton received an ugly visitation* to his 
victualling office, and went down exhausted. 
Any odds, but no takers. 

18, — The fight was drawing to a close, 
Brown taking the lead in every round. 
Shelton put in a nobber. but Brown seemed 
to say, ** If you tsanisot hit me harder, it is 
no go.** Tom received such a tremendous 
one in liis mouth that he went down as if 
shot. Five to ono ; in fact, it was a hundred 
to one that Brown must now win offhand. 

14. — The old story, so often told, but so 
little heeded by fighting mon, was evideut. 
Bheltun was full of pluck as to mind and 
heart, but his legs trembled, and he staggered 
like a drunken man ; he made play with his 
right, planted a facer, and got away. The 
danger was out of Shelton, and brown, in 
order to put an end to the battle, went to 
work. Tom opposed him like a trump, till 
he napped a shutter-iip-shop on his throat, 
which floored him. The boad of Sheltuu 
reached the ground so violently that it 
bounded like a ball. (** It’s all over,** wns 
the cry; the brandy was administered, but 
it was of no use.) 

15, and last. — Sholton answered the call of 
“ time.'* On toeing the mark, Brown let fly 
on the side of Tom’s huad, and he measured 
his length on the ground. Shelton was ** hit 
out oi time,** and Josh gave in for him. 
Tom, on recovering himself a little, said, 
“ No, I will fight I " He, however, was so 
weak and exhausted that nature would not 
second his efforts. ' Timp, fifteen minutes. 

Ilp.if AUKS.— Shelton, on coming to himself, 
said *’ he was ashamed of ^having been licked 
in so short a time” — fifteen minutes. Shelton 
was not disgraced by tho defeat. He showed 
himself a brave man, and never flinched from 
bis opimnent ; but overmatched by strength 
and youth) he found it out too latCi Brown 
fought better than was expected. Uis con* 
fidenco inoreasod. Spring offered to back 
him against any one for £600 a aide. Brown, 
for a big one, was extremely active on his 
logs, stopped well, hit hard, and did not waui 
for com ago or science. 


Browu lost no time in claiming the belt, as may bo seen by tho subjoined: — > 

“BilOWN'S OlIALLENOB AND CLAIM TO THE OHAMPKJNSHIP. 

** Toth^ Editmr of lAe * Wbfxlt Dibpatob.* 

** SlB,— Permit me to onnonnee, through tho medium of your paper, that my benefit will 
take place 6n Tuesday, the 28tU of March, when liehall be preuaied to make a matoh with 
any man in Kngland for from three to five hundred pounds a side, or as much more as may 
be desired. Jem Ward, or his frionds, will probably avail themselves of this opportunity tv 
prove their ainoerity when they did me tho favour of soBoiting my attendance in Lonaon ; 
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On Taesdity, Uarch 1886, the TmuU Court ovorflowed, ta at tbe 
period when Jem Belcher waa the pride of the King, and Tom Cribb the 
hero of the tale* The produce of the Court, after deducting expenses, 
amounted to £127 lOs* One thousand persons were present* 

After the first set*to between Haines and Wallace, Sampson appeared on 
the 4tage, and said that he had been matched against Browa five years since, 
and had reoeived a forfeit of £2tX A second match had been proposed, but 
Brown had not come forward. He would now fight him for £100, and put 
down a deposit. If that did not suit Mr* Brown he would set to with him 
there and then for a bellyful.’* (Laughter and applause.) 

Jem Ward showed, and enmo to the point at once. 1 am ready,” said 
Jem,“ to fight Brown for £300, and no chaffing. I will put down a deposit 
Immediately.” Well done, Jem ! ” 

Tom Spring mounted the stage, and was flatteringly received. He said 
Brown was under his protection, and it was not worth his while to fight for 
£100. He was in busiuess, and would require at least a month’s training 
under his (Spring’s) care, and then if he won the battle the expenses would 
be greater than the gain. As to putting on the gloves with Sampson it 
was quite out of the question ; Brown was under liis management, and he 
would not let liim do wrong to his friends and backers. Sampson had 
come forward in an angry manner to challenge. Here the oratory of the 
ex-Champion was lost in a roar of applause and disapprobation, aud calls for 
Sampson and Brown.” 

Sampson said, ^*The thing spoke for itself — it was too plain; Spring 
did not like to let the cat out of the bag. He would not let Brown set (o 
widi him because it would tell tales. It would show Brown's talents, and 
Spring was determined to keep Brown all to himself. He (Sampson) 
thoi:^ht that the company present ought b> witness the set-to between him 
and Blown, as in that case the Fancy would form a judgment as to the 
laying out their money. (Great applause ; and He ought to set to,” from 
some ; while othem, “ Spring is not such a fiat ss to show off Brown ; it 
would betray a want of judgment, and not the caution of a sportiug mao.”) 

Jem Ward rushed on the stage, and flashing a £fiO note staled ” he would 
post it immediately towards makifig a match for £300 with any mao in 
Eo^buid.” (“ ^ ^ chawbacon, let him be es 

bigaeOdiahl”) 

Spring, in reply, said he would meke a raateh that night, at CribbV, for 

Brown to fi^t Ward the first week in August* (Applause.) 
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Sampeoii also observed for £100 a side be would fight auy man in Eug- 
land, and would make the match immediately. 

As a wind-up to the sports Brown and Spring appeared on the stage, 
followed by Sampson, who stripped himself, seized hold of a pair of gloves, 
and appeared determined to set to with Brown. To describe the row 
which ensued would bo impossible. Spring would not let Brown spar with 
Sampson. The latter asked Brown personally, but he declined, as he said 
he must be guided by his friends. Sampson then left the stage, observing 
^^it was of no use.*’ Here another uproar occurred, and Spring and 
Brown left the stage. After some time had passed in glorious confusion 
Spring again made his appearance on the stage, and solicited a hearing. 
Silence being procured Spring observed, that Brown had been placed under 
his protection, and he was determined that he should receive no foul play. 
In the bills of the day it had been expressed* that he and Brown would 
put on the gloves together, but he would not let Brown set to with 
Sampson. Yet do not mistake me, gentlemen,” said he, not from any 
fear respecting Sampson, but it would be wrong, as Brown was about being 
matched, and more especially on account of the anger displayed by 
Sampson,” A mixture of applause and hisses, and cries for Sampson. 
4* Brown, gentlemen, is here, ready to set to if you wish it.” “ Bravo!” 
Brown ascended the stage, but the mixed reception must have proved 
unpleasant to his feelings. Hats off I ” was the ciy, and Brown and 
Spring were opposed to other. 

It was curious to hear the diifferent opinions respecting the abilities of 
Brown. He is of no use,” said a retired boxer, one of the first heroes 
in the P.R. of his day. He can beat any one in the list,” observed 
another milling cove. ** What an impostor ! ” The £500 would be a 
gift to Ward ! ” He would be nothing in the hands of Peter Crawley 1 ” 
** He is a rare punisher with his right hand, one of his blows would fioor an 
ox Ac. The set-to did not give satisfaction, and the public verdict 

was that Brown, after all, was nothing else but a strong countryman, yet a 
hard hitter with his right hand. Brown returned thanks, and chaUenged 
any man in England for £500 a side, but would accommodate Mr. Sampson 
for £800 a side. 

Sampsoo informed the audience that he was to have a benefit on Monday 
next ; and if he, who had been long known to the Bing, met with such 
patronage as Brown had done, he would not only fight Brown for £100 
a side, but the whole of the money taken at the doors in addition. 
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At niiM o'clock in tlie evening) after a eporting dinner at which Brown 
and bis friends were the guests, Jem Ward and Sampson arrived at Tom 
Cribb's, in Pantou Street, and the latter proposed to accede to Brown's 
challenge on the part of Word, and to make a match for £500 h side. 
Sampson then said that Ward had not been able to sec his friends, and had 
only £10 to put down ; but he should bo prepared to make that Huin £50 
at his (Sampson's) benefit on Monday next. Some surprise was expressed 
at the smallness of the deposit for so important a match. Brown at 
once said that he would throw no impediment in Ward's way, but would 
meet him in any reasonable manner he might suggest. 

A gentleman present then proceeded to draw up the articles, in whicli it 
was proposed and agreed to by Sampson, on the part of Ward, that the 
fight should take place on a stage similar to that on which Ward and 
Cannon fought at Warwi4k ; that the placx) of fighting should be named 
by Spring, upon the condition that he gave Wal'd one hundred guineas 
for that privilege; and that it should not exceed one hundred and 
fifty miles from London. On coming to tlie discussion of the distance, 
however, a difficulty arose. Ward said his friends would not consent to 
his fighting beyond a hundred miles from London, and therefore if he 
fought at all it must he within that distance. To this Brown objected. 
Daring considerable argument, in which Sampson, still labouring under 
fecliogs of irritation against Brown, gave way to a spirit of hostility 
altogether misplaced, ho repeatedly offered to fight Blown for a hundred 
himself within a month, which Brown declined. At last Sampson said ho 
would fight him for £10 in a room that night. To such a ridiculous offer 
Spring would not suffer Brown to accede ; but at last Brown, in order to 
prove that he had no personal fears for Sampson, said he would fight him 
next morning for love. This proffer was hailed with cheers by his friends, 
but was not agreeable to Sampson, who reverted to his old proposition to 
figlit for a hundred in a month, and this not being accepted he retired. 

As an impartial historian we must stale that about this period the 
nuisance of newspaper challenges, correspondence, defiance, chaff, senr- 
rility, and braggadocio had reached an unendurable height. Throe rival 
sportiiig papers opened their columns, or rather their reporters and editors 
font their pens, to indite all sorU of episUes from pugUists, each striving to 
make itself the special channel by which the hero of the hour proclaimed 
in ** Eaefos* vain " and braggart buncomlie his fearful intentions and out- 
stMSed feelings, and scattered furious cartels among his foes or rivals. 
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Colamot of letters purportiug to be from Ward, Phil Sampson, Brown, 
and a host of minor celebrities — ^most of them in unmistakable Eganian 
slang — adorned the columns of the journals throughout 1826 and 1827. 
Ward’s affair went off in smoke ; but early in 1828 the newspaper contro- 
versy with Phil Sampson culminated in a match with Brown, for £500. 
This was decided on the 8th of April, 1828, near Wolverhampton, and 
resulted in the defeat of our hero in forty-two minutes and forty-nine 
rounds. The preliminaries to this defeat and the battle itself will be found 
in our Life of Phil Sampson, in the next Chapter. 

Brown’s defeat, though manifestly owing to the serious accident to his 
shoulder in the fourth round, had the effect of an occultation of a star 
of the first magnitude*’ in the fistic firmament. But there was another big 
Boanerges, of fifteen stone, who kept the ‘‘Black Bull,” in Smithfield; who, 
having doffed his white apron on the provocation of Stephen Bailey, and 
twice beaten the blue-aproned butcher, fancied that he could win further 
laurels by a tourney with the defeated, but not daunted. Champion of 
Bridgnorth. The public were accordingly edified by a challengo from 
Isaac Dobell, which was promptly answered by Brown’s retort of the 

Black Bull’s” defiance. 

The stakes agreed on were £300 on the part of Shropshire to £250 on 
behalf of Smithfield, in consideration of the battle coming off within 
five miles of ‘Uhe cloud-cappcd towers” of Bridgnorth. Tuesday, the 
24th of March, 1829, wa^Hieday appointed, and on the Saturday morning 
previous Dobell, who had trained at Hendon, Middlesex, under the care of 
Harry Lancaster, set out by the “ Wonder ” coach for Towcester, where 
he sojourned on the Saturday night. Here he excited the wonder of the 
yokels by his wonderful bulk, and the wonderful amount of the stakes 
which he declared his confidence of winning. On Sunday he reached 
Birmingham, and took up his quarters at the “ Crown,” awakening the 
curiosity of the natives of the “ hardware village ” by promenading through 
the streets. On Monday he arrived in Bridgnorth, and there patronised 
the ^ Royal Oak.” 

Brown had trained at Shipley, and had named Bridgnorth for two 
reasons — first, to oblige his fellow-townsmen and backers, and secondly, ^ 
exhibit to them how he would wipe out the defeat he had sustained at the 
hands of the “Birmingham Youth,” which he maintained waa solely 
owing to the aeeident hereafter mentioned. On Monday evening he vetnrn^^ 
to Bridgnorth, and put up at his brother’s house, the “ King*a Head,” 
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where he was joined by Tom Spring, Tom Cribb, Ned Neale, and Hurry 
Holt, with eeveral other celebrated men of the London P.R A rumour 
of a warrant, however, induced him to make a retreat from the town in a 
post-chaise, together with his seconds, and sojourn in a neigkbouriug 
village for tbe night Deux Hill Farm being named the rendosvous, 
thither the Commissary repaired witli the ropes and stakcr* of the F.P.C. 
(Fair Play Club), and there in due time aii excellent ring, with an outer 
circle of wagons aud carriages, was formed. Some bets of seven to four 
and six to four were taken by tbe friends of Dobell, who, however, was r6<» 
ported to be feverish and unwell from a cold caught on liis lofig journey. 
An attempt to arrest Brown was cleverly frustrated by Spring, w]»o dn»vo 
over the Severn Bridge in a post-oliaiso. iiecompaniod by a portly friend 
well wrapped up. An order to halt was given at the tollgate ; the door of 
the cbaiHc was opened, but Brown w'as not there, having mcautiinc crosM^d 
the river in a boat some distance luglicr up. At half-past twelve, after 
Dobell and friends had waited more than half- an -hour, Brown and his 
party appeared, and were heartily cheered. The £50 to be paid to Dobell 
for choice of place were duly handed over, and the colours-— crimson and 
white for Brown and a blue bird's-eye for Dobell— tied to iiio stakea The 
men shook hands heartily at meeting, and the ccreviony of peeling forth- 
with began ; Lancaster and Jem Burn attending on Dobell, Spring aud 
Neale waiting on Brown. 

On stripping, Brown looked thinner tJian wlien he 1 might Sampson, and 
liad altogether an aged and worn appearance, hut his eye was bright and 
his look confident. His arms were longer and his height superior to that 
of Dobell. Mine host of the Black Bull ” displayed a pair of brawny 
arms and most substantial understandings, whieb. with his round and 
portly body, gave him anything but the look of an active boxer. At thn^e 
minutes to one all was in readiness. The men toed the mark and began 
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Bound L— Brown ooveisd h» front well, 
and throwing hwarmi tmouthn fm, looked 
thnxigb thnn .t hu Mitagonixt.

Both now got to a rally, 
in which some heavy blows were exohangotL 
Brown then drew back, and Dobell, rushing 
after him, reodved two flush hits in the face, 
right and left. Dobell would not be denied, 
but rattled in^ while Brown retieatcd, 8toi>- 
ping and hitti^ with sererity. Dobell was 
not idle, but his blows fell short, and at last 
Blown caught him a terrific hit over the right 
oyo with his loft, making a deep incision. 
Dobell stood it like bncks, and rushed to a 
close, when Brown slipped down rather ques- 
tionably. 

8. —Brown came up playfully, while 
Dobell’s dexter ogle had an ugly appearance. 
Both stood quiet for a time ; out at length 
Brown, seeing his man inclined for reflection, 
rushorl in with great rapidity, and catching 
poor Dobdl a heavy slap on the left jaw with 
nis right, dropped him again, amidst shouts 
and encouraging exclamations from 8ami>son. 
Few, in fact, seemed to think that the poor 
Ixmdoner deserved any quarter, (Any odds 
on Blown.) 

4. - Dobell found there was no use in out- 
fighting, and therefore determined to rush 
to buunesa. Brown, howevqr, who was 
aetive on his legs, jumi>od baci^nd again 
caught the *' Bull’s Hcim ” on the grinders, 
and downed him again. (** Bravo, Brown— it’s 
all your own ! take him away ! ”) 

5. — Dolioll, no way daunts oi discouraged 
by the shouts of victory, rushed to work. 
Brown missed his right and left as ho came 
In, and Dobell planted bis right on his throat. 
(*’ Welldone, Dobell S ”) lliis he followed with 
a slap from his nght on Bi own’s soont-box, 
and drew blood for the fint time from the 
Pride of Bridgnorth. This seemed to give 
Dob^ new life, and in rushing in Brown 
went down. 

6. — Brown ready— showed the superiority 
of length, and again jobbeil heavily right and 
l^t, and broke away. This he rented, 
when Dobdl ohargod him oourageou^ ; on 
graimUng him, with intent to fi^ Brown 
wouldn’t have it, and wont down— Dobell on 
him. 

7. — Brown {danted his left on the canister 
and his light on the bd^ of the publican. 
Dob^ toM it bravely, without flindiing ; be 
then rushed to in-^ghtiiu, but missed 
Mvend of his blow% and after mutual but 
ineffectual attempts to fib, Brown got down. 
(This ibow of caution did not suit Dobell's 
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»to/> his antagunH ^ho 
jODoea him twiae on the head, Tbia lone 
ghooting did not enit Dobell, and he hsd 
reoomve to Mb mab, and planted bia right 
on Brown’g Jaw, and in the aeramble which 
followed Brown went down, 

9. — Dobell popped in his left nnexpeotedJ|y, 
but made but httle impression. Brown was 
not long in returning the compliment right 
and loft. This he repeated, when Dobell 
bored in desperately, as the only chance. 
Brown retreated, fighting and meeting him 
as he followed. At last Dob^ oaught 
him round the neck, and fibbed slightly ; m 
the tussle which followed Brown fell ; and 
Dobell, in hitting, as Brown was on his 
knees, eaught him with his right on the back. 
(Brown oiuled foul,” and it was foul, but 
was not noticed by the umpires ; indeed, the 
blow was accidental.) 

10. — Dobell agam rushed in, bitting right 
and left, but Brown retreated, stopping and 
jobbing m turn. In the end he was imred 
down on his knees. (More chaffing from 
Sampson, and from Brown’s friends.) 

11. — Good stewing on both sides, but 
Brown succeedea m makiiig two fobbing hits. 
DoboU again bad recourse to his desperate 
rush, and a dose followed, when both tried 
vigorously for the fall, but neither could get 
the look, and in the end Dobell dragged 
Brown down, showing that his strength was 
still unimpaired. 

12. — On getting to their seconds’ knees, 
both piped a little, but Dobell most. Dobell 
came im as game as a pebble, and tried his 
loft at Brown’s body, but was out of distance. 
Ho then bit with his right, but was stopped. 
He found that nothing but dose contact 
would do, and pursued the rushing system. 
Brewn retreated round the ring before him, 
and actually turned round to avc^ but in 
again meeting his man he caught him with a 
flush hit with his left, and Ddmll fdl on his 
face. (Ohafflng now commenced on the part 
of Stockman for DobelL Eb swore thftt 
Brown’s shoulder was out, and that all 
Dobell had to do wm to go in and win it>) 
Brown had certainly hurt the thumb of bis 
right hand, but no material misdiief was 
done. 

13. — Both now showed distress, but 
Dobdl was most winded. Brown smiled, 
and, after a short pause, let fly right and 
left, planting both blows heavUy, and re- 
peating the dose till he hit hie man down, 
wown feU hinis^ on his knees^ showing 
weakness in thenins* 

14. — Dobell now rtiowed additkmel cymp* 
toms of wei^eSB, and was slower then ev^ 
After a ihort pause Brown rushed In, plsnted 
hu left and t^t, and dnmped him heavily- 

15. — DobeU vindicated hii oouregebysfsin 
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rusbitig in : but Brown mot him with two 
iertiBo Joobing hiti ikht and and 
again floorod him all abroad, amidot tho 
triumphant ahouts o| tho Shromiio lada. 

16.-*-l>obell avidontlT folt that hia ohaaoe 
of winning waa Taniahing ; atUl, aummoning 
kU hia remaining enorgiea, he rttahed to in* 
fighting. He imaaed hia right-handed hit, 
.^nd waa met wi^ a torrifio Mt-handed job in 
the moiale. He would not be denied, how- 
ever, and fonght away gallantly, making 
Home wild hiia. Brown waa active, and had 
him at all nointa, till hefell almoat exhauated. 
(Uobell’a brother now endeavoured to pui- 
Nuade him to give in, but he reaolved to have 
another ahy.) 

ITj^and faat,— Pobcll once mororushcxl in, 
hut Brown, retreating, met him as he oamo 
forward with a fluah hit in the mouth, and 
drojiped him for the laat time. On again 
getting up lie conaonted, though reluctantly, 
to ^ enongh,” and the hat wan thrown up 
amidat ahouta of victor for Brown, who had 
thus regained thooonfiuenco of his ShnipHhire 
friends. 

The fight lasted twenty -twu minutes, and 
Bohell was taken from the ground much 
imniahod about the head. Brown showed 
i>ui a alight soar under ouo of his eyes, and 
was so fresh that he seised a whip with 
intent to administer it to tStookman for hia 
chaffing, hut waa prevented by Tom Bpring. 
The chafling on both aides was bad, and par- 
ticularly towanls Dobell, who, as a stranger 
in that part of the country, ought to have 
been ])roteoied. It is but just to state, how- 
ever, that the old ring-goors were most to 
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blame. Dobell waa able to help hiwaelf te 
brandy after the battle wae over. 

liBMaBKa,-Dttriiw this ^ht Blown had 
it ^hia own way, and showed the superiority 
of mh^ and adenee over mere wmght ana 
muaeular strength. D'>lve11, althuogh tho 
first to attack, almoat nitariably hit short, 
and waa unable to nUiu lua blows well home. 
At in-fighting neither wav clever, and there 
waa not a good throw llm^eghout the ountest. 
Brown, in getting away ftfun Dobeiraruaboa, 
was deemed hy some to be over-cautiouc ; hut 
tho fact ia, ho was weak in the and, 
under Spring's direotion, would not wiestle, 
lost he might endanger his shoulder, whieh 
it may lie revoUooted was ]»ut out in his fight 
with Sampson. With resiieet to Dobell, if 
not a good fighter, he haa proved himself a 
game man ; and with this praise he must be 
ooutent, for ho can scarcely hope for improve- 
ment in tho fistio ait. U was clear tiirungh- 
out th.it Br(»wn was not in the liest condition ; 
but had he been less fresh, we think he 
understood hishuHiiioM too well, and waa too 
good an out'fighter to give Dobell much 
chance. Brown remauied at Bridgnorth, 
showing but slight marks of punislunout ; aud 
2>ol>e]l arrived at his hottae in St, John Street 
on Tliumday morning. He ha<l a levee of 
condolence in t)>e evening, at which it was 
proposal to match him onoo more againat 
Brown, for £‘200 a side ; but nothing deflniic 
was dune. It soems that the knuokle-lKtue 
of Brown's riglit-liand thumb waa broken ; 
aufl, on reaching home, tho hand waa dread- 
fully pufforl ; the injuiy waa done in the 
■eoond or third round. 
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Tbo friends of Dobell attributed bia defeat to a seviTo cold and want of 
condition, and as mine host himself shared this opinion a second trial waa 
agreed on, this time for £200 a side. Dobell went at once into tramiog, 
but for some reason twice forfeited £5 deposit. At length the stakes were 
made good, and the day named was November 24tli, 1629, the place of 
meeting being near Uckfield, Sasser, on the Crowborough Road. Dobell 
trained finally at East Grinstead, where he got off much superfluous 
flesh, but still drew little short ol fifteen stone. Brown trained actively 
among tho hills of his native county, and appeared in the ring in far 
better form than on the previous occasion. 

On Monday Brown, accompanied by his brother and some Bridgoortb 
friends, Tom Spring, and Ned Neale, set out from Streatham for the 
Shellc/ Arms,” at Nutley, close to the residence of Sir John Shelley. On 
their way they passed through East Grinstead, where Spring bad an inter* 
view with Dobell, who was surrounded by his friends, and attended by his 
cboeen seconds, Tom Shelton and Peter Crawley. All was good humour, 
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and each man seemed confidoot of the result of the approachiug combat, no 
doubt booking himself as the victor. 

The Commissary, Tom Oliver, and bis coadjutor FrosCj^faced Fogo, were 
among the throng at Nutlej ; and at an early hour in the morning they 
commenced forming a ring on a piece of the forest close at hand, but 
before they had commenced their labours orders arrived from Dobell to 
move to Crowborough, to which place they proceeded, across the Country, by 
a most villanous road, and at the risk of being scattered like chaff before 
the wind, which blew a perfect hurricane. 

In the interim Dobell, with his cortege — embracing two carriages and 
four and sundry chaises and pairs, gigs, horsemen, dec. — started from East 
Grinstead, and passed the Shelley Arms ” at a rapid pace, being obliged 
to take a circuitous route through Maresfield and Uckfiold to get into the 
Crowborough Road. Brown’s party were soon in their rear, their carriages 
being all prepared for the start, and in point of respectability of ** turn-out *’ 
being upon an equality. The Dobellites, however, having the start by 
some minutes, readied the scene of action first, and it being then close 
upon one o’clock proceeded to the ring, which was not yet comploto. 
Brown not having arrived, and one o’clock having passed, Dobell’s party 
were at once for claiming forfeit, and to this intent ” spoke ; but at five 
minutes after that time Brown and Spring were within the still incomplete 
arena. The storm at this time raged with unabated fury, and the stakes 
having been pitched on a hj||l, for the advantage of a good gate, the crowd 
and the combatants were exposed to its utmost severity. The conse- 
quence was that hats and umbrellas were seen driving across the 
heath in all directions — their owners in full chase — while those who 
were preserved from these casualties were only secured by the aid of 
cords, straps, and handkerchiefs, which were so applied as to resist the 
furious blasts. 

The usual prelimiuaries of choosing umpires and referees were now 
arranged, and the men peeled for action, Brown attended by Spring and 
Tom Oliver, and Dobell by Peter Crawley and Tom Sheliont In point of 
condition they were, as we have said, much better than at their last 
meeting, Dobell looking much lighter in weight and firmer in flesh* but still 
too much of the Bacchus to suit our notions of the necessary aetivi^ for a 
milling hero. His arms were too short, and from the fleshiness at his 
shoulders he seemed to want that spring which b essential to effective 
hitting. Brown was thin as a greyhound, and had an obvious advantage 
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in length, wLfle hb geoorfil appearance showed freshness and vigour. At 
this ioterestiiig moment a few of the friends of Dobell readily acieptod 
some bets at seTen to four and two to one. 

THE FIGHT. 


JEUnmd l.—The men oame up cauiiouely, 
both oovering their jKiinti widi lutlgmeiii, 
and Brown evidently welting for the attack. 
Dobell did not keep him long in euaiieneo, 
but let fijr with hSi right at the head, whioh 
was prettily stepped, lie then tried with 
hif left at the body, but was again stopiMhl, 
and Brown Jumped away active on hia pina. 
A long pauae ensuodi neither making iilay, 
but b^h receiving cirmig peppier from 
whiob imparted a bluiah tint to their maa- 
aarda. Dobell once more tried his left at 
Brown*s body, but was out of distance. 
Hpaning and {Kisition changed, when Dobell 
nuule a rush and attempted to catch Brown’s 
right hand with his left, while he drew back 
Ills right to hit; but Brown jum|)cd back, and 
the effort was fruitless as well as injudicious. 
Another long sparring bou^ of which Dobell 
evident^ m tired, for he dropped his liands 
and looked mortified; but Brown seemed 
determined to give him the load, and wait 
for his assault. Dobell now put in a slight 
body hit with his left, while Brown made an 
over>handed chop with his right, but missed. 
Dobell became impationt, and making up his 
mind to misohief, tried his one two ; but 
both werestomied, and Brown iuin]>ed back. 
Brown now, in turn, made a dart, and pul 
in his left glightly on DobeU's ool]ar*bone. 
DobeU tried to plant his left and right several 
times, but was stopped ; at length he caught 
Brown slis^tly with his ^lit on the mark ; 
but the dutam was ill-judged, and Brown 
smiled. Dong sparring. DobeU stomied a 
well-intentioned visit from Brown’s Wt to 
his nob. Again did DobeU drop his arms as 
if fatigued at hokUtig them up so long, for 
fifteen minutes had now expired. ’’Ooin. 
and get to work,** otied DobeU’s frieu<]s, ana 
after a pause he followed their advice ; ho 
rushed to a mUy, and delivered a slight tip 
on Brown’s cheek with his right. This pro- 
duced a quick return from Brown, who 
slashed away right and left with great force 
sad qnkkneM on DobeU’s frontispieee, setting 
hie sM on the twinkle, end uHimatdy floor- 
ing him on his enpadoushsse. (liondshouis 
from Brown’s frisiids, ami five to two offered 
inaUdirecttoiiB.) The round lasted Seventeen 

A^DOM mm up oonridefubly flushed 
In his ii|M werks, hut steady. ’’In to 
hhnr Md Bheltoiij and sMient tethe 
word of command, he instantly cemmenced 
opomlte; hut he found ^ 

•ale. Bcown was ready, end hS away right 
nnd kit; meeting his man ns he came In with 


stinging severity. frll the force of 

those visitations, and tumod liis Isick for a 
moment. Brown saw tlie advantage, and 
quick os lightning Jumped in, and as DobeU 
ciqne to the rightabout mot him with a flush 
hit with the right on his mouth, and his left 
on his nose ; this he reiieated, and after a 
very slight return from DoMl. he was 
floured, the purjile stream disUUtng from 
his mouth and prolioncis. (Four to one on 
Brown, and no tukers.) 

3.- Brown now clutngod liis taotios ; and 
seeing that he had it all his own way, he 
made tlie Ix^iimng with light and left 
handed ohotsi. hut Ixith were stopiNMt; 
Dobell, however, was too much coiifusod to 
play the saving game long, and in another 
second ho found Brown’s right and left sisjfi 
in his physog. The hits wore teitiflc. Dolteil 
mode some returns, and caught Brown under 
the right eyo, Init the rapidity and force of 
Brown’s attack were irvesistihlo ; ho ngain 
jobbed well right and left, and at last down 
went DobeU of his own aooord ; be found 
he was at the ro{ies, and sought refuge by 
dropping beneath them (Kliouts from Brown's 
frieiHls in all directions, while Fetor Crawley 
rail to the umpires and exclaimed tliat it 
was made all right for Itrown. and that 
Ikbell wotildii’t fight.”) M’hilo he was 
thus raving, however, his man again got up. 

The 4th and last round was rooght. 
Dobell made a shoit but desperate effort ; 
he tried one or two wild hits with bis hfft 
but in return naj»prd it heavily on bis 
canister, and wss once more grassed, I* tras 
now olear tliat all was over, and, in fact, 
DobeU plsuily iodioatrd Umt lie would not 
prolong what he felt was » uscImi struggle. 
On **iin>e” being called Brown was pre- 
claimed the conqueror in exactly twenty-ono 
minutea. He was as fresh as when he ooin* 
menco^ and immediately shock hands with 
his antagonist, and drcsrietl in t^ ffkuc. 

Attention was now iiakl to DobeU, who 
complained of oonsiderable pain in his right 
forearm, which was much swollen and con- 
tused. He had evidently lost Uie use of It, 
and on beiiig examined by two surgeims ott 
tbesiiot thesmaU bonewaspronouncwltoho 
fmotiired, and he was earned out of tberw 
to reoebe proper professkmal attention In- 
dependently of theaeeiUent, bvwew, whieL 
it kbSeved, oocnwed mthe SJBw?. 
from bis arm oondng i« 
point of Brown’s elbow, U had not a e^oo 
if winning, nor had he himself a dopht on 
the sttbimt from Uie fiiit round, when, 
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from the difficulty ho folt at gotting at 
Brown, be said to Crawley he was sure it 
was of no use— a declaration which naturally 
oxcitod Orawlrv's 8US])icionB, and led to the 
observations which he had inafie, and which, 
from Bobeirs state, he subsoquentlv re- 

ra ' 1. Ho said he thouglit it was odd that 
should want to out it so soon, and this 
it was which provoked him to say what ho did. 

Hkmakkb. — Considering the distance and 
the vicissitudes of weather encountered this 
was-one of the must unsatisfactoi^ mills that 
had been witnessed for some time. Tliere 
wem not above four minutes* actual fighting, 
and this all one way— for Dobell never had 
a oliaiioe— a result which all f'ood judges 
anticipated ; and the only hur])riso was that 
he could have been so impnident as to mako 
a match so obviously to his disadvantage. 
Ho seems to have been flattered, however, 
with the idea thot had ho been in better 
condition when he fought at Briduuorth he 
could have given a better account of himself ; 
and forgetting that Brown at that timo was 


equally out of sorts, and caiMhle of improve- 
ment, he resolved upon another triiu, the 
issue of which must have satisfied him that 
his forte is not prizefighting, and eq>eoially 
with men superior in length, activity, 
strength, and science. With a oommonor 
like Bailey, who is an old man, and who x>os- 
Besses little science, his slaughtering jiowers 
might tell, but when opjiosea by science these 
qutditioB lose their value, and, as in the 
present instance, if met by corresponding 
Ijowors of punishment, are altogetner set 
aside. The very first round, as he oonfessed 
to Crawley, evidently satisfied the host of 
the Blaok Bull ; *’ and fimling ho could do 
nothing when at his best, he naturally ooii- 
cluded the chances which followed were 
scarcely worth seeking. Upon the whole, 
we believe there was vei^ liUle money won 
or lost on the match. Brown had greatly 
improved, both on his legs and In his stylo 
of setting to, and by out-genorsUing poor 
Isaac, and fatiguing him in the first round, 
rendered victory more secure. 


Hrown ami his party returned to the “ Castle Tavern,’* Holborn, the 
same night, while Dobell i*et timed to East Grinstcad, and was put to bed* 
Ills arm was set by Mr. Jones, of East Grinstead, assisted by the two 
surgeons who attended him on the ground. He arrived at the Black Bull’* 
on Wednesday night, which, instead of sparkling lyith illumination, looked 
as black as an undertaker’s shop. 

Brown, although he now announced his retirement from all claim to 
championship honours, wt'% still from timo to time made the subject of 
attacks and taunts in the newspaper outpourings of the boastful Phil 
Sampson. At length preliminaries, after nine months of chaffering, wore 
settled, and at Doncaster, on the 19th of September, 1831, tliey met for the 
second timo in battle array. 

A number of disgraceful quibbles were made by the Birmiogliam party, 
and there seemed no probability of a fight, unless £50 was conceded to 
Sampson, and a promise that he should name the place within a cenain dis- 
tance of Birmingham. Finally, on the authority delegated to Mr. Beards- 
worth, the stakeholder, Doncaster was named as the rendezvoiur. The 
Town Moor was talked of, but the authorities intimated their intention of 
interfering, and PegboumLeys, four miles distant, was named as the spot; 
the fight to commence at the early hour of nine; so as not to interfere with 
the day’s racing. 

On the Monday tnoming the roads to the appointed spot bore much 
resemblance to the road to Epsom in the olden time* Thimble-rigi^ers and 
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ptiok4n«the-garter ” men^ gipsies, and all the motloj toddlers of a race* 
tiioeting were gathered. There was, however, a very poor sprinkling of the 
upper*crust patrons of the Bing and of racing men. 

At half*pa8t eight Tom Oliver and Fogo had pitched their stakoH and 
rove their ropes, and Brown throw in his castor, followed by Tom Oliver 
and Yorkshire Bobinson as his seconds. Sampson, attend *d by Jem Ward 
and Harry Holt, followed. Brown was received quietly, with a slight 
murmur of applause, but the shouts when Sampson showed himself indi- 
cated to the observant the mob of partisans he bad on the ground. Indeed, 
continual ruffianly threats towards Brown were uttered by many of these 
roughs. Brown, on Sampson’s appearance, advanced in a frank manner 
towanis him, holding out his hand, but 8ami)son, eyeing him with a savage 
and defiant look, withheld his, shook his head, and walked towards his 
seconds. The colours, crimson with a white border for Brown, and a deep 
crimson for Sampson, were tied to the stakes, and the men stood up. 
Bmwn's WGiglit was stated at list. 11b., Sampson’s at l^st. 41bs. Brown’s 
ago (forty) was a counterpoise, Sampson numbering but thirty summers. 
At twenty minutes past nine the men were left face to face at the mark, 
and began

llottnd l.->The attitude of Saotpiun was 
graceful -indeed, elegant— that ot Brown 
oonitmined and etiff. Brown moved his 
arms about as if intonding to strike, Samp- 
son watoliiiighim keenly, and never shifti^ 
his guard. Brown hit short, and was stonp(4» 
Sampson returning with the left, and being 
stoiiped in turn. More sparring, when 
Brown got in his left, but not hea^y, on 
Hampton's oolllOr-bone. He again hit over 
with his right, but SamiMon shifting, he 
caught him on the back of the head. 
Sampaon again tried his left, but was 
stopped neatly. Again he feinted, and then 
let go, suooeesfullv planting a sharp hit on 
Brown's head. Blown rushed to a close, 
and mutual fibbing ensuod. Brown sue- 
eeeded in throwing Sampson, failing on him, 
and lea^ng a lam red mark on his breast- 
bone. Th» round lasted ten minutes. 

2.— Brown all anxious to begin ; Sampson 
waiting on the defensive. Sampson's left 
stopped, wbsn Brown again hit over with 
the right, eatehing Sampson high on the 
side of ttte head, no miMmief done Samp- 
son, who had been watebing for an opening, 
got it, end sent in his left a smasher 
on Brown's left eye, which instantly swelled 
In sign of the foree of the blow. First 
blood wee daimid for Sampson, who again 
Wtt^t in and viaited Brown's left ear heavily. 


Brown caught Sampson on the side of th* 
head with his right, and in the close threw 
him. (The Bam|»8omtes ware now ur- 
roarioos, anil backing two to one • any odds 
— on Sampson.) 

.1.- Brown went in resolutely; SAmcffoU 
hit up and tried to fib him, but got down 
quickly in the close. 

4.— Sampson on the defensive, and re- 
treating ; Blown forcing tlie fighting.

Bampeon popped in hie left, but 
Brown eent in a heavy one on hie nob in re- 
turn. Oounter-kite^Brown on Sampeon'a 
throat, Sampson on Brown's damaged right 
eye. Brown oloeed, and threw &mpion a 
heavy oross-buttook, falling over him. 

9. — Brown still foroing the fighting; 
Sampson on the defensive. Brown reached 
Sampson's head with each hand, but got it 
in return. In the close at the ropes 
Sampson got down. (Sampson's friends 
were ominously silent as he was taken to his 
comer.) 

10. — Sampson's forehead exhibited a large 
bump, the effcots of the nobber in the last 
round. In the exchanges which followed, 
Sampson was active, and several times 
planted on Brown. In a ding-dong rally 
Brown caught Sampson such a back-handed 
slap as he was going down that a specta- 
tor said, Shelton hit, by Jupiter 1" 
alluding to the mnisbing touch in the fight of 
Brown and Shelton. 

tl«--*Brown pursued Sampson vigorously, 
who hit up, catching him in the eye ; Brown 
peieevered, and finally Sampson went down 
In the hitting. 

13. --Sampson popped in a facer, but it did 
not ehow. Brown took to weaving : a dose. 
As Sampson was going down, Unrolled 
himself down on the grass, so that iSi man 
partially fell on him, and was saved direct 
oontaot with the ground. (This was a 
common tridi of seconds in old times, but 
Is unihiir. The seconds have no right to quit 
their ootners until the end of the round.) 

lA'^Brown rushed in, and hit Sampson on 
the orown of his head. Sampson fell, weak. 

14. — lawn's left eye was almost dark, and 
his right was damsged. A ndly. In which 
Sampson bit stiilghtest, and Brown was

lA— Brown, full of fight, worked away at 
bis man— hit him with his left in the neck, 
and threw 

16.— Brown pursued the boring game, 
givbig Sampson no time for sparring.

17.— Brown rushed in, hit over with bis 
right and fell from the overreach- Sampson 
stood up. (Oheen from the Brums.) 

16.— Brown, still taking the iuitiadve, hit 
Sampion on the head, who gave him, in re- 
turn, a eevere upper out with the left, 
drawing the olaret from his mouth and nose. 
Brown closed, but Sampson got down easy. 

19. — Brown hit away right and leh; 
Sampson retreating, exchange of hits; 
Sampson weak. Brown tried for the fall, 
but Sampson got down. 

20. — Sampion came to the soratoh bleeding 
freely from the olfactory oigan. Brown 
again at work, Sampeon popping in an 
ocoasional prop, but getting down to avoid a 
stinggle. (Here the ring was again broken 
in, and great uproar ensued. Several 
robberies were effected, and the oriee and 
denunciations of Brown were furious. 1 

21. — ^The interior of the ring was cleared. 
On coming to the scratch Sampson showed 
weakness. Brown lost not a moment in 
going to work; he hit away without hesi- 
tation. Sampson retreated to the ropes. 
Brown nailed him with the right on the ear ; 
he fell acroas the ropes, where Brown hit 
him four or five blows, and he fell stupefied. 
(The uproar now became tremendous. A 
leader of Sampson's party pressed into the 
ring with a bottle in his band ; Brown was 
struck, and thioe minutes given to Samp- 
son to recover. The referee was appealed to. 
but he escaped from the crowd and hurried 
to Doncaster, where he pronounced Brown 
to be the winner. Sampson's party bringing 
up their man, Brown's leoondi allowed him 
to renew the fight, and the men met for 
round 

22. — Brown fought Sampion down. 

23. — Oeneral confusion. Sampson down 
in a scrambling rally. 

24. — No time kept. Sampson brought up 
to face bis man. who immediately fought him 
down. (The nng was here entirely orokeu 
in, and Brown struck more tlum once. 
Ue was kicked in the eye, and received a 
blow on the head from a stake.) 

Bemarkb.— M r. Marshall, Clerk of the 
Course of WolverhamptoiL eeeiog Brown's 
life in danger, withdiw him foroiUy from 
the ring, whereon (after an interval) 
Sampeon was brought to the mark, and pro- 
claimed winner, loiidet the ■bouts ef his 
partisans. The ctakeholder, Mr. Beards- 
worth, was loud in his condemnation of the 
violence used towaida Brown. Yetwhen he 
returned to Doncaster be deelared that 
*Broiwn having left the ring, he **had given 
the monev to Bamiieon. JElia friends had 
hunted hm up, and there was an end on't.” 


Mr. BeardiVorlb, however, found thut Brown wm not so easily disposed 
of. At the Stafford Assises in March of the foUowiDg year was tried the 



action of Brown vema Beardsworth, in which the plaintiff sought to re- 
cover i!200 (his own stake) paid into the hands of Mr. Beardsworth) of the 
Repository, Birmingham, on certain conditions set forth in the declaralioti. 
Mr. Campbell (afterwards Chief Justice and Chanoellor) was for the 
plaintiff, Mr. Jarvis (afterwards Judge) for the defend int. Mr. Jarvis’s 
defence (after an assertion that his client had paid over the money to 
Sampson) was a tirade against the Kingi gamblers, dsc., and an appeal to 
^ scout the case out of Court.’^ Nevertheless the jury, by direction of Mr. 
Justice Littledale, were left to consider the weight of testimony,” and 
gave a verdict for £200 in favour of the plaintiff. 

Brown now betook himself to his vocation as a Boniface in his native 
town, where he earned the respect of his neighbours and customers, justi- 
fying by his good conduct the axiom that a man’s profession never dis- 
graces him unless his conduct disgraces the profession.” 
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CHAPTER Xm. 

PHIL SAMPSON (“THE BIRMINGHAM YOUTH”)— 

1819—1831. 

PniL Saupson, who was to the fall as ready at chaffing and writing as 
at fighting, occupied at one period an undue share of newspaper space and 
of the public time. His milling career, though chequered, was not without 
brilliant gleams of success. 

Sampson was born on the 27th of September, 1800, at Snaith, in York- 
shire; but when he was no more than a few months old his parents 
migrated to Birmingham and settled in the hardware village,’’ then 
rapidly rising in manufacturing prosperity as the metropolis of gun-making, 
cheap jewellery, and hardware. Pierce Egan tells us that Phil was intended 
for a parson,” but that he preferred thumping nobs to a cushion.” If so, 
and we remember him well;^^is acquirements in the literoB humamores did 
not say much for his college.” Indeed, we have seen specimens of Philip's 
caligraphy which forbid belief in such a tradidon. What we know, how- 
ever, is that young Phil was a button-maker in a Brummagem factory at 
fifteen. We shall pass also young Fhuw apociypnal contests, in which he 
(and almost every other boxer in Boxiana ”) fought and polished off ” 
men of all sorts, weights, and sizes, and come to his introduction to the Bing. 

Gregson being at Birmingham on one of his sparring tours, the pro- 
ficiency of Sampson, who put on the gloves with several countrymen, 
attracted the attention of that clumsy practitioner, who observed to him, 

I think thee hadst better coom and try thy fortin in Lunnon, lad, ’moongst 
some o’ t’ loight woights.” Sampson at that time had considerable scruples 
in his mind about fighting for a prize, although he was very fond of boxing, 
and dedined the offer of Gregson. But, on his trade (button-making) 
failing badly from change of fashion, he determbed to come to London to 
see Us friend Bob. He found a hearty welcome from the latter at the 
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Mcm and Magpie/’ St. Catheriae’s, but, before Gregsou could bring hM 
proiigi\uU> the Bing, he left London for Dublin. Sampson was now quite 
adrift, but owing to the good aervtces of Mr. Baxter (brother to Ned 
Turner) he found a friend who enabled him to take a turn among the ilstio 
heroes of the Metropolis, 

Sampson’s first appearance in the London Prize Ring might be termed 
little more than a turn-up. He had been witnessing the battle, at Moulsey 
Hurst, on Tuesday, August 24 th, 1819, between Cy. Davis and Boshell, 
and fdso Scroggins and Josh Hudson, and had crossed the water, on the 
point of returning to town, when ho was unexpectedly brought into action 
owing to the following circumstance. In the conversation which took 
place daring dinner at Lawrence’s, the Rod Lion,” Hampton, it was 
mentioned by Ned Fainter that a youth from Birmingham, about eleven 
stone and a half, had been on the Hurst to offer himself as a candidate, but 
none of the middle weights, much leas the light ones, had fancied him, at 
which he was much disappointed. An eminent brewer and a gallant captain 
immediately offered ten pounds if Dolly Smith, who was at hand, and who 
had fought Tom Cannon and Bill Abbot, would try what the new piece 
of hardware” was worth. Phil was sent for, and cheerfully accepted 
task. 

The combatants were informed that if anything like collusion or division 
of the stakes occurred not one penny u oiihl be paid over, and that the best 
man must win. A select party thereon returned to the Hurst, and at six 
o’clock in the evening Smith stripped, seconded by Rolph and Ned Weston, 
Sampson being waited upon by Josh Hudson and Baxter. The reporters 
having gone off to town, we are merely told that in fifteen minutes p^Kir 
Dolly (who was decidedly out of condition) was defeated, being nohlied all 
over the ring and thrown like a sack by the new-comcr. The activity 
and slashing blows of Sampson astooished the amateurs, some of his right- 
hand deliveries appearing to completely stupefy Dolly, who behaved gamely 
and well, but had not even a chance turn throughout. 

Phil, being an active, chatty, and certainly fast and bouncealile young 
fellow, was at once in high favour with the ** upper crust.” 

Accordingly, on Tuesday, October 26th, 1819, he was at Wallingham 
Common, when, Turner having defeated Martin, ten guineas was announced 
as a purse, in addition to ton guineas from the Pngilistic Club, for the best 
of two men of eleven stone and upwards. Josh Hudson, ever ready, offsred 
himself; and Phil Bampson, as the event proved rashly, cliallengcd the prise 
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from the John Bull Fighter. It wmi a tremendous d^t for a short time, 
but at the end of forty minutes Sampson was defeated. (See Life of 
Hudsok, ante^ Chapter IV.) 

Sampson, after a short intenral, was matched against Abraham Belasco, 
the scientific Jew, for fifty guineas a side. This battle took place at 
Potter’s Street, in Essex, twenty-one miles from London, on Tuesday, 
Februaiy 22nd, 1819. The badness of the day did not deter the Fancy 
from quitting the Metropolis at an early hour, and the combatants entered 
the ring, which was well covered with sawdust owing to the wetness of 
the ground, at one o’clock. Bolasco appeared a few minutes before his 
opponent, attended by Oliver and Josh Hudson ; the Birmingham Youth 
was waited upon by Painter and Shelton. Belasco was the favourite at six 
to four.

Bound 1.— -Sparring ; Belaaco let fly. but 
wae atopped. Sampeon put in a sharp hit 
under the Jeur*a arm.

8. — This was a well-fought round, and 
Belasco hit Sampson away ; but the latter, 
in game style, returned to the charge, and 
fought like a hero tiU both were down,

2.— Bampsou commenced this round in 
gallant stylo; bat Belasco changed it by 
good lighting, and bad Sampson down at 



IL^After a hit or two, the Jew got 
Sampson at the ropes, and was fibbing him 
in good style, till ne dropped on one knee. 
The strength and skill of Belasco enablod 
him to hold up his opponent, and weave on, 
till he gpot Sampson down on both his knees. 

In the last two rounds SamjMon 
was getting weak, and, to escape from 
severe fibbing in the eleventh, ho fell 
one knee, but Belasco kept holding him 
up and punishing till he was down on both 
o! bis cnees. *'Foul'’ and **fair” were 
instantly cried out, when Painter and 
Shelton took Sampson out of the ring, put 
him into a post-chsise, and drove off without 
appealing to the umpires on the subject. 
This was certainly wrong ; and, owing tu 
this circumstance, a fierce dispute arose. No 
man should be taken out of the ring till the 
umpires have decided upon the propriety of 
sudi a step. Both sides may dispute, but it 
Is only the umpires that can set it right. 
The superior sdeaoe of the Jew prevented 
the hitherto slashing bitting of Sampson, 
which was so heavily experienced by Josh 
Hudson. Belasco stoppM msay blows in 
good style, end 'gavb the movements of 
Sampson the appearance of being elow. It 
was by nO means a decisive fight, such as the 
'*Oula Fanciers" are fond of iritnessing; 
although two to one was betted on Belsscu. 
and even a print further, on the round 
previous to Sampson's being taken out of the 
ring. It was generally aeimrted that the 
Birmingham Youth wae the best man, owing 
to his youth, but as to krowledi^ of ml Uing# 
Belasoo had the advantage. 


The decision of the umpires being appealed to, the dispute was finally 
signed and detenmined before Mr. JacksoHi in presence of several persons 
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of experience. The judgment giren was simply as follows-i-^* That as 
DO objection had been made to the umpires on their being appointed to their 
situations ; and also both of them uniting in one opinion that Holasco^s 
conduct was fair ; and, further, no interference of the referee having been 
called for, their decision must be considered final.** Thi^ decided the paying 
of bets ; and as the battle-money was given up to the Jew, it was insisted 
upon, in sporting phrase, that bets follow the battle-money. 

Sampson was not pleased with the termination of the fight, and acci- 
dentally meeting the Jew at a house in Bond Street, whore some friends 
wore arguing the subject, the men got suddenly in collision ; but 
after fighting a few minntes, during which nothing was the matter, the 
friends of the Jew took him away, saying it was no fun to fight for 
nothing.” 

At Richmond’s benefit at the Royal Tennis Court, Windmill Street, 
Haymarket, on Tuesday, February 29tlj, 1820, on the announcement of 
** Bclasco and the Birmingham Y ouili,” curiosity was on the stretch. It 
was a regular glove fight for nine rounds, and Sampson appeared so deter- 
mined to get the better of the Jew that he disdained allowing any tiinu 
between the rounds, till he not only exhausted himself, but distressed his 
opponent to a standstill. The Jew seemed now satihtiod, and, while in the 
act of bowing to the audience and pulling off the gloves, Sampson said he 
should not leave off, and hit Belasco on the side of his head. The latter 
immediately returned the compliment, but had the worst of the round, and 
was thrown. It was considered necessary to part them, and Cribb took 
Sampson away. It was in fact a discreditable display of bad temper on tJif 
part of the Birmingham Youth. 

In consequence of a purse of £50 given by the Pugilistic Club, and a 
private stake of £25 a side, Sampson entered the lists with Jack Martin, at 
North Walsham, on the 17th of July, 1820. After a sliarp battle Sampson 
was defeated. (See Life of Mabtin, ftfUe.) 

Sampson was now certainly “ under a cloud.” Chance, however, brought 
him again into notice. A man of the name of Tom Dye, known as I)i 
the Table^Ufter,” a public exhibitor of feats of strength, who could caipr a 
mahogany dining-table seven or eight feet long with his teeth, tie a pair of 
tongs round a man’s neck by way of cravat, and break a poker across his 
arm like a rotten stick, was chaffed about the strengtli of Sampson. He 
expressed his opinion that he could dispose of the modem wearer of the 
name iil very summary fashion, to which “ the Youth ” demurred, and a 
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parse of fire som was offered if Z)i " would make the experiment It 
turned out an easy job for Sampson. In o^ht minutes, daring which six 
rounds were fought, ** Di ” was completely hors de combat when time was 
called. On coming to, the strong man ” declared he was not fairly beaten, 
on which the Youth told him to take his own time,” and Di again 
put up his hands. He soon repented, for Sampson milled him down so 
suddenly that poor Di ” forgot for a while all about tables and pokers, 
Sampson had not a mark, and presented the crestfallen table-lifter with 
half-a-sorercign “ to wash his teeth with.” 

The ill feeling of Sampson towards Bclasco again broke out, and the 
latter, it would seem, declared his intention of thrashing his late opponent 
wherever he met him. In consequence Bclasco, at Tom Oliver’s benefit at 
the Tennis Court, on Monday, December 2 let, 1820, mounted the stage, and 
said that being thus continually threatened he would accommodate Sampson 
for £100 or £50 a side. Hereupon Sampson rushed on the stage intem- 
perately and declared his intention to fight if any gentleman, who is a 
gentleman, will hold the money. That is necessary,” he added, as I have 
been robbed of the last light. I am also ready to set to with Belasco 
immediately.” Belasco coolly replied by putting on the mufflers, and at it 
they went for

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each other. Bampeon plun^Pi^L in, and 
some ezchangea took place, whra Belasco 
slipped down, and Sampson was also on the 
floor. 

9..».V6r7 short work: Sanmson's tsmpor 
sot the mastery of his skill. Belasco caught 
him as he came in, sot his head in the corner 
of the stage, and dbbed him down. fHissing 
from some parts of the court ** Nothing 
unfair," was the cry from the other.

Mr. Sampson’s skill in letter- writing, and in avoiding making a matoh, 
was now in full play for some months, and nothing dono in re Belasfo. 
Charley Grantham (alias Gyblctts), however, was backed against Samphon 
for £50 a side, and on Tuesday, July 17th, 1821, the men met on Moiilsey 
Hurst. Atone o’clock Sampson, attended by Tom Spring and Hickman 
(the Gaslight Man), threw his hat within the ropes. In a few minutes 
afterwards Gybletts, with Harry Harmer and Bob Purcell, entered the 
ring. Sampson was the favourite at seven to four. 

** The Youth,” who looked in good condition, in his usual thrasonical 
style informed his friends ho should “ win in twenty minutes.” It was not, 
liowever, the “ straight tip,” for Sampson was defeated in one hour and 
twenty minutes, the “ flash side ” losing their money, and another ** moral 
certainty ” going wrong. 

Bill Abbott, whose recent victory over Tom Oliver had given him a hiub 
position, offered himself to Sampson, and the men mot at Moulsey on 
December 13th, 1821. Hero again Sampson was beaten in forty-seven 
minutes, forty-three rounds having been fought in that time. 

The current of adversity now ran hard against IMiil. His nominal 
townsman (Phil himself was a Yorkshireman), Bill Hall, assuming to him- 
self the title of the Now Birniingham Lad,’* challenged the slashing and 
scientific Sampson,” as Fierce Egan was wont to call him. 

On Tuesday, July SOth, 1822, on Warwick Itocccourse, in a roped ring, 
in front of the grand stand, the “ <*oiifitrynian ” beat Sampson, after a 
shifty tumbledown fight of nincty-ono roundh ; Josh Hudson giving in for 
him with odds of two to one in his favour. The contciiiporaiy reports 
intimate that Sampson had only a smaH amethyst under his eye,” and liarl 
hard work to ” look like losing it.” 

Sampson was pathetically verbose in print and talk about “ the cruelty ” 
of charing him with a complicity in his own defeat. He also expressed iiis 
desire for another trial with Hall, attributing his failure solely to waot of 
condition. Meanwhile, Bill Hall had been consummately thrashed by Ned 
Neale (see Life of N*ai.e), a fact which did not tend to the satisfaotioo of 
the backers of the boastful Birmingham Youth, who left London ** disgusted 
at their deeeriioii.** 
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At length Phil, who haA certainly improved in strength and condition, 
persuaded his Birmingham friends that if they would give him another 
chance with Hull he would dispose of him with ease and win their money 
to a certainty. So a second match was made for £50, and on Wednesday, 
March 19th, 1828, tlio old Hurst at Moulsey was the arena of encounter, 
after the ring had been quitted by Arthur Mattbewson, who that day 
polished off Mishtor Israel Bclasco, brother of Aby of that ilk. 

Sampson had good attendants ; no oUicr than Tom Spring, champion tn 
esse, and Jem Ward, ditto in posse^ Hall had behind him Josh Hudson and 
a friend from Birmingham.*’ Such, however, was the want of confidence 
in the Youth,” that six to four on Hall went begging. We’ll wait and 
see,” said those who were asked to speculate. The spectators had not long 
to wait, as will be seen by our report of

Kkma.kkk.— H all, not the **Jolm,’* but 
the ** mail,” bull fighter, to the great surprise 
and satisfaction of his friends, ap]ieared at 
the Oastle Tavern as early as eight o’clock on 
the same evening, thus contradicting the 
alarmiug rumours of his death. It api>car8 
that his recollection did not return to him 
till after he had been twice bled, and twenty- 
five minutes had elapsed, and even then his 
ideas were in a very confused state, so tre- 
mendo\i8 wore the effects of the blow. HaU 
informed the company he did not feel him- 
self any the worse, exoept from the sore state 
of his arm, rendex^ so ny the instruments of 
the su^eon. The latter thought Hidl in fine 
condition. Itwas now evident to the amateurs 
tliat Sampson was an improved man ; and 
this little slice of fortune increased bis oou- 
ftdeiice so much that he returned to Binning' 
ham with all the honours ot war. 


In January, 1823, we find Sampson inditing insulting letters on Israelites 
in general, and Belasco in particular, io the Weekly Diepatch^ which were 
responded to in more parliamentary language in the columns of BMs Life^ 
and these paper pellets of the brain,” after five months of popping, 
assumed the form of Articles of Agreement,” dated June 19th, 1828* 
whereby Philip Sampson and Abraham Belasco mutually bound themselves 
to fight in a twonty«four foot ring, half-minnte time, for £100 a side, on 
Toe^y, the 25th of August, 1828, Mr. Jackson to name the plaoe. " On 
signing the articles,” says the reporter, ^ Sampson poured out u eouplu ot 
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glassei ot port, and, banding one of them to hiA opponent, gave the toast, 

* May the bent man win.^ * 1 hope he will/ said lielasco, to»>siog o)T his 
glaas.** 

Crawley Downs, in Sussex, was the fixture, nnd suoh of the Fancy as 
respected their nags too much to give the auiniais some sixty-six miles in a 
day were to he seen on tlie Monday trotting through Kuhhesdown, keigate, 
and East Griustoad, stopping to bait, “blow a cloud,’’ and enjoy a chuff 
with Boniface, whose jocund couiiteuauce he«!p<»ke liis pleasure ut sight of 
such good customers. 

In the inorniiig Crawley Downs were alive with arrivals from nil quarters 
of the compass. Sampson came on tlic gi*oiind in it barouche othI four, 
enveloped in a large blue military cloak ; while Belnsco trotted over the 
turf behind eighty guineas* worth of liorscflosh, driven by a wcll-kiiown 
East-cud sportsman. At a few minutes past one Sanifjsou threw his white 
nob-cover into the ring, and taking his bright crimson kerchief frcmi his 
throat handed it to Josh Hudson, who, with Bon Bum, wore his chosen 
seconds. Belasco quickly followed suit, dropping his beaver quietly within 
the ropes, and his colours, a yellowman.” were also fixed to the 0001**6 
stake. Peter Crawley, in a bright green Newmarket and Belcher tie, with 
Bill kichmond, in West End Coriothiuii eostunie, ikCted us ** esquires of the 
body” to Aby, who said to Josh across the ring, Now, let’s have a quiet 
fight, let it go which way it will.” The seconds concurretl, and wo must 
say we never saw a mill better conducted, as a whole, by all parth.^ ctiti- 
eemed. The betting opened at five to four ou Bcluhco.

Tne Hheen&i said *' it was all right,” and the 
Brums observed ‘‘nothing was the matter.**! 

2.— Sampson hit the Jew in the body, but 
Belasoo soon afterwards put in a sharp facer, 
and followed his opponent to do misohief. 
Counter-bitters and nobbers were the result. 
Asbort rally followed, the left eye of Sampson 
received a touch. In closing, both down, 
Samiwon undermost. (“First blood,** ex- 
claimed Josh ; “ look at the side of Belaaco*s 
nose,** The claret was just peeping, as it 
were, between his ogles.) 

8.— The fine soienoe displayed by Belasco, 
in stoppiim the heavy hits of Ms oii^ionent, 
was the admiration of the sp^tators. Tlie 
Jew went shaii>ly towards his antagonist, 
when, after an exchange of blows, Sampson 
got down. 

4.*-This was a pretty round, and fine fight- 
ing on both sides was oonspicnous. In 
struggling at the ropes, Sampson went down 
rather awkwardly, and Belasoo, being in the 
act of hitting, struck his opponent on the 
nob. “Foul, foull** by the Sampsonites ; 
“Fair, fair 1 ** by the Sheenies. The referee 
said “ nothing wrong had occurred ; but be 
felt afraid that he had consented to take 
upon himself a very difficult situation, as the 
opposite parties did not appear to agree on 
toe true jHrinoiples of prize-fighting. How- 
ever, he had not one fsxthing upon the 
fight, and he should do his duty if called on 
to decide.** 

6.— This round was decidedly in favour of 
Belasoo. He not only got ai#% from a 
nobber that might have proved a sutler, but 
in turn gave Sampson so heavy a hit on his 
head that the latter turned round from the 
force it, and went a yard or two away ; 
but he soon returned to fight. In dosiim at 
the ropes, pepper was used between them 
till both were down, Belasoo undermost. 
(The latter was much applauded, and, up to 
this period of the fight, continued the 
favourite.) 

6. — ^e Jew was also the hero in this 
roniid, Sampson appesredxather distressed. 
Belasoo pcovM Uhib^# more troublesome 
customer than bis opponent bad antic4i<^ted; 
he was indeed yery dilBoglt to be got at. 
Some blows were ezehaiiged, when they 
doted at the ropes, and ultimately the Jew 
had the beet of », pLantmg a blow on Samp- 
icik*e nob M ha wae goiim down.

The ouimiag of the Jew, and 
the firmness of his guard, pointed out dearly 
to Sampeon that he muil be careful to avoid 


eommitting mistakes when opposed to so 
eooomplished e boxer as Belasoo, which 
accounts, in a great measure, for the Birmhig- 
ham hero altering his hitherto smashing 
mode of fightiiig. The Jew stopped well ; 
and, after an exchange of blows, Belasco 
dexterously planted a heavy body Mt about an 
inch and a Judf below the marln which sent 
Sampson down on his latter end. (Agreatbnist 
of applause from the partisans of Belasoo, 
who now, without hesitation, offered £10 to 
£5^— KX) to 60— two to one, all over the ring. 
“ It*s ash right aih the tay, Aby ; feel for Ms 
vind next time.**) 

8.— Sampson, however, did not appear a 
great deal the worse for his floorer, for he 
came to the soxatoh instantly at the call of 
time. TMs was a well-fought round on both 
sides; but the sdence dimlayed 1^ Bdasoo 
extoited applause from all parts of the ring. 
He planted a body blow with Ms left hand, 
and protected his head so finely with his 
right as ^ stop a well-meant heavy bit, 
Counter-Mttlng, but Sampson's blows were 
most severe, from his length ; still in closing 
at the ropes the Jew fibbed Sampson down 
and fell upon him.

12. — Belasoo endeayoured to plant a hit, 
but Sampeon got away.

The battle ^ 
now alive, all parties highly intemieted, ^d 
doubts and fears eipresM on heth^fMes, 
The Jew, full of game^ tried to get the leedf 
obtained it, and Sampeon went down.

15. — Belasoo displayed superior skill in 
stoppii^ two blows, but in couuter-hitting 
be received snch a tremendous blow near his 
temple tliat he fell out of the ropes on his 
head quite stunned. (“ It is all up,*' was the 
ci 7 ;and “Ten to onehedoesnot fight again ***) 
The Sheenies were alarmed, and none but 
the gamest of the game would ever have 
come again.

16. — No sailor “ throe sheets in the wind ** 
appeared more gro^ at the scratch when 
time was called. In fact, Bolasco did not 
know where he was - his eyes ha<l lost their 
wonted Are, and it really was a pity to see 
him standing up to a fine, strong young man 
like Sampson. The latter, very cautious, 
did not make play, and the Jew had none the 
worst of the round.

Jem, nothing loth, 
accommodated him for £100 aside, and on Monday, June 2l8t, 1824, gave 
Mr. Sampson an indisputable thrashing in fifty minutes, as chronicled in 
the memoir of Wabd {ante, p. 206). 

One of the peculiarities of Sampson, which he shared with the renowned 
Blucher, was that of not knowing when he was beaten.” He had further 
the remarkable faculty of talking and writing other people over to his owu 
opinion. Thus, in December of the same year, 1824, he got himself 
backed a second time against Jem Ward, and on this occasion it took 

the Black Diamond only thirty-seven minutes and a half to finally floor 

the strong man,” all the circumstances of which will bo found fully 
written in the book of Fugilistica,” in the Life of Ward {mite, p. 207), to 
whieh we beg to refer the reader. 

Phil’s vaulting ambition, which o’erleaps the lists and falls on the 
other side,” had now a temporary check, and My Uncle Ben,” who was 
looking out for a job for his Nevvy,” Jem Bum, proposed a battle 
with Sampson for £50 a side.

•t dressed in a little brief authority,” also turned up, and forbade the mill 
taking place on the old spot at No Man’s Land. The Fancy, always 
ready to obey the mandates of the authorities, accordingly toddled on a 
few mileB farther, and the ring was formed at Share Mere, in Bedfords 
shire. Sampson declared he had been ill-treated by these sinister reports, 
and hoped his conduct would soon give the lie to his enemies. Jem Bum, 
at one o’clock, attended by Randall and Uncle Ben, threw his hat into 
the Bingi and was received with loud cheers* Sampson soon followed, 
and i^anted bis topper within the ropes, waited upon by Josh Hudson and

scarcely arrived at tho scratch when he wni 
sent down by a trifling touch. (“He shall 
fight no moie,’* said uncle Ben, positively, 
stei>ping up to the umpires.) It occupied an 
hour and ten minutes. Sampson immediately 
shook hands with his fallen opponent. Burn 
was severely punished about the head, but 
scarcely anybody blows were given throughout 
the battle. 

Rkmarks.— Burn fought according to 
orders. Had he adopted the milling stylo 
which ohaiacterised tne last seven or eight 
rounds, even if he had not proved victorious, 
it might have rendered the fight a more even 
thing. Sampson in all bis batties has proved 
himself a good fighter. like Jem Bum, he 
begau Ills career too young. This battle was 
a most honourable contest, andreflected credit 
oil both the oombatants. Jem Bum is a 
truly game man. Every person returned 
home well satisfied with the fairness and 
honesty of the battle. 


Hall, of llirminglmin, now declared himself anxious to try his luck iu a 
third battle with Sampson ; and Phil, with the utmost politeness, agreed to 
accommodate him without delay for £50 a side. This mill was decided ou 
Tuesday, November 22iKi^ 825. The fight was booked as a certainty; 

if/* as the chaff went, ** it was not already made right.'* Sampson was 
the favourite at six to four. 

Early on Tuesday morning tho Fancy were on the alert at Birmingham, 
Worcester, Coventry, Lichfield, &(*., to arrive at Basset’s Pole, between 
Birmingham and Tamworth, Few of tho London Fancy were present, as 
their minds were completely made up,’* from the capital fight Sampson 
made with Ward at Stony Stratford, that Phil must win the battle in a 
canter ; therefore it would not pay ” to undertake so long a trot 

The description of the fight between Sampson and Hall lies in a nut- 
shell, one round having put an end to the contest. Sampson was in prime 
condition, and certain of winning. Hall was upon equally good terms 
with himself. Sampson was seconded by Ward and Holland, and Hall by 
two brothers. On setting to Sampson did not treat his opponent with io 
difference, but waited for him cool and collected. Three mintttes bad 
nearly elapsed in dodging about, when Hall planted a bodier. (** BraTol 
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from his friends.) Sampson returned the compliment with great aclivitj , 
hit for hit soon took place, and a sharp rally was the result. Ilie imi\ 
separated, and a trifling pause occurred. Sampson ina^lc liimsolf up for 
mischief, and with his left delivered a heavy blow under bis opponent’s var 
which gave him the doldrums; by way of quietus lie t mi planted with 
his right so severe a facer that lliill was floored like a 8h<»t When time 
was called Hall was insensible, and remained in a state <if stupor for 
several minutes. Thus Sampson was pronounced the conqueror in the 
short space of four minutes and three-quarters. The iMtckers of Hall 
looked not a little blue on viewing their man so easily disposed of by 
Sampson, and the spectators in general were much dihappointed at so short 
a contest. The winners, however, held a contrary opiniofi, and wtie in 
high spirits, observing the fight was long enough for them ; and 
Sampson, with a smile upon his face, stated that he should like to l>e 
paid for such aiiotlier jiib, as £100 for under five iniuuteH was not to be 
done every day, even iu the highest professions.” The Sago of the Kast,” 
in a discourse upon the event, declared Sampson’s right-hander to be 
a golden hit ” ! 

Owing to aquarrcl with Josh Hudson at the East End, Jauuaiy fllst, IBJh, 
Josh being by no means cofnpos, Sampson beat the “ Jolm Bull Fighter *’ in six 
rounds, not much to the credit of the former. As a p^r confra^ on Juno 
30th, 1826, his bounce and qiiarrclrtoajencss got him a third thrashing from 
Jem Ward, which was administered by the Champion in ten nmiids, at 
Norwich, while on a sporting tour. Sampson also put out at this time a 
challenge to Brown, of Bridgnorth, to fight for £b0 a side ; but the big 
one ” replied that the price did not suit hu i, so Sampson wrote again and 
again to show that Brown ought to fight for that sum I 

Paul Spencer, a native of Ireland, elegantly designated the **Mud 
Island Devil,” having defeated Manning, of Manchester, felt anxious to 
obtain a higher situation on the pugiUstic roll, and challenged Sampson for 
£50 a side. Phil approved of this match, observing at the same time, 
No Irishman lick me,” The articles stated that the fight should 
take place on Tuesday, November 27th, 1827, between Birmingham mid 
Liverpool ; and Newcastle-under-Lyme was named as the rallyit^-point. 
During the Snnday and Monday previous to the battle the above town was 
filled with, visitors from Liverpool, Birmingham, and Manchester. Atmot 
two milea from Newcastle-under-Lyme the ring was made in front of the 
grand et e u d on the racecourse. A few minutes before one o clock the men 
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lurived on the ground. Sampson threw his bat into tho ring, attended bj 
Tom Oliver and Young Gaa ; and Spencer waa waited upon hy Donovan 
and Bob Avery. Both combatants were in excellent condition. Spencer 
was an object of great interest to his Irish friends. He was a fine strong 
young fellow, in height five feet eleven inches and a half, weighing 
thirteen stone one pound. The colours were a crimson fogle for Sampson, 
and 11 green with a yellow spot for Spencer. Six to four on Sampson.

Aonnd 1.— The men prepared for action 
in ffpi^ style, Bpenoer adopting Ned Neale'i 
miAe of keeping up hii left hand. Sampion 
was also on the alert. After a short time oo- 
onpied in maoceuvring, Spencer endeavoured 
to make his right and left tell, but Phil got 
out of danger. A short pause ; both on the 
look*out for an opening, when the Mud 
Island Devil planted his right hand on 
Sampson's nob ; the latter boxer returned 
left and right and a brisk rally waa the re< 
ault. Inclosing FhU feU on nis knee, and 
Spencer, in fibbing, hit Samiwon as he was 
down. (<<Foul!'’ '‘Fairl") Tho friends of 
Sampson elaimed the fight, but the um* 
plrea ordered the battle to proceed.

>1— Sampson showed blood from his nob, 
and Spencer from his mouth* Spencer 
looked a little flushed and dropped his left. 
Sampson saw the opening, rushed iu, and 
hit him down with a straight one, two, rigltt 
and left (** Sampson for ever I and ** Phil, 
it's all your own 1 ") 

4.-^Sampson again planted his right and 
left from the shoulder, cutting Siiencer on 
the left eye. Spencer was not to be sliook 
off, but instantly went to work, hitting out 
right and left, but wildly. Sampson met 
Spencer as he rushed iu withafew flush hits 
—a close followed, and some good in-fighting 
ensned, Sampion feeling for the hreail- 
basket, and Spencer at the nob. Spencer 
then tried for another oross-buttooK. but 
Sampson was not to he had, and slipi>e<l 
down in time. (Two to ono on Satopvon. ) 


The fight was now stopped by the interference of a magistrate. You 
eannot fight any longer/’ said he ; I will not permit it.” “ It won't be 
long,” cried Sampson; soon finish him, so let us have it out.” No,” 
said his worship, I must not. 1 should have no objection myself, but I 
have been applied to in my magisterial capaci^, and I am forced to act. 
I am sorry for it, but ‘ needs must.’ ” Submission was the order of the 
day ; his worship retired, and the men adjourned back to Newcastle, there 
to deliberate on further proceedings, Sampson proclaiming to his friends 
that he was sure to win, and offering three to one on the issue. The meu 
had fought just eight minutes. 

On teaching Newcastle Spencer was put to bed, while Sampson femaiucd 
op with his friends. At length it was agreed, aocording to the “ articles,” 
that the fight diould be fought out, and the word waa given for talniig np 
new grouQ4 at a villa^ called Woore, in Shropshire, on the bcKrd^ ^ 
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CheAbm. Tbft moment the signal was given, “ The devil tskv the hind* 
most ! was the order of the day, and the rush of the motley gro’^p to 
arrive at the scene of action in time beggared description. It was half- 
past four, and quite dusk, before the cavalcade reached the **jrorseand 
Jockey,’' at Woore, in a meadow behind which the ring was again pitched 
by Tom Oliver, 

The best pedestrians were completely knocked up in the run, and several 
fir8t*>rate roadsters beaten to a staudhtill. Tlie entire group, owing to the 
wi*etchod state of the road, were nothing but mudlarks. 

No time was lost, both men appearing “ eager for the fray,*' and each 
feeling equal confidence. Sampson showed first in the ring.

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After this slice of luck the friends of Sampson rallied round him, and 
he immediately sent forth all sorts of challenges to all sorts of boxers by 
means of his editorial amanuensis and his weekly paper. As, however, 
those epistles, from their bad grammar and attempts at rude wit, do not 
commend themselves as “ elegant extracts/* we pass them by. One, to 
Whiteheaded Bob (who was under articles to fight Ned Neale), was pure 
buncombe ; ” others, such as those to Jem Wai-d, proposed ridiculously low 
stakes, and others were more gag.” One to Big Brown, of Bridgnorth, 
however, had better fortune. 

One of Phil’s challenges having taken tlie form of “ Brown giving me 
(Phil) £20 to make a match for £300 a side,” the Big ’un thus replied in 
another weekly journal 


To ike Editor of ‘Ball's Life London.' 

" Sir, — apprehend that addressing PhiUp Sampson through the medium of your valuable 
I»aper will be to little purpose. There seems to have been a little bounoc, but I wish I 
oovdd flatter myself there was any reliance to be placed on wliat he has sent forth to the 
pubUe. 

“ With regard to his proposal of my giving him £20 to fight me for £300, my intention was 
to propose fighting him X320 to £300 ; for do it romembored that he once got £20 of mv 
money in a way not very satisfaotoxy to myself ; but it is not my intention that he shall 
have any more of it unlesa I am fairly beat out of time by him, which, if he should happen 
to do, he shall be most welcome to. 

I will fight him £320 to £300, half-way between Birmingham and Bridgnorth, and I will 
attend at the place he appoints — ^the ‘ Woodman/ Birmin^am— on Monday the 24th inst , 
between the hours of eight and ten p.m,, for tho purpose of making a deposit and entering 
into the necessary articles.

Tho bero of Bridgnorth in this instance was mistaken about tho bounce 
of the thing ; for Sampson’s friends were at tho place at tho appointed 
time, at the “ Woodman,” and articles were signed without delay, Mr^ 
Beardsworth, of tho Birmingham Repository, being stakeholder. 

This big affair was decided at Bishop’s Wood, in Shropshire, one 
hundred and thirty-four miles from London, on Tuesday, April 8th, 1828 ; 
and, since the battle between Spring and Langan, no pugilistic erent bad 
excited more interest. It appears that Sampson had some difficulty in 
m aking up the battle-money, and had it not been for little Arthur 
Matthewson — who not only stuck to Phil during his training, but priwured 
him the last £70— a forfeit might have been the result of a rash sngage* 
ment. 

The principal patrons of the Ring left London in considerable numberSt 
on the Sunday and Monday previous, for Birmingham und WolTerhamptoik 
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The latter place waa overflowing with company of every deacripuon, all Ihe 
inns crowded to excess, and bods not to be bad at any price. The t«>wns 
and villages contiguous to Wolverhampton came in also for their share of 
visitors. 

Wolverhampton Baceooiirse was named as the scone action, in front 
of the grand stand, an erection capable of accoiiimodatt ig upwards of 
a thousand spectators, which had been printed out as a most conveoioDt 
arena; but a magistrate interposed liis anthority. and Bishop's Wood was 
chosen, a lofty eminence, commanding an extensive and delightful prospect. 
It is situated in Shropshire, on the borders of Staifordshirc, twelve miles 
from Wolverhampton, and about ibc same distance from Bridgnorth. 

On Tuesday morning vast multitudes were en route for the scczio of 
actioo* Vehicles of all sorts were in motion ; oquestrians and pedestrians 
thronged the way from Birmingham, Walsall, Dudley^ Weilnesbnry, 
Bridgnorth, and Stafford, Lichfield, Shrewsbury, and other towns. Brown 
cut a daah on his turn-out to the ground ; he was seated, with his friend 
Spring and several others, in a landau, his own profierty, decorated on the 
|>anels with the sign of his house at Bridgnorth (a iiarid holding a bottle), 
and drawn by four fine horses, while a great number of well-mouat(Mi 
gentlemen formed, as it were, a body-guard. Both Sampson and Brown 
waited at ihe Bradford Anns ” till the time arrived for entering the ring. 
Arrangements on the ground had bcwo made with much judgment. A 
circle of wagons, with a stage on a convenient spot, iormed the oxteroal 
barrier; in front of these the spectators on foot were kept at a distance 
of several yards from the twenty-four feet i ingby a strong circle of ropes and 
stakes. The ring itself was formed with posts of great iliicknoss, deeply 
fixed in the earth, and three ropes (one more than the usual number) wore 
affixed to them. The number of spectators could not have been less than 
25,000— aome persons guessed their numbers at 30,t)00 ; of these, at least 
15,000 were unable to see the twcnty<four feet ring, and were consequently 
continually pressing forward. 

A few minutes before one o’clock, Brown, leaning on the arm of Tom 
Spring, threw his hat into the ring. He was received with a loud welcome. 
The appearance of the Bridgnorth hero was prepossessing ; he was dressed 
in the then country gentleman’s costume, a blue coat, white cord breeches, 
and top boots. Sampson sppeared soon afterwards, and his friends, in their 
tom, rent the air with applause. Phil was also well got up. On the 
entranoe of the Utter boxer, Brown, who was sUting on the hamper con- 
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taining tbe bottles, rose up, and, bolding out bis hand with a good- 
natured smile, said, *‘Well, my boy, bow arc you?’* Sampson gave him 
his hand, but turned another way with an angry scowl, and merely repeated, 
“ How are you? ” Harry Holt and Dick Curtis seconded Sampson, and 
never was man better attended to. Harry had sported his money on Brown, 
but he communicated that fact to Sampson’s backers, and they at once 
decided on trusting to his honour to do the best he could for Phil, 
promising, at tbe same time, to make up his losses it Sampson won. Brown 
was seconded by his friend Tom Spring and by Bill Richmond. The toss 
for sides was won by Sampson, and at about twenty minutes after one the 
tight commenced. Colours — crimson for Sampson; and crimson with 
white stripes for Brown. Betting, two to one, and in some parts of the 
ring five to two, on the latter.

Rouml 1. — Brown, when divoBted of his 
outer garments, looked extremely well, not 
to say gigantic, weighing, at the least esti- 
mate, fifteen stone. A smile of oonfidence 
embellished his mug, and he seemed to say 
tohimseU, ** L shall lick this Sampson like 
fun.'* Phil was equally slap up in oonditKm — 
in truth, we never saw him to more advan- 
tage in any of his previous encounters ; he 
weighed nearly thirteen stone. His counten- 
ance indicatoa composure, oalculation, and 
perfect preparation for thS job he had under- 
taken. On setting to. Brown di^^ot appear 
exactly ** at home ; he put up biSwrms more 
like apupil who had been taqght therudimeuts 
of tho art of self-defence than as a pugilist 
acting from his own suggestions. lie 
soaruely seemed to know whether he should 
oommenee offensive operations or wait for 
Lis active adversary to make the onset. The 
science displayed by Sampson was judioious, 
eorreet, and decisive ; he crept in, as it 
were, to measure his distance, and having 
ascertained he was right, he let fly with bo^ 
bands. Tho mug of Brown felt them ! when 
batnpson, in the style of Curtis, stepped back- 
WSros, by which means Brown, in returning, 
did not reach his opponent. (** Well done, 
Bamnson f ") The Birmingham blade u^n 
tried on the manoeuvre with increased effect, 
and planted a heavy blow just under the 
temple of Brown. The latter now attempted 
to fight first, but his movements were slow, 
andhis right hand did little more than touch 
the aide of Sampson's nob. Borne sharp 
exofaaiigos ooourred. but the hitting of the 
**!)% one" waeronnq, while Bampson planted 
his straight faoers with eleotrif^ng effect, 
and had the best of the rally. Brown, by * 
hie superior strength, bored bis advarsaiy to 
the ropes, where he held Sampson, and en- 


deavouied to fib him with his right Im&d 
but not a la Randall. The ** big one " kejn 
at Phil everywhere until he was 


iown. (Great disapprobation, and loud 
rics of “ Foul," “ Fair," It was th« 
gooeral opinion that a foul blow had be('U 
given by tlio hero of Bridgnorth, but perhaps 
not intentionally ; therefore the umpires did 
not notice the transaction. (** First blood ! " 
said Curtis ; ** that’s an event worth sumiuut 
to me.") 

2.~The skill of Sampson again was the 
admiration of the ring. He, as in the 
previous round, coolly measured bis distance 
so corrocUy as to plant two facers, and 
stepped hack out of trouble. Sampson re- 
pated the offence without delay by another 
left-hander on the mug of the ** big one," 
when the latter returned a blow on the side 
of Phil’s head. Sampson kept a good look- 
out ; when, at length, he saw an opening, 
he planted a precious teaser on ibe lol^

ring wee broken, and thooaanda of persona 
ruwd forwara to the ropes, whion were 
trodden down, in apite of ali foe opposition 
of whips, sticks, blows, bo.

Sampaon took the lead aa 
to blows, but he was fought down by hie 
opponent. 

17. — The coolnaaa displayed by Tom 
Spring in this round waa tba admiration of 
the apectatora, and showed hia deabra thal 
the battle should be fought out feirW. In 
all probability, had he returned a bW for 
tbe one given to him by Phil, the battle 
might have been prematurely ended, or at 
ell eventa brought to a wraag^ In bring* 
fng Brown up to the aoratra, Spring got 
before hia man, obaerving Samtiaon waa on 
tha wrong aide of the mark. Phil conaideraa 
the conduct of Spring wrong, and withottfe 
hcaitation gave him a facer, pnaliad Spring 
ont of hia way, and aoddaniy floorad tha 
Bridgnorth horo like a abet. 

15. — Tha **big ona** showed game, and 
camaupUkeamaa. Bnthawaaof ** noua* 
to hSmaaif/ and reduced to a bad lot lok hia 
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IriMkdf. H« napped it in ererj way, and 
a doorer finished the round. 

19. -^SampBon lost no time, but went to 
work ta aoon as he had not his adTersary 
before him. Drown fotteht wildly, till the 
pnniehment was too muon for him, when he 
drew tmck, and Sampson, catching him with 
an opriffht hit, dropped him on me kneea, 
giviag a facer as he was going down. 

If that ain*t doing him brown, 1 neeer 
saw anything like it before,” said a Bmm 
whd had taken the long odds.) 

20. <— The heat of the weather and preesure 
of the crowd operated terribly on Sampeon ; 
eo much so tnat froth came from hie Ups, 
and he seemed nearly exhausted ; neyerthe- 
lese be came to his w<irk like a man deter- 
mined to conquer. Phil only wanted room 
for the display of his milling capabilities. 
The Ohampionship was completely out of 
the grasp of Brown, and he might now be 
regietered as Receiver-General. He was hit 
to a standstill . and then dropped. Q * It*s all 
over ! ” was the cry.) 

21. — The cuetomera from Bridgnorth now 
began to look all manoer of rolours; the 
secret waa told— -Brown was beaten against 
hie will. Sampeon sent his adversary down 
like winking. 

22-23.— The weight of Brown, in close 
quarters, enabled him, in dosing, to roll 
Sampson down in both of these rounds. 

24.— It was now dear to eveiy spectator 
that Sampson mnst prove the nero of the 
tale. Brown, as a last effort, exerted him- 
■df to overwhelm his adversary, bnt be 
napped it ri|^t and left as he went in, and 
was sent down like a sack of sand. 

25-28.— Brown down. Ditto. Bepeated 
by Sampson. Of a similar description. 

29.— Brown staggering like^ drunken 
ssilor three sheets in the wind until Sampson 
hit him down. (**Take him home— take 
him away : he’s of no use ! ") 

80-31.— it is true Brown answered the 
esn of ** Time,'* yet his appearance at the 
eerntoh wh only to receive additional un- 
neeeecary punishment. Sampson sent him 
down alm^ as soon os plaoea before him. 

and liai— The ealls of “ * 


were obeyed by the ** one " In the whole 
of thaee rounds, but be bad not theslighteat 
ebanoe in his ftkvour. Xndee^ it was a pity 
be was permitted to oontesi them. At the 
eondusum of the forty-seoond round, when 
he was down, he complained of his shralder, 
and was not able to oome again. The battU 
was over tn forty-nine minutes. The “ big 
one" was reduM to a complete state of 
distress— bis left peeper eompletdy m 
darkness, his right sever^ damaged, and 
bis face fearfully out. Elis left shoulder 
was afterwards found to have been dU- 
loeated. His fadings, we have no doubt, 
were equally cut up, for he had flattereil 
himself that the Ohi^pionship was within 
his grasp. He displayed game of the iiist 
quality, and after a ehort period walked 
out of the ring to his carriage, assisted by 
Spring and Bienmond. Sampeon had soarcely 
a mark upon his fase, exce^ a tonoh under 
his left eye ; but the same aide of his nob 
was peppered a Utile, and eeveral other con- 
tusions were visible. Sampson left the ring 
amidst loud and repeated shonis in honour 
of his victory. 

Rbmabks.— N o person oould dispute the 
bravery and game exhibited hjr Brown 
throughout the fight ; he was ont-f ought by 
the superior skill and taoiios of Sampson. 
The latter entered the ring with a oonfluence 
which surprised the oldest ring-goers ; bis 
conduct was decisive in every round, and be 
never lost sight of the idea of oonquest 
daring the battle. The broken state of tbe 
ring and the very confined space for the men 
to fight in were oartsihily great drawbacks 
to Simpeon against so powenul an opponent 
as Brown. It was evident that oampaoii 
had improved in strength, and he altogetbei 
appeared a better man then in any of his 
former battles ; his right-hand blows were 
tremendons. The hero cd BridgneriJi must 
have suffered severely from the Injuiy 
to his shoulder, and none but a brave man 
would have contested the battle after so 
severe an accident agabst eueh preoaiou 
and straight hitting as met Browu^ repeated 

efforti to get on tolris oppottent. 


The retiira waa fall of buatle and incident. SampfiOD’a colonra were 
flying in all directions, out of the windows of houses on the road, on the 
tops of the coaches, and ** Sampson for ever ! ** to the end ot the chapter. 
The roadside houses never experienced sneh a day for the return of the 
ready ; and soccess to milling ” was ou the tip of the tougne of evexy 
landlord in the'' county. 

Sampson left the ground under the patronage of Mr. Begrisworth in 
style, and during part of his journey on his victorionfi return to 
Birmingham the carriage which conveyed Phil and hU fHeod was 
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by eight horives. Throtigli (he etreetA of Blnntnjrhftni hip rt^^eptfon wai 
enthiieiaptic ; Sampeon wae loudly cheered l»y crowde, and draa^r; hy pix 
freah boraea^ until he reached the houae of Arthur Matth(twM>ti. K\rry 
room in Arthur’s crib was crowded to excesp, and the anxiety of the 
peraona in the street to gain admit (aricc, to get a peep at the eoii(|uo)*or of 
** Big Brown,*’ defied deacriptiem. 

The Shropshire folks looked upon tholr champion aa invincible^ and 
accordingly dropped tlieir money heavily. In no previtm/i instance of a 
big fight was there such an uiinuimity on the side of the talent ” and the 
professionals.” Careful betting men laid rash odds and suffered the 
proper penalty, as the ** knowing ones ” wore thrown out. This Imttfc was 
followed by an epidemic of Icttcr-writing in the newspapers, provincial and 
metropolitan. First come our old friend Thomas 'Winter Spring, who, 
favoured by the ablest writer who ever devoted In'- tulonts to ring reporting 
(we mean Vincent George Dowling, E«q., Editor of BeWa hifi for 
upwards of thirty years), gave a graphic ac<u)iint of poor Brown's dislo- 
cated shoulder, which took place in the fmi'th rounds and whudi fully 
accounts for Brown’s incapacity to ward off Samp>oit's noblKirs.’' Spring 
was justly indignant at Sampson’s blow, ujhI thus, after commenting 
warmly on the ruifiaoism ” of Sampson's friends, he wound up with a 
formal challenge to Sampstm to meet him for £200 a side, ** as it is tuH 
my principle to submit to a blow wiihoiit wishing, like a iimii, to return 
it.” Sampson’s reply was characteristic of the man and Ids wonly 
amanuensis-— full of boasting, bimibast, ami scurrility. Spring was 
taunted with not daring to fight Ward,” Ideating stale old men,” Glitter 
andi Painter to wit, Ac., Ac. Attack, reply, and rejomder stuffeil the coluiniis 
of the J>iapatchj Pierce Egan’s short-lived weekly paper, Life tn Aonr/oa, 
and Bars Life, Spring was at last prtwoked by the repeated threats 
of Sampson, who boasted in all company how be would serve the old 
woman,” to retort with a promise of chahtisementi He says 
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All this gasconading, so foreign to SpriDg*8 character, came to a most 
lame and impotent conclusion/’ Sampson could not get backed, and the 
affair fell through. Spring, meeting Sampson soon after at Epsom races, 
in Merxyweather*s booth, declared his intention to fulfil his prombe, made 
under sore provocation, to have aatbfaction or an apology for the blow 
recdved by him at the fight with Brown. Sampson began to argue the 
matter, but Spring threw off his coat and called upon Sampson to defend 
himself. Sampson set to with hb coat and hat on. “ The crowd and 
confusion,” says BdVa Life^ were so great that we have not been able to 
learn who gave the first blow.” The rally was, however, a determined 
one, and after being separated the belligerents got together again and 
fought four sharp rounds. Spring, it is well known, required room to show 
off his fine fighting, and thus Sampson had the best of the tussle, for such 
it was. The combatants were of course soon parted by their friends, 
neither having fulfilled his intent of giving the other the value of a 
bating.” Spring, it was stated, was struck by other persons besides 
Sampson. It ought to be mentioned that Spring proposed to Sampson to 
come out of the booth and meet him on the course in the open, but the 
latter declined the offer. The next evening, at the Castle Tavern, Holborn, 
Sampson declared liimself ready to fight Spring for XSOO a side, half-way 
between London and Bridgnorth. Spring accepted the challenge at Tom 
Cannon’s benefit, at the Tennb Court, the very next day. 

A meeting was appoilHed to take place at Harry Holt’s, where the 
battle-money in Neale’s fight with Baldwin was to be given up. Here, 
after some aigument, mutual explanations took place. Sampson said that 
when he challenged Spring for £300 he was rather fresh ; that he would 
retract it, and declare he had no animosity against Spring.” The latter 
said he would have an apology for the blows he had received, and Sampson, 
persuaded by hb friends, expressed hb regret. Finally Spring offered hb 
hand to Sampson, who accepted it ; and over a cheerful glass it was agreed 
to bury the past in oblivion. 

Phil’s next encounter was with Simon Byrne, the Irish champion, for 
£800 a side. The battle was fought on a stage at Albrighton, on the SOth 
June, 1829, when Sampson suecumibed after a severe fight of toty-five 
rounds, occupying one hour forty^three and a half minntes. Thb, with 
the dbgraeeful draw with Big Brown, at Doncaster, in 1881, the details of 
which will be found in our memoir of Brown (Chapter XU, p. 451), closed 
the chequered pugilbtic career of Phil Samnson, **the Birmingham Youth. 
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TOM liEYNOLDS— 1817-1825. 

As a cotinecfing link of two j^fcncrations of pii;;nist/t «n«1 of tiio Irinh 
and English P.R., 'rom Roynoids dei^ervoA a niclir in our gallery, lie 
was best known in his latter days as the mentor of Jack Laogan and 
Simon Byrne, as a sound adviser, a professor of the ar$ pugmndi^ a 
pati-on of aspiring talent, and a jolly Boniface in the ‘^swate city of 
Dublin,** where ho died on the 15th of May, 1852, much respected. 

Tom was born on the 20th of January, 1792, at Middleton, in the county 
of Armagh, and early ia life came to London as salesman to a relative, 
with whom he some time lived in James Street, Covent Garden, until, 
being grown to man’s estate, he became a inurphy-dcaler ** on his own 
account. 

Tom was decidedly, with the single exception of Henry Josiah Holt, the 
most erudite pugilist of his day. Ho had receivcMl a good eflticaiion, 
possessed a strong mind, and could write as goo«i a letter as any of tho 
**Borib6S** of the time. Of this he wa<t not a little proud, and the coca* 
ethea acribendi with which he was occasionally atllicted ofU*u led him into 
epistolaiy contentions in the sporting papers, in which he invariably had 
the best of his competitors. His Defence of Pugilism ** proves him to have 
been a writer of no mean prctonsifms, and the view which ho takes tjf his 
own profession affords the best a]Hjiogy for its adoption as well as for Us 
eocouragement. 

About the close of the groat Napoleonic wan Beynolds fdl into diA* 
culries and was arrested. Reverses in trade, combined with a love of 
eompanyt al length led to his iotixiduction to the once weU^known 
^^Coihifge** in what is now Farrlngdon Street, then called ^‘Tho Fleet** 
Here he bad time and opportunity for study, and, having long had a 
predUeetion for the scionoe of miliiog, he attended a regular course of 
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lectares, and became a perfect adept at the practice of dree, tennis, and tLc 
glores, and a great favourite with liis brother Collegians.’’ Being at the 
top of his class, and rising in fame, it was determined by some envious 
opponent to take the shine out of him, and for this purpose the celebrated 
Oeoige Head, one of the most scientidc sparrers of the day, was intro- 
duced as a stranger, and, in a set-to which followed, Head found it necessary 
to try his best before he could convince Tom that there was a superior to 
himself. The trial ended in a friendly manner, but both having afterwards 
partaken rather freely of the ** rum punclicon,” some wag insinuated to 
Reynolds that Head had spoken contemptuously of his fistic talents. This 
roused Tom’s ire, and he at once challenged Head to combat. Head, 
nothing loth, accepted the invitation, and a battle commenced on the 

College Green ” (so called upon the lloratian principle of there being 
nothing grsen on or around it), in which the “ murphy-dealer” was down 
in every round. The '“janitors,” at length, interfered, and Head wus 
expelled from the “ College,” but not till he had received a crack on the 
listener which considerably confused his senses. 

Shortly after his emancipation from the thraldom of “ College” duties 
Tom commenced business as a professional pugilist, and on the 231^ of 
July, 1817, entered the lists on Moulsey Hurst with Aby Belasco, the Jew, 
whom he beat by his determined game in sixty-six rounds aud one hour aud 
twenty minutes. In September in the same year (the 9th) he fought and 
beat Church on the same g'^eund ; and on the 11th of November following 
beat the Broom-DosAer (Johnson), in Lord Cowper's Park, near Canterbury. 
Subsequent to those slices of good fortune, ” he became a publican in 
Drury Lane, but having fallen through a trap-door his health became 
impaired, and he determined on a sparring tour in the country for the 
benefit of his health. He was accompanied by Jack Carter and Sutton 
the Black, and was well received in Manchester, Liverpool,* and Dublin. 
While in the latter city he was matched against John Dunn, a novice, 
for £50 a side, and fought him on the 4th of July, 1820, in Donnelly’s 
Valley, on the Curragh of Kildare. In twelve rounds and fifty-four 
minutes Dunn was completely done up, being hit to a etate of insensibility, 
while Reynolds had scarcely a scratch. 

In hie way batfic to London our hero took Macclesfield in his course, 
where he was matched against Sammons, who had beaten all the Lancashire 
pugiliets who had been opposed to him. On August 21st, 1820, the match 
came off within a mile of Macclesfield, and the Lanceehire hero was diqp<»^ 
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of itt Bevon rounds. Tom now proceeded to lioudon, but sborilj nfter 
reiumed to Xreland to fight Cummitm, but that fight wont off in consequence 
of a forfeit. 

Tom neat took Jack Langan under hie tiiitioo and care, and was hie 
mentor when he fought Tom Spring ; acting the part oi liis secrotar \ , and 
dipping his pen in gall, then much used in the compositi >n of Ink, in the 
coarse of his correspondence. His next protege was Simtiii ItyrnOf to whom 
he afforded the most friendlj assistance, and seconded him in his fights 
with Sampson, M^Kay, and Jem Ward. Previous to the last affair, which 
ended in the defeat of Simon, he opened a public-hooso in Abbey Street, 
Dublin, which ho condnetod with great regularity until his sand was run 
out.” He was decidedly a bravo man aud a scientific boxer, and left a 
wife and two children to lament his loss. 

As a specimen of Tom^s talent in the use of the pen we append his

And who will bo hardy enough to say the hxcitemont to those feelings does 
not oripnate in the very same cause which oar enemies say brutalises the feelings of the 
country ? 

«« Even on the score of humanity pugilism ought to be encouraged ; for, wherever it does 
not exist, mnrder, by violence and treachery, more frequently takes place. Without 
going to foreign countries for proof, a single glance at homo will strike the blindest with 
the necessity of its encouragement. The men of Lancashire, twenty years agq, wore up-and- 
down fighters : then mnrder was almost an every-day occurrence. Indeed, some of tiio old 
ones of that day took no little pride to themselves if they could boast ol having stopped the 
* smoke of a chimney * (choked a man), after tbe manner of Virginias. Bince pugAism has 
been introduced, though the population is fourfold, yet murder seldom or never takes place. 
Ouropare the population of Ireland, whore the stiok has been thrown aside, and the fist used, 
to the other pans : the difference in the number of deaths by violence will strike conviction 
on tbe dullest. In fact, though chivalry did much to smooth down the roughness of the 
darker ages, His only the boxing-gloves can give tbe true polish of civilisation to the world. 
And, I am confident, if Adam had been a Briton, ho would have taught bis tons to box ; thou

Greece, the birthplace of the arts and sciences, encouraged pugiUsm; and the first man 
of the day considered not only himself, but his family, honoured, if lucky enough to mill his 
man at the Olympic Gamea.

DICK CURTIS (“THE PET”)- 1820-1 828, 

Fob diill, neatnew, flnfoh, straiglit, and therefore swift, hitting, no «arh 
boxer aa Dick Curtis has appeared in tlie present centurjr. His weight, 
nine stone, and his height, Eve foot six, as a matter of course precluded his 
among the Champions; hut, as Champion of the Light 
Weights, Biohaid Curtis has had no superior, if any equal, in the annals 
of pugilism. 

He waa decidedly the most perfiwt specimen of a miniature ilghting man 
of modem times. His science was w« might almoet aay, intuitife, his 
judgment of time and distance extraordinary, his readiness in difflenlty 
moat femaricable, hia change from a position of defence to that of attach 
and astonishing, and his power of punishment, for ao light a 
mtmt, nKftirmlUitA. Cnttis wss patronisod by tho mott dlatinfuisliad admirera 
of |r g”^** of the period in which he lived, and throughout his long career 
ena never defeat eH, with the sin,^ exception of hia last battle, when with 
Peikfaa. of Oxford, to whom he was inferior by aatone and two pounds in 
m^t, aa well as in length and height, be fell before youth aad stamina. 
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Biclianl Curtis was bom in Southwark, on the 1st of February, 1802. 
He came of a fighting family, his brothers John and George having both 
figured in the ring. Young Dick’s first public appearance was at the age 
of eighteen, on the well*known batdeiofield of Moulsey Huist^ where on 
Tuesday, Juno 27tb, 1820, in the same ring in which George Cooper had 
just defeated Shelton, ho entered the lisle with Watson, a Westminster 
boxer, of about ten stone, Watson was game, and fought desperately for 
twenty-five minutes, when he cried Enough 1 ” and Curtis was hailed the 
conqueror, almost without a mark. Curtis’s skill was so remarkable in 
this rencontre that two moutliH afterwards some Corinthians, previously 
to leaving town for the shooting season — ^which was then September — as 
railroads had not brought grouse and the Scottish moors within hail of the 
Metropolis, determined to see the smart young Bermondsey lad again show 
his prowess. A match for £40 was accordingly made for him with a well- 
known light weight, Ned Brown (the Sprig of Myrtle) ; and on Monday, 
the 28th of August, 1820, Brown, waited on by Jack Martin and Padding- 
ton Jones, tried to throw his hat into the ring on Wimbledon Common, in 
such a smart gale that it blew it over, and away across the heath. Shortly 
after, Curtis, attended by Josh Hudson and Tom Belcher, approached the 
ropes ; but his lily-white beaver shared the same fate, so that the omen 
was negative. Both men were in good condition. Tlie colours — a canary 
yellow for Curtis, and a blue bird’s-eye for Brown — being tied to the stakes, 
the men shook hands and fiftgan

an offer to hit, butCmtu was awake, and 
nothing was done. A long panae took place, 
eerii endeavouring to get ad opening, when 
Brown nubed in to work ; a ohauge took 
place in the eiruggle to fib each other, 
when both went down, Brown nndermoit. 
(Great ehonting : and Curtii for a trifle.) 

2.— This round oeenpied thirteen minutee,

—Both eombatants excited the ad* 
miration of the ring bj their fine fighting. 
In the lest round Brown was hit down from 


a severe hit in the ribs. (Two and thrao 
to one.) 

13 to 15, and Ust.*-*Brown was floored 
in all these rounds on eomlng to the 
apratoh; he was terribly punished, but 
the game he displaye<l waa of the first 
quality. Hems the pat* *>n of Brown stepped 
forward (a more gent]t»manly, liberal, or 
distiniraiihed ohasttoter for humanity of 
disposition does not exist nor a greater ad- 
mirer of tmeeonraKeisnotto be found) and 
aaid, *'My man ahul not fight any more.'* 

Bkmaiiks.— A better battle has not been 
seen for many yean ; 57 minutes of oompleto 
good fighting. Brown has fought eight prise 
battles and proved the oonuueror in the 
majority of them. Cmtis, although a mere 
boy, bids fair to piove a ieaaer to any of his 
weight ; lie is a cautious boxer and a severe 
hitter. The amateurs never expi eased 
greater satisfaction at any fight. It was 
the general opinion that although Cariis ap- 
peal weak two or three times in the con- 
flict, yet the scale of victory was always on 
his side. It is true that Brown bad no other 
chance to win bnt ** going in ;'* yet the 
clever defenoe of Curtis rendered that plan 
e^iually dangerous. 


Curtis’s next match was with Lenney. at Moulsey Hurst, on the 24th of 
October, 1821. ** At one o’clock,” says the reporter, “young Curtis, in a 

uliite upper-benjamin, which would have set off a Regent-street * pink,’ a 
brilliant canary round his throat, and a white beaver of the most fashion- 
able mould, showed arm in arm with the President of the Daffy Club,* and 
threw his natty castor into the ring.” Leuney soon after appeared, with 
the Gaslight man and Curtis’s old opponent, the Sprig of Myrtle, and 
replied to the signal of dfifiance. Spring and Hickman seconded Leiiney ; 
Tom Belcher and Hany HM'mer oflSciated for Curtis. The odds, within 
the previous two or three days, had changed in favour of Leoney, on 
whom five to four waa laid. The colours were tied to the stakes by Spring 
and the President, who obeerved to the former, “ I'll bet you a trifle that 
1 take them down,’^

ana he planted two sharp facers, right and

fl^XSane^ came to the aoratoh with a 
aerero eat tuider hie rkbt eje. Ourtie 
pleated a aevere body hit without a ra* 
turn ; he alao out in two aevere laoera. 
It waa erident that Lenney could not pro- 
tect hla face from the out-fighting of hie 
opponent^ and to go ia aeemed equally 
dangeroua. Ourtia aept nobbing hie man, 
and'getting away with the utmost ease. In 
eloaing, £onnoy waa fibbed down, and 
Ourtia fell upon him. (Thundora of ap- 
plauaejind “You're a pretty boy, Ourtia. *) 

8. — Thia waa a abort round ; a close took 
place, and the fibbing tactioa went on till 
iienney went down. 

4. — The coolness of Curtis waa the theme 
of the ring. He measured bis distances 
with the accuracy of a mathematician, and 
nobbed his opponent with the severity of a 
hammer-man at an anvil. Lenney could 
make no impression on the mode adopted 
Onrtia. The latter followed Lenney 
Up to the ropes, and, with bia right hand, 
planted such a tremendous facer that it 
waa beard all over the ring. In the struggle 
for the throw both combatants were hang- 
ing on the ropes ; Ourtia'a nose touche 
them, as they both came to the ground ; 
but previous to this he put in some heavy 
blows on his opponent's Joins. 

8.— Lenney came like a gamecock to the 
scratch ; but hie nob had undergone a 
strange alteration. Some exchangee occurred. 
Ourtia, by a dreadful right-handed blow, 
sent down hie adversary like a shot (Three 
to one. “ What a beautiful fighter 1 " ex- 
claimed Bandall.) 

6 7, 8.— Lenney stopped several blows 
with considerable skill ; but his head waa 
completely at the service of hie opponent 
Oliver made so sure of the event that be 
asked if any gentleman would oblige him by 
taking ten to two, 


6, 10.— The fine fighting of Curtis now 
rendered the battle quite safe to him ; so 
much so, that he could take his time about 
it without danger. Curtis astonished the 
ring with his execution as well as his 
science : he put such a tremendous blow on 
Lsnney's mouth that his ivories were on the 
chatter like dice in a box, and he felt it so 
seriously that his left arm dropped for an 
instant. (“ It's all safe now— it^ the Bank 
of England to a screen,” was tha chafBug 
throuMout the crowd.) 

11, 12.— Lenney received so much punish- 
ment abont the nob that he wae quite 
groggy. Twenty to one was offered. 

18, 14. 15, 16, 17.— All these rounds were 
nearly similar to the preceding ones. Any 
odds. 

18 to 29, and last. — Lenney was game to 
the backbone, but he had not a ab^ow of 
obance. He ought to have been taken away 
several rounds previous to tha last lie 
was bit out of time; and remained in a 
state of Stupor for a short period. The 
battle occupied thirty-eight minutee and 
a half. 

Bbmabxs*— A more elegant or scientific 
fighter than Ourtia was never seen in the 
}*rize Bing. He could have won in half tha 
time if hel^ wished, but he was determined 
not to give half a chance away, consequently 
no long rally took place in the battle. 
Ourtie also proved the stronger man, and 
left the ring without a scratch upon his 
face; but ms hands were much oruisad 
from the severe punishment he had admi- 
nistered to hie opponent. Lenney was 
carried out of the ring and put to bed. The 
attitude of the latter was not a judicious 
one ; he leaned too far back, not only to do 
execution, but such a position must have 
distressed him much ; in fact, Lenney could 
not reach Ourtie with any degree of c^- 
tainty. It seemed to be.the general opinion 
of the Fancy that no one on the fist of 
Curtis’s weight can beat him. 


Dick at Epsom Races. — Although it was nearly five o’clock before 
the last race — the Maiden Stakes — was over, on Thursday, May 26th, 1822, 
and most excellent sport had been afforded, yet numbers of the sporting 
fraternity seemed to think the day was not exactly complete— that it 
wanted a sort of finish. As some of the lads from the Metropolis were 
upon the look-out for a little job, a mill was proposed by way of 
dessert, and a subscription purse of £16 was collected in a very short time. 
Little Dick Curtis, with as much blood as any horse upon the course, made 
his bow to the amateurs, and said he had not the least objeetion te peel, 
more especially as he had been cleaned out of all his loose rag by backing 
Deaf Davis on the previous Tuesday* “ You’re a good lad,” replwd a

A gipsy prinked up his ears upon hearing these remarks, and offered him< 
self to ttie notice of the “ Pink of Society,” just to have a small taste, fur 
the amnsement of the company, if his honour had no ubjortion. o ],y « 
said the pink, “ you seem to have been a little bit alMiet the hedges laUdy. 
By yonr looks yon are a gipsy. What set do you b *ong to ? " The 
browo'Vieaged hero, with pride, answered, “ The Coopers.” « That will 
do,” replied the swell ; “show yourself at the scratch without delay.”

Two bystanders gave Dick a soveiefgn each 
for winning, which he generously made a 
present of to the Gipay.

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1. Beat Peter Warren, 20 mm., 10 rounds, £80 a side, at Colnbrook, 
July 28rd, 1822. 

2. Draw with Peter Warren, £25 a side, 16 min., Moulsey, April ICtli, 
1823. On this occasion a wrangle and riot ended in the stakeholdcT 
returning the stakes to each party*# hackem. A third contest was there-* 
fore arranged, for £50 a side. 

8. The third battle was decided at Crawley Hurst, July 8th, 1823, 
On this occasion Wari-en was defeated in one round, occup3ring nine miuiitcs 
only, having sprained his kneecap so severely as to put him at oii(>e 
horjt ih cotnbat, 

4. After defeating Dick Hares, as we shall presently detail, Curtis beat 
Warren (£20 a side) on Epsom Downs, in six sharp rounds, occupying 
eight minutes only, and finally — 

5. Defeated his pertinacious opponent at W arwick, in 7 rounds, timo 
16 minutes, for a stake of £100 to £90, on July 19th, 1825. 

Dick Hares was in the interim matched with Curtis, for £50 a side, to 
come oft' April 18th, 1824, but the affair was prevented by an infonnfttion 
laid at Bow Street, and two officers were sent down to Moulsey to stop 
the fight.

Alarm spread at the sporting 
houses, and on inquiry Curtis came forward and declared that he had 
rather lose his life than his fame/’ Upon this declaration the odds veered 
about, and Curtis was the favourite at five to four, giving chance, at any rate, 
of hedging. Then the assertions of dishonest intentions became stronger, 
and Barney was declared a safe winner. Thus matters stood when, some 
days previous to the big fight, Barney Aaron and his backers left London 
for Leamington, and made their headquarters at the Crown.” In due 
time, also, Curtis and his friends arrived at Warwick. Still such doubts 
existed that betting was at an end, until some heavy stakes were sported 
on the night before the fight, at the George,” at Warwick, and Barney 
again taken for choice. At an early hour in the day a report was cir- 
culated through the Race Stand that the fight was off.” This circum- 
stance created regret among the true sporting men. However, in a few 
minutes after Hudson and Cannon had left the stage, Curtis appeared, 
attended by Tom Belcher and his backers, and threw up his hat amidst loud 
cheers. Aaron was called for, but not showing himself, Curtis addressed 
the multitude. He said, I attended here according to the articles, and 1 
call upon Barney Aaron to face me according to articles.” He repeated 
the challenge twice without reply being made. Curtis then declared that 

he would wait one quarter of an hour, and if Aaron did not appear, he 
should claim the stakes, £100, as a forfeit.” Previous to the quarter of an 
hour having elapsed, Curtis wished it to be known that he would fight any 
man of his weight in the world, for £200 a side, and give half a stone. 

Tom Belcher said he was the stakeholder, and the forfeit being daimed, 
he considered it his duty to give the £100 to Curtis, according to the rules 
of sporting. (“Perfectly correct^ Tom,” from the spectatora) Belcher 
then presented Curtis with a new £100 Bank of England note, which the 
Pet smilingly deposited in his pocket. Belcher then took the nattily 
shaped “ Pet ” on his back, and lightly carried him, amidst laughter and 
applause, through the mud to the Grand Stand, where hbhealth was drunk 
in sparkling “ oham ” by bis friends, backers, and the admirers of straight- 
forward honesty. 

At Ked Nca1e*s benefit at *be Fives Court, two days after this fiasco 
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CortiB and Aaron met in the moit friendly mannor. Ciirtiit aaid : “ T wAii]fl 
rather have fonght for the money s but 1 am auro, Itorucy, It waa not ^.jur 
fault” 

Aaron then proceeded to explain. He aaid he wae told the plaou waa 
Oxford, and there he waa taken by hia barkers in a po^i-ehaiho, cc^ntraiy 
to his intention, which' had been to meet Curtis. He had nith )am his 
drawers and shoes. ** Had I been licked*” said he, “ whi<'li 1 dc*r>*t think I 
should have been” (a laugh from Curtis), “ 1 should have got some blunt ; 
but I have been regularly dished.” “ I hope you will get hacked,” replied 
Curtis ; ** I know you^re a brave man, and 1 hope next time we shall have 
a eomforte^le tight ! ”

Curtis proposing to tight for £200, and Aaron’s backers modestly suggesting 
that Curtis (in consideration of tlie forfeit of £U)0 — the forfeit was only

These poetic effusions, with a dozen prosy loiters to boot, failed to bring 
the men to terms. 

Curtis was now indeed the Pet of the Fancy ; ” no sparring exhibition 
of any pretension was perfect in its programme without the Light-weight 
Champion displayed his skill in the art of which he was such a consummate 
master ; and as Dick never hesitated to put on the gloves, and give away a 
stone or two and a few inches, the disparity of his opponents added a keener 
interest than usual to his demonstrations. The newspapers of the period 
are full of them. Curtis was now perforce idle, for there was no boxer near 
his weight who could get matched against him. Of course he was tlie 
object of envy to many of the fraternity, and as 

** Envy doth merit like iti shade puraue, 

And by the shadow proves the substance true,’* 

so with one Mister Edward Savage, whose anger at the want of appreciation 
of his own merits, and the favour lavished on the Pet,’’ carried him beyond 
all bounds of common civility. Edward Savage, an eleven stone man, was 
one of three Savages, the others named William and Cab. (or Jack) 
Savage, who were professed boxers. Ned Savage, on the evening of the 
5th of August, 1825, entered the parlour of Tom Belcher’s, the Castle,*’ 
Holbom, where Curtis and other friends were taking their whiff and their 
wet The conversation turning upon pugilistic affairs, Mister Savage 
made some most insulting remarks upon the diminutive size of Curtisr 
coupled with regrets that he (Savage) could not get himself down to ten 
stone (Dick had challenged all comers and to give a stone), and ooncladcd 
with a ruffianly threat of what he would do if Curtis wotdd ‘*give him a 
chance.” The Pet was about to leave when Savage, true to his Daine» 
struck him severely in the eye, The return on Mister Savage’s optic was 
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maae with lightning celerity, and the next instant the little one ha<l hia 
man round the neck, and delivered a succeBsion of left-handerB of aueh 
cutting severity that when Savage got down liis head I'as a piteous 
spectacle. The company now intorfored, but Curl is dcilarcd that he 
“ must teach this Savage a lesson.*' Savage rushr<i in lilmd with rage, 
and it is charity to suppose somewhat upset by Ih^uor, wh »n ho was met by 
one, two, three steadiers in the head, his returns beuig parric^l, until he 
fairly staggered down. The affair now became a i-egular battle, Curtis 
llircw off his npper garments, and ba\age did the same. Sa\age rushed at 
his man so fiercely that Dick, stepping aside, delivered his blow on the 
ear of a bystander, to the man’s great astouislniiont and the amusoment of 
the company, while Curtis simultaneously delivered alternately with both 
bands in such style that Savage turned away from the puiuhhrnont. He was,

The fighting 
was good on both shlss, and both nobs wme 
dainageil The right cheek of the SUr M 
the Best nap|ied a severe cut. iu oUtniug 
the strujmle was great to oblaiu the 
throw, i^en the IVt, by a stulden im- 
pulse, Mve Barney a lioiNt between the 
ropes. Hi- would nave fallen at least six 
feet to the ground, but fortunately foi the 
ttiar of the Kast a wagon Umt l>een placed 
near the stage for the actuommixiation of the 
reporters, umx»ires, and referee, IMeree Kgan 
atul another scribbler caught hold of Barney 
by tlie arm and hb leg, and rescued the Jew 
from his i»orilons Hltuatioii. Like one of the 
gamrst of tlie game Barney jumiMid up and 
exclaimed, "I sm not hurt, it's all right,” 
aud reasoended the stage amitbt thnmm of 
applause. 

u.— Of course the agitation and shock sits- 
taiued hy the above aooi<lont, added to the 
shortness of the time, only half a minute, to 
return to the scratch, were cotisiilcrably 
against him. Yet he set to in the nutst 
manly way, aud gave IHck not a very light 
one on hb pimple. The latter oouniereiTas 
quick as lightning. Milling on both sides 
for a short ]>erio4l, until they sefiaratetL 
Both careful, and ui>ou the look-out for an 
Ofieiiiug. A rally occurred, in which Dick 
rather took the lewd, and Barney’s heml 
received severe punishment.

7.— 'i'ho countetianoe of Curtb now Ixicatiie 
cheerful, and he gave the “office” to hb 
friends that the fight was hb own. Dick 
was evidently tmprovefl, but Banicy, game 
as a jicbble, eoinmetioed fighting. The Pet 
retreatcil with advantage, and m Barney 
followed him ho planted one, two, and a 
third facer in succession. The Jew, goo«l as 
gold, would not be dcnieil, went in to work, 
caught hold of Dick, aud fibbed with aU hb 
strength; Curtb was not befaindhawL In 
struggling for the throw Curtb went down 
easj^ttt WM undermost. Two to one on 
Curtb, and lots of shoutiiw. 

A-’The Pet was dediiodly getting the 
bast of it, yet the strength of Barney was by 
no moans so reduced as to Indicate that the 
fight would soon be over. Barney went to 
work, aud a sharp tally wae the rsauU. 
Borne harvl hits psiwed tretween them, and 
Curtb received a teaser on hb Jaw. In 
eloeing both went down. The Sheeniet did 
not desert their man, and obeered him with

Curtis so well 
knew that he had settled the business tliat he 
went up Immediately to the timekee]ieni to 
wait for their decision. The Pet Jumpetl for 
Joy, and was proclaimed the viator, amidMt 
the shouts ox the surrounding populace. 
Josh Hudson hoisted the Pet upon his 
shoulders and carried him to his postoliaiMc, 
hussaing all the way. The fight lasted fifty 
minutes. 

Ktlf ARK0.— Such a real, soieiitlfio battle on 
both sides has not been seen for many a 
long day: indeed, no lover of the Fancy 
would have thought two bundled miles any 
distance to have witn^^iHl the superior 
tactics displaved by Curtis and Aaron. Tlie 
l*et, high as he stood before on the roll of 
pugilists, raised himself to the top of tlie 
tree by this vietoiy. Curtis has now provetl 
the conqueror in eleven prise battles. As we 
have already said, we never saw Dick so 

J iUKslod before, and until ho had reduced the 
lew to his weight the first four rounds weie 
of a doubtful diaracter. Without exception 
the Pet must he pronounced the most elB- 


deat boxer la the nugillstle wotld. We 
oaaaot say mere. At the same time it is 
equally true that Barney Aaron, if not 
axsetlv at the top of the ti^ is very near to 
it. Th at is to say, if Onrtis ranks as number 
one, number two of the light weights helongi 
to the brave little Sheeny. He is still the 
Star of the and instead of having 
fallen in the estimation of his friends by this 
defeat, his fine fi^htii^, manlv oonduet, and 
fair ]>lay must raise him in the eyes of the 
spotting world. Curtis did not weigh nine 
stone, and Barney just drew ten. The 
severity of the blow which Aaron received 
on his throat ofiersted so strongly that he 
did not come to himself for nearly an hour. 
To use Barney’s own words, he said, '*1 do 
not know that I could have won the battle, 
but had I not received that blow on my 
throat, which fairly hit me ont of time, I 
am certain I could have fought for half- 
an-hour lonm.” Curtis, before he left 
Andover, called uiK>n his fallen and brave 
opponent and presented him with a guinea, 
and admowledged that ho was the best man 
he had ever fought with. A subscription of 
six pounds was also made on tha ground, 
collected by one of the backers of Curtjs. 


Curtis was next backed to dgbt Jack Tisdale for £120 to £100. 

Staines, on the Windsor road, was the great rallying point, and Shirley’s, 
the ** New Inn,** the house of call upon the above occasion. Every room 
was full of milling visitors. In the stables, although extensive, the prails 
were riding over one another, the yard filled with drags of all sorts, and 
lots of customers could not find the slightest accommodation. Such were 
the attractions of the two heroes, the Pet of the Fancy and Jack Tisdale. 

Between nine and ten in the morning of Tuesday, October 9th, 1827, the 
men met according to appointment to ascertain thoir weight, as required by 
the articles. Curtis proved to he no more than eight stone nine pounds and 
three-quarters, and Tisdale eight stone eight pounds. Curtis, in tlie 
most confident style, betted two sovereigns to one with Tisdale, after 
which the men retired to their inns, Curtis to Shirley's and Tisdale to the 
Swan Inn, near the bridge, at Staines. 

Curtis was decidedly the favourite throughout the whole of the match, 
at seven to four, two to one, and higher odds. Tisdale was always viewed 
as a good little man, but it was considered he had entirely left the ring, 
five years having elapsed since his last battle with Leoney. Tisdale was 
h ^ hly respeeted by his numerous friends. He had made up his mind to 
win and nothing else, and assured his backers that if he could hut get at 
Dick, and he thought he could, victory would crown bis efforlo*

The heavy raio did not damp the ardour of (he visttort, and the ring was 
surrounded by thousands of spectators. Within a mile and a half of the 
town of Staines, in a meadow in the county of Bucks, almost opposite the 
racecourse at Egham, was the spot of ground selected for action. 

At the appointed time Tisdale made his appearance, and threw his castor 
into the ring, followed by two good ould ones, Jack Kandall and Bill 
Cropley, as his seconds. He was well received. In a few minutes after- 
wards the Pet, in a military cloak, repeated the token of defiance, waited 
upon by the John Bull Fighter and Young Dutch Snm. Lots of applause 
for Curtis. Tisdale and Curtis shook hands together in (ho most hearty 
style. The colours, yellow for Curtis and blue for Tisdale, hod been tied 
to the stakes by Hudson and Cropley. The hands were crossed together by 
all parties and the battle commenced. 


THE FIGHT. 


Round 1.— On peeling Curtit looked ex- 
tremely thin, nevertlimesi he was quite 
well. He had reduced hixnielf during hia 
training nearly fourteen pountlfl, but ho wac 
lively, strong, and well to all intents and 
uurpo«es. It was a dangerous ex];»crimeiit 
for a light man like Curtis, but to use bis own 
words, he assured his friends he was never 
better in the whole course of his life. Tisdale 
was as good as he could be made by the 
wholesome effects of training, and also 
inspired with the highest confldenoe that 
tuccesB would crown his efforts. In point of 
youth the Pet had the best of it. llie 
attitude of Curtis was a picture, and he 
appeared to the spectators a master of the 
art of boxing. The style of Tisdale was not 
so imposing as his accomplishefl flstio rival, 
but it was firm, calculated to receive the 
attack, and formed an exceUeni outline of a 
■cientinc pogUist. 0ick measured his oppo- 
nent from head to foot, keeping a good look- 
out for s^Ua. anxious to give, but not to 
reortve. Tisdale was also leary, but his 
guard Wii low. The Pet viewed his rival as 
a danmoua customer, and like a skilful 
geueiM was detennined not to give half a 
chance away ; he not onjy worked hard with 
hla handa, but he was Ukairise perpetually on 
tha move with his feet. Plenty of caution 
waa exited on both aides. **£>0 not i>e 
nuBinonedj” waa the advice of Randall and 
QropleytoTladale. The interest waa bitense 
amongit the speeftatesa to witness the lead 
taken on i&tberridtt. Tisdale attempted to 
p^t n blow, but Dick got awi^ like a 
danoiiwmaater. TSadalo rspeatea the ai- 
tettntMoa, aduni dittos di^ cn the part 
of tie M wda the time of day. A eort of 
•etandstSD foltowed, both keeping prime look- 
onta, Rke expeiianeed pilots. Curtis made 


an offer, but Tisdale was awake. The Pet, 
after manoeuvring in his best style, at length 
let fly his right and left, wheu^sdala^^th 
adnurable skill, |karried both bits, amidst 
loud applause from the surrounding crowd. 
A sbcxrt pause. ** It will be a long fight,** said 
the amateiira. Tiielale made another neat 
parry. Dick, as if it appeared to his mind 
he had got his opi>oncn(, hit out one, two, 
reached the canister of Tuwlalft, then rushcNl 
in to his work and iibhe<l away. Tisdale 
endeavoured to return tlie oomplimeut, but 
without effect, was ultimately thrown, and 
undermost. (It might bo said not muen wss 
the matter, but the Bennondsey boys let 
loose their red ran, and odds to any amount 
were offered. This round occupl^ nearly 
nine minutes.) 

2. — Tisdale wished to » to work, but Dick 

would not have it. Curtis with graat force 
pot in a facer without return. (** |h»aUful * ** 
xrom his friends.) Tisdale slightly iouchcNl 
the body of his adversaiy. Both made tbciii- 
selves up for mischief, and twoprime oounter* 
hits were the result. Tlie ret planted a 
ribber, which made Tisdale blow for bieatb.

Theeffeet 
was so heavy that Tisdale for the instant 
scarcely famw where he was, and he pul up

3. — The haniUwork of the Pet wse ririUe 
to aU the ring--a lump on Tfsdakfs fonhead. 
and hia left eye dams^. Dkkaomplaated 
a Bobber. A pause. Dick not away from 
miieluef. Tisdale endeavonred to plant eema 
faita, but Dick fctreatw! (n thatttoel nneteriy 
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ityle. TiiNkla AgftUi minad leveial blti« 
owing to the retimtiiig jumpi of Curtis. 
Dloknlsomgde some beeutilul stops. Tisdsle 
sfttisfled bis friends thnt he wns a hrsve little 
man, although he eould not get the lead. 
Tlie skill erineed by Curtis was much 
admired. He gammoned his opponent to

5. — Upwards of a minute elaiise<l before 
an]rthing was attempted between the com- 
batantiL so much oaution was observed on 
both rides, Tisdale was on the alert to effect 
a turn, but X>iok was up to his movements. 
The latter also neatly, and with great force, 
planted two hits without return. Tisdale 
at length got into work, and some sharp 
blows were exchanged. IHitlale showed 
“ffrst blood,” from the mouth, which was 
announced to the ring by Josh Hudson. In 
eiosingTisdale went down. 

6. — ^e steadiness displayed by Tisdale 
was much admired. He oame cheerfully to 
the scratoh, and tried to punish the Pet, but 
the latter stopped him wiui ease. The right 
hand of Curtis made a smashing hit on Tis- 
dale’s left ogle, but the Newgate Market 
boro quick as lightning countered, and pro- 
duce the olarat from Dick’s ear. (*^My 
eys,” said Oropley to Handall, ** that was a 
toissr!”) Dick tried all his skill to draw 
Tisdale again into his olutehes, but Jack was 
not to he had, and a long pause ensued. 
Cuiils jobbed with his left hand, nevertheless 
Tisdale returned the charge like nothing but 
a good one. The men fought their way into 
a rally, aad pepper on both sides was the 
order <» the day, until they broke away.

8. — Dick, although so much in his favour, 
was still cautious, determined to make his 
ooiumcst complete. The left hand of the 
Pet in numerous instanoM operated like the 
kick of a hone on the nob of Tisdale. The 
latter retreated to the ropes, followed by 
Curtis, when Dick took the lead in weaving, 
and a severe struggle for the throw toric 
place. During the time lisdale was balancing 
upon the ropes, aod apprehensive of the 
punishment he was about to reerive from 
Curtis, he said, “Dick, don't hit me now.” 
“ 1 will not,” replied Dick, and laying hold of 
llsdale's hand hepulleil him up, and led him 
into the middle of the ring, amidst tumul- 
tuous applause. The battle was now severe 
indeed, and Tisdale hit wide and wild ; the 
l^et planted a facer, when they both went to 
work like out-and-outers. Give and take, 
and summat the matter on both sides ; the 
nose of Curtis appeared as if it had been 
scraped with a knife. The face of Tisdrio 
had now assnmeii an altered aspect, and, 
according to the phrase of the Ring, his uncles 
and aunts would have doubted his relation- 
ship, his frontispiece was so oompletely 
altered. To add to Tisdale’s already damaged 
head, Dick again planted two Jommti, and 
Tisdale was floored. (Hats were thrown up, 
the Bermondsey coves shouting and 

and odds as extiavagsnt as Si Paul's to a 
oookle-shell offered.) 

9. — Short. Tisdale suffering under the 
severity of punishment hit at random. This 
sort of oonouot suited Curtis ; he took advan- 
tage of the mistake, and by a hit on the 
domino box sent Tisdale to his mother earth. 

10. — A brave man wiU always dkim ad- 
miration, and a braver or better little man 
was never seen in the twenty-four foot than 
Jack Tisdale. But his superior in taotios 
stood before him. The coolness which had 
previously distinguished the ooadnet of Tis- 
dale was gone by, and the repeated inritating 
blows had exeitM hia passion ; at all svents, 
he threw several blows away. He would not 
be denied, and ha bored Dick nearly to the 
ropes. In stopping a sort of kill-bull Mow 
Dick slipped down on hia latter end This 
oiroumstance gave a little hit of new life to 
his friends, and Tisdale was loudly riieersd.

when a facer was planted by Curtis. Tisdale, 
miite wild, followed Didk over the ring, hut 
Curtis put on another opera stop, and nothing 
was the matter. Tisdale again went to work, 
hut the skipping back of Curtis made him all 
right. The Pet put in a jobber, ditto, and 
ditto, repeated. The gluttony displayed by 
Tisdide called forth not only s^miration, but 
pity. The Newgate Market hero made him- 
self up for mischief, tremendous eounter- 
hits occurred, and the claret was seen 
from the nose of Curtis. Yet nothing could 
take the fight out of the Pet. Tisdale wildly 
following him received punishment at every 
step. In closing Tisdafe underwent f|hbing, 
and was also thrown. 

ld.~rTliis round had nearly proved finale, 
Tisdale now became desperate, and plunged 
headlong to work, rogardiess of consequences. 
]>iok stopped him, got away with ease, and 
punished liis opponent severely. A iiause 
ensued, Diok as cautious as when he com- 
menoed the battle. The appearance of 
Tisdale was really piteous, but ne still kept 
the game alive, and did his best for Idinsrif 
and friends to obtain victory. The Pet soon 
got an opening, and hit poor Tisdale to a 
perfect stands^; his hands drmped, he 
staggered, and fell down. (**Tukc him 
away,” said Josh ; ** it is a sliame to let sudi 
a hinve fellow be punished without the 
shadow of a clumoe to win.”) 

14. — When time was <^led Tisdale an- 
swered it. but be was aa groggy as a sailor 
tliree sheeta In the wind— ** yea, and worse 
than that ’ere,” aa the John Bull Fighter 
obaemd. Tisdale scarcely knowing what be 
was about -in fact, be was quite abroad, 
flealing bis blows at random. Dick hoppe<l 
out of the way of inisehief, then planM a 
facw, which gave his oppouint the staggen. 
Tisdale fell on 1^ haim and knee, buHicing 
too patne to consider the round at end, im- 
medmtely got up to renew the fight, when 
^ Pet ran up to him and sent him down.

15.— The time gained by the wrangle was 
good for Tisdale. He put up his haiitU at 
the seratoh, then recollecting himself said it 
was ** foul ooiiduot,” left Curtis, went up to 
the umpires, and asked **wbathe wastu doY” 
“ Why, fight on.” repU«l the referee, ** if you 
do not mean to lose tlie fight.” It in woithy 
of remark that Curtis never took any advan- 
tage of Tisdale’s movements, which he might 
have done, iiiome of the spectators had now 
left their places in the outer ring, anti all was 
glorious confusion. 

15.- This round was all upon the bustle, 
and whipe and sticks were at work to keim 
the ring clear. The battle was now redueed 
a horse to a hen ; Tisdale wss of no use, and 
Curtis hit him down. (“Don't leave the 
ring, Dick, till you finish the fight properly,” 
obmrved his friends.) 

17, and last— Tisdale again appeared at 
the seratoh, but it was only to re^ve addi- 
tional punishment Dick was at him without 
delay, and Tisdale was again down at the 
ropes. On time being called Tisdale did not 
appear at the scratch. Curtis went up to 
him, when Kandall said. “ It is ill over,” 
and Tisdale also added tnat “ be would not 
fight any more.” Tlie John Bull Fightof. 
after putting the colours, the fruits of 
victory, round the neck of the Pet, hoisted 
him on his shoulders, and carried him in 
triumph to his drag, amidst loud shouting. 
The fight wss over in fifty-eight minutes. 

KKMAKKa.— From the beginoing to the 
end of the mill it never apMred to us that 
Tisdale had a chance of winning. In 
observing thus much it is not meant to 
convey an opinion to our readers that I'is- 
dale is not a good boxer— the contrary is the 
fact. Ho is one of the best little men of bis 
weight in the kingdom; be stands well nnoii 
lUH legs ; he can stop like a tactician, nits 
hard, and possesses a capital knowledge of 
lioxing. Ills courage is of the higkest 
order, and his game unquestionable. He is 
not disgrsced in surrendering to Curtis, the 
irresistible Cbanipion of the iJght Weights. 
Blany sueotators felt diMppointed that 
Curm did not do more wUli Tisdale at 
the beginning of the battle, m the friends 
of Curtis declared that Tisdale would no 
p^bed off saiu eMmaaie, But CUrtis 
was not to be led away by the high praises 
ci his baekeri, and uke a skilful geneml 
he treated his adversary as a dangeitNis 
opponent. Curtis did not escape wi^at 
some sharp punishment about the hesd, but 
in eompatlson with Tisdale’s it was trlflinf 
in the extrame. 


ponqnMt in t|ie PHk, KiniC. might 
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now be compared to the celebrated Eclipse, who, having won all the King's 
Plates he went for, was ** cried down ; ” for the Pet was so decidedly ex- 
cellent in his tactics that he was left without an opponent. 

Some injudicious persons at this period began an idle newspaper con- 
troversy on the comparative merits of Curtis and Jack Randall, full of 
vulgar personalities ; and the latter boxer, in the month of October, 1827, 
allowed a letter to appear with his signature in Pierce Egan* a Life in 
Ijondon^ in which he offered to fight Curtis in four months from the time 
of making the match, for <£300 to £1,000 (!) either on a stage or the turf,” 
money always ready at tlio Hole in the Wall, Chanceiy Lane.*’ To 
which Curtis replied that his weight was nine stone,'* but he would **give 
half a stone, and fight Mr. Randall, or any other man, for £100 to £800.” 
This buncombe of course meant nothing. Indeed, poor Jack was already 
doing battle with the universal conqueror, who gave him the finishing blow 
within six months of this ridiculous challenge. 

Curtis took his leave of the Prize Ring at a benefit at the Fives Court, 
in November, 1827, by an open challeiigo for a moutli to any man in 
England, half a stone above his weight. No boxer had the temerity to 
come forward and pick up the glove ; ” and Curtis in consequence retired 
from the scene of active pugilism. But although the Pet hail given up 
prize milling, he had not given up the use of his hands to protect himself 
from insult. Ou Weduesday afternoon, January 2iid, 1828, as the Pet and 
his pal, Young Dutch Sain, wore walking along Blackfriars Road, they 
passed a couple of sturdy coal heavers, one of whom, in swinging his whip 
round, struck Dick. The latter asked Coaly what he meant by striking 
him. The exact reply we must not mention — suffice it to say that Dick 
threatened to kick the offender on that part of his person to which he was 
referred for an explanation. Coaly, not knowing the Pet, threw a brave 
defiance in his teeth, and a set-to commouced, Sam seconding the Pet, 
and Coaly having his own companion to pick him up. Dick found him- 
self engaged with a very strong fellow, who knew a little about dghting, 
and was moreover fully a stone and a half the heavier mao. Coaly rushed in 
to bring his strength to bear, and Dick, as his custom was, broke ground — 
jobbing and retreating. One of the black diamond's eyes was soon in 
darkness, but he did not take without giving ; almost at the rarj com- 
mencement of the fight, he planted a nobber that severely damaged the 
Pet's neat countenance, besides sending him back against a cart, with a 
force that raised a peal of bells in Dick's cranium. The spectators of all 
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aorta were, of courae, numeroim, and acme of tliem expreaaed oonHiderable 
diaapprobaUon at Dick’s mode of getting away, Kucoumged by this, the 
second coalheaver went behind Curtis and stopped him as he retioated; 
Young Dutch Sam instantly floored him, which at once took all conceit of 
either fighting or inteifering out of that gentleman, A hystimder soon 
after received a topper from Sam for placing his carooM where it oiigiit not 
to be; he soon after came up behind the young Dutchman, returned the hit 
on the sly, and retreated among the mob ; but Sam quickly pulleil him 
forth and gave him three or four facers, a hereupon he cried for quarter. 
During these proceedings the Pet was still engaged with his first antagonist, 
who proved himself a game man, and though told that he was flghting 
with the celebrated Dick Curtis, he refused to give in, but declared that 
he knew he could beat his man, saying, lot him be Dick or Devil, be*d 
sarve him out.” At length a gentleman, not liking to see a good man cut 
up where he had little or no chance, took Cisily by the arm, and after 
literally begging him to leave off, strengthened his coiinsid by a dimcettr of 
half-a-crowii, upon sight of which the brave, though saucy, coalheaver 
consented to say ** enough.” lie was severely punished about the head— - 
nor did Curtis escape scot-free ; his nob was visibly marked. 

A long letter professing to come from the (*oa1l)eaver and signed 
George Phillips ” appeared the following week in the in 

which the writer, denying his defeat, and ofTerhig to fight Curtis for £b (!), 
hoped that the Pet would meet him “ for love, and the £5 as a sweetener,” 
Mr. Whittaker, an oilman and ex-pugilist^ its supposed writer, also w'ent 
about offering to back his man ” against ** the Pet.” 

Curtis now went on a sparring tour to Manchester and Literpool; 
at the latter place, at the Circus, he was enthusiastically received. 
Young Sam, Jem Ward, and Ned Stockman were aUo of the party. 

All donbts respecting the milling capabilities of Coaly were completely 
pul to rest at Joe Fishwick’s benefit at the Tennis Court, on Monday, 
March 17th, 1828* The sturdy black diamond having declared, in oppo- 
sition to all the statements published of that affair, that he had the best of 
it,*’ Curtis chivalrously volunteered to put ou the gloves with him. lie 
had not the slightest chance with Curtis, who nobbed him at pleasurOi 
drew blood from his raeor**8luq>ed nose, and knocked him down no less than 
six times* AD he could do was, when not hit off his legs, to bore Dick 
against the raU by superior weight and strength ; hut in everything that 
belongs to fighting it was all the world to nothing” on the Pet. The 
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latter ^eemedf at kngtb adiameJ io hit t&« mao, and offered to cut it, but 
Coaly was foolhardy enough to wiA /or more, saying *^be was not hijrtr 
Curtis therefore accommodated him with additional punishment. On 
pulling ofF the gloves the coalheaver appeared qoite chapfallen. Dick 
was BO completely armed at all points that the violent attacks of Coaly 
were utterly frustrated, and it might almost I>c said that Curtis left the 
stage without receiving a hit. 

Though retired ns a principal, Diok’^ talents os a second were in constant 
requisition, and his unine will be found, in that capacity, in many pages 
of our volumes. It would have been well indeed for Curtis had he 
adhered to his resolution of retirement ; but it was not to be. A ten- 
stone man, Perkins, of Oxford, who bad received the title of the Oxfonl 
Pet,'* hod so raised his name by rapid victories over Wakelin, Jem Raines, 
and Dick Price, in one year (1827), that a battle for £100 was proposed 
and accepted. In this ovennatcdied contest Curtis was defeated on 
December UOth, 1828, at llnrley Bottom, Berks, as detailed under ot«r 
notice of Perkins in an after-page of this Appendix. 

From the period of h\t> first and only defeat Curtis did not enter the 
Prize Ring again us a principal. As a second he was constantly called 
upon to exerciser his talents, as our pages will show. On these occasions 
he displayed inconipanible tact and judgment, often winning dghts out 
of the fire,** where all hope of success had been abandoned. He w^as 
second to Ow^en Swift in the unfortunate battle between that accomplished 
master of the art and Brighton Bill, as is fully set forth in the memoir of 
Yoi'NO Dutch Sam. For this ho was tried at the Hertford Aasizes on July 
14th, 1838, and was sentenced to three montlis* imprisonment. In the 
later period of his life he was a martyr to the rheumatic gout, and was 
frequently laid up for weeks together. The life of the Pet shows no excep- 
tion to that of other public favourites, theatrical or otherwise— chequered 
by vicissitudes, at one time in full feather and fine song,” and at another 
penniless — a state of things to bo ascribed to his propensity to a hand at 
crib,’* and other gambling practices. For a short period he was a pub- 
lican, keeping the ** Star,** in Blackman Street, Borough ; but he had not 
then sown his w'lld oats,’* and the eccentricity of his disposition soon 
cattaed him to ^‘retire from the Imsiness,” or more cometly the business 
retired from him. Notwithstandbg his temporary aoqnaiotaace wbb the 
interior of Hertford Gaol, he oontinned to be songht as a ^ trump card ^ 
at alt fights, and those who succeeded iu securing his serviees had never 
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any re$8on to regrot their eokiildeiioe. A eo&temporary, the late Vinoeut 
6oui;H[e Dowlingi £09., thus bore teethuosy to his worth in an editorial 
obituary ootioe in BdTBldJk^ and the writer^from personal knowledge, can 
well endorse that testimony: ^*Long as we have known Gariib, we never 
heard of his having deceived a friend, and he was one of tlie few of his 
«*la8s upon whom reliance in matters of opinion could be implicitly placed. 
He was always grateful for obligations conferred, and io tlio hour of need 
had never-failing sources of relief, when lus pride would permit him to 
confess his necessities. His last and fatal illness is attributable to having 
burst a blood-vessel, from which ho never thoroughly rallied, and it has 
been our lot to hear him speak in terms of deep gratitude for the kindnesses 
he experienced whilst an inmate of Guy’s Hospital, as well from his medi- 
cal attendants as from those numerous old ac(|uaiutanccs who sympathised 
in his sufferings, among whom we may rank his early pupil and pvoUg^^ 
Owen Swift, who was enabled to raise and contribute to his wants within 
the last six weeks upwards of eighteen pounds, while wo know from other 
Muirces that sum was doubled during the same period. This is the best 
refutation of a tissue of gross falsehoods foisted upon the editor of the 
Mnrimg Herald^ unfortunately but too ready to adopt any statement, 
however absurd, which he deems calculated to throw discredit on tlio 
manly art of boxing or its professors. Young Dutch Sam, who was also 
introduced to the Ring by the deceased, contributed liis mite, and we can 
say, from the best authority, that the expiring * King Richard,’ a hile ho 
died in peace with all mankind, was surrounded with every comfort his 
situation required, and in homely terms testiiied his perfect satisfaction 
with all that had been done for him, ’Tis true he left no ' stock purse ’ 
behind, but that circumstance did not restrain those who knew and 
respected him in life from taking the necessary steps to secure a becoming 
attention to the last sad ceremonies of the grave.’* 

To tills spontaneous testimony of the Nestor of the Ring,” we may 
aild that Curtis breathed his last at his own house in Dover Street, South- 
wark, on Saturday, September 16 th, 1848 . We have been more precise 
on this point because an eminent qK)riing writer, misled by the pa|>er once 
known as “ My Grandmother,” has left it on record, “ And the once 
caressed Pet of the Fancy breathed his last unfriended and unattended, 
save by the birellng servitors of a public bospitaL” ” King Dick,” as Itis 
companioBB viere wont to call him, was sensible to the last, and perfectly 
conscious of the approaching close of his career. 
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His memory and Ms widow he bequeathed to his frieods, fedingly 
deploring the reduced state of his exchequer, and hoping that his old 
**piils” would liberally come forward to contribute something towards 
alleviating the sorrows and distresses of his widow, who had been to him 
a careful and kindly nurse throughout a long and painful illness. For 
some days previous to the final flicker of the vital spark, Dick had been 
occasionally wandering, and the scenes of his former pursuits seemed to 
pass before hie mental vision. He talked of battles won and lost, of the 
merits of his compeers, and of the qualiftcations requisite for his profession. 
When visited by Owen Swift, and others his companions in arms,” he 
was cheerful, although ho occasionally mistook one for another, and on 
reference to coining events gave his opinion pretty freely about those 
modern pretenders who stickled for half a stone. Turning to a friend, 
he observed, My last round is come I ” and sinking into a state of insensi- 
bility, shortly afterwards expired. 

The remains of the departed pugilist were carried to their narrow 
homo” in St. George’s Churchyard, Southwark, on the Thursday next 
after his decease, in a manner suitable to the respect felt by his family and 
friends. Among the mourners who followed were his bi*other, a well- 
known veierinaty surgeon, the Champiou of England, Peter Crawley, Jem 
Hum, Owen Swift, Alec Reid, Young Reed, Ned Turner, Johnny Hannun, 
Johnny Walker, Reidie, Deaf Burke, ctm multia aliis. His friend 
Young Dutch Sam was absent from illness (he died in six weeks after- 
wards), and such was the sympathy and public curiosity on the occasion 
that quite ten thousand persons lined the route of the funeral procession. 
While upon this subject, we may add that the proceeds of a sparring 
benefit at Jem Burn’s, £25, wore handed over to the widow by the editor 
of BelTs Life in London^ with more than £50 of subscriptions from 
other sources, with which she was placed in a humble but profitable 
business in Fetter Lane, and where the factory was known as that of 
Curtis’s Premier Blacking.” We therefore consider the rhetorical flourish 
of ^'Nimrod ” as completely polished off ” as King Richard ” during bis 
reign himself polished off those who disputed his fistic” supremacy.

BARNEY AARON (“THE STAR OF THE EAST"). 

1819—1834. 

The (subject of this biography first opened his eyes on the bustling 
world in the populous Goshen of Duke's Place*, Aldgate, on the 21st of 
November, 1800. 

At ail early ago, as wo are told by " Boxiana/* Master Barney di.^* 
iiiiguishcd himself by taking his own part, and milling with the utmo^t 
impartiality either Jew or Christian boy who might forget the law of 
meum and twwi in the matter of marbles, tops, kites, balls, or such other 
personal property as to boyhood appertaiucth. 

In tlio year 1819 one Bill Connelly (whose nationality we may suspect to 
be Hibernian), having assumed the title of the Rosemary Lane Champion, 
we presume in virtue of his talent, promised the young Israelite a thrashing. 
To the execution of this promise the juvenile Maccabeus put in a demurrer, 
and to sustain it hurled defiance in the teeth of Paddy. They met, and 
after sixteen rounds occupying thiHy-three minutes the Philistiue was 
routed, and the children of Israel sang See the podi^nering Hero Comes ” 
in honour of the youthful Jewish warrior. 

Aaron next laid hands very heavily on one of ^*the tribesh,” Manny 
Ijyons, a heavier man by two stone, and superior In length. It was a hard 
battle for an hour and a quarter, when Barney, worn out by his own exer* 
tions rather than the hitting of his adversary, lost the battle from 
exhaustion, but not bis ffharueter as a pugilist of high {Hretensions. 

In a second battle with Lyons, Barney in half-an*h(mr got his opponent 
u down to his own weight,*’ beat him in filly minutes^ and refreshed his 
laurels, scarcely tarnished by hts first defeat. 

Ely Bendou, agood fighter and a game man, challenged Ramey, and they 
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met on Bow Common. As the P.C. ropes and stakes were not there the 
fight is not reported. Barney defeated Bendon in three-quarters of an boor. 

Samuel Belasco, a brother of Aby aud of Israel Belasco, and therefore 
of the family of *Uhe fighting Belasoos/’ tried the quality of young 
Barney at the cost of defeat, as did Angel HyamSi a nephew of the 
celebrated Dan Mendoza. But the latter affair being interrupted by a 
magistrate at the seventh round was never brought to a oonelusion* 

Barney was now ** somebody,” and anxious to eotu a name, fame, and 
** monisb/’ so he went down to see the fights between Arthur Matthewson, 
of Birmingham, and Israel Belasco, and of Phil Sampson and Birmingham 
Hall, which took place on Moulsey Hurst on Wednesday, March 19th, 1883. 

A purse was announced for a third battle, when Tom Collins 
(a IQst. 71bs. pugilist, who afterwards fought Harry Jones) offered himself. 
There was a pause, when young Barney modestly stepped into the ropes as 
a candidate. The fighting was all in favour of Barney, who took 
astonishing liberties with the nob of Collins, so much so as to turn the 
odds from six to four against him to five to four in his favour. After 
half-an-hour’s sharp work Barney’s left hand was injured, and he was 
reluctantly compelled to discontinue the fight. 

The exhibition however gained him immediate friends, and he was at 
once matched against Ned Stockman for £25 a side. The battle was 
decided on the 6th of May, 1823, at Blindlow Heath, Sussex, after Peter 
Crawley had conquered Dick Acton. Stockman had for his seconds Bales 
and Dick Curtis ; Barney was attended by Jem Ward and Rogers. The 
battle was gallantly contested for forty minutes and as many rounds, when 
Stockman gave in severely punished. He could not resist the resolute and 
heavy hitting of the Jew, and declared he had never met so good a man of 
his weight. This victory at once stamped Barney as a boxer of talent. 

He was now backed against Lenney, who had seen some service in the 
P.B., and was known as as a good and game trial horse, for £50. Their 
difference of opinion was decided on the 5th of August, 1823, on Har* 
penden Common, near St. Albans. Barney threw his castor into the ring 
tinder the care of Josh Hudson and Peter Crawley, for he had already 
gained the favour of the big ’uns. Lenney was advised by the learned and 
eloquent Harry Holt, while Davy Hudson followed on the same side.

Frank Redmond, a brave little man (Hee note on Redmond, ‘ Life of 
Evans, aute^ page 892) under the patronage of Dick Curtin, waa backed 
against Barney Aaron for £25 a side. The buttle was decided on Monlsey 
Hurst, on Tuesday, December 30th, 1823. 

The amateurs were not so numerous as usual (in consequence of the 
fight between Abraham Belasco and Neale being postponed till the 7th of 
January) ; however, those out-and-outers who never miss auything in iht 
shape of a fight were present At two o^clock Bamey, attended by “ one 
of his own peoplesh ” and Maunce Delay, threw his hat into the ring; 
about five minutes afterwards Redmond, genteelly dn^ssed, arm-iu-arm 
with Curtis and Harry Holt, threw his hat out of tho ring. The presideut 
of the Daffy Club was the stakeholder ; and in order to make “all right,** 
fresh articles were drawn up at Lawrence’s, the “ Rod Lion,” at Hampton, 
to obviate the difficulty of fighting in the same ring with Belasco and 
Neale, as expressed in the original agreement

Mister Barney returned to town in first-rate style, and showed with all 
the honours of conquest at Howard’s Coffee House, St James’s Plaeei 
Houndsditch. It was crowded to excess, and many West End swells were 
present. On the Thursday after the fight Frank Redmond, in true 
English style, offered his hand to Barney as the best man at Howard’s, and 
they drank to each other’s health, when Barney put his hand into his 
pocket and presented his brave opponent with a sovereign for expenses.” 

Peter Warren having expressed his anxiety to try his luck with Aaron, 
a match was made between them for £60 a side. This trial of sk31 waa 
decided on Tnesday, April 6th, 1824, at Colnbrook, seventeen miles from 
London. 

The road waa rather thin of company ; but tbe Sheenies, who were 
numerous and full of fun, gave a life to the scene which otherwise it 
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would not liavo possessed. Barney and liis backers got orer tlie ^und in 
gay style, under the paii*onage of the president of the Daffy Club. An 
open barouche conveyed the “ little Dutch Sam ” to the scene of action. 
When time was called Peter Warren, attended by his backers, showed, and 
followed by Maurice Delay and Jem Ward as his seconds, in tlic most 
.polite way introduced his castor within the ropes. Barney in a iniiiuto 
afterwards threw his beaver up, waited upon by Nathan and Aby Belasco. 
The colours — ^yellow for Barney and green for Peter — were tied to the 
stakes. ‘‘ Let us have a quiet fight,*’ said Warren to the seconds of Burney. 

Certainly,” was the reply. 1 shall bo as good friends as ever with you, 
Peter, after the fight is over,” remarked Aaron. 

It would be waste of space to report tn extetiso this and some other battles 
of the clever light-weight, whoso claim to a page in the histoiy of pugi- 
lism is nevertheless undeniable. The battle was simply a struggle of game, 
endurance, strength, and obstinacy against skill, straight and thcroforo 
swift — hitting, and a ready recourse to those changes of tactics on tlio spur 
of the moment which mark the skilful boxer, and almost reduce such con- 
tests to a question of time. On this occasion twenty-three minutes and twenty- 
nine rounds sufficed to render poor Peter Warren deaf to the call of ** time.” 

Barney was driven off the ground in style, and amved at an early hour in 
Loudon. Warren was brought back to tho Mag{>ies,” at Colnbrook, and 
put to bed for a few hours. Peter exhibited much punishment about the 
head. A naval officer, who had lost an arm in the defence ot his country, 
stepped forward, and in the most generous manner ordered a pobt-chalso at 
his own expense from Cranford Bridge, in wliich he liad Peter conveyed to 
his residence in Whitechapel. Tho gallant tar also visited Warren tho 
next morning and administered a golden solatium to his sores. 

A “chant of victory,” indited by “A Singer of Israel,” deserves to bo 
rescued from obliviou : —

Barney, by hig conqueets, had made way both iu the opiulons of the 
Chribtiaos and the Jews, and ranked high in the liets of pugilistic fame, as 
one of the best ^4ight-weightb.” Aaron was matched for £100 a side 
against Arthur Matthewson, from Birmingham, a boxer of well-earned 
provincial celebrity, and no little Loudon fame, from his victory over Israel 
Belasco. Mattliewson had never been defeated.* The tourney came off 
on Monday, June 21st, 1824; Aaron being seconded by a well-known 
Israelitish sporting man, Hr, Nathan, and Aby Belasco, white Matthewson 
was seconded by the two Ilarrys, Holt and Harmer, tlie host of the 
Plough,” in Smithfield. Although the battle was waged with vaiying 
auccess until the fifty-sixth round, and ten to one was several times offered on 
Aaron, in the flfty*seventh and last round a desperate straight hit in the 
throat floored poor Bam^ like a diot, and he was picked up deaf to the 
call of ” time,” at the end of one hour and ten minates from the first

war ? beaten be was, but not disgraced. On his arrival in town he 
addressed a letter to the editor of Lt/e in Zondtm, in which, after a 
quantity of Egaoian balderdash, he challenged Arthur Matthewsnn to 
meet him **for two hnndred sovereigns, to fight on a ^tage, as I am de- 
termined,** he said, “ never to subject myself to a repetition of such treat- 
ment ** (?), doc*, Ac. A business-sort of P.S. adds, shall bo happy to meet 
tlie friends of Richard Curtis at my benefit on the 6th of July, to make an 
agreement to fight.** 

Nothing came of this at that time, as has been seen already in tlie Life 
of CORTis. However, the gallant Dick Hares determined to try the mettle 
of Barney Aaron ; £50 a side was posted. On Tuesday, March 21st, 
1826, No Man’s Land, near St Albans, was Ike chosen battleground, 
whereon the Israelites mustered strongly in favour of the Star of the East. 
Hares too was not neglected by his patrons. Haros in all his battles had 
proved himself a brave man, but the youth of Barney made him the 
favourite at six and seven to four. 

It was nearly two o’clock before the men entered the ropes, in consequence 
of a mistaken ** tip ” that the battle would take place on Colney Heaili, 
where several persons had assembled to witness the contest. Barney first 
threw bis hat into the ring, followed by the John Bull Fighter and his 
friend and patron, Mr. Nathan. Hares was seconded by Peter Crawley and 
Paddington Jones. 

The fight was a one-sided affair. Youth, science, activity, were on 
the side of the Jew, and after forty-three rounds of lively fighting, in 
which poor Hares was receiver-general, a claim of a **foul blow” was 
raised on the part of Hares, who was taken from the ring, but the claim 
disallowed, and the referee accordingly awarded the stakes to Aaron. 

A Jeu St^prit which speared in the Morning Chronicle bears marks 
of being the production of a sdiolar. It is in the form of “An Epistle from 
Mynheer Van Haagen in London to Mynheer Van Kloppen in Amsterdam,’* 
and shall here find a place

Here then ve have him in the uni- 
vendty pugilletio ; and ae in a National aohobl boye are taught to mark in eand before thty 
write with a pen. lo here the neophytee thump eaeb other with gloves wril etuffed before 
they exerelee with their naked flete. It is here where the Fancy (i.e., those who have a gusto 
for enuMbed Iboes and broken ribs) judge of tbdr qualifioationi, and if found worthy some 
of the Fanoy make a matoh— that is, subeoribe a sum of money for the pugilists to oontend 
for. This, Mr. Boxer assures me, is the origin of most of the pugilistio heroes. Having thus 
pmared you. 1 shall briefly state the manner of the last fight. The oombatants were a 
Ghnatiaa and a Jew—the Jew about twenty-rix years of age, and the Christian some ten 
yean older. I shall not here trouble you with the art of betting on fights, but bring you at 
onoe to the ring, which Is a square spaoe kept clear by stakes and ropes for the oombatants to 
engage in* The men appear stripped to their waists, attended each by seconds or assistants, 
whoea business is to enoonrage ihe men, and pick them up when they fall ; for here, when 
a man falls in fighting, his adversary immediately leaves nim till he rises and puts himself 
in an atritude of defenoe, the time ^owed for which is half a minute, at the expiration of 
whidi, if the man be not ready, he loses the fight. The Jew from the oommenoement had 
the derided advantage ; it was also evident he felt confident of suooess ; ho hit his man with 
amasiim foroe, and absolutely spoilt (for the time) every feature of his countenance, while he 
himself escaped with eoarce a mark. My greatest surprise is how it was possible for a man to 
reoelve so much beating and still be inclined to renew the oombat. Such was. however, the 
case : and after fighting three-quarters of an hour, a cry was raised of *fonl,' meaning that 
the Jew had struck his man when he was on the ground. Thu ring was immediately mken 
into ; the combatants moved from the arena, each party claiming the victory ; an appeal was, 
however, made to the judges, who deoidod the Jew was entitled to the stakoa~vis., fifty 
pounds. Having thus given you a narrative of the figh^ I shall, at my earliest leisure, send 
you my reflections thereon, and whether, in a moral point of view ae well ae national, these 
contests ought to be tolerated or enppreesod.

A match, at length arranged for £100 a side, wag made between Barney 
Aaron and Dick Curtis. This scientific battle was decided upon a stage, 
at Andover, on Tuesday, February 27th, 1827. Curtis was declared the 
winner in fifty minutes, Barney, by a blow io his throat, being again hit 
out of ^ time," for the details of which we refer our readers to the Memoir 
of CuBTis, onfs, p. 492. 

The friends of Barney after this defeat rallied round him, and his benefit, 
at the Coburg Theatre, on Saturday, March 18th, 1827, was a bumper. 
The 8et*to between Curtis and Barney was pronounced one of the finest 
things ever witnessed in the art of self-defence. 

Frank Bedmond was not satisfied as to his former defeat, and solicited 
another trial with Barney Aaron. This battle, for £50 a side, was to have 
been decided on Tuesday, August 2l8t, 1827. It however turned out no fight 
Chertaey, twenty mfles from London, was named as the rallying-^nt 
At Mcnlsey Hunt the beaks were in sight, and prudence suggested it 
would be unwise to form a ring. The ring was made in a field near Ford* 
water Bridge, about a mile from Chertsey. About half -past twelte o'clock a 
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violent storm of thunder and lightning, acoompaniod by sheets of water, com- 
pelled the people round the ring to seek shelter from the oifectsof the pitiless 
pelting shower/’ The storm having abated, and the time of peeling arrived, 
Barney, followed by Mr. Nathan and Josh Hudson as his seconds, threw 
his hat into the ring. After waiting about ten minutes, and Mr, Bedinond 
having been called for several times, Barney claimed tb«^ blunt, and retired 
from the ropes. Dick Curtis now came galloping up out of breath, and 
informed the disappointed assemblage that Redmond had been stop|>ed by 
an officer with a warrant. The lads who had got over twenty miles of 
ground, and many of them received a ]trecioiiB wetting into the Iwrgain, 
felt themselves not a little vexed at such treatment, but there was no help 
for it. The lads however would not be disappointed. 

Redmond’s friends refused to forfeit, on the plea that an officer, by the 
order of a magistrate, had prevented Redmond meeting Barney Aaron in 
the ring, which in the absence of evidence of collusion was a valid objection 
to forfeiture. 

The stakes however were given up to Barney Aaron, which so di^pl eased 
Redmond that he threw up his hat and oiTerod Barney to fight upon the 
spot. 

To put the question of mastery to rest, a third match for £50 a side was 
made. Tliis battle was decided on Tuesday, October 2f'lrd, 1827, at No Man's 
Land. Redmond entered the ring amidst loud applause. Burney was the 
favourite, at five to four; but Redmond was considered altogether u UHter 
man than at the period mentioned, and several of his friends not only took 
him for choice, but laid the mlds upon him. Barney was attended by Josh 
Hudson and Nathan, and Redmond by Dick Cuilis and Ned Neale.

Barney is a 
oool and determined boxer : and after ^ nriis 
wo nlaoo him next on tno list of li^ht 
weights. Barney oxliibited terrible marks 
of punishment about Ins head*- inu^ moie 
than when he fought Curtis. Redmond re- 
eeived several heavy lawly blowi^ and was 
oanied out of tbo ring ; hut Harney di I not 
quit the ropes in a veir livijdy state l'[ion 
the whole, we never wUnrseod a more manly 
fight. Aaron's forbearanoe when lus man 
was helpless, and Redmond's game, wore 
alike eonsptououa. 


Aaron *0 next eubsoquent battles were with Marsh Bateman, for £40, whtnn 
he beat on Landsdowno Racecourse, July 4th, 1828, and witli Harry Jones, 
by whom he was beaten, November 2 1st, 1828, at the ** Old Barge House,*' 
Woolwich, in fifteen minutes, eighteen ronnds, being much overmatched. 
He afterwards, May 26th, 1829, beat Jem Raines, at Navostoek Grreon, 
Essex, in thirteen rounds, occupying twenty-eight minutes. His last battle 
was with Tom Smith, the East End Sailor Boy, by whom he was defeated, 
at Greenstreet Green, Kent, April let, 1884, in twenty rounds, twenty-six 
minutes — ^youth against age. Smith being twenty seven, Aaron thirty-four. 

From this period Aaron retired from the arena, but for many years 
was an attendant at the ringside. He followed his trade of an East End 
dealer in fish, and was a frequent purveyor of edibles to the voyagers 
down the river on the then frequent pugilistic excursions. Baruey died in 
Whitechapel, in 1850, being up to his last days an authority in all fistic 
matters among the peoplesh of Houndsdiich. 


HARRY JONES 0‘THE SAILOR BOY”). 

1822—1834. 

Tbb eUim of Harry Jones to a niche in our gallery of pugilistic 
celebrities is in a great degree of a negative character, from the eminence 
of some of the men whom he eontonded with and did not beat, rather than the 
number of second-raters whose pretensions he disposed of. Ned Stock- 
man (three times). Young Dutch Sam, Barney Aaron, Frank Redmond, 
and Perkins (the lest three of whom he beat), entitle him to a place j 
we flhill not, however, occupy space by the reports of his minor battles. 
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Harry Jones was bom on the 4th of April, 1804, in Meadow Street, 
Bristol, a city eminent in fistic annals for the boxers it has given birth to. 
At an early age Harry chose a sea life, and was apprenticed on board the 
** Staunton,*’ East«Indiaman, Captain Harris, with whom he made three 
voyages. The traditions of his birthplace, and the fame and profit which 
bad been achieved by the Belchers, Pearce, and other champions, ware 
among the Sailor Boy’s early memories, and he determined to try his 
fortime in the P.B. This was in his eighteenth year, and bidding adieu 
to the service of the Hon. £. I. C., be made his way to Moulsey Hurst, on 
the day when Oliver and Abbot settled their differences, November 6th, 
1821. Jones had already shown his skill with the gloves at the Fives 
Court, and when a subscription purse had been made for a second fight, 
the Sailor Boy threw in his hat, and was opposed by Latham, also known 
as a sparrer in the schoola Belasco and Tom Jones picked up the Sailor 
Boy ; Dolly Smith and Phil Sampson did the like for Latham. It was an 
interesting battle for twenty-six rounds, occupying thirty-three minutes, 
when Latham floored Jones by a hit in the short ribs. Jones tried three 
more rounds, but he was unable to recover his wind, and gave in. 

Undeterred by this stumble on the tlireshold, the Sailor Boy wont in for 
a purse against Ned Stockman, then called Bill Bales’s Chicken.” The 
fight was at Rutledge Common, Edgware Road, on 29th January, 1622. 
It was a remarkable battle on the part of Stockman, who, in thirty-eight 
rounds and forty minutes, compelled the Sailor Boy to haul down his 
colours. 

Harty Jones could not consider that his defeat by Stockman was a real 
trial of his quality, and, on June 12tb, 1822, after Jem Ward had defeated 
Acton at Moulsey, he entered the ring for a new trial. Peter Crawley 
and Ned Turner were counsel for Stockman, and Jones’s interests were 
looked after by Jack O’Donnel and Abbot After a few minutes^ qeuring 
Jones rushed in and endeavoured to fib his opponent, but in the struggle 
to obtain the throw Jones sprained his ankle so severely as to be unable 
to continue the fight. 

After these unfortunate ring exhibitions Jones fought several by-battles 
with commoners. Watts (a butcher) and Riley (a Westminster boxer) 
were beaten by him, and Peter Brookery, the Fishmonger, beat him in 
three-quarters of an hour. 

In consequence of some chaffing at Tom Cribb’a benefit at the Fives 
Court, on Tuesday, June Ist, 1824, a match was made between Jones and 
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Brown (the Sprig of Myrtle)- A patron of boxing having offered a 
purse for the winner, Jones proposed, and Brown snapped at the offer, lo 
fight it out that day. Accordingly, with Jack tRandall as timekeeper, 
Dick Acton and Gipsy Cooper as seconds for Harry, and Tom Oliver and 
Tisdale for the Sprig, the party started for Paddington Fields, where, in 
njpeteen rounds, lasting thirty-three minutes, the Sailor Boy achieved his 
first ring victory. This raised the reputation of Jones considerably. 

About this time an amusing anecdote of Jones appeared in the news- 
papers. One Jem Aldridge, known as ** the fighting typo,’* hacked him- 
self for £5 against Jonas. The Sailor Boy at this time, as most people 
fall in love some time or other,** was engaged to a Miss Evans, and not 
keeping an exact ** note of time/’ his diary was in such confusion that he 
had fixed June 28th, 1824, for both matches. Not seeing how he conld 
honourably put off either his bride or his challenger, he met both ; and 
soon after he had sworn eternal fidelity, and the etceteras connected with 
the ceremony of ** taking this woman to he thy wedded wife,** Harry 
started off to fulfil the other engagement. It is said that so lightly did ha 
value his opponent that he merely consigned the lady to the gent who had 
given her away, with the remark, ** Take care of my wife, like a good 
fellow, till I come back,** and bolted off to the field of battle, in Copen- 
hagen Fields, near Pentonville. Arriving on the ground somewhat 
fiushed and out of breath, the Sailor Boy shook hands with the typo, and 
to work they went. In twelve minutes Mr. Aldridge declined any further 
favours at the hands of Harry, who, pocketing the fiver, returned to the 
wedding party, and spent the evening in fun and merriment until the 
throwing of the stocking, O I **— thus bringing off the double event’* 

Dick Price, a well-known butcher at Oxford, weighing upwards of 
eleven stone, and five feet eight inches in height, had given so much 
offence among his brother kill-bolls by his boasting and quarrelsomeness that 
they determined to give him a turn. A Mr. Parker, of Oxford, brought 
down Jones in butcher’s garb, and Price insulting him in the maiket, ‘‘Mr. 
Parker’s plant,” as he was called, proposed a fight To this Price, with an 
expression of pity and contempt for tiie “ Lunnon boy,” consented. At 
six o’clock in the evening of Wednesday, July 28th, 1824, the ring was 
(Ached in Pioksey Meadow, near Oxford. The combatants met first in 
PortMMaow, bntMi antiwrity of the University dty .howrf his nwful 
phis, sod tbs crowd was put to the rout. Jones, after » kidding ” bis niM 
to in, yJayad his part so well that in the ninth round be had hiin

down to bla own we!gbt, and ten to one was offered by tbe undergrade and 
others, but no takers* At tbe end of the fifteenth round poor Price was at no 
price, when lo I after turning to aroid| he slung himself round again, and 
with a chance backhander caught Jones such an almighty whack on the 
left ear that down he went, and was deaf to timel The affair lasted in all 
twenty*one minutes. Jones felt immensely mortified, and challenged Pripe 
to a second meeting, but the latter had discovered his customer, and re- 
fused any further dealings. insist upon your giving me another 
chance,’* urged the Sailor Boy. I will,” said Price, before the beaks;” 
so he applied to the Bench for a summons for a threatened assault, and the 
Sailor Boy was held to bail to keep tbe peace towards the complainant for 
twelve calendar months. It’s lucky,” said the Sailor Boy, ** that the 
bond only extends to Dicky Price. I must bid farewell to Oxford and look 
elsewhere for a job.” 

Tom Reidie, so well known as the Colonel” for many years after- 
wards, among the frequenters of the Leicester Square and Coventry Street 

hells,” as the gaming-houses v^ere then entitled, was hastily matched with 
Jones. The men met in the fields at the back of the Bed House,” 
Battersea (now Battersea Park), on the 4th August, 1824. The affair was 
a tiresome exhibition. Reidie, nimble as a harlequin, retreated, whereon 
his man advanced, and would not be forced to a rally, getting down so pro- 
vokingly that Harry was several times well-nigh irritated into a foul blow. 
The bystanders, too— many of them West End swells — pulled up the stokes, 
and the ropes were soon missing. Accordingly, as a reporter saye, ** the 
men were fighting out of one field into another, and Jones could not get a 
chance of planting a successful hit.” Only stand still,” said the Sailor 
Boy, and see what will be the matter.” ^ I’m not such a fool, although 1 
may look one,” replied the Colonel, and then with his thumb to his nose he 
executed a backward double- shufiie, nobbed Hany slightly, and slipped his 
heels from under his hams, dropping ou his South Pole with a grin, After 
two hours ond three-quarters, in whidi both men were hut slightly punished, 
Beidie’s tactics triumphed, and Jones was so exhausted and baffled that he 
resigned the contest 1 

On September filst, 1824, Jones, for the fliird time, entered the 
lists with Ned Stockman, at the Old May Pole,” Bpping Forest, lor 
£25 a side. After seventeen rounds, twenty^three tninutei, Jones was 
again defeated. 

A week only after this defeat, after the bull-haiting on OU Oak 
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Common, on Tuesday, September 28tb, 1824, Fruib^rick Edwards, a 
coaobman, of some pretensions to boxing, offered to meet Jones tor a 
purse that had been subscribed. Stockman secondod Jone^ R'uben 
Martin united upon Edwards. Jones's skill, combined with tuition, 
enabled him to get over the ground in style, and in an hour and a half the 
qpachmangave in, confessing that even a good amateur must knock tinder 
to a professional. 

Mike Curtain was matched against Jones for a trifling stake, and in 
October, 1824, Battersea Fields being again the scene of action, Jones 
defeated him in seventy ^Ave minutes. 

After the disappointment with Young Dutch Sam and Lennoy, at the 
** Old Barge House,” March 25th, 1825, Harry Jones fought a horsekeeper, 
nidcnamed Captain Corduroy. The battle, which is fully reported in 
“ Boxiana,*’ lasted twenty minutes, when the Sailor Boy was liailed as 
victor. 

The following report, from the pen of a distinguished littfyateur, then 
on the staff of the Morning Chronicle^ gives a lively picture of an extern* 
porised fight of the period 

Old Oak Common, six miles from London, on the Harrow Road, and 
formerly the scene of many a sturdy battle between men of high pugilistic 
character, was, on Thursday, September 8tli, 1825, honoured by the presence 
of a select assemblage of the mobocracy, to witness a subscription mill 
between Horry Jones, the Sailor Boy, and a Westminster champion, well 
known by the poetical appellation of ^ Tommy OXynn,' but whose name 
in the parish books stands as Jemmy Wilson. Jemmy, it seems, had long 
been the drake of the walk in Duck Lane ; and in the various rencontn*8 
in which he happened to be engaged with the heroic youths of that neigh- 
bourhood he invariably came off with ^lat. This circumstanoe rendered 
him a great favourite among the ‘ donkey dragoons,' of which he is a 
member ; and they determined, when an opportunity offeted, to afford him 
the meatii of distinguishing himself in a way which might do honour to 
the school from which he sprang. This opportunity happily occurred at 
the ‘ Coopers* Arms,* in Strutton Ground. A large party being assembled 
over their * pots of heavy * in that place of social resort, some remarks 
were made on the want of diversion among the operative classes of society, 
while the nobs wme pi f yhH«g their carcasses on the seashore. V arioas 
proposals wire mads for a day's fun. Some were for * grabbing a bull/ 
and taklin g oot lor an airing, a recreation not then obsolete ; others 
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were for a dog'^fight, and more for a diick-*hunt ; but to all these there 
were objections ; and Mr. Martin's Act was mentioned as an ugly bar to 
snob exhilarating amusements. At last a mill was suggested, as more con* 
genial to all their feelings ; and the Sailor Boy being present, it was 
resolved that he and Tommy O'Lynn should have a * shy ’ for a subscrip- 
tion purse. Both men were agreeable, and Thursday was fixed for the 
outing. The hat went round at the moment, and about five pounds were 
collected, which, with what might be contributed on the ground, was 
considered a tolerably fair prize. At an early hour on Thursday morning 
the lads were on the move, and the avenues leading to the Harrow Road 
presented a lively succession of donkey equipages, while the banks of the 
Paddington Canal, and the fields from the Uxbridge Road, were covered 
with groups of motley characters, all directing their steps towards the 
appointed spot. At one o’clock the assemblage was very numerous. 
Among the throng we noticed many Westminster celebrities, particularly 
Bill Gibbons and Caleb Baldwin. The former was present merely as an 
amateur, while the latter, with a jar of * blue ruin ’ (copiously diluted 
from the neighbouring canal), endeavoured to enliven the spirits of hit 
patrons, and to furnish the pockets of his own inexpressibles. A long list 
of the Boxing School was likewise on the ground, Tom Oliver acting 
as master of the ceremonies, stakeholder, and otherwise dictator of the day. 

*^The Sailor Boy was early on the ground, having been brought in prime 
style by Tom Callas and a couple of his friends in a *oue-horse shay.' 
He looked well, and was confident of winning. Tommy O’Lynn was said 
to be at a public-house on the Harrow Road, under the care of a‘ gemman ’ 
whose delicacy was such that he did not wish his name to be mentioned, 
and was therefore described as the * Great Unknown.' At two o'clock 
notice was sent to the ^ Great Unknown * to bring his man, and in a 
short time he arrived with his shay-cart, drawn by his celebrated trotter, 
and was received with as cordial a cheer as if he were Sir Walter Soott 
or the Right Honourable Geoige Canning, of which honour he seemed 
deeply sensible, and * blushed like a bone-boiler’ — which, we believe, is 
the profession to whibh he belongs. 

** All being in readiness the ring was beaten out and a commodions area 
formed. The men soon made their appearance on opposite sides of the 
ring, throwing in their * castors ' with mutnal good humour. On iCr4»* 
|dng, the Sailor Boy was evidently the heavier and stronger of the two. 
and the odds were announced at seven to four to his favour. Tommr 
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O’Ljnm was regularly get up for the occasion. Unlike hin gteai ancestor, 
Brian OXynn, who, as history informs us, * had no breeches to wear/ 
he advanced in all the pride of a new pair of tapcboiiud flannel drawers, 
high4ow shoes, and new cotton ‘calf-covers/ On palling down his 
knowledge-box by the forelock of its thatch, he was rapturously welcomed 
b^ the cry of * Tommy for ever ! ’ while the * Great Unknown * whispered 
in his ear the words of the favourite Scotch song — 

* Now*! the time and now*R the hour, 

See the front of battle lour.* 

Tommy grinned a grin, and prepared for action. He was attended by 
Charley Brennan and Young Gas, while the Sailor Boy claimed the kind 
ofBces of Alec Reid, and that bright ornament to gymnastics and rics 
Frosty-faced Fogo. 


THE FIGHT, 


Round 1. — The positions of both men were 
good. Tommy eapedBUy threw himself into 
a studied attitude. The Sailor Roy tried to 
bring him out, and made two feints with hie 
right. Tommy was steady, but at last 
Jones let fly with hie right and caught him 
on the nob. Tommy was awake, and ro- 
turued un the cheek, when after a short rally 
they closed, and went down together, Tommy 
unaermoat, 

2, — Jones, anxious to begin, made a feint, 
end then hit out with his left, but was well 
stopped, Jones, still busy, rattled in, and 
caught Tommy on the ivories; a spirited 
rally followed, in which Jones caught his 
man round the neck, and pegged at hu belly 
with great effect. He at last closed and 
threw him. Vait,” cried a costermouger, 

** only let Tommy anva him a touch of his 
own, and yon'll aee!*’ **Ve'llvaU/' cried 
another, **bnt I’m Mowed if I donT think 
ve*U vait long enough ! **) 

8.— Tornmy came up active, but received 
a jobber in the dexter ogle, and in getting 
away dropped. The Great Unknown began 
to look sevipns, and wm seen to eoratcb ids 
block in a most signifloaiit manner. 


4. — Jones was now perfectly ariiiiainted 
with his man, and reaolved to finish him 
without delay. He went in boldly with his 
l^t, but was stopped by Tommy throwing 
up his right ana pitching back his bead. 
Jones, however, followed tutu with bis right, 
and bit him severely over liis left guard, A 
desperate rally followed, iu which Jonee ad* 
ministered eevere punishment, and Tommy 
went down piping and bleeding. It was now 
a donkey to a tom-tit in Joners favour, but 
nobody would take the odds. 

6, and last.-»Tonuny planted a body blow, 
but with little force. Jones returned on his 
smeller, and another desperaterally followed, 
in which Tommy had it in all directions, and 
WM at last hit down senseless by a straight 
right-hander, Jones winning without a 
scratch in six minutes. 

Bbmarvs. — Tommy may shine among tbe 
street heroes in the back slums, but won’t 
do la the Ring. He waa too light, and not 
sufficiently fed, for Jones. Qibbems recom* 
mended, from greyhound condition, that 
he should go into training for what ha called a 
** natommy vivante/' and travel the eouoiry 
as own brother to the living skeleton.'* 


Jones, who had been gaining ground in the sparring world, and also in tbe 
of his friends, was backed against Toung Dutch Sam for £2.1 
a side. This hatfle was decided at Shere Mere, on the borders of Bedford- 
shire, on Toesdi^, the I8th of October, 1825. Sam was seconded by Dick and 

GeoigeClartis, and Jonee by Alee Beid and Goodman. Jones was si^alljr 
defeated In eighteen ronnda, oocnpying dfty-three minates. See Life of

to*, tt. ** 
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At No Man's Land, four miles beyond St Albans, on Tuesday, Maroh 
14th, 1826, after Donovan had defeated Jennings, a subscription purse of 
five pounds was collected, when a man of the name of Knowlan, known as 
the Tumbler, entered the ring against Harry Jones. Knowlan, as a speci- 
men of his professional agility, threw two summersaults before he began 
to peel. The Tumbler had also the advantage of Harry Holt for his 
second. In the course of fifteen minutes the activity of the Tumbler was 
reduced to a standstill, Jones proclaimed the winner, and the five pounds 
in his pocket. 

After Barney Aaron bad defeated Dick Hares, at No Man’s Land, on 
Tuesday, March 2l8t, 1826, a subscription purse of five pounds was collected 
for Mike Curtain and Harry Jones ; and although only seven days had 
elapsed since his fight with Knowlan, Harry was determined not to let a 
chance go by him. Curtain was anxious for another shy with the Sailor 
Boy, having been defeated by him, after a severe 'struggle of one hour and 
three-quarters, as stated in a preceding page. Jones, upon this occasion, 
was seconded by Fogo, and the battle was considered above mediocrity ; 
but at the expiration of half-au-liour the Curtain was let down ” a second 
time, and Jones pronounced the conqueror. 

After Young Dutch Sam had defeated Tom Cooper, the Gipsy, at 
Grays, in Essex, on Tuesday, April 25ih, 1S26, a subscription purse was 
collected for a second fight, when Jones and Tom Collins entered the ring. 
Collins was the man who defeated Barney Aaron when the latter boxer 
was a novice, and was considered a scientific, sharp boxer. Ho was soon 
reduced to a mere nobody in the hands of Harry Jones. In the short 
space of four rounds, occupying only six minutes, Collins was severely 
punished and defeated, while Jones left the ground with hardly a scratch. 

On Tuesday, September 5th, 1826, after Bishop Sharpe had defeated Alec 
Beid, at No Man’s Land, in Hertfordshire, to make up a third battlOt for a 
subscription purse, Jones, always ready to earn a pound or two, and Pick, 
a Bristol lad, equally anxious to obtain a small slice, stood up oo the 
shortest notice. Dick Curtis and Young Dutch Sam seconded Harry 
Jones, and Bayley and Gipsy Cooper acted as seconds for Pick. Twenty- 
seven rounds were contested. In every round Jones took the lead, snd 
ultimately he was declared the conqueror. Pick had not the slightei>t 
dianoe, and was severely punished. The Sailor Boy had scarcely a mark 
upon him, Jones won the battle in thirty minutes. 

The Sailor Boy at this period was hardly ever out of **aetioiv’’ 
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Fig«tt Hall, one mile and a half from Newmarket, after Larkins had 
defeated Abbot, a aeeond fight took place for a purse of five potinds, 
between Hany Jones and Reuben Howe, on Tuesday, Noeomber 28th, 1826^ 
the former well known in the London circles, the latter a bustling, bosMting 
yokel, weighing a stone and a half more than Jonee. Howe was seroiided 
two of his own pals, and Jones by Oliver and Fogo. '1 hirty-one r<mnds 
were fonght in thirty-four minutes, during the whole of wind'll Jones took 
the lead both in hitting and throwing, and won the fight almost without a 
scratch. No man could have polished off a customer in a more workman- 
like manner. The defeat of Howe was much relished by the ehawbacons, 
as he was a complete bully among his companions, and being thus ** taken 
down a peg ’* probably tended to improve his manners. 

After Peter Crawley had defeated Jem Ward, at Royston Hoath, 
Cambridgeshire, on Tuesday, January 2nd, 1827, Harry Jones entert^d the 
ring with Gybletts for a subscription purse. In the course of ten minutes 
Jones was defeated. It was considered no match. The blunt was divided 
between them. Gipsy Cooper seconded Gybletts, and Ned Stockman and 
a pupil of Israel Belasco’s attended upon the Sailor Boy. 

The second battle between Larkins and Abbot, for fifty pounds a Fide, 
according to the articles, was to have been decided on Tuesday, March 
18th, 1827, within sixty miles of London; but as many things happen 
between the “ cup and the lip,*' the “ authorities ” interfered, and Larkins 
and Abbot slept in whole skins that night. After some little rnurmurings 
by the disappointed crowd “ that there is no certainty in this hero life,” 
Peter Crawley arrived, and added to their discomfiture by avowing it was 
the intention of Larkins to forfeit on account of illness. 

The little fight, as it was termed, now became the interesting topic of 
the day ; and Jones and Raines started for a new piece of ground, followed 
by a string of vehicles of every description, hundreds of liorsemen, and 
toddlers out of number. The road had a pleasing appearance, by (he bustle, 
life, and activity, for several miles ; the turnpikes napped lots of blunt by 
the change ; and the pot-honses met with a variety of uncxjiectcd cus- 
tomers* But the principal part of the toddlers who were compelled to ride 
Shanks’s mare were beaten to a standstill long before the grand halt took 
place at Chesterford* During the rapid motion of the “gay throng ' 
Several upsets occurred ; but the Fancy were too game to complain of 
broken pands, or being canted over tlio necks of their horses, contenting 
themsdvee with the old saying that “ worse accidents occur at sea.*^ At 
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Chesterford a parley ensued about making tke ring, and ** Haydon Grange *’ 
wee named aa a place beyond the posaibility of an interruption. But the crowd, 
who had already been over twenty miles of ground, were too much fatigued 
to undertake another of ten, and preferred chancing it ; accordingly the 
stakes were knocked into the ground without delay, in the parish of Chester- 
ford. An outer ring was immediately formed by the carriages, and tj^e 
combatants called for. Baines appeared first, and threw np his nob-cover, 
waited upon by Stockman and a hackney dragsman nicknamed Whipaway, 
while Peter Crawley and the Poet Laureate ofllciated as seconds for the 
Sailor Boy. This time Fogo did not show himself habited as a collegian, 
although his toggery bespoke the outline of a ** Fellow Commouer *’ who 
had not decidedly taken his terms, although he was upon ** terms *’ with 
the ancient tribe of costermongers. He wore his beaver up when he 
was recognised by the M-A.’s, and received the nod from them as a 
student of Brasen-nose, The colours were tied to the stakes — ^the Sailor 
Boy the favourite.

The ground was cleared iu a few minutes. The stakes were drawn on 
the part of Raines, but his backer offered to increase the sum to a 
side, so satisfied was he that Raines would have proved the conqueror 

On Saturday^ the 14th of April, 1827, at Bulpham Fenn, Essex, about 
twenty-two miles from London, In an angle on (lie right of Uretitwoo«l 
and Romford, Harry J<ines and Bob Sinimonds, a well-known sporting 
“ clergj'inau ” (anglici^ a sweep), entered a twenty-four foot roped 
ring at one o’clock. Jones was attended by Peter Crawley oiul Fogo; 
Simmouds was seconded by Dav Hudson and Gybletts. Crawley won the 
toss. On setting to, Simmonds, with great eagerness, allocked the Sailor 
Boy, but the steadiness of the latter soon gave him the advantage, tloiic^, 
cool and collected, waited for an openings when he planted a mm one on 
the right eye of Mr. Simmonds, which not only produced confusion of 
vision, but floored the man of soot. »Slinmonds wished to appear choertul 
on commencing the second round, but the spectators found out that he was 
of DO service ” against a fine young man like Harry Jones. In the sixth 
round, the poor fellow received so severe a cross-bnttock that be puffe<l 
like a pidr of asthmatic bellows , after this shaking he fell down almost 
without a blow in every succeeding round. At the expiration of thirty- 
five minutes, and seventeen rounds, Simmonds acknowledged he was “ up 
the flue*’’ Joues, he said, was too good for him, and that he could not 
get at the Sailor Boy* Jones won the battle without a scratch. Crawley 
and Fogo wete extremely attentive to Harry. It was so hollow a thing 
on the vM e of Jones that not a sov. was sported upon the event* Upwards 
of a thousand persons were present. 

In oonsequ^pee of the interruption of the battle between Raines and 
JoDW, * Momid nmteh WMmade for 4 26 aside, which was decided on Monday, 
Om 4t}i of JuM, 1887, Watford, the rallying point, was gained without 
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DiMtlsg with any paHicnlar objectn worthy of note. At thie place the office 
wafl given for ChipperBeld Common, a diatance of twenty-two miles fro.ii 
London ; thither the disappointed Fancy repaired, but not' without “ lots of 
grumbling at the long trot. However, the ride was delightful, and upon 
the whole it was pronounced a pleasant journey, and a tidy day's sport. 
At ten minutes to two o’clock the Sailor Boy, habited as one of the trij^ 
blue fraternity, threw his hat into the ring, accompanied by the Poet 
Laureate Fogo and Jack Clarke; Raines was not long behind him, 
attended by his seconds, Ned Stockman and a dragsmau of the name of 
Woolley.

BRMABKfi.—Kames never attempted to 
fight— that is to say, he always waited lor 
the attack. He countered at times well, but 
showed himself more of a sparrer than a 
milling oove. The Sailor Boy did everything 
in his power to win ; be fought with capitM 
•cienccL and likewise bravely. By the above 
battle he has risen in the estimation of his 
friends. Jones will not stand still ^ 
baokers; and no doubt the Bailor Boy wUl 
soon throw up bis hat again tli the P.H. 


After Reuben Martin had defeated “ the Gas,” on Tuesday, October 
16ih, 1827, at Westbourn Common, Sussex, Harry Jones and Ike Dodd 
entered the ring. To detail the rounds of this fight would be not only a 
waste of time but of paper. Dodd stood like a chopping-block, and was 
completely at the service of the .Sailor Boy during thirty-four minutes and 
eighteen rounds. Jones took the lead, kept it, and finished off Dodd with 
the utmost ease. He won the battle without a scratch upon his face $ 
while, on the contrary, the mug of Dodd exhibited divers blows in sundry 
places. Jones was seconded by Curtis and Stockman, and Ike Dodd by 
Jo. FidlirMc and LewoUin. The above hatUe wae for only £10 a eida 
and a trifling snheeription pntee. 
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After considerable cbafUng, letter-writing, and even blows upon the 
subject, a match for £25 a side was made with Bill Savage and Harry 
Jones. Ttie latter went into training at Shirley’s, New Inn, Staines, and 
conducted himself like a man desirous to do credit to himself, and likewise 
to satisfy his backers. This match was decided on Tuesday, March 25th, 
1828, in the same field, near Chertsey, in which Barney Aaron and 
Bedmond were to have fought. A few minutes before one o’clock Jones 
entered the ring, attended by Young Sam and Ned Stockman. Some 
tridiog delay occurred before Savage put in an appearance, during which 
time Dick Curtis, owing to some misunderstanding with the backer of Jones, 
turned round and took five to four for a good stake. This circumstance 
rather alarmed the betting men, it being previously understood that Curtis 
was to have acted as second to Jones. Savage threw his castor into the 
ropes, and Curtis and Alee Reid entered as his seconds.

said Curtis to Savafe, **wul not answer ; 

S ou muit yardarm it with your adversary. 

avage endeavoured to do as Curtis wished 
him, and he resolutely went in to work ; the 
Sailor Boy hit him right away, enough 
tb floor an ox, but the Welshman was too 
game to go down. Savage continued the 
round in the highest style of courage, until 
he was thrown eleverly. ( ** Any od^'* and 
*' Jones, it is all your own.*') 

Any further detail of the rounds would bo 
useless; enough has been stated to show 
that the Sailor Boy was completely the hero 
of the tale, and reduced conquest almost to 
a certainty. Jones had never lost the load 
for a moment, but he now took it most 
decidedly. If Savsjjc stood out he was 
jobbed—if he went m he was weaved and 
thrown. The fine fighting of Jones was the 
admiration of the whole ring, and the delight 
of all who had not risked their money against 
him. But Savage fully supported his cha- 
racter as one of the gamest of the game ; 
though he liad not the slightest chance of 
winiuiig ho refused to give in^ and ooiitinued 
to obey the call of time, in spite of reiterated 
cries of “Take him away!” In the twenty- 
first round Harry planM a left-hander on 
Bill's nose, and also threw him heavily. In the 
thirty-second round Savage fought with 
amaalng spirit and put in two or three good 
right-handed bodiers, but Junes finihhed the 
round by giving him a tremendous cross- 
buttock. In thirty-fifth round Barry 
was winded and was troubled with sickoess, 
no uncommon ocourrenoe with liim iu a long 
fight. Savage, cheered on by Curtis, en- 
deavoured to take advantage of this circum- 
stance and eome little alarm was in fact felt 
by those who were not well acquainted with 
Harry ; but the efforts of Savage were en- 
tirely vain. Sick aa he wee, Harry had the 
beht of the round, and in the half minute's 
respite that followed Jones brought up tho 
troublesome matter, and was soou “all 
right” again. In the forty-nintii round 
Jones throw Savage and fell on him, but 
under the able management of hie seconds 


he recovered sufficiently to obey ibe catl of 
** Time.” It waacloai, however, that HaVage 
could not see his ms n. Ned Sevage cniursd 
the ring in the fifty-fourth round and tlirew 
up his hat, declaring that his brother shi'-uU 
fight no mure. Jfiany capered about the 
ring for victory, hut to the anrpri'tc of aU 
present Bill declared he would not uive in. 
He fought or rather grofrcc! his way thrimgli 
a couple more roundh when bis secnniu, 
seeing that he had the shadow of a 
shade ” of chance tofik hitt sway and Harry 
Jones was declared the vutoi, utWt a must 
gallant fight of fifty-six rounds, in one htuir 
eud thirty-five minutes. 

ItiMAiiKS.— Savage showed himself ts 
brave a mau as ever pulled off a shirt, and 
E8 being able to stop with (Muisiderahie skill. 
His blows did not tell iu out-fighting, his 
distances were incorrect, and when bo dosed 
he could not punish. He had hitherto been 
considered u good wrestler, but Marry almost 
always threw him Indeed, poor Bill re- 
ceived more tliau twenty, (wrliaps we might 
say thirty, cioss-buttocks, each of which was 
terribly effective. iiarr> Junes showed ta<‘ tics 
of the very highest ordc i . It in difticuU to say 
which we had most occasion to admire— lihi 
out-fighting or in-fightiug Me wiin c viflently 
notwithstanding the disparity iu site, miu h 
stronger than Bavage, and, lu fact, so flue 
was his sdence that be quitted the nog with 
hardly a mark on hit face, and returned to 
btaini’S to dine so little “ the worse tor 
wear ” that a strungor could not iui> e dis- 
co vckmI fiom lus appeaiarice that he bad 
been tighting. His brave but unfortunate 
antagouist, on the «‘oiilrary, was borne off 
the ground to the Cruketers ” public- 
house whole he was put to bed. The fight 
would have been hi ought to a condusTon 
much Koouei Itod not Jiuies lo the early |»ait 
oHhe a(‘tion, sprained his left arm iu one of 
tlie falls. The injury prevented the uee ot 
his lelt hand throughout the rest ol tlie 
fight Not the slightest dispute took plai's 
during tho whtdo ol ibe fight Jones uis 
often deservedly applauded for hie forliear- 
ance in releasiug Savage when lie was 
entirely at bis men y, and, upon the wliohs ft 
was as fair, clever and maiii} a battle as the 
host well-wishers to hoDHSt pugilism would 
desire to witness. 


Joneg had uow giyen nodcoiable proofs of more tliao ordintiry boxin^i; 
qnalificatioQfl. In fact by many fanciers he was declared to be the best 
ten-stoiie maft on the list. Ned Stockman, however, ‘‘the Lively Kid, 
at that time a first favourite in sporting circles, strenuously denied this at 
all times and places, pointing to liis early defeats of Harry, twice for 
purses (of eonrse impromptu affairs), and later for £26 in the regular P-Bt 
at Epping, in 1824. Mr. Stockman, however, had forgotten that Harry 
had been improving in hope aptl (he only twenly-one). while 
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** tb« Lively Kid had been “ going the pace ** in very fast company. Ned 
soon got on a match for £25 a side, mid, all going smoothly, articles were 
signed, and he met Harry Jones at ShereMere, on tlie 16th September, 1828. 
A clever fight on the part of Stockman, not without occasional game 
rallies, almost uniformly to the advantage of the Sailor Boy, in the 
forty^third round ended in Stockman’s defeat, his chances being quite out 
some time before the finale. 

Barney Aaron, wliose victorious career we have j’nst given, was the 
Sailor Boy’s next opponent. In weight the men were about equal, but the 
fame of the ** Star of the East ** shone fo brightly that the XlOO staked 
were already “ as good as won,” and so discounted by tlie denisens of 
Biike’tt Place. But the soundness of Mark Twain’s advice, never to 
prophesy unless you know,” received here another illustration. On the 11th 
of November, 1628, at the Barge House, Woolwich Marshes, the renowned 
Barney struck his colours to the gallant Sailor Boy, after eighteen sharp 
fighting rounds, lasting fifteen minutes only. 

Tom Beidie, the Colonel,” conceiting himself upon his shifty perform- 
ance among tlie cabbages at Battersea, already noticed, having spoken 
disparagingly of Harry’s victory as a fiuke,” followed it up by expro^^s- 
ing a wish that somebody ” would back him for ** half a hundred,” and 
lot him ” stand in a tenner of his own.” A patron of the silver ” or 
**copper hell,” whereof the Colonel was for the time being groom-porter,” 
volunteered the needful,” and, in the short period of seven weeks from 
his victory over Aaron, the Sailor Boy was face to face with Beidie at 
Hurley Bottom, Berks, on the dOth of December, 1828, for £15 a side. 
This time the Colonel’s ” strategic movements to the rear ” entirely failed 
him. The stakes and ropes enclosed him in the limits of twenty-four feet, 
and in less than that number of minutes (the fight lasted twenty-two 
minutes) down went Tom Beidie for the last time, at the close of the six- 
teenth round, perfectly satisfied that he had quite another boy ’’ to deal 
with than the lad he had tired out in Battersea Fields. 

Frank Bedmond, whose game battles with Barney Aaron we have 
already chronicled in these pages, proposed to try conclusions with the 
Sailor Boy for a stake of £100 a side, which Jones had How little difficulty 
in getting together. It was a game and, for a few rounds, a tremendous 
straggle, but Hany had a little more left in him ** in the last three 
rounds (there were only ten in all), and in thirty-six minutes he was hailed 
the victor of a well-fought field* 
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We should unduly extend the bulk of our volumes did we attionpt to 
give the detailed rounds of all the fights of the minor celebrities to whom 
we have given niches in our gallery of pugilistic pen-portraits, Wc fhall 
therefore summarise Harry’s other battles by merely enumerating tlieiii. 

On the 19th May, 1829, at Harpenden Common, he fought and lieat 
^George Watson for a stake of £50 a side. Time, tin rty-uiue minutes; 
rouuds, thirty. 

June 7th, 1831, beat Dick Hill (the Nottingham Champion), for £100 
a side, at Bagthorpe Common, Notts, iii sixty-nine rounds, eighty minutes. 

Harry next met the Oxford Pet,” Perkins, whose victory over Dick 
Curtis had placed him on a pinnacle above his real merits as a tnixer. On 
January 17th, 1832, Harry Jones disposed of “ tl»c Pet’s” lofty pretensions 
in twenty-two rounds, occupying forty-six minutes only. The battle was 
fought at Hurley Bottom. 

On April 2nd, 1833, Jones, who had jnst recovered from n long illness, 
fought Gipsy Jack Cooper for £25 a side, at Chertsey. It was a long 
and tedious battle, with heavy ptinisliment on both sides, for two hours niul 
ten minutes, twenty-six long rounds, when Jones was hailed os conqueror. 

For some time Harry, who was suffering from a chronic disease of the 
lungs, caused by exposure, earned money by sitting at Somerset House as 
an artists’ model ; and we can well say a finer bust and arms for an atlilete, 
or an exemplar of muscular development and symmetry, could rarely be met 
with. As poor Harry, too, was a civil-spoken and good-looking fellow, he 
had a numerous clientele. 

Another Sailor Boy,” with the prefix of the* words “ The East End,” 
bight Tom Smith, was now in the field. He was ten stone four pounds ; 
and haying disposed of the nine-stone lad, Owen Swift, and also Jack 
Adams and Aaron, he challenged Harry, The match was made for £50 
a side, and the two Sailor Boys ” met at Shrubs Hill, Backs, on the 17ih 
Jnoe, 1884. Harry was no longer the " Gay Sailor Boy.” His heart was 
sound, hut his breathing apparatus was rapidly going out of repair, and in 
five ronnds, ocenpying only fourteen minutes, down went poor Harry f«r 
the last time, and his eolonts and the jWO were the prise of “the East 
End Sailor Boy.” 

Soon afterwards Jonee became an inmate of the Westminster Hospital, 
where he died on the 14lh April, 1886, at Ute early age of twonty.ei|^t 
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JACK PERKINS (“THE OXFORD PET”). 
1827—1830. 

Amoi?o' the ten*8tone boxers who ran a bright but brief career we note 
Jack Perkins, “ the Oxford Pet,'* renowned chiefly for his victory over 
the theretofore nnconqucred Dick Curtis. 

Perkins's first recorded battle, at the age of nineteen, with Baflcy 
Wakelin, an Oxonian pugilist nearly a stone his superior in weight, 
spread his fame among the govrusmen." The affair came off at Radley 
Common, on the 30th January, 1827, for £25 a side, the Pet" polishing 
off his opponent in twenty-three active rounds, occupying thirty-two 
minutes only. 

His next appearance in buff was w'itli Godfrey, an Oxford waterman, 
at Henson, near the University City, on the Srd of July, 1827. In the 
seventh round, after twenty-eight minutes' fighting, the referee awarded the 
fight to Godfrey (against w'hom two and three to one was current), on the 
ground that Perkins had got down without a blow. Godfrey refused o 
second trial. 

Perkins's next match was with a well-known London man, Jem Raines.^ 
The battle was for £25 a side, and came off at Fenton Hook, near Staines, 
on the 21st August, 1828. The Londoner's skill was completely outshone 
by the provincial professor, who out-fought and in-fought, rallied, and sent 
down poor Jem for about a doxen of the twenty-five rounds which com- 
prised the battle, lasting forty-four minutes. 

Perkins was now voted a don in the ** University of Fives," and was 
soon matched by some of his undergrad" admirers wnth Dick Price, of 
whose qualifications a slight instance is given in the sketch of Habbt Jobbs, 
in a previous page of this Appendix. Perkins's fight with Dick Price, at 
VTantage, Berks, on October 15th, 1828, in which Price had for seconds 
Peter Crawley and Dick Curtis, from London, was a one<-Bided affair, 
the Oxford Pet knocking down the eleven-stone batcher in the second and

third rounds, and administering punishment ad Uh. until the sixteenth and 
last, when the fight was over. Time sixty^two minutes. 

On this ocoasiem some chaffing between Curtis and Perkins pnwhu od an 
ill feeling, and in the very next issue of BelPs Ufa we find ** a friend frujn 
Oxford " was commissioned to stake for a match with Carlis for £100 a 
^side, and articles were signed for a meeting betwerw iito two “Pets.*' 
Curtis forfeited on the second deposit, being matched to fjglit Edwarth for 
£200 a side in the ensuing February. Tliis match also ending; lid'* time in ii 
forfeit to Curtis, the affair wdth Perkins was resumed. We may here note 
that Curtis was at this period suffering from an attack of rheumatic gout, 
and that he stated this fact in reply to a challenge of one Jcjscpli IfudHon 
Gardener to fight for £300, in April, 1829. A “short-notice** battle 
was eventually agreed upon for £100 a side, and the day fixed for the 
80th December, 1828. 

In London and its vicinity, Curtis, wlio had pursued a long career of 
glory, and who, in all his battles, had never been beaten, was considered 
almost invincible ; and few, in the first instance, were disposed to lay 
against him, although seven to four and two to one were repeatedly offered. 
As the time of fighting approached, however, more minute inquiries were 
made respecting the merits of his opponent, and those who had had oppoi • 
tunitiea of judging described him as a customer of no ordinary slump. 
He had been, like Dick, successful in all his contests, and was described by 
those who knew him best as a hcientilic pugilist— active on his legs, a 
straight and severe hitter with his left, a good getter away, and distinguished 
for sound bottom. Independent of this, it was known that he was at 
least a stone heavier than Curtis, weighing when stripped ten stone f our 
pounds, while Dick was booked at nine stone at most. He was also fise 
years younger than Curtis, being scarcely twenty, while Dick was twenty- 
five; and those who knew the habits of the latter were perfectly aware that 
they were not such — since ho had been in the habit of “ seeing the gas 
turned off *’— as to improve his stamina or increase his muscular powers. 

Both men went immediately into active training— Curtis to Hartley Row, 
and Perkins, first in Oxfordshire, and latterly to Mr. Shirley’s, the New lim, 
at Staines, whose system of training and unremitting care of the men en- 
trusted to his diarge placed him deservedly high in the estimation of the 
best judges. It was observed that both men were uncommonly attentive 
to their exmnse, and both were acknowledged to be in excellent conditie^ 
These were points to wbieh particalar attention was paid as the period of 
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Uie iMt deposit approached, and the friends of Perkins exhibited an in- 
crearing confidence, many boldly assertiog that Curtis would find himself 
mistaken in his estimate of the talent of liis opponent, and others boldly 
asserting that tliey thought be was orermatched — a stone being far too 
much for any man to give away, where it was accompanied by a corre- 
sponding proportion of science and game. Still, such was the deep-rooted^ 
prejudice in favour of Curtis, and such the confidence in his generalship 
and cutting severity of punishment, that the great majority of the Metro- 
politans considered it next to treason to harbour a thought of his defeat. 
There were those, however, who were not quite so bigoted in their opinions, 
and who, viewing the merits of the men dispassionately, were disposed to 
think that Curtis, as well as many of his gallant contemporaries, might find 
an equal, if not a superior, in the art which he professed. Among this class 
were found ready takers of the long odds of two to one, and subsequently 
of seven to four~but on the night of the last deposits the odds were taken 
to a large amount at six to four. 

On the Monday evening the road to Maidenhead, which was appointed 
"headquarters, was crowded with vehicles of all descriptions, and every 
house which would receive such visitors was crowded to excess, Curtis 
and his backers cast anchor at the Sun,” and Perkins, under the auspices 
of the Oxford Dragsman, brought to at the Dumb Boll,” on the London 
side of Maidenhead Bridge. Curtis was accompanied by Tom Reidie, who 
had trained with him, and Perkins by Harry Jones. 

Tuesday morning produced a numerous acccssioo to the multitude, and 
countless vehicles continued to pour in as the day advanced, embracing 
some of the most distinguished patrons of the Bing, and giving ample 
occupation to the postmasters. 

At an early hour Tom Oliver and his assistant, Frosty-faced Fogo, pro- 
ceeded to form the milling arena in the Parish Meadow, at Hurley Bottom, 
Berks, Uiirty-four miles from London, and close to the banks of the 
Thames — in summer no doubt a very desirable spot, but in the winter 
season, from tlie marshy state of the soil, anything but eligible, especiidly 
for those who had to travel in heavy vehicles. Several of these stuck fast 
in the yielding soil, and the casualties which followed wofe of the most 
ludicrous description-^many of the inmates, who till then had escaped the 
miseries of damp feet, being obliged to alight, and, ankle deep in mod, to 
scramble to that portion of the turf which was still capable of bearing their 
weight* Having encountered these dangers *^by flood and field,” they

roaohed the ring, which was admirably eonstmctecl, and surrounded by an 
ample supply of wagons, flanked by an immense number of carriages of 
every denomination. As a proof of the interest excited wo may stuto that 
the crowd assembled was estimated at more than 5»000 persons. 

At one o^clock the men had arrived on the ground, hportiog their rc- 
gpoctive colours — Curtis a bright orange, Perkins a orumon. The bu.s(1i 
of preparation was soon visible. The whips were dbtributed to tlio men 
appointed by the Fair Play Club, and the stragglers were driven back to 
the outer ring of rope which had been constructed near to the wagons. 
Shortly after Dick Curtis approached the scene of action, accompanied by 
Josh Hudson and Young Dutch Sam, and was soon followed by PerkiDH, 
under the guidance of Tom Spring and Harry Holt. On meeting within 
the ring they shook hands, and immediately commenced stripping, lloth 
looked well in health ; but it was impossible not to observe that there was 
a mstic hardiness in tlio appearance of Perkins, very difTerent from that of 
Curtis, who, nevertheless, bad that sleekness and delicacy in his aspect 
which one is apt to ascribe to superior breed or higher blood. On stripping 
this contrast was still more apparent; for while Curtis showed that 
beautiful synunctiy of person for which he was so distinguished, and which 
would have formed a perfect model for the sculptor, Perkins was rougli, 
square, aud muscular in appearance. His head, too, being stripped in 
patches of its hair, from the effect of ringworm in early life, gave him 
ratlier the cut of a ragged colt just caught upon the mountain wilds than 
the well-groomed nag coming from the stud of an indulgent master. Over- 
coming first impression, however, on seeing both men stripped, it was impos- 
sible not to discover at a glance the great disparity in point of size between 
the men. Perkins appeared to ua to be at least two inches taller than 
Curtis, and every way larger in proportion. He w« well pinned, with sub- 
stantial thighs, and his shoulders and arms showed powerful muscle, though 
his loins were thin. His phiz, too, exhibited various scars, which were 
convincing proofs that he had been engaged in encounters of no trifling 
cbaracter. He evinced a great coolness in his manner, and, as througliout 
his training, booked victory as certain. Curtis looked to us light, but, 
nevertheless, in high favour with himself. Many old followers of tlio 
stakes did not hesitate on seeing the men for the first time stripped in fair 
comparison to exclaim, *‘Dick is over-matched,” an opinion which had 
often been expressed before, but met with little attention. Everything 
being in readiness the men were conducted to the scratch and commenced 
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THE FIGHT. 


Round 1«-*-The potitiom of both men woro 
good* Curtii, hit uomI u little advanced, hit

Perkina atood well to hia 
guard. Five minutea were occupied in thia 
way, and not a blow struck ; at last Dick 
plunged in with hia left, which waa atopiied, 
but lie delivered with hia right. Gooil 
oountcr-hita were exohangeil in a rally, 
Dick catching the loft between hia oyea, 
which made them twinkle, and the right ou 
the tip of hia oonk. Perkina instantly 
atepiwd baok and exclaimed. ** First blood 
at ine same time pointing to Dick’s nose, 
and aure enough the pundo fluid oamo 
guiwling forth. Dick, iin<lismaycd, bustle<1 
up to ma man, and caught him heavily on 
the mouth with hia loft. Perkins got well 
away, but no time waa lost in again getting 
to a imUy ; Dick would not be denied, and 
got doae to hia man, Perkina again put in 
a Mt-handed facer, but had a tremendoua 
hit in return from Dick’s right, which out 
him over the comer of tlie left eye, and drew 
a copious stream of blood. Both again <lrow 
baMk, but Dick suffered no time to ela]>se, 
mahed in to deliver, and after two or thiee 
exohangea Perkina went down from a aliglit 
hit, Ine round lasted seven minutes, and 
the fighting on both aides waa excellent, and 
acknowledged by the moat aoei^tical to bo 
better than was expected on the part of the 
Oxfo^ Pet, 

2,*-DidK again eame up in beautiful 
peeitkm, while Perkina seemed perfeotl^ at 
home, and nowise dismwed by Diok’a 
**oouiar demonstration.** Perkina waited; 
and after two or three feints with his 
lofl niade a good hit with his right, but was 
WM eouatered by Perkina. A sharp and 
active rally followed, in which Perkina 
eawM it on the noaxle, and waa on a iiar 
widt hia opponent, for he too showed abun- 
dance of eiarot. In the end Perkina was 


fitished, arid the first hit between the ogles 
began to show its effects, as hia right eye 
became disoolourod. Diok. after a leaty 
feint, rushed in to hit w^ hia left: but 
Perktna, with great steadiness, parried the 
oomplimeni, and smiled. Du» finding ho 
oouui net plant his favourite nobbem, now 
tried the body, and popped in two or threff 
pretty hits in the breadbaricet with hia left. 
Perk^ waa not idle, and caught him on the 
aide of the head with hia right. Both were 
again eautioua, and Perkina covered his 
upiMT worka in good s^le ; he waa always 
r^y to ooimter with hu left aahestoppM 
with his right. Dick saw this, and repeated 
his body blows, leaving pretty obvious marks 
from lus knuckles ; Perkins did not return. 
Good oouuter>hita at the nob right and left, 
and both avray. Again to mancenvring, 
when Diok’i body hit waa stopped; he 
then rushed in and hit Perkina open-handed 
with his left. Perkins returned with liis

This was a fine manly round, and excited 
general applause ; ana from Pick’s ateadi- 
ness, his friends’ confidenee increased.

7.-* Disk fought a little cmsn-inoiithed, 
and oeeoiod eomewhat crabbed at not bring 
able to reaeh hii man. He took a drop m 
brandy-and-water and again weptto aemu 
Peridns stiU steady and oeOiosted, and 
evidentiy as strong as a hone. Diok sr 
sumed his fsinti^ tystem, and eauglit 
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Perkini oIeverl:f witli hii Wt, while he 
delivered hie right heavily on hia collar- 
bone. Had this reached his canister, as waa 
no doubt intended, it would have told tales, 
but Perkina*s activity on his legs enabled 
him to step back in time. Dick put in tliree 
body blows in succession with his left, but 
thw did not seem to tell on the iron carcass 
of Perkins. Dick then rushed in to punisli, 
but Perkins, in retreating, fell, and pulleil 
Iiim upon him. (Dick’s friends were still 
satisfiM all was Tii|bt, and booked winning 
as certain. But little betting took place, 
so intense was the interest exoito<l by every 
move.) 

8. — ^Diok triofl his left-handed job, but was 
stopped, and with etjiial neatness stopiied 
the counter from Perkins’s left. In a second 
effort Perkins was more successful, and put 
in his left cleverly on Dick’s nob, while 
Dick countered at his bodv. Perkins again 
stopped Dick’s left-handed job, and showed 
great quickness in getting away. A fine 
spirited rally followed, in which mutual 
ezchanm took place, anti the blood flowed 
from the smellers of both. It was a fine, 
manly duplay on botli sides, but in the end 
Perkins hit Dick clean off his legs with his 
right, oatcliing him heavily on tlie sitlo of the 
head. (Immense oheers mm the Oxonians, 
and the Londoners looking blue.) 

9. — Dick, a little abroad, jKipiied in bis 
left on Perkins’s body, and then rushed in to 
fight. Perkins retreated, and got into the 
comer of the ring, when a desperate rally 
followed ; Perkins jobbed Dick several times 
right and left, catching him heavily under 
the ear with his right, thus showing he could 
use both hands with equal effect. Dick 
fought with him, but the length of Perkins 
seemed too great to enable him to hit with 
effect. Finding himself foiled at this game, 
he closed, and catching Perkins’s nob under 
his arm, was about to fib ; but Perkins 
slipped down, by the advice of Spring, and 
evaaed the inu^ment he would otherwise 
have received. Dick, on getting to his 
second’s knee, was covered witli blood, and 
looked all abroad ; the right-handed hit 
under his lug in the last round was evidently 
a stingw. 

10. — ^Both came up collected, but Dick 
did not seem disposed to lose much time in 
reflection ; ho hit with his left, but had it in 
return from Perkins on the nob. A lively 

followed, in which both got pcpi»er ; 
nished in hastily, and Perkins fell, 
Diok on him. 

11. and last.— Diok now came up evidently 
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revived to make a desperate effort to nut 
aside the cootnew of Pfikins, but h« found 
his man riMulv at all points ; gocxl ^Nmittsv- 
hits were exotianged, and both fougltt with 
fury ; Perkins threw in a heavy hit with his 
left on Dick's nob. and then on hi« boily 
with his right : IHck fought w'lth him boldly, 
but had no advantage, when Perkins again 
caught him heavily under the ear with hit 
right, and he fell *^all of a heap.” He was 
iminediatoly picked up, ai d his seconds tri^ 
everv expedient to bnng to his Monsos, 
but he was completely stop, hod, ami on tuns 
being called was iiioa|fabli' ol standing. The 
hat was immediately thrown up, announcing 
victory, and Perkins ran out of the riug as 
strong as ever. He was, however, sent Iwok 
till the liattlc was prononnml won or lost. 
The decision was given in favour of Perkins, 
and in a short time Dick wrui convoyed to 
his carriage, and from the ground to Maiden- 
head. Tlie fight lasted twenty-three minutes 
and a half. 

Kkm AUKS.— At the conclusion of the tight, 
which was certainly more quickly endeil 
than wc anticipated, most tk the persons 
close to the ring soemofl to be satisfied that 
Curtis had been outfought, and tliat, in 
fact, he had been, as was observed in thu 
first instance, overmatched. The losers, 
however, toon began to state a different im« 
pression, and certain shrugs and twists gave 
indication of a feeling that all was not ngbt 
”in the state of itonmark ” It isceitam 
that Diok did not do as much with I’erknis 
as we have seen him do with other in< n ; 
but then it must be considered that we never 
saw him opposed to Bf>grM)d aman as Perkins 
was on this day. In addition to his superior 
weight and jdiysique, the Oxfonl man from 
first to last pruserved a coolness and steadi- 
ness, and covered Ills [loiiits with a scientific 
precisi»>n, which few mi'ii of his age an<l ex}*e- 
ricnce have disitlayeil in the King. This was 
admitted even i>y those who hmi most rea^n 
to lament his success. In our opinion Dick 
fought too quickly, and lost that presence of 
mind which with sucli an opponent was hi • 
only chance of success. From the undi- 
minisbed strength which Perkins showerl at 
the last, too, we arc satisfied he could have 
continued the fight mucli longer. We agree 
with ^rn (who seconded (’urtis) that he was 
more of a match for him tlian for the Pet. 
It cannot ^ forgotten that from the first 
moment the match was made we exprcsseil 
our fears that Dick was giving away too 
much weight, and the result has eonfirmed 
our judgment. 



In a very few minntra after the fight Perkind entered the ring dressed, 
and little the woree for his engagement, beyond the cut over his left eye 
and a little puffiness in the mouth and nose : he must, however, have felt 
for some time the effects of his body blows, which were both heavy and 
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nntnerone. He expressed a strong desire to second Hany Jones in his 
fight with Reidie, but this his friends would not permit. 

A challenge from Bob Coates procured for that boxer a thrashing in 
twenty-five rounds, occupying twenty -eight minutes, near Chipping Norton, 
on the 19th of March, 1 830. 

The defeat of Curtis, as wc have already noted in cur Memoirs of Alec 
Rbii> and Harht Jones, rankled in the memory of the London Ring, and 
consequently a more equal opponent for the fresh and hardy provincial was 
looked out in the person of Alec Reid, “ the Chelsea Snob,” the full de- 
tails of which may be read in the tenth chapter of this volume, pp. 423- 
426. 

This first defeat took place on the 25th May, 1830, and thenceforward, 
until 1832, Perkins remained without a customer. Towards the close of 
1831 a negotiation with Harry Jones, the Sailor Boy, was concluded. The 
stakes, £50 a aide, wore tabled, and on January 17th, 1832, at Hurley 
Bottom, the socno of his victory over the London Pet, the Oxford man was 
defeated, after a gallant defence, in twenty-two rounds, time forty-six 
minutes. 

With this defeat closed the Ring career of “ the Oxford Pot,” in three 
short years.
